SPEECH  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  PRO  TEM. 

Senators  : — My  election  to  this,  the  chief  place  in  your  immediate 
gift,  second  onl}'  to  that  of  the  Plxecutive  officer,  who  is  the  constitu- 
tional President  of  the  Senate,  especially  when  made  by  a  vote,  the 
spontaneity  and  universality  of  which  is  unprecedented  in  this  body,  I 
may  well  regard  as  a  distinguished  honor.  1  am  loft  only  the  use  of  that 
often  repeated,  but  sincerely  uttered  ex])ression,  1  thank  you.  and  beg 
you  to  accept  the  assurances  of  my  profound  and  grateiul  ackuowiedg- 
nient. 

We  are  here,  one  of  those  bodies  composing  a  sei)arate  department  of 
the  Government.  Standing  nearest  the  source  of  ])ower,  il  is  our  duty 
to  collect  and  represent  the  enlightened  judgment  of  the  ])eoj)le,  and  to 
provide  for  their  wants  and  necessities  by  the  enactment  of  wise  laws. 

It  is  the  result  of  all  experience  that  nothing  conduces  so  much  to 
that  result  as  a  strict  adhereueo  to  those  settled  forms  of  ])rocedure 
which  have  been  devised  to  that  end.  It  has  never  been  ni}-  Ibrtune  to 
witness  a  departure  from  those  forms,  upon  the  pretexts  hy  which  such 
departure  is  often  invoked,  without  feeling  that  justice  and  purity  had 
received  a  wound,  and  that  another  chain  was  thrown  around  the  limbs 
of  expedition.  I  invoke  your  co-operation  in  the  attem])t  to  adhere 
strictly  to  these  rules. 

I  may  not  be  able  to  justify  j-our  partiality,  but  of  this  be  assured  ; 
superadded  to  what  of  ability  I  may  jiossess,  shall  be  a  vigilant,  and  if 
need  be,  laborious  attention.  The  ))arliamentary  history  of  our  country 
presents,  unfortunately,  many  instances  where  parliamentary  law  has 
been  administered  with  anything  but  accuracy  and  justice,  where  the 
object  of  settled  rules,  as  stated  by  the  old  Speaker  Onslow,  has  been 
disap])ointed.  and  they  have  not  been  "  a  shelter  and  protection  to  the 
minoi'ity  against  the  attempts  of  power."  Permit  me  to  sa}-  that  from 
all  concurrence  on  my  part  with  any  attempt  thus  to  subvert  the  law,  if 
any  such  is  supposable,  you  will  be  exempt. 

I  cannot  consent  to  confine  myself  to  a  mere  expression  of  good  inten- 
tions as  to  personal  demeanor  toward  you,  but  to  assure  you  that  you 
will  not  observe  any  exhibitions  of  fretfulness  and  impatience,  sometimes 
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occurrinf^,  whicli  arc  so  cmliarrassing  to  new  memhcrs,  so  annoying  to 
thoHo  of  riper  experience,  and  so  offensive  to  all.  But  it  unfortunately 
such  errors  should  occur,  it  is  your  privilege  and  imperative  duty  to  sub- 
stitute your  judgment  for  my  error,  and  jirevent  the  seeds  of  incorrect 
opinion  from  ri])e7iing  into  I'ruit.  It  is  a  reproach  to  legislative  bodies 
that  the  case  is  not  unfrequent  that,  suffei-iiig  under  pal])al)le  injustice,  a 
)iian  of  s])irit  is  obliged  to  cat  his  own  heart  with  restrained  rage,  or  suf- 
fer in  silence  his  wrongs,  when  redress  is  hopeless  and  complaint  is 
useless. 

Let  us  see  to  it  that  no  such  reproach  shall  fall  upon  this  body.  "When 
subsequent  reflection  shall  have  satisfied  me  that  I  have  fallen  into  error, 
believe  me,  I  shall  regard  your  acquiescence  in  it  as  no  friendlv  act.  and 
it  will  but  deepen  my  sense  of  my  personal  n\isfortune  that  you  have 
))eriiiitted  my  fault  to  de))rive  any  member  of  this  body  of  a  right,  or  to 
inflict  u])oii  hiin  an  undeserved  ])ain. 

It  reiriains  for  me  but  to  renew  my  expressions  of  gratitude  to  you  for 
the  honor  of  your  choice,  and  to  assume  tlic  discharge  of  the  duties  it 
imposes.

Sir: — The  present  insurrection  had  not  even  revealed  itself  in  arms, 
when  disloyal  citizens  hastened  to  foreign  countries  to  invoke  their  inter- 
vention for  the  overthrow  of  the  Government  and  the  destruction  of  the 
Federal  Union.  Tiicse  agents  are  known  to  have  made  their  apjieals  to 
some  of  the  more  important  States  Avithout  success.  It  is  not  likely, 
however,  that  they  will  remain  content  with  such  refusals.  Indeed,  it  is 
understood  that  they  arc  industriously  endeavoring  to  accomplish  their 
disloyal  purposes  by  degrees  and  hy  indirection.  Taking  advantage  of 
the  embarrassments  of  agriculture,  manufactures  and  commerce,  in- 
foreign  countries,  resulting  from  the  insurrection  they  have  inaugurated 
at  home,  they  seek  to  involve  our  common  country  in  controversies  with 
States  Avith  wliich  every  public  interest,  and  every  interest  of  mankind, 
require  that  it  shall  remain  in  relations  of  petice,  amity  and  friendship. 

I  am  able  to  state,  for  3-our  gratitication,  that  the  prospect  of  any  such 
disturbance  is  noAV  less  serious  than  it  has  been  at  any  previous  period 
dui'ing  the  course  of  the  insurrection.  It  is,  nevertheless,  necessarj-  now, 
as  it  has  hitherto  been,  to  take  every  precaution  that  is  possible  to  avert 
the  evils  of  foreign  war,  to  be  superinduced  upon  those  of  civil  com- 
motion, which  we  are  endeavoring  to  cure.  One  of  the  most  obvious  of 
such  precautions  is,  that  our  ports  and  harbors  on  the  seas  and  lakes 
should  be  in  a  condition  of  complete  defence  ;  for  any  nation  may  be  .said 
to  voluntarily  incur  danger  in  tempestuous  seasons  when  it  fails"  to  show 
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that  it  has  sheltered  itself  on  every  side  from  which  the  storm  might 
possibl}'  come. 

The  measures  which  the  Executive  can  adopt  in  this  eraer<^ency  are 
such  only  as  Congress  has  sanctioned,  and  for  which  it  has  provided. 
Tiie  President  is  putting  forth  tiie  most  diligent  efi'orts  to  execute  these 
measures,  and  we  have  the  great  satisfaction  of  seeing  that  these  efforts, 
seconded  by  the  favor,  aid.  and  support  of  a  loj'al,  patriotic,  and  self 
sacrificing  people,  are  rapidly  bringing  the  military  and  naval  forces  of 
the  United  States  into  the  highest  state  of  efficiency.  But  Congress  was 
chiefly  absorbed,  during  its  recent  extra  session,  with  those  measures, 
and  did  not  provide  as  am])]y  as  could  be  wished,  for  the  protection  of 
our  sea  and  lake  coasts.  In  previous  wars,  loyal  States  have  apjjiied 
themselves,  by  independent  and  separate  activity,  to  support  and  aid  the 
Federal  Government  in  its  arduous  responsibilities.  The  same  dispo- 
sition has  been  manifested  in  a  degree  eminently  lionorable,  by  all  the 
loyal  States  during  the  present  insurrection.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and 
relying  upon  the  increase  and  continuance  of  the  same  disposition  on 
the  part  of  the  lo}-al  States,  the  President  has  directed  me  to  invite  your 
consideration  to  the  subject  of  the  importance  of  perfecting  tlie  defences 
of  the  State  over  which  you  preside,  and  to  ask  you  to  submit  the  sub- 
ject to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  Aviien  it  shall  have  assembled. 
Such  proceedings  by  the  State  would  requii-e  only  a  temporary  use  of  its 
means.  The  expenditures  ought  to  be  made  the  subject  of  conference 
M-ith  the  Federal  Government.  Being  thus  made,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Government,  for  general  defence,  thei'e  is  everj'  reason  to  believe 
that  Congress  would  sanction  what  the  State  should  do.  and  would  pro- 
vide for  its  reimbursement.  Should  these  suggestions  be  accepted,  the 
President  will  direct  proper  agents  of  the  Federal  Government  to  confer 
with  you,  and  to  superintend,  direct,  and  conduct  the  prosecution  of  the 
system  of  defence  of  yom-  State.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  fourteenth  ultimo,  inviting  my  attention  to  the  subject  of 
perfecting  the  defences  of  this  State,  and  requesting  me  to  submit 
the  subject  to  the  consideration  of  tlie  Legislature  when  it  shall  be 
assembled. 

The  request  shall  be  faithfullj-  comjdied  with  ;  and  the  sulyect  will 
undoubtedly  command,  to  the  extent  its  magnitude  requires,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  next  Legislature,  which  convenes  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

At  this  time  our  defences  are  wholly  inadequate  to  the  protection  of 
the  coast  and  interior  of  California. 

The  value  of  our  Pacific  interests  to  the  LTnion  will  justify  all  the 
outlay  necessary  to  render  their  seizure  and  appropriation  by  foreign 
powers  impossible.  P^or  it  is  not  dealing  in  hyperbole  to  affirm,  that  the 
present  and  prospective  commercial  value  of  our  Pacific  empire  renders 
its  security  as  important  as  one  hall' of  the  Union.  And  I  may  add,  that 
the  topography  of  the  country  is  such,  that  its  safetj-  can  be  secured 
beyond  all  contingencies  against  the  attack  of  any  military  power  that 
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can  he  bronglit  against  it,  b_y  a  complete  system  of  coast  defences.  The 
interior  will  rotiuire  bnt  little  outlay  to  assure  its  protection.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  hei-ewith  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  California  War  Debt,  B.  Nordheimer,  Esq..  apjiointed  by 
me  to  till  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  failure  of  Samuel  B.  Smith,  Esq., 
to  proceed  to  Washington,  within  the  si.xty  days  required  by  law,  to 
pcrlorm  the  duties  imjjoscd  on  him  as  (Commissioner,  selected  for  this 
])urjiose  by  the  Legislatui-c.  The  necessity  which  led  to  this  ap]ioint- 
ment  will  a]i]iear  from  the  accompanying  jjapers,  to  which  your  atten- 
tion is  directed. 

Satisfactory  information  being  received  tliat  the  other  Commissioner, 
Hon.  J.  W.  Denver,  had  been  commissioned  a  Brigadier-tiencral  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  liad  accc])ted  it,  I  ap])ointcd  the  Hon. 
James  T.  Ryan,  of  Humboldt  County,  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created. 
Messrs.  Nordheimer  and  Hyan  have  been  recognized  by  the  Dej)artment 
at  Washington,  and  are  now  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Commission, 
as  defined  by  the  Acts  creating  it.  A  large  amount  of  the  ai)i)ropria- 
tion  made  by  Congress  to  cover  this  AVar  Debt  is  for  cash  expenditures 
by  the  State,  and  which,  when  audited,  will  revert  to  the  State  Trea- 
sury. The  report  of  Mr.  Nordheimer,  and  the  despatdi  received  from 
our  Senator,  Milton  S.  Latham,  l)earing  date  the  seventh  instant,  a  copy 
of  which  is  herewith  transmitted,  will  show  that  the  '-Third  Auditor" 
of  tlie  Treasury  has  this  matter  in  process  of  adjustment,  and  that  the 
appro))riation  of  Congress  aforesaid  will  in  a  month  or  so  be  subject  to 
tlie  orilcr  of  the  bond-holders  and  the  authorized  a<rents  of  the  State.

Sir: — According  to  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  Ma}-  sixth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  requiring  the  Commissioners  of  the 
California  War  Debt  to  make  a  full  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the 
(lovernor  of  the  State,  I,  in  the  absence  of  General  Denver,  who  has 
recently  been  called  to  duty  upon  the  western  frontier  as  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral, rejiort  as  follows : 

I  arrived  here  upon  the  fourteenth  (14th)  of  August  last,  and  ascer- 
tained that  nothing  had  been  elleeted  toward  the  liquidation  of  the  War 
Debt.  I  saw  the  Hon.  M.  S.  Latham,  Senator  from  California,  who 
called,  in  company  with  Gen.  Denver,  upon  the  Secretar}-  of  AVar,  Hon. 
Simon  Cameron.  He  acknowledged  the  necessity  of  calling  out  the  vol- 
unteers, and  made  his  report  accordingly.  I  filed  my  commission  with 
the  Tliird  Auditor,  Treasury  Department,  on  the  second  of  September, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  was  fully  recognized.    On  the 
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twentieth  of  September,  Gen.  Denver  turned  over  to  Mr.  A.  J.  F.  Phelan 
(the  Secretary  of  the  War  Debt  Commission)  for  him  to  copy  tliem  and 
prepare  such  a  statement  as  would  enable  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
California  to  make  a  settlement  from.  On  the  nineteenth  of  October,  Mr. 
Phelan  gave  us  notice  that  the  papers  were  read}'  to  be  filed  with  the 
Third  Auditor.  On  the  third  of  Xovember.  the  Secretary  and  myself 
filed  the  claims  with  the  Auditor,  State  Department  of  the  United  States 
Government.  I  have  called  u))on  the  Department  and  have  urged  for  a 
speedy  liquidation  of  the  claims,  and  have  used  every  endeavor  to  press 
the  matter  forward.  The  Auditor  has  informed  me  that  he  has  four 
clerks  emplo^yed  iipon  the  claims,  and  promises  me  there  shall  be  no 
unnecessary  delay.

Jacob  Grecnebaum.  of  tbe  city  and  count}'  and  State  aforesaid,  being 
duly  sworn  by  me,  Notary,  deposes  and  says,  on  oath,  as  follows:  That 
some  time  in  the  month  of  June  last  jiast.  Samuel  B.  Smith,  one  of  the 
Indian  War  Bond  Commissioners,  duly  appointed  as  such  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  California,  called  uj)on  deponent  several  times, 
and  made  inquiries  from  him  as  to  the  time  at  which  Mr.  B.  Xordbeimer, 
of  Trinidad,  Klamath  County,  State  aforesaid,  would  be  ])rescnt  in  this 
city;  on  the  occasion  of  one  of  said  Smith's  visits  to  dejioiicnt.  he.  de- 
ponent, inquired  of  him  at  what  time  he  woidd  leave  California  for  Wash- 
ington, on  his  official  business  as  Commissioner  aforesaid;  his  answer 
was.  that  he  would  not  like  to  leave  until  he  first  would  have  seen  Mr. 
Xordbeimer,  and  then  inquired  of  deponent  at  what  time  he  expected 
him.  Nordheimer,  to  arrive  in  San  Francisco  ;  deponent  answered  to  that 
inquiry,  that  he  expected  Mr.  Xordheimer's  arrival  here  on  board  of  the 
steamer  Columbia,  from  the  nortliern  coast,  which  would  then  be  due 
four  or  five  days  thereafter. 

The  Columbia  arrived  in  due  time  at  this  port  of  San  Francisco,  bnt 
Mr.  Xordbeimer  was  not  on  board  of  her.    Deponent  says  that  Samuel 
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B.  Sinitli  a<i;ain  called  upon  liim  after  tlic  arrival  here  of  said  steamer,  at 
Avhich  time  he  informed  said  Smith  of  the  non-arrival  of  said  Xord- 
heimer;  Siriith  tlien  wished  to  know  from  deponent  at  what  time  he  then 
expected  Nordheimer  would  arrive  here,  to  which  inquiry  deponent  re- 
plied that,  having  hcen  disappointed  in  his  expectations,  he  could  not 
say  with  any  certainty  at  what  time  thereafter  Mr.  Nordheimer  would 
arrive  here.  Upon  this  answer  so  ^iven,  Smith  took  dc])onent  aside,  at 
iiis  ])lacc  of  business,  and  told  him  that  the  reason  he  wished  to  see  Mr. 
Nordheimer  was  for  the  jiurpose  of  informin(^  him  that  the  amount  ap- 
pro])riate(i  by  the  Ijcirislature  of  the  State  of  California,  for  his  compen- 
sation as  Commissioner  aforesaid,  was  not  snfKcient  to  enable  him  to 
work  efficiently  in  the  City  of  AVashington  for  the  settlement  of  those 
claims,  and  that  althouj^h  he  was  aware  that  Nordheimer  would  do  what 
was  riii;ht  Avitii  him,  Smith,  yet  he  wanted  or  desired  that  he,  Nord- 
heimer, should  see  the  other  War  Bond  holders,  or  some  of  them,  in  or- 
der ti)at  they  should  subscribe  a  certain  ])er  ccntage,  or  sum,  which  by 
them  would  be  allowed  to  him,  said  Smith,  as  extra  compensation.  Smith

])e])0!ient  further  says  that  Smith  stated  fo  him  that  he  ha<l  seen  and 
s])okcn  to  Mr.  Callahan  about  that  subject,  and  that  Callahan  had  stated 
that  he  would  do  what  was  right  with  him,  Smith,  hut  at  all  events,  he, 
Callahan,  would  not  do  anything  in  the  premises  until  ho  had  seen  Mr, 
Nordheimer,    Further  deponent  saith  not.

In  addressing  myself  to  the  interesting  duty  imposed  on  me  by  our 
organic  law,  of  communicating  to  your  honorable  body  the  condition  of 
the  Commonwealth,  there  is  forcibly  iinjirossed  on  my  mind  the  reflec- 
tion, that  a  most  eventful  year  has  been  added  to  its  history.  And  so 
far  as  our  own  State  is  concerned,  tlio  record  of  the  past  year  is  rei)lcte 
with  the  most  gratifying  eviilences  of  prosperity  and  of  social  and 
material  progress.  Every  department  of  the  Government  has  been  con- 
ducted in  such  a  manner  as  cannot  fail  to  give  confidence  and  satis- 
faction to  the  people,  who  have  teni])oi"arily  confided  to  their  public 
agents  the  im])ortant  official  trusts  connected  with  its  administration. 
The  a]>propriations  made  by  the  Legislature  have  been  faithfully  dis- 
bursed, for  the  objects  for  which  they  were  intended,  and  in  strict  con- 
formity with  tlie  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  interest  of  our  ])ublic  debt  has  been  promptly  paid  as  it  foil  due, 
and  the  ])rincipal  has  been  reduced  by  the  rc(lem])tion  of  bonds  out  of 
moneys  arising  from  the  Sinking  Fund  provided  by  law  for  such  object. 
And  it  is  a  matter  of  State  pride,  that  while  the  securities  of  other  States 
have  been  seriously  affected  by  financial  embarrassments  occurring  at 
the  East,  our  own  bonds  have  been  redeemed  at  the  State  Treasurer's 
office  at  a  small  fraction  below  par.  The  accomjianying  report  of  the 
Ti'casurer  will  exhibit  in  detail  the  condition  of  the  various  funds  com- 
posing the  public  treasury,  and  the  amounts  received  and  disbursed  for 
the  period  of  one  year,  terminating  with  the  close  of  business  on  the 
14th  day  of  December,  A.  D,  L^Gl ;  to  which  report,  as  it  embodies  evi- 
dence of  the  fidelity,  ability  and  integrity'  of  that  faithful  puiilic  servant, 
as  well  as  information  that  each  legislator  should  at  once  make  himselt 
familiar  with,  j'our  careful  attention  is  earnestly  invoked.

The  halancc  of  moneys  remaining  on  hand  in  the  treasury-,  and  belong- 
ing to  the  different  funds,  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  15th  day  of  De- 
cember, A.  D.  1860,  was  six  hundred  forty-three  thousand  three  hundred 
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and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents,  (8643.338  29.)  The 
amount  of  moneys  received  into  the  treasurj-  to  the  credit  of  the  differ- 
ent funds  and  from  all  sources  dui-ini;  the  year,  from  the  16th  of  Decem- 
ber, A.  J).  1860,  to  the  14th  of  December,  1861,  inclusive,  reached  the  snni 
of  one  million  ninety-five  thousand  and  twenty  dollars  and  one  cent, 
(§1,095,020  01.)  The  total  amount,  therefore,  on  hand  in  the  treasury 
on  the  15th  of  December,  a.  d.  186U,  and  the  amount  received  durinir  the 
year  subsequent  aforesaid,  made  the  sum  of  one  million  seven  hundred 
thirtj'-ei^ht  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-eiu:ht  dollars  and  thirty 
cents,  ($1,788,358  30.)  The  whole  amount  disbursed  during  the  same 
period,  in  accordance  with  the  approjjriations  directed  by  the  Legislature, 
Avas  one  million  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
seventy-three  dollars  and  eight^y-two  cents,  (81,248.573  82.)  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  treasur}-  of  moneys  belonging  to  the  different  funds,  on 
the  14th  of  December,  A.  D.  1861,  of  four  hundred  eighty  nine  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-tive  dollars  and  fortv-eight  cents.  (8489,784  48.) 
These  disbursements  during  the  year,  of  one  million  two  hundred  forty- 
eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  sevent3'-three  dollars  and  eighty-two 
cents,  (81,248,  573  82,)  might  ajipear  at  first  sight  to  represent  the  ordin- 
ary current  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  Government ;  and,  if  unex- 
plained, might  ])robably  furnish  grounds  of  alarm  to  the  economist  and 
tax-payer.  But  the  following  items  of  expenditures  will  explain  the 
extraordinary  character  of  these  disbursements  for  the  past  j-car  :  Inter- 
est on  State  Debt  under  Act  of  1857,  8267,680;  bonds  redeemed  umler 
said  Act,  896,379  37 ;  bonds  redeemed  under  State  School  Land  Fund, 
816,570;  erection  of  State  Reform  School,  824.831  31;  construction  of 
State  Capitol,  842,268  19;  canceling  State  Prison  Contract,  8137,500; 
reclaiming  Swamp  Lands,  821.657  06;  support  of  Schools,  881.713  62; 
Geological  Survey,  810,000  ;  Special  Extraordinary  Appropriations  paicl 
to  date,  886,367  79;  making  a  total  of  extraordinary  expenditures  of 
8784,967  34,  which,  hy  deducting  from  the  total  expenditures  of  the  year, 
(81,248,573  82,)  leaves  a  balance  of  8463,606  48.  as  the  only  sum  legiti- 
mately chargeable  to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  State 
Government. 

Of  this  last  amount,  that  is,  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Govern- 
ment, the  enormous  sum  of  two  hundred  thirty-seven  thousand,  nine 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents  (8237,958  59)  has 
been  expended  for  mileage,  per  diem,  and  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Legislature  ;  to  which  may  be  added  for  printing,  publishing,  and  trans- 
lations ordered  by  that  body,  the  sum  of  forty-three  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  twelve  dollars  and  fitly  cents  (843.612  50).  This  will  show 
a  total  expenditure  for  the  Legislative  department  of  two  hundred 
eightj'-one  thousand,  five  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  nine  cents, 
(281,570  09,)  which  is  excessively  disproportionate  to  the  expenses 
created  by  the  other  departments  of  the  Government,  wholly-  unneces- 
sary, and  calls  for  the  immediate  remedial  action  of  the  present  Legis- 
lature. In  my  last  annual  message,  I  urgently  besought  the  Legislature 
to  curtail  this  expenditure  by  a  short  session,  hy  abolishing  the  mileage 
system,  and  substituting  therefor  the  actual  traveling  expenses  under 
proper  vouchers,  and  by  the  reduction  of  the  ])er  diem  pay  of  the  mem- 
bers, clerks,  and  employes.  The  growing  necessities  of  the  State  for 
all  the  institutions  which  civilization  and  humanity  have  alike  combined 
in  imposing  upon  the  older  members  of  the  Confederacy,  some  of  which 
have  already  been  inaugurated  in  California,  will  necessarily  create 
heavy  expenditures,  and  thus  render  the  strictest  economy  in  every 
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department  an  absolute  necessity.  The  care  of  the  insane,  of  the  deaf, 
dinnh,  and  blind,  and  of  tlie  orphans  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  need 
of  the  Reform  School  for  youtldul  delinquents,  demand  increased  appro- 
priations. The  continued  annual  appi'opi-iations  for  our  State  Capitol, 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  State  Prison,  and  for  the  additional  and 
extensive  buildings  required  for  the  better  accommodation  and  security 
of  the  prisoners,  will  im])eratively  demand  to  be  increased,  thus  requiring 
great  and  constant  outlays;  while  it  is  a  fact  that  must  servo  as  a  basis 
of  all  future  estimates,  that  our  revenue  is  not,  and  for  the  present  cannot 
be,  augmented  in  proportion  to  the  many  increasing  demands.  The 
assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property  in  tiie  State,  for  the  year 
1801,  is  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  millions,  eight  hundred  and 
eleven  thousand,  six  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  sixteen  cents, 
($147,811,617  IG,)  showing  a  decrease  from  that  of  the  j)receding  year 
of  three  hundred  eighty-one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two 
dollai's  and  eighty-six  cents,  ($381,1)22  80. )  This  difference  is  mainly 
attributable  to  the  dejjreciation  in  the  marketable  value  of  live  stock. 
Although  this  diminution  in  assessable  ])ropcrty  is  trifling  in  itself,  it 
serves  to  demonstrate  that  our  resources  are  not  in  proportion  to  the 
increased  demands  upon  the  treasury;  and  that  nothing  but  a  rigid 
economy  will  prevent  our  relapsing  into  the  old  system  of  issuing 
Controller's  warrants  as  evidences  of  indel)tedness,  to  sup])ly  the 
deficiency  caused  by  the  excess  of  ap])ropriation8  over  the  incoming 
revenue, — a  result  which  will  subject  us  to  the  mortification  of  seeing 
tiiese  warrants  ])ass  from  the  hands  of  the  deserving  creditors  of  the 
State,  at  groat  depreciation,  into  the  iron  safes  of  brokers  and  specu- 
lators. 

Tiu^  Controller's  Report  evinces  groat  labor  and  careful  research,  re- 
flecting much  credit  u))on  that  otiicer ;  it  exhibits  in  a  dear  and  conve- 
nient form  the  resources  of  the  State,  and  the  various  tributary  branches 
that  have  su])))lied  the  accumulated  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Gov- 
ernment; and  it  contains  careful  estimates  of  future  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures. A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  this 
document  is  in(lis])ensable  to  intelligent  legislation  ;  and  it  is,  therefore, 
commended  to  your  careful  perusal,  with  tiie  ex])ectation  thattlie  subjects 
it  undertakes  to  place  before  yon  in  as  dear  a  light  as  practicable,  will 
receive  a  patient  and  thorough  investigation. 

The  expenses  of  collecting  the  State  revenue  arising  from  the  assess- 
ment upon  property  should  be  materially  reduced :  they  should  not  exceed 
fifteen  per  centum  of  the  whole  amount  collected.  As  it  now  stands,  the 
average  cost  to  assess,  collect  and  place  the  revenue  derived  from  this 
source  in  the  vaults  of  the  Treasury,  does  not  fall  short  of  twenty-five' 
per  cent.,  or  full}-  one  quarter  of  the  full  amount  of  proportj-  tax  paid 
by  the  people  for  the  support  of  their  Government.  By  reducing  the 
expenses  of  the  collection  of  the  revenue  to  as  uniform  a  schedule  of  per 
centage  allowance  as  possible,  in  the  ditfcrent  counties,  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  collected,  a  radical 
and  needful  reform  in  this  matter  would  be  initiated,  whereby  a  great 
saving  to  the  ]ieople  would  be  realized,  as  well  as  great  advantage  to  the 
State.  The  importance  of  this  subject  of  reducing  the  expenses  of  col- 
lecting the  revenues  of  the  State,  and  establishing  a  uniform  allowance  for 
its  collection,  is  enhanced  by  the  fact  that  a  direct  tax  has  been  imposed 
by  the  F'ederal  Government  upon  all  the  States  composing  the  Union.  At 
the  extra  session  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  an  Act  was  passed, 
approved  on  the  5tb  day  of  August,  1861,  imposing  a  direct  tax  of  twenty 
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millions  of  dollars  upon  real  and  personal  property  in  the  several  States, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  increased  revenue,  &c.,  for  the  Government. 
Section  8  of  said  Act  fixes  the  proportion  of  California  at  two  hundred 
and  tifty-four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  sixty- 
six  and  two-third  cents.  By  the  53d  section  of  the  same  Act,  the  privil- 
ege is  extended  to  each  State  to  collect  and  pay  over  through  its  own 
officers  its  quota  of  the  above  tax,  as  apportioned  therein  to  the  several 
States,  granting  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  centum  of  such  quota  for  the 
expenses  of  such  collection  and  pa3'inent  into  the  National  Treasury  on 
the  part  of  the  State.  Provisions  should  he  made  by  the  Legislature  for 
the  collection  of  this  tax  by  and  through  the  agcnc}^  of  our  own  officers; 
or  its  direct  payment  assumed  and  made  in  such  a  manner  as  to  lighten 
the  burden  as  much  as  possible,  and  prevent  the  confusion  and  conflicting 
elements  that  must  for  a  while  arise  in  the  untried  and  complex  system 
of  Federal  and  State  direct-taxation.  Such  action  b}'  the  Legislature 
should  be  had  prior  to  the  eleventh  day  of  February  next,  as  on  that 
day  the  President  is  by  said  Act  required  to  appoint  tlie  Federal  assess- 
ors and  collectors  for  those  States  that  fail  to  adopt  measures  for  the 
collection  of  their  respective  quotas  by  their  own  agents. 

There  is  still  due  and  unpaid  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighteen 
thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  fift3--four  cents,  on  ac- 
count of  the  Indian  War  Debt,  incurred  prior  to  1854,  and  for  which  an 
appropriation  was  made  by  Congress  of  nine  hundred  twenty-four  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  (more  than 
ample  at  the  time  to  meet  the  whole  War  Debt.)  This  balance  against 
the  State  on  this  account  is  mainly  owing  to  the  ruling  of  tlie  Secretary 
of  War,  who  refused  to  transfer  the  amount  thus  appropriated,  declining 
to  recognize  the  bonds  as  evidence  of  this  debt,  but  requiring  proof  of 
the  indebtedness  by  the  production  of  the  original  accounts  and  vouchers, 
which  in  many  instances  had  become  quite  im])Ossible.  Under  this  rul- 
ing of  the  Secretary,  interest  of  two  j-ears  was  suffered  to  accumulate,  and 
the  result  has  been  this  unpaid  balance,  consisting  of  Interest  or  coupons 
the  sum  of  $172,868  54;  Bonds  remaining  unpaid,  $;58, 100;  Interest  due  in 
on  the  latter  S7'500  :  Total,  $218,468  54.  These  bonds  mature  in  1862. 
The  faith  of  the  State  is  pledged  to  thier  payment;  and  if  Congress  will 
not  assume  this  debt,  as  it  properly  should,  the  State  ought  to  make  pro- 
visions for  its  liquidation. 

Section  53  of  the  Revenue  Act  of  Congress,  relating  to  the  Internal 
or  Income  Tax,  permits  the  States,  Territories  and  District  of  Columbia 
to  assume  the  assessment,  collection,  and  jiayment  of  this  tax  in  their 
own  way  and  subject  to  their  own  revenue  laws.  As  this  revenue  Act 
is  complex,  difficult  of  execution,  and  likely  to  give  much  embarrassment 
from  the  summary  manner  prescribed  for  the  sale  of  property  belonging 
to  delinquents,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  State  will  also  make  provisions 
for  the  collection  of  this  tax,  through  our  own  revenue  officers  and  under 
our  own  State  laws;  and  that  the  Secretary  be  at  once  notified  of  our 
intention  to  perform  this  duty. 

In  the  General  Appropriation  Act  of  each  j'ear  there  is  a  clause  for- 
bidding the  Controller  to  draw  his  warrant  for  any  money  out  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  the  Act,  imtil  the  money  for  the  same  is  in  the 
State  Treasury.  In  all  the  sjiecial  Acts  this  clause  is  omitted,  and,  indeed 
in  terms  the  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant 
for  the  amounts  specified.  In  this  manner  the  recipients  of  these  special 
donations  and  extraordinary  appi'opriations  have  become  preferred  credi- 
tors, much  to  the  eniban-assment  of  the  finances  of  the  State,  and  work- 
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ing  gTcat  injustice  to  the  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  on 
the  varioiiH  (le})artmcntH  of  government.  Provisions  should  be  made  for 
a  special  salary  fund  which  sliould  remain  inviolate  for  the  ])nrpose  of 
paying  those  upon  whose  services  depend  the  very  existence  oi'  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  same  will  apply  to  the  maintenance  of  the  State  Prison, 
Insane  Asylum,  State  Eeform  School,  and  to  the  construction  of  the 
State  Ca])itol. 

A  custom  has  obtained  in  the  Legislature  that  should  never  be  allowed 
in  future  under  any  ordinary  circumstances,  that  is,  of  exempting  appro- 
priations from  the  o])erations  of  the  "Act  tor  the  better  pi-otection  of  the 
Treasury,"  creating  a  Board  of  Examiners  and  defining  their  powers 
and  liabilities.  The  authors  of  this  Act  deserve  the  gratitude  of  the 
])eo])lc.  It  was  founded  in  wisdom  and  justice.  And  every  ajjpi-opria- 
tion  should  pass  through  the  searcliing  ordeal  of  their  examination,  ex- 
cc])t  for  salaries  of  officers  defineil  and  determined  l)y  law. 

The  Pevenue  Act  of  last  session  is  an  excellent  one,  and  should  not 
be  altered  save  to  make  it  apply  alike  to  all  the  counties  of  tlie  State,  and 
to  make  the  fees,  that  are  allowed  under  its  pi-ovisions,  iinifoi-ni.  Un- 
der the  operations  of  this  law  there  will  be  a  very  small  delinquent  tax. 
The  Poll-tax  does  not  yield  the  amount  justly  to  be  ex|)ccted  from  it; 
as  now  collected  it  works  very  unequally.  As  I  recommended  last  year, 
if  it  cannot  be  enforced  equally,  it  should  he  abolished.  To  meet  the  di- 
rect tax  of  (he  Fcdeial  (iovernment,  twenty  cents  upon  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  value  on  real  and  ])ersonal  jn-operty  will  have  to  be  assessed, 
provided  the  State  assumes  it.  If  this  as  well  "as  the  income  tax  should 
be  assumed  and  collected  at  the  same  time,  in  tlie  same  inanner.  and  by 
tlic  same  olKcers,  who  discharge  similar  duties  for  the  State,  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  can  at  least  be  saved;  and  the  aimoyanco  of 
two  sets  of  revenue  officers,  at  difFereuts  periods  of  tlic  j'car,  be  avoided. 

STATE  LIBRARY. 

Bv  the  Act  of  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  management  of  the 
Libr  ary  has  ]iassed  into  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who  at  their 
first  meeting  elected  a  Librarian,  as  contemjdated  by  the  statute.  The 
affairs  of  the  Library  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  it  noM-  containing 
some  20,832  volumes,  of  which  1.074  have  been  added  by  purchase  and 
five  hun{lre(I  and  fifty-eight  by  exchange  and  donation  durin<j  the  past 
year.  The  revenue  of  the  Library  fund  for  the  year,  derivecl  from  fees 
of  commissions,  is  about  five  thousand  dollars,  which,  if  it  continue  vearly 
to  be  as  large,  will  constitute  an  ample  fund  to  make  it  one  of  the  best 
libriFries  in  the  United  States.  This  latter  item  of  the  Library  fund  i.s' 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  does  not  embrace  the  annual  appropria- 
tions for  rents,  salaries  of  Librarian,  porter,  etc..  which  requii-e  about  five 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  more.  The  Library  fund  has  been  quin- 
tuplcnl  within  the  last  two  years;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  tlie  .system 
now  inaugurated  will  be  continued. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

The  munificent  appropriations  made  by  Congress  to  this  State  in  pub- 
lic lands  for  the  purposes  of  Common  Schools,  have  not  only  been  in 
character  with  the  uniform  liberality  of  the  General  Government,  and 
its  ability  to  grant  subsidies  to  the  aid  of  tlie  new  States,  but  they  have 
been  in  proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  object  souglit  to  be  tliei-eby 
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encouraged.  It  may  be  Bafely  aiRrmed  that  a  general  system  of  educa- 
tion, whereby  the  children  of  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich  are  aflforded 
access  to  the  portals  of  science  and  literature,  is  the  most  necessarj*  ot 
all  the  supports  to  the  edifice  of  civil  liberty.  To  say  nothing  of  the 
philanthropy  of  the  work  of  training  tiie  minds  of  the  children  of  the 
State  to  tlio  principles  of  virtue  and  the  refining  influences  of  intellec- 
tual culture,  it  has  ever  been  conceded  that  republican  institutions 
depend  for  their  existence  entirely  upon  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of 
the  people.  And  certainly  no  other  people  have  devoted  so  much  to  the 
education  of  their  youth,  as  the  people  of  tlie  United  States.  It  was 
unquestionaiily  the  intention  of  Congress  to  not  only  i)rovide  California 
with  a  large  fund  for  the  purposes  of  education,  but  that  the  fund  should 
be  made  perpetual ;  and  if  this  fund  has  not  been  kept  intact,  but  has 
been  diminishing  yearlj'  b}'  the  policy  adopted  by  the  State  in  the  use  of 
it,  tiiere  has  clearly  been  a  departure  from  the  intentions  of  the  part}' 
making  the  donation.  Congress  donated  to  the  State,  hy  its  Act  of 
April  4th,  ISU,  which  took  effect  in  California  June  1st,  1852,  five  hun- 
dred thousand  acres  of  public  lands  to  the  purpose  of  Common  Schools. 
Subsequently  there  was  also  donated  to  the  State  by  the  same  source  and 
tor  the  same  purposes,  by  the  Act  of  March  3d,  1853,  the  magnificent 
grant  of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  of  all  the  public  lands  in 
the  State,  amounting  to  about  six  millions  of  acres  —  according  to  the 
aceompanj-ing  report  of  the  Surveyor-General.  These  grants  of  land 
had  a  prospective  value  at  the  time  of  several  millions  of  dollars,  to  con- 
stitute a  perpetual  fund  for  Common  School  education. 

In  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  these  lands, 
the  policy  of  the  State  has  heretofore  been  radically  wrong.  It  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  interesting  re])ort  of  the  Survej'or-General,  that 
there  have  already  been  sold  b}'  the  State  of  the  five  hundred  thousand 
acre  grant,  four  hundred  ninety-eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  88-lUO  acres;  and  of  the  latter  grant  ninety-five  thousand  five 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  13-100  acres,  not  including  applications  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Surveyor-General.  The  mone3-s  arising  from  the  sales  of 
these  lands  have  been  distributed  yearly  to  the  different  schools,  and 
there  remained  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th, 
1861,  oidy  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
ei^ht  5-lOO  dollars. 

It  was  not  supposed  by  Congress  that  this  donation  to  the  Common 
Schools  of  this  State  would  be  exhausted  by  the  present  generation;  but 
as  fast  as  money  has  been  realized  from  the  sale  of  a  large  portion  of  this 
vast  estate,  it  has  been  ex])endcd  upon  the  Schools  of  the  present  day. 
The  policy  is  unjust  to  those  who  are  to  succeed  us,  as  it  deprives  them 
of  their  jjatrimonj-.  But  although  much  of  the  School  Estate  has  been 
wasted,  it  is  not  too  late  to  arrest  the  progress  of  exhausting  the  fund. 
For  this  ]:)ur])ose  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  contained  in  his  last  annual  report  to  the  Legislature, 
ought  to  be  immediately  adopted  : 

"That  the  present  law  be  so  amended  as  to  convert  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  School  sections  into  a  General  Fund,  for  the  equal  benefit  of 
all  the  children  of  the  State;  the  interest  of  this  Fund  to  be  appor- 
tioned semi-annually." 

The  fund  itself  should  be  reserved  :  it  might  be  converted  into  State 
bonds  bearing  interest,  by  the  purchase  of  tho.se  bonds,  or  it  might  be 
loaned  out  with  proper  securities  and  draw  even  a  higher  rate  of  interest 
than  the  bonds.    And  in  justice  to  our  posterity,  the  Legislature  should 
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replace  in  the  Treasury  the  full  amount  of  this  fund,  that  has  already 
been  improperly  expended  and  not  all  upon  Schools.  The  interest  of  the 
fund  alone  sliould  be  distributed  annually  to  the  Schools  of  the  State; 
they  should  be  supplied  principally  at  present  by  direct  taxation,  which 
can  Ijc  more  jiropcrly  relied  on  at  this  time,  for  the  reason  that  there  are 
few  children  in  proportion  to  our  present  population,  a  large  portion  ot 
our  ])0])ul:ition  have  not  taken  up  their  permanent  residence  in  the  State, 
and  another  largo  portion  are  composed  of  aliens  who  can  never  become 
citizens.  Let  the  jiresent  generation  preserve  sacredly  in  undiminished 
proportions,  the  munificent  estate  donated  by  Congress  to  the  education 
of  tlie  youth  of  this  State,  and  let  it  be  guarded  and  preserved  in  per- 
petuity. 

A  SEMINARY  OF  LEARNING,  OR  UNIVERSITY. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  pi'cceding  subject  is  that  of  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Seminary  of  Learning,  or  University,  for  which  Congress  has 
already  donated  seventy-two  sections  of  land,  and  ten  additional  sections 
exclusively  for  a  building.  It  is  not  to  dispense  in  the  least  with  any 
branch  of  science  or  of  literature  in  the  Common  Schools  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  University  is  recommended  ;  it  should  sei-ve  the  Common 
Schools  in  the  relation  of  a  nursery;  it  should  su])ply  the  teachers  for 
our  (Jonimon  Schools,  and  especially  should  it  offer  the  greatest  advanta- 
ges for  tiie  successful  study  of  the  liberal  professions.  In  addition  to  the 
Departments  of  Law  and  Medicine,  it  should  have  Departments  of  Min- 
eralogy, Agriculture,  and  general  Mechanics.  Such  an  institution  is 
imjieratively  demanded  for  giving  a  collegiate  education  to  our  children 
at  home ;  endowed,  as  it  should  be,  with  a  good  librarj-,  chemical  and 
philosophical  apparatus,  and  all  other  advantages  that  are  possessed  by 
the  first  colleges  in  the  United  States.  The  importance  of  affording  a 
California  education,  and  that  of  the  highest  order,  to  our  children,  can- 
not be  over  estimated.  The  objections  to  its  establishment  hitherto, 
arising  from  want  of  funds  to  commence  the  work,  cannot  now  be  urged, 
from  tlio  fact  that  the  lands  appropriated  by  Congress  to  the  object  have 
been  nearly  all  sold,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  are  now  in  the  trea- 
sury, or  in  process  of  maturity  for  payment  into  the  treasury.  And,  as 
this  fund  is  the  common  heritage  of  every  child  in  the  State,  especial 
care  should  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  to  guard  the  institution  founded 
by  it  from  every  taint  of  sectarian  bias,  both  in  the  character  of  its  pro- 
fessors and  the  text-books  used  in  conveying  instructions  to  scholars. 

THE  STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

This  institution  was  formally  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  December 
last,  and  is  now  in  practical  operation.  The  appropriations  made  for  its 
erection  have  been  faithfully  appUed  to  the  object  intended,  and  an 
excellent  and  creditable  edifice  has  been  constructed.  The  architect  ot 
the  State  Capitol  building,  Mr.  Eeuben  Clark,  by  request  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  visited  this  structure,  and  gives  his  opinion  that,  as  a 
public  or  private  edifice,  it  could  not  be  more  economically  built.  Pro- 
visions in  the  supplemental  Act  relating  to  this  School  are  made  for  the 
removal  to  it  of  the  boys  that  are  in  the  Industrial  School  at  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  managers  of  the  latter  institution  object  to  this  removal,  and 
assign  their  reasons  therefor  in  an  able  paper  addressed  to  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  And  a  special 
committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  institution  have  made  known  their 
objections  to  me,  giving  their  reasons  in  support  of  the  same.  I  have 
devoted  much  consideration  to  the  matter,  and  am  convinced  that  the 
State  at  large,  and  the  objects  intended  to  be  accomplished  by  the  several 
Acts  in  relation  to  this  subject,  will  be  subserved  by  accepting  the  propo- 
sition made  by  the  said  Trustees. 

They  offer  to  take  all  the  boys  of  the  classes  embraced  in  the  spirit 
of  the  Act  creating  the  State  Eeform  School,  relieving  the  State  I'rom 
all  trouble  and  expense  for  their  care,  instruction,  and  subsistence,  at, 
say,  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  This  sum  will  be  much  less  than 
the  School  near  Marysville  will  necessaril}-  require  to  sustain  it.  Without 
any  disposition  to  depreciate  the  present  location  of  the  State  School, 
candor  compels  me  to  announce  to  you  my  opinion,  that  a  position  near 
San  Francisco  would  offer  advantages  superior  to  any  other  in  California 
for  this  kind  of  Schools  of  discipline  and  reform.  The  Industrial  School 
of  San  Francisco  is  of  easy  access  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  being 
central,  and  convenient  also  to  the  chief  source  whence  the  majority  of 
boys  of  the  classes  destined  for  the  Eeform  School  will  be  yearly  supplied. 
It  is  now  visited  weekly  by  philanthropic  and  intelligent  citizens,  Avho 
lecture,  teach,  and  contribute  in  various  waj's  to  the  happiness  of  the 
inmates.  There  is  another  desideratum,  not  to  be  overlooked  in  this 
connection,  where  boys  are  instructed  and  reformed,  which  is,  the  superior 
opportunities  and  advantages  offered  in  San  Francisco  of  procuring  them 
proper  and  honorable  employment, — a  consideration  which  must  not  be 
ignored  by  the  Legislature,  and  which  ought  to  be  regarded  as  one  of 
the  most  important  duties  devolving  upon  the  Trustees  and  managers 
of  an  institution  of  this  nature. 

Having  repeatedly  visited  the  building  of  the  State  Reform  School, 
and  being  familiiar  with  its  location  and  the  advantages  of  its  position, 
I  can  recommend  it  as-  a  proper  and  suitable  edifice  for  the  University 
heretofore  introduced  to  your  favorable  notice,  in  the  next  preceding 
portion  of  this  paper. 

CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  special  appropriations  made  for  the  different  Orphan  Asylums 
and  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  Asylum,  have  been  paid.  I  have  no  doubt 
but  that  they  have  been  well  and  faithfully  expended.  The  law  of  last 
year  requires  them  to  report  directly  to  the  Legislature  the  mode  and 
manner  in  which  their  respective  sums  have  been  disbursed.  There  are 
no  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  that  are  better  applied,  or 
that  yield,  in  proportion  to  the  allowance  donated,  so  great  an  amount 
of  good.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  orphans  may  not  be  forgotten, 
and  that  all  the  Asjiums  within  the  State  may  be  treated  alike,  and  in 
exact  proportion  to  the  number  of  the  fatherless,  who  are  provided  in 
those  charitable  retreats,  with  food,  raiment  and  education. 

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

Herewith  I  transmit  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  this 
Institution,  accompanied  mth  elaborate  remarks  and  suggestions  of  the 
Resident  Physician.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  simply  gives  a  state- 
ment in  gross  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  year  ending 
on  the  30th  day  of  November,  1861,  showing  the  fact  that  there  is,  this 
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year,  aa  well  as  the  last,  a  balance  on  hand  of  the  appropriation  made  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  amount  re- 
quired to  sustain  this  Institution,  to  wit :  ninety-two  thousand  dollars, 
annually,  that  it  has  become  an  onerous  tax  upon  the  State.  Ail  articles 
of  necessity  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Institution  are  as  cheap,  if  not 
cheaper,  than  in  any  other  State  of  the  Union;  and  why  four  hundred 
inmates  should  cost  the  State  a  sum  a])j)ro.ximating  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  annually  is  beyond  my  comprehension.  The  Trustees  re- 
port iiaving  received  f(»r  board  of  patients  only  the  insignificant  sum  of 
about  five  hundred  dollars.  There  is  something  radically  wrong  in  the 
coramitinonts,  otherwise  the  conclusion  must  be  entertained  that  none 
having  ])roperty  ever  become  insane.  That  there  are  ])atients  there  who 
have  property  and  should  be  compelled  to  ])ay  liberally  for  their  care  and 
maintenance  is  beyond  (piestion.  In  many  of  the  other  States  the  in- 
come derived  from  paying  patients  alone,  nearly  defrays  the  expcn.sea  of 
the  indigent  of  their  Insane  Asylum. 

The  salary  of  the  Kesid/nt  Physician,  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
with  mansion,  subsistence,  lights  and  fuel,  is  out  of  all  proportion 
with  our  present  resources  and  the  salaries  paid  to  other  officers 
of  the  (xovernmcnt.  If  the  Physician  reside  at  the  Institution,  as 
is  proper  he  should,  from  his  salary  he  ought  to  be  required  to  sup- 
ply his  own  household,  and  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
common  stores  or  pecuniary  management  of  the  Asylum.  There  should 
be  a  Steward,  or  Warden,  of  character  to  attend  to  this,  who  should 
render  his  accounts  monthly  to  a  Hoard  of  Director.s.  Ilis  vout-hers 
under  oath  should  be  sent  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and 
if  they  were  not  just,  and  j^rojier,  and  in  accordance  with  well  estab- 
lished prices,  the  monthly  payment  from  the  Treasury  could  be  ordered 
suspended  by  the  Board.  1  suggest  t  his  not  alono  for  the  Asvlum,  but 
for  every  institution  of  the  State  depending  upon  public  appropriations. 
This  is  the  established  usage  of  the  General  Government,  and  thoro 
never  is  more  than  one  payment  of  an  appropriation  made,  until  tho 
former  is  properly  accounted  for.  I  would  advise  that  the  Governor, 
Controller,  and  Treasurer  be  appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  for  this  In- 
stitution;  and  that  the  h^w  of  commitment  be  such  that  it  may  not  be- 
come a  retreat  for  the  indigent  and  harmless  of  such  a  class,  as  should 
remain  a  charge  upon  their  friends  at  home,  and  that  those  who  are  able 
to  pay  should  be  made  to  do  so  liberally.  It  is  mortifying  to  learn  from 
the  remarks  of  the  Resident  Physician  that,  notwithstanding  the  vast 
appropriations  heretofore  made  for  the  establishment  of  the  Insane  Asy- 
lum, and  tho  high  hopes  entertained  of  it  by  the  good  and  the  philan^ 
thropic,  he  finds  it  now  "  a  miserable  failure." 

STATE  PRISON. 

This  institution,  whicli  has  been  a  fruitful  source  of  trouble  and  ex- 
pense to  the  State  and  to  those  having  control  and  management  of  it, 
has  been  conducted  the  past  year  upon  a  system  of  rigid  economy,  and 
upon  the  principles  of  humanity  and  kindness,  so  far  as  good  discipline 
and  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Directors  would  admit.  The 
prisoners  have  been  well  provided  with  wholesome  food  and  comfortable 
raiment.    And  considering  that  many,  of  necessity,  had  to  be  employed 

in  out-door  labor  for  the  manufacture  of  bricks,  the  number  of  escapes  

twenty -four  in  all  during  the  year — has  been  comparatively  small.  The 
Directors  asked  last  year  for  a  small  appropriation  for  the  construction 
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of  additional  buildings,  which  the  Legislature  failed  to  make.  The  dis- 
appointment caused  by  the  failure  of  this  appropriation  imposed  upon 
the  Directors  the  necessity  of  making  improvements  out  of  the  limited 
appropriation  made  last  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Prison.  This, 
with  the  fact  that  there  was  no  money  in  the  fund,  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Warden,  compelled  him  to  make  purchases  for  the  institution  at 
a  great  disadvantage. 

The  Directors  have  made  valuable  improvements  in  workshops,  pre- 
paratory to  setting  the  convicts  to  work  at  ]irofitable  employments. 
But  all  the  expenses  for  improvements  and  maintenance  of  the  prison- 
ers for  the  year  are  confined  within  the  appropriation  made  for  the  sup- 
port alone  of  the  Prison.  The  system  of  hiring  out  the  convicts  for  the 
manufacturing  of  such  articles  as  are  not  produced  in  the  State,  being 
imported  principally  from  the  Atlantic  States  and  Europe,  cannot  inter- 
fere with  our  own  mechanics,  and  will  no  doubt,  when  fairly  established 
and  tested,  make  the  Prison  a  self-sustaining  institution.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  the  Directors  have  only  been  preparing  the  way  to  put  tliis 
system  into  operation.  All  the  contracts  of  hiring  have  been  made  sub- 
ject to  any  future  action  of  the  Legislature ;  so  that  if  it  should  be  de- 
cided that  this  system  will  not  be  productive  of  benefit  to  the  State  or 
prisoners,  they  can  be  terminated  without  any  violation  of  their  condi- 
tions. That  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  management 
of  t'le  aff'airs  of  the  Prison  for  the  last  two  years,  and  tliat  the  expenses 
to  tae  State  for  its  maintenance  have  been  vastly  diminished,  are  facts 
Tvaich  must  be  gratifying  to  you ;  Mobile  they  encourage  the  belief  that 
the  Directors  will  make  for  the  next  two  years  still  greater  improve- 
ments, as  they  will  have  the  benefit  of  past  experience,  as  well  as  of  a 
vast  amount  of  labor  done  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  prison- 
ers. An  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  two  additional  buildings 
for  cells  is  again  urged.  It  is  positively  a  violation  of  the  dictates  ol 
humanity  to  ci'owd  together  so  many  prisoners  in  small  spaces,  besides 
being  detrimental  to  proper  discipline.  The  Directors  are  required  by 
law  to  report,  on  the  15th  of  February  next,  the  condition  of  the  Prison 
in  detail,  which  duty  they  will  fulfill  in  due  time. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

The  State  Geologist  presents  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  progress  of  this 
interesting  work,  which  in  the  absence  of  a  more  elaborate  report  in  the 
course  of  completion,  I  lay  before  you.  Some  thirteen  months  have  now 
elapsed  since  this  officer  first  entered  upon  his  official  duties.  There 
have  been  two  appropriations  made  for  this  object,  one  of  twenty  thou- 
sand and  the  other  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Of  these  ajipropriations 
there  have  been  expended  up  to  the  31st  of  December,  1801,  the  sum  of 
twentj'-seven  thousand  seven  liundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  twenty- 
five  cents.  The  estimate  for  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  this 
survey  for  the  ensuing  year,  accompanying  this  synopsis,  calls  for  thirty 
thousand  dollars.  It  remains  for  you  to  determine  wliethcr  the  State 
can  afford  to  continue  the  survey  upon  such  a  scale  of  expenditure  or 
not.  It  appears  from  the  synopsis  presented,  that  the  State  Geologist 
has  collected  a  large  amount  of  valuable  specimens,  which  are  of  impor- 
tance to  the  State,  and,  should  the  University  recommended  be  estab- 
lished, they  would  constitute  an  interesting  museum,  and  form  a  valuable 
adjunct  to  the  lecture  room  in  the  department  of  Natural  Science,  Min- 
eralogy and  Chemistry. 
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PARDONS. 

This  prerogative,  conferred  upon  the  Executive  of  the  State,  has  been 
exerciHcd  to  a  limited  extent ;  and  I  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  that 
the  siibHcquent  conduct  of  those  who  have  been  the  recipients  of  Execu- 
tive clemency  has,  in  every  instance  for  the  last  two  j'ears,  proved 
them  to  have  been  doHcrving  of  the  interposition  in  their  behalf.  None 
who  have  been  pardoned  out  of  tlie  State  Prison  have  been  returned, 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  reform,  and  vindicating  the  wisdom 
of  a  wiiolcsome  exercise  of  this  power.  In  tiie  disposal  of  ap])lication8 
for  pardon,  I  have  been  governed  in  most  instances  oy  the  recommenda- 
tions of  tiic  Judges  wlio  tried  the  cases,  and  the  District  Attorneys  who 
prosecuted  them;  knowing  that,  as  sworn  officers  of  the  law,  they  would 
not  be  likely  to  recommend  clemency  unless  it  were  really  deserved.  A 
list  of  the  pardons  granted,  embodying  the  reasons  tiierefor,  accom- 
panies this  message,  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  statute. 

THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL'S  REPORT. 

The  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Attorney-General  is  liercwith  trans- 
mitted. This  paper  is  entitled  to  a  careful  examination,  embod3'ing  as 
it  does  many  valuable  suggestions. —  the  result  of  four  years  experience 
of  the  law  officer  of  the  State,  who  has  well  and  faithfully  discharged  his 
official  duties.  The  codification  of  the  laws  suggested  by  him,  and  here- 
tofore recommended  by  me,  in  my  last  message,  is  again  urged  upon 
your  attention.  It  is  also  recommended  by  this  officer,  and  concurred 
in  by  myself,  that  the  annual  messages  and  accompanying  reports,  be  at 
once  referred  to  a]>pro])riate  committees  with  instructions  to  report  on 
the  various  subjects  contained  in  them,  within  ten  days  from  the  day  of 
their  reference.  In  this  manner  early  action  can  be  had  upon  them; 
and  thus  the  Legislature  will  be  enabled  to  avail  ilsolf  of  the  experience 
of  the  officers  of  the  (xovernment,  whose  duty  it  is  made  to  Avitness  the 
workings  of  any  particular  enactments  in  our  system  of  laws,  and  whose 
practical  cxjiericnce  derived  in  the  exercise  of  their  official  duties,  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  ])ublic  atfairs,  qualities  theni  to  suggest 
defects  in  the  laws  in  force,  or  the  want  of  wholesome  laws  not  yet 
enacted.  The  subject  of  the  Sujircme  Court  Ee])orter,  to  which  allusion 
is  made  in  the  report  of  the  Attorney-General,  M  as  referred  to  by  me  in 
my  last  message.  His  suggestions  in  this  regard  are  important  and 
should  be  at  once  adopted.  The  expenses  of  the  Supreme  Court  reports 
for  the  past  year  reach  the  sum  of  ticcnty  thomand  dollars,  while  the 
Keporter  retains  the  benefit  of  the  entire  control  and  projierty  in  the 
copyright.  The  Eeporter's  salary  should  not  exceed  two  thousand  and 
four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  State  reserving  the  ownership  of 
the  copyright  to  the  reports  published  or  edited  by  him.  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  State  Library;  the  State  Librarian  being  charged  with  the 
sale  of  all  copies  of  the  reports  not  required  for  the  use  of  the  State. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  present  plan  of  publishing  the  reports  is  extrava- 
gantly costly,  and  the  amount  of  expenses  it  occasions  the  State  would 
be  sufficient,  in  some  of  the  other  States,  to  defray  all  the  burdens  of 
their  annual  legislation. 
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THE  surveyor-general's  REPORT. 

The  report  of  the  Surveyor-General  herewith  transmitted  containH 
vahiable  statistical  and  other  information  relating  to  the  State  Land 
Office.  It  will  prove  interesting  to  the  Legislature  to  know  that  our 
public  lands  are  being  rapidly  disposed  of  annually,  adding  to  the  taxa- 
ble property  of  the  State,  and  providing  our  people  with  homesteads, 
thereby  increasing  securities  for  tlie  protection  of  the  life,  property  and 
quiet  of  the  citizens,  and  stability  to  the  laws  and  institutions  of  the 
country.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  restrictions  contained  in  the 
law  providing  for  the  sale  and  disposition  of  the  swamp  and  overflowed 
lands,  limiting  fi-ontage  on  navigaole  waters  to  one  mile.  Both  in  the 
Surveyoi'-General's  report  and  ray  annual  message  of  last  year,  modifica- 
tions of  the  law  in  regard  to  the  frontage  were  recommended.  The 
utility  of  these  modifications  is  so  apparent,  upon  examination  of  the 
matter,  that  I  am  induced  to  urge  again  the  request  that  the  defect  in 
the  law  be  remedied  at  once,  by  allowing  the  frontage  to  be  extended 
where  it  becomes  a  convenience  to  the  State  and  the  purchaser  thus  to 
extend  it.  Of  course  this  change  should  not  be  made  applicable  to  lands 
fronting  on  lai-ge  bodies  of  navigable  waters,  as  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Joaquin  rivers  or  baj-s,  harbors  and  lakes,  but  it  is  desired  that  the  modi- 
fications be  ap])lied  to  the  innumerable  sloughs  that  intersect  the  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands,  where  they  are,  as  is  often  the  case,  found  to  be 
navigable. 

The  law  for  the  reclamation  of  these  lands  was  passed  at  the  last 
session,  and  although  it  has  now  been  in  operation  for  some  time,  yet  up 
to  this  date  there  has  not  been  an  acre  redeemed.  The  civil  engineers, 
appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands, 
have  not  been  able  to  report  a  single  district,  where  the  parties  having 
purchased  and  owning  some  of  these  lands,  have  been  willing  to  make 
up  a  sufficient  sum  of  mone)',  which,  together  with  the  price  paid  to  the 
State  for  the  lands,  would  be  adequate  to  redeem  them.  There  have  al- 
ready been  expended  thirty  odd  thousand  dollars  of  the  fund  derived 
from  the  sale  of  these  lands,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners, 
for  the  purpose  of  reclamation.  But  I  am  yet  unable  to  determine  any 
practical  benefit  resulting  from  the  expenditure  of  the  money.  The 
reclamation  of  these  lands  is  eminently  a  practiml  work,  nor  does  it  ap- 
pear to  me  how  any  abstract  question  of  science  can  be  involved  in  the 
matter.  The  farmers  residing  upon  these  lands  know  precisely  the  height 
and  character  of  the  ditch  and  embankment  required  for  their  perfect 
protection  from  overflow.  If  this  fund  is  suffered  to  be  frittered  away  in 
salaries  of  Commissioners,  Civil  Engineers,  and  an  army  of  Axe-men,  Rod- 
men,  Chain-bearers,  and  Draughtsmen,  there  will  be  nothing  lefl  for  the 
performance  of  the  only  real  object  involved,  that  is.  practical  l<tbor. 

Another  important  question  presenting  itself  in  this  connection,  is 
this :  According  to  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  General  the  choicest  and 
very  best  of  these  lands  have  already  been  sold.  The  parties  purchasing 
paid  a  dollar  per  acre  for  them,  and  got  for  their  money  a  full  and  fair 
consideration.  Now,  if  the  fund  thus  derived  is  to  be  expended  in  the 
reclamation  of  these  choicest  lands,  where  will  the  menm  come  from  to  redeem 
those  lanth  of  the  State  that  are  of  diffirxilt  reclamation  ?  My  view  of  the 
matter  is  this,  and  I  believe  it  was  the  intention  of  Congress  in  making 
the  donation,  that  the  fund  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  best  of  these 
lands  should  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  those  lands  that  are  of  diffi- 
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cult  reclamation.  When  ten  thousand  or  a  hundred  thousand  acres  were 
reclaimed,  the  land  should  sell,  instead  of  for  one  dollar,  at  ten  dollars 
per  acre.  The  proceeds  of  these  sales  should  again  be  applied  to  reclaim 
other  lands,  until  the  whole  were  redeemed,  thus  greatly  benefiting  the 
inhabitants  and  enriching  the  State.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that 
the  present  policy,  if  it  be  deserving  the  name,  is  opposed  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State,  and,  believing  thus,  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  place 
the  subject  bolore  you  in  this  light. 

The  Boundary  Commissioner  appointed  by  the  last  Legislature  on  the 
part  of  the  State,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Commissioner  appointed 
on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  in  running,  marking,  and  defining  that 
portion  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  this  State  not  defined  by  fixed  monu- 
ments of  boundary,  is  required  to  I'eport  directly  to  the  Legislature. 
Nothing  of  importance  has  been  accomplished  for  the  State  in  this  con- 
nection, owing,  doubtless,  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  work  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States  Commissioner,  which  necessarily  terminated  the 
business  of  our  Commissioner.  By  an  Act  supplemental  to  the  one  cre- 
ating and  appointing  the  Commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  State,  the 
Governor  was  authorized  to  suspend  and  recall  the  Commissioner,  upon 
having  received  satisfactory  information  of  the  suspension  or  termination 
of  the  Commission  acting  on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  This  in- 
formation having  been  obtained,  Mr.  Ferris  Forman,  the  Commissioner 
of  the  State,  was  by  me  recalled,  the  work  suspended,  and  he  was  ordered 
to  sell,  as  by  the  law  required,  all  of  his  outfit  at  public  auction,  except 
the  scientific  apparatus  and  instruments  belonging  to  the  expedition, 
which  were  returned  for  the  subsequent  use  of  the  State,  and  are  now  in 
charge  of  the  Surveyor-General. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  report  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society  will  be  presented  to  you 
in  due  time.  This  Society  has  done  mxich  towards  stimulating  a  healthy 
and  beneficial  rivalry  in  all  branches  of  this  ennobling  pursuit  through  ail 
its  varied  interests  in  this  State.  I  commend  it  to  your  care  and  bounty. 
Small  appropriations  to  this  and  local  societies  of  the  same  character 
throughout  the  State  will  be  productive  of  much  good.  It  would  be  well 
for  the  Legislature  to  oftcr  premiums,  or  bounties,  for  the  cultivation  of 
flax,  to  which  our  soil  in  many  sections  of  the  State  is  admirably  adapted; 
also,  for  the  production  of  coffee,  tea  and  sugar,  which  can  be  grown  in 
other  sections  of  California.  Where  the  orange  and  the  sugar-cane 
flourish  so  well,  I  can  see  no  reason  why  coffee  and  tea  cannot  also  be 
produced. 

In  obedience  to  your  concurrent  resolution  of  last  session,  I  appointed 
three  Commissioners  to  examine  and  report  upon  the  cultivation  of  the 
grape-vine,  and  upon  the  capabilities  of  this  State  for  the  growth  of  this 
interesting  product,  to-wit :  Messrs.  J.  J.  Warner,  of  Los  Angeles,  A. 
Haraszthy,  of  Sonoma,  and  J.  A.  Earairez,  of  Marysville — gentlemen  of 
ability,  who  have  devoted  much  time  and  reflection  to  this  subject.  Mr. 
Haraszthy  has  just  returned  from  Europe,  and  brings  back  Avith  him 
much  valuable  information,  the  result  of  his  personal  observations,  both 
as  to  the  mode  of  its  culture,  the  varieties  best  suited  to  our  soil,  and, 
still  as  important,  the  mode  and  manner  of  making  and  preserving  the 
wine.  Mr.  Ramirez,  I  believe,  visits  South  America,  and  will  give  the 
result  of  his  intelligent  and  practical  observations  in  that  country.  No 
appropriation  has  yet  been  made  to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  commis- 
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sion.  I  recommend  that  its  efforts  in  behalf  of  this  great  interest,  yearly 
becoming  more  valuable,  may  be  rewarded  in  a  manner  becoming  the 
subject  and  the  dignity  of  the  State.  You  will  receive  the  report  of  this 
Commission  in  due  time. 

The  necessities  of  all  countries  and  communities  suggest  for  them  ap- 
propriate laws,  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  frame 
statutes  to  meet  the  necessities  incident  to  the  natural  and  physical  con- 
dition of  the  State,  and  to  the  wants  and  resources  of  the  inhabitants, 
rather  than  to  follow  in  their  enactments  the  precedents  or  customs  ex- 
isting in  the  communities  whence  they  emigrated  to  this  country.  Our 
system  of  local  laws,  suggested  by  the  necessities  arising  in  the  different 
mining  localities  of  the  State,  acquiesced  in  by  the  Legislature,  and  re- 
cognized by  our  Courts  as  binding  and  obligatory  upon  them  in  deter- 
mining the  rights  of  property,  which  have  already  entered  into  and 
compose  a  part  of  our  peculiar  judicature,  is  a  proper  illustration  of  the 
idea  that  different  countries  require  different  local  laws,  which  are  sug- 
gested by  their  natural  and  physical  necessities. 

The  agricultural  interest  is  second  to  no  other  in  the  State  in  impor- 
tance, both  as  a  means  of  wealth  and  of  industry  and  good  order  in 
society.  Already  the  exports  of  our  cereals,  after  suppljnng  our  domes- 
tic wants,  begin  to  awaken  attention  at  home  and  abroad  to  this  great 
resource  of  California  wealth.  This,  like  all  other  branches  of  industry, 
requires  wholesome  legislation,  adapted  to  its  natural  necessities,  to  en- 
sure its  encouragement  and  protection.  The  farmer  in  California  labors 
under  one  great  difficulty  :  that  is,  in  the  procuring  of  proper  and  cheap 
materials  for  fencing  in  his  lands.  In  many  localities  of  the  State  it  will 
require  an  expense  threefold  more  to  fence  liis  lauds  and  protect  his  crops 
against  trespass  from  live  stock,  than  the  lands  and  crops  will  sell  for. 
Thousands  are  prevented  from  cultivating  grains  and  fruits  by  this  cause 
alone.  I  can  discover  no  hardship  in  compelling  the  stock-raiser  to  herd 
his  stock  and  prevent  their  trespass,  greater  than  that  requiring  the  farmer 
to  enclose  his  cultivated  fields  to  secure  the  profits  of  his  capital  and 
labor.  To  compel  the  I'armer  to  sustain  a  legal  fence  in  this  country,  as 
now  defined,  is  to  prevent  his  cultivating  his  land  or  enjoj'ing  the  use  of 
his  own  property.  The  grazier  siiould  be  required  by  law  to  herd  his 
stock  and  keep  them  from  trespass  upon  cultivated  grounds.  If  this 
were  the  rule,  it  would  ultimately  result  in  his  own  benefit,  as  he  would 
select  a  choicer  variety  of  stock,  would  make  provision  for  their  care 
during  the  rainy  season,  and  as  a  consequence  would  ask  and  receive 
more  remunerative  prices  at  their  sale  in  the  markets.  According  to  the 
present  practice  of  our  loose  husbandry,  whereby  stock  are  suffered  to  roam 
at  large  over  our  extensive  plains,  number  and  not  quality  has  become  the 
rule.  They  die  by  thousands  every  winter,  and  tliose  that  survive  the 
ordeal  of  famine  have  little  value  beyond  that  of  their  hide  and  tallow. 
Besides  the  bad  econom}-  of  the  present  system,  there  is  a  cruelty  prac- 
tised by  the  owner,  that  deserves  to  bo  punished  by  statute. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  an  Act  providing  for  the  per- 
manent improvement  of  the  stock  grounds  of  the  State  Agricultural 
Society,  the  Board  of  Managers  having  charge  of  this  duty  suomitted  to 
me  their  plans,  which  were  approved.  The  work  has  been  substantially 
and  creditably  done,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  President, 
Jerome  Davis.  It  reflects  much  credit  upon  that  gentleman,  and  it  will 
be  satisfactory  to  you  to  learn  that  the  appropriation  to  this  object.  ])ro- 
vided  for  in  the  Act  referred  to,  has  been  expended  prudently  and  with 
rigid  economy.    The  complaints  made  in  their  statement,  herewith 
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transmitted,  are  not  entitled  to  any  peculiar  consideration.  They  com- 
plain that  they  were  compelled  to  pay  interest  to  a  considerable  amount 
in  having  their  warrants  discounted.  When  they  asked  lor  tliis  appro- 
priation, they  were  aware,  or  presumed  to  be  aware,  of  the  condition  of 
the  treasury;  besides,  the  language  making  all  appropriations — and  this 
case  affords  no  exception — always  is,  "  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  apjjropriated " ;  and  a  ])ortion  of  this  appropriation  was 
not  made  to  take  effect,  until  the  month  of  November,  in  the  year  1862. 
Notwithstanding  these  facts,  they  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  oims 
of  hypothecating  tiie  credit  of  the  State, — a  practice  which  should  be 
discountenanced, — because  the  money  could  not  be  immediately  realized 
from  the  donation,  the  necessities  of  the  State  being  greater  at  the  time 
than  the  wants  of  the  Society. 

OUR  COMMERCIAL  INTERESTS. 

The  wealth  of  a  State  consists  not  so  much  in  the  extent  of  its  territory 
and  number  of  population,  as  in  the  extent  of  its  commerce.  Rome  in 
its  palmiest  days  never  contained  the  wealth  and  luxmy  that  either 
Athens  or  Venice  in  the  days  of  their  prosperity  possessed ;  j-et  the 
territorial  acquisitions  of  the  first  were  immense,  and  its  commerce  un- 
im])orlant;  while  the  territorial  domain  of  the  last  two  States  was  insig- 
nificant, their  policy  being  devoted  to  the  peaceful  conquests  of  trade 
and  commerce.  The  political  influence  and  jiower  of  a  nation  may  also 
be  as  effectually  extended  by  enlarging  the  boundaries  of  her  commerce, 
as  by  increasing  her  territorial  jurisdiction.  And  when  both  these  ele- 
ments of  ])ower  and  aggrandizement  are  combined  in  the  same  nation, 
her  political  influence  assumes  at  once  such  immense  proportions,  as  to 
command  tiie  admiration  and  envy  of  the  world.  The  safe  and  spacious 
harbors  of  California  look  forth  upon  a  vast  ocean,  whose  singularly 
tranquil  waves  are  admirably  adapted  to  waft  the  commercial  wealth  of 
the  hundreds  of  millions  of  peojile  industriously  devoted  to  the  produc- 
tion of  utilit}',  who  dwell  upon  it's  numerous  islands  and  along  its  East- 
ern and  Western  shores.  The  control  and  exclusive  enjoyment  of  this 
commerce  have  never  failed  to  enrich  the  maritime  power  so  fortunate 
as  to  obtain  it.  Not  one  of  the  nations  dwelling  upon  either  shore  of 
the  Pacific,  is  possessed  of  a  inarine,  or  the  enterprise  and  advantages 
that  can  create  a  navj-,  if  we  except  our  own  State,  which  is  a  compo- 
nent ])art  of  a  mighty  people  that  possess  both  and  all  those  necessary 
elements,  which  enter  into  the  formation  of  commercial  greatness. 
England  and  Prance,  the  only  powers  that  could  possibly  dispute  with 
us  for  the  supremacy  over  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  Pacific,  are 
too  far  removed  from  it  to  compete  with  us  for  any  great  length  of  time 
in  acquiring  exclusive  control.  At  the  present  time,  however,  notwith- 
standing the  superior  advantages  possessed  by  the  United  States,  since 
the  acquisition  of  California,  for  extending  the  boundaries  of  their  com- 
mercial conquests  over  the  Pacific,  the  wealth  of  the  Indies,  of  China 
and  Japan,  flows  through  the  same  channels,  borne  upon  the  same  bot- 
toms, where  it  has  for  nearly  a  century  gone,  enriching  the  merchant- 
princes  of  Great  Britain  with  almost  fabulous  treasures.  Nor  have  the 
United  States  surpassed  either  of  those  two  other  maritime  powers  in 
obtaining  an  ascendencj'  over  the  growing  trade  and  commerce  of  the 
Hispano-American  Eepublics  upon  the  Pacific  coast,  not  to  mention  the 
little  progress  we  have  there  made  in  gaining  that  political  influence  to 
which  the  similarity  of  our  institutions  naturally  entitles  us. 
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Time  sufficient  has  already  elapsed  since  the  extension  of  the  frontiers 
of  the  United  States  to  the  Pacific,  and  enough  wealth  has  been  derived 
from  the  mines  of  California,  to  have  enabled  the  General  Government 
to  put  afloat  upon  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  a  large  navy,  both  for 
the  protection  of  our  maritime  and  commercial  interests,  and  for  the 
peaceful  conquest  by  a  wise  policy  of  the  nations  that  from  their  natural 
position  must  sooner  or  later  become  commercial  tributaries  of  Califor- 
nia. Our  sails  ought  now  to  cover  the  Pacific  ocean.  If  we  do  not  soon 
avail  ourselves  of  the  superior  natural  advantages  we  possess,  to  estab- 
lish our  commercial  supremac}',  on  both  shores  of  this  ocean ;  the  colo- 
nies planted  ^by  the  prudent  and  enterprising  foresight  of  England  and 
France  in  the  Orient,  and  the  thoroughfare  to  that  trade  about  to  be 
shortened  by  the  ship  channel  connecting  the  Mediterranean  with  the 
Eed  Sea,  may  snatch  the  trade  of  the  East  from  us  forever,  except  to 
such  a  limited  extent  as  the  grace  of  the  masters  of  their  position  may 
allow  us;  leaving  us  alone  the  coasting  trade  of  Mexico  and  the  other 
States  down  to  Chile.  But  ice  can  never  hope  to  assume  a  supremacy  at  a 
commercial  Slate,  nor  can  the  United  States  avail  herself  of  her  superior  natural 
advantages,  which  would  make  her  the  greatest  maritime  nation  on  earth,  until  we 
have  a  railroad  completed  connecting  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific. 

The  want  of  steam  communication  between  this  coast  and  the  empires 
of  Japan  and  China,  Australia  and  the  intermediate  islands,  has  long 
been  felt  by  our  merchants.  The  encouragement  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment given  to  the  establishment  of  a  regular  line  of  packets  between 
San  Francisco  and  China,  by  a  liberal  appropriation  for  carrying  the 
mails,  would  at  once  give  us  equal  commercial  advantages  in  the  East 
with  other  maritime  nations.  The  expenditure  necessary  to  put  such  a 
line  of  steamships  into  this  trade  involves  too  great  an  outlay  for  the 
individual  enterprise  and  means  of  our  merchants ;  but  being  once 
started  by  Governmental  subsidy  the  best  informed  of  our  commercial 
men  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  increased  facilities  of  communication 
would  stimulate  trade  to  such  a  degree  that  the  Government's  aid  would 
not  long  be  required.  The  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  cities  of  San 
Francisco  and  New  York  have  already  taken  steps  in  this  direction, 
having  memorialized  Congress  upon  the  subject.  The  Chamber  at  San 
Francisco  have  shown  by  a  careful  and  concise  compilation  of  our 
imports  and  exports  with  those  countries,  bow  important  this  trade  is 
becoming  to  California,  and  every  year  in  an  increased  ratio.  England 
does  not  stop  to  enquire  into  the  expense  of  extending  and  protecting 
her  commerce  ;  and  the  wise  and  judicious  subsidies  given  her  mail  lines, 
and  the  facilities  afforded  her  merchants  for  safe  transportation  and 
exchange,  have  secured  to  her  almost  a  monopoly  of  the  commerce  of 
the  world.  The  silver  and  gold  of  Mexico,  of  Central  and  South 
America,  that  should  naturally  fall  to  us,  flow  in  an  almost  uninter- 
rupted stream  to  England,  as  a  result  of  the  wise  policy  indicated.  The 
consideration  of  this  subject  is  most  especially  urged  upon  your  atten- 
tion. You  may  by  legislative  action  call  the  aid  of  our  Kepresentatives 
and  Senators  in  Congress  to  the  advocacy  of  these  measures.  The  Presi- 
dent in  his  message  to  the  present  Congress  has  urged  the  construction 
of  railroads  as  a  war  measure;  and  if  it  were  necessary  in  the  instances 
indicated  by  him,  it  is  eminently  so  for  the  protection  and  preservation 
of  California  to  the  Union.  We  are  in  a  position  to  be  wrested  from  the 
Nation  by  either  of  the  great  maritime  powers  referred  to ;  and  the 
exportation  of  our  precious  metals — the  life-blood  of  the  commerce  of 
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the  country — be  taken  possession  of  and  diverted  into  the  public  treasury 
of  a  foreign  enemy. 

INDIAN  nOSTILITIES. 

The  employment  of  State  troops  for  the  suppression  of  Indian  hostili- 
ties has,  witli  one  exception,  been  avoided  during  my  administration, — 
the  officers  in  command  of  the  United  States  forces  on  this  coast  having, 
when  the  same  was  practicable,  rendered  timely  assistance  when  called 
for  by  mo.  In  the  month  of  August  last,  I  received  from  the  citizens  of 
Humboldt  county  petitions,  accompanied  by  proper  and  satisfactory 
affidavits,  setting  forth  that  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  were 
being  sacrificed  by  hostile  Indians.  I  applied  repeatedly,  in  person  and 
by  letter,  to  Brig. -Gen.  E.  V.  Sumner,  then  in  command  of  the  United 
States  Army  on  this  coast,  and  requested  him  to  move  forward  troops 
into  the  disturbed  districts.  After  some  delay,  he  informed  me  that  he 
had  no  men  at  his  disposal  for  this  purpose.  This  refusal  involved  the 
necessity  of  rendering  State  aid ;  and  a  company  of  mounted  men  was 
called  out,  and  remained  in  service  some  ninety  days,  or  until  Brig.-Gen. 
Wright,  who  hiid  succeeded  to  the  command  on  the  Pacific  coast,  gave 
me  assurances  that  he  would  send  into  these  districts  a  sufficient  force  to 
insure  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  and  their  property. 

The  expedition,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  and  instructions  given, 
was  conducted  humanely,  and  met  the  objects  for  which  it  was  called 
into  service.  A  proper  and  praiseworthy  economy  has  been  pursued  by 
the  officers  having  charge  of  it,  and  an  appropriation  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses incurred  is  recommended.  Sixteen  thousand  dollars  will  cover 
the  whole  outlay  for  subsistence,  pay  of  men,  and  horses,  with  transport- 
ation. This  amount  will,  as  it  were,  be  only  advanced  to  the  General 
Government,  as  it  will  be  promptly  recognized ;  and  when  such  claims 
are  so  recognized,  they  by  law  become  projjer  offsets  against  our  quota 
of  the  Federal  tax  to  an  equal  amouht. 

COAST  DEFENCES. 

« 

1  received  a  communication  from  the  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  State, 
bearing  date  August  14th,  1861,  calling  my  attention  to  the  Defences  of 
our  Sea-coast,  and  requesting  mo  to  lay  the  subject  before  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  at  an  earlj'  day.  This  communication  and  the  answer 
thereto  will  be  laid  before  you  in  a  separate  paper.  The  objects  that  in- 
duced the  Secretary  of  State  to  take  this  precaution,  and  the  necessities 
which  then  called  for  action  on  the  part  of  the  several  States,  do  not  now 
exist;  as  Congress  is  at  this  time  in  session  and  has  already  begun  to 
take  action  in  the  matter. 

The  Defences  of  our  Sea-coast  are  of  vital  importance,  its  extent  being 
80  considerable,  the  bays,  harbors  and  inlets  where  an  enemy  could  land 
being  so  numerous,  that  they  require  an  outlay  too  vast  for  the  resources 
of  the  State ;  and  they  belong  to  the  class  of  public  works  of  a  national 
as  well  as  a  local  character,  clearly  bringing  them  ^vithin  the  sphere  of 
duty  of  the  General  Government  to  initiate  and  conclude  their  construc- 
tion upon  a  scale  commensurate  with  their  importance  and  the  national 
pride.  Scientific  officers  of  the  Government  are  assigned  the  duty  of 
supervision  over  this  branch  of  the  service,  and  under  their  exclusive 
management  and  control,  our  Coast-defences  will  be  properly  constructed, 
and  accomplished  with  a  degree  of  economy  as  well  as  utility,  that  could 
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not  be  expected  if  undertaken  by  the  State,  as  she  would  have  to  intrust 
this  work,  in  a  measure,  to  inexperienced  agents. 

THE  STATE  CONTINGENT. 

Two  requisitions  were  made  upon  me  by  the  Secretary  of  War  for 
troops  for  tlie  service  of  the  General  Goveriunent ;  the  first  bearing  date 
of  July  14lh,  1861,  for  one  regiment  of  Infantry  and  five  com))anie8  of 
Cavalry,  and  the  otlier  dated  Jn\j  24th,  18C1,  for  four  regimentH  of  In- 
fantry and  one  regiment  of  Cavalry.  The  Legislature  having  adjourned 
without  placing  any  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Executive  to  meet  such 
contingency,  and  the  language  of  these  requisitions  urging  all  possible 
dispatch,  I  at  once  issued  my  Proclamation  calling  out  the  required  force. 
In  order  to  avoid,  if  possible,  calling  the  Legislature  together  in  extra 
session,  and  the  extraordinary  expense  that  would  be  thus  incurred,  and 
which  would  not  be  a  proper  or  legitimate  charge  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, I  applied  to  Brigadier-General  E.  V.  Sumner,  then  in  command 
of  the  Pacific  Division,  United  States  Army,  to  know  if  he  had  the  means  at 
his  disjtosal  to  furnish  and  equip  these  troops.  He  promptly-  responded 
that  he  had  at  his  disposal  all  the  requirements  for  this  purj)oso,  and  that 
he  Avas  prepared  to  meet  the  expenses  attending  the  organization  and 
equipment,  and  that  upon  better  terms  than  could  possibly  be  done  by 
the  State.  Thus,  the  California  Contingent  has  been  raised  and  equipped, 
without  the  cost  of  a  dollar  to  the  State,  and  upon  a  scale  of  econoni}-  to 
the  Federal  Government  that  reflects  credit  and  honor  upon  all  those 
who  under  my  call  were  connected  with  or  had  charge  of  this  important 
duty.  It  entailed  much  labor  upon  this  Department,  for  which  it  feels 
ftilly  compensated  by  the  character  of  the  officers  selected  and  the  sol- 
dierly bearing  and  cliaracter  of  the  men  who  compose  the  rank  and  file. 
The  whole  Contingent  as  organized  is  com])osed  of  our  best  citizens — 
men  of  character  and  means  from  all  ranks  and  pursuits  of  life,  and  will 
achieve  an  honorable  fame  for  our  State  and  render  good  service  to  the 
Nation  when  called  into  active  duty. 

In  organizing  tliis  force,  commissions  were  conferred  upon  officers  in  the 
regular  army  of  the  United  States,  as  Colonels,  in^)rder  to  give  efficiency 
and  discipline  to  our  raw  recruits.  By  an  order  from  the  War  Department, 
I  was  notified  that  these  officers  could  not  be  permitted  to  retain  ])osition 
in  the  volunteer  service,  as  they  were  ordered  to  the  scene  of  hostilities, 
to  join  their  respective  regiments.  Two  of  these  officers.  Colonels  Kel- 
logg and  Judah,  rendered  much  aid  in  raising  and  organizing  tiie  Fourth 
and  Fifth  regiments  of  volunteers,  at  great  expense  and  trouble  to  them- 
selves, without  being  permitted  to  enjoy  the  honors  or  emoluments  aris- 
ing therefrom.  The  Cavalry  regiment  was  raised  before  Colonel  Smith  ar- 
rived to  take  command,  and  he  was  not,  tliercfore,  subjected  to  any  hard- 
ship in  this  respect.  I  appointed  Colonel  James  II.  Carleton  to  take  com- 
mand of  the  First  Infantry  and  First  Cavalry.  He  has  rendered  the  State 
good  and  efficient  service;  he  has  been  ])erniittcd  by  the  President  to 
retain  his  command  of  the  volunteers,  and  has  now  charge  of  the  troops 
of  the  State  along  our  Southern  frontier.  I  would  recommend  that  ap- 
propriations be  made  to  compensate  the  officers  mentioned  for  the  per- 
sonal expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  them  and  the  important  services 
they  have  rendered  the  State — say  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
each. 

A  large  amount  of  business  has  been  entailed  upon  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
oral, — in  clerical  labor  and  services  attendant  upon  the  extraordinary 
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(Inty  connected  with  and  occasioned  by  the  raising  of  our  Contingent; 
and  I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  as  a 
just  compensation  therefor. 

The  Militia  law  of  last  year  is  found  to  work  well,  and  meets  the  ex- 
pectation of  its  advocates.  It  declares  that  all  nect'ssary  expenses  ari.sing 
under  its  operation,  sliall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  general  fund;  but  the 
Legislature  failed  to  make  any  appropriation.  It  is  hoped  that  a  small 
api)roj)riation  will  bo  made,  to  meet  the  inconsiderable  amounts  already 
audited,  as  well  as  the  future  contingent  expenses  for  the  3"ear.  Too 
much  iiii])ortance  cannot  be  placed  upon  the  organization  of  our  Militia, 
in  order  tbat  efficiency  may  be  attained,  and  that  a  military  spirit  may 
be  infused  into  our  citizens.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  volunteers  will 
drill  and  ])arado  without  arms.  For  these  reasons,  I  recommended  last 
year  a  military  tax  for  rent  of  armories,  and  the  ])urchase  of  arms.  We 
should,  therefore,  have  at  least  a  hundred  thousand  staiid  of  arms  dis- 
tributed among  our  Militia;  instead  of  this  there  are  not  three  thousand, 
and  many  of  these  ai'e  of  antique  style  and  character,  of  but  little  use  for 
modern  warfai'e. 

FEDERAL  RELATIONS. 

Tlie  imminent  danger,  to  which  allusioii  was  made  in  my  former  mes- 
sage, of  a  disruption  of  our  Union,  has  been  hurried  on  hy  a  succes- 
sion of  events  with  fearful  ra])idity  and  painful  reality.  Our  country, 
lately  so  hai))iy  in  its  unparalleled  ]n-osperity,  so  free  in  the  enjoyment  of 
its  republican  institutions,  is  in  the  midst  of  revolution.  Violent  men 
appear  to  have  obtained,  before  the  commencement  of  hostilities,  an 
asceiulency  over  the  public  mind  in  both  sections  of  the  Union,  and  by 
an  evil  use  of  their  power  and  influence,  were  able  to  hold  in  abcj-ance 
for  the  time  being  every  conciliatory  sentiment  and  every  desire  for  a 
peaceful  adjustment  of  all  causes  of  iiu'itation,  aiul  before  the  conserva- 
tive elements  of  the  nation  could  concentrate  their  influence  to  preserve 
the  peace  and  fraternal  relations  of  the  people,  eleven  States  passed 
ordinances  of  withdrawal  from  the  Union,  formed  a  separate  league  to- 
gether, declared  their  independence,  and  prepared  for  tlie  submission  of 
the  questions  at  issue  to  the  arbitrament  of  arms.  These  questions, 
which  have  led  to  so  unhappy  a  result,  were  neither  in  their  nature  nor 
importance  such  as  could  not  by  any  means  have  been  settled  by  an  hon- 
orable aiul  peaceful  adjustment,  for  the  very  same  questions  regarding 
the  right  of  the  slave  States  to  carry  their  peculiar  species  of  property 
into  tlie  Territories  and  to  have  it  protected  by  local  laws,  had  been  dis- 
posed of  in  the  spirit  of  conciliation  and  harmony  hy  the  compromise 
measures  of  1850,  so  far  as  the  Territories  that  were  then  organized  were 
concerned.  But,  unfortunately  for  the  Republic,  the  extreme  men  who  a 
year  since  had  the  power  to  pass  measures  of  conciliation,  like  that  pro- 
posed by  the  venerable  statesman  of  Kentuck}-,  declared  tbat  the  day  of 
compromise  was  past.  The  Nation,  therefore,  is  now  fully  committed  to 
the  policy  of  war;  and  whether  it  be  the  best  policy  in  order  to  preserve 
the  Union  and  restore  harmony,  or  not,  those  States  that  have  decided 
to  remain  in  the  Union  are,  by  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  committed 
to  this  policy ;  and  every  citizen  in  the  loyal  States  is  under  obligations 
to  aid  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in  the  execution  of  all  constitu- 
tional laws,  in  the  manner  indicated  hy  those  laws;  and.  if  called  out,  to 
fight  for  their  enforcement,  wherever  their  due  execution  is  opposed, 
and  to  shed  his  blood  if  necessary  in  their  support.    Every  citizen  is  pi-e- 
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sumed  to  have  a  voice,  in  our  republican  form  of  government,  in  the 
making  of  the  laws,  and  in  determining  and  fixing  the  policy  of  his 
country;  and  his  individual  course  of  conduct  must  be  controlled  by  the 
decisions  of  the  majority,  and  not  by  his  own  personal  inclinations  and 
convictions. 

In  all  forms  of  government,  there  must  be  some  supreme  standard  of 
excellence, — some  tribunal  from  which  there  is  no  appeal, — governing 
the  line  and  course  of  our  civil  conduct,  to  whose  decisions  the  loyal 
citizen  must  render  a  willing  obedience  in  all  things  not  necessarily 
matters  of  conscience.  In  monarchies,  where  the  king  is  supposed  to  rule 
by  divine  right, — a  right  inherited,  and  not  derived  from  the  people, — 
the  maxim  has  obtained,  that  "  the  king  can  do  no  wrong."  What  he 
determines  in  the  strict  exercise  of  his  prerogatives,  must  be  obeyed,  and 
he  himself  is  amenable  to  no  human  tribunal  for  his  acts.  But  in  a 
republic  the  rule  has  necessarily  obtained,  that  "  the  m.ajority  of  the 
people  can  do  no  wrong."  To  its  decisions  the  individual  citizen  must 
render  obedience.  To  be  sure,  it  must  be  admitted  that  majorities  may 
and  do  sometimes  err;  but  that  error  must  be,  and  usually  is,  corrected 
by  themselves.  The  rule  must  be  respected  as  a  general  truth,  or  all 
governments  of  and  by  the  people  are  at  an  end.  Any  law  may  be  set 
aside  in  its  operation  by  every  individual  composing  the  community,  and 
each  individual  will  is  law,  if  any  other  rule  should  obtain.  Hence, 
every  good  citizen  must  of  necessity,  in  his  civil  duties,  obey  the  will  of 
the  majority,  when  ascertained,  and  until  the  same  is  revoked  by  the 
same  authority.  To  a  departure  from  this  democratic  rule  must  we 
attribute,  to  a  great  extent,  the  present  difficulties,  which  threaten 
disaster  to  the  principles  of  free  governments  throughout  the  world, 
founded  on  the  idea  of  the  capacity  of  man  for  self-government.  A 
disregard  for  the  will  of  the  majority,  in  our  system  of  government, 
begets  a  disrespect,  that  terminates  in  a  contempt  for  all  salutable  and 
legal  restraints  whatever,  '•  The  older  I  become,"  said  one  of  the  im- 
mortal sages  of  the  American  Revolution,  "the  greater  distrust  I  have 
for  my  own  opinions,  and  the  greater  respect  for  the  opinions  of  others." 
Such  ai-e  the  spirit  and  disposition  which  lead  to  a  faithful  obedience  of 
the  laws. 

But  this  respect  for  the  will  of  the  majority,  in  our  government,  and 
implicit  obedience  of  the  laws,  do  not  necessarily  conflict  with  our 
natural  liberty  recognized  and  embodied  in  the  bill  of  rights  contained 
in  our  Constitution,  as  a  guaranty  against  the  despotism  of  a  majority. 
There  is  no  enlightened  freedom  but  in  doing  right;  ever}-  other  kind  of 
liberty  is  but  a  species  of  licentiousness,  injurious  both  to  him  who  uses 
it,  and  the  society  where  it  is  exercised.  And  the  violation  of  a  law 
operating  unequally  and  unjustly  often  proves  more  detrimental  to  com- 
munities than  submission  for  the  time  being,  until  it  can  be  lawfully  and 
without  violence  changed.  These  are  evident  truths,  Avhich  ought  to  be 
well  understood,  to  indicate  to  the  citizen  his  proper  relations  to  the 
Commonwealth.  But  the  right  to  freely  discuss  every  law  and  policy  of 
the  Government  is  a  sacred  rigiit,  necessary  to  the  purity  of  the  govern- 
ing power,  and  to  the  protection  of  the  citizen  from  despotism,  and 
should  never  be  surrendered  by  a  free  people,  not  for  one  moment,  at  any 
time,  or  under  any  circumstances. 

As  was  expressed  in  clear  and  distinct  terms  in  my  former  Message, 
California  b}^  an  overwhelming  majority  of  her  people  has  decided  to 
unite  her  destiny  with  the  other  States  that  have  adhered  to  the  Union 
founded  upon  the  Constitution  framed  by  the  fathers  of  the  Revolution. 
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Whatever  may  have  been  the  desire  of  individuals,  as  to  what  policy  the 
State  should  adopt,  in  view  of  the  condition  of  things  in  the  older  States, 
still  the  result  of  the  election  indicated  her  policy  beyond  any  reasona- 
ble doubt.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  result  did  not  clearly  express  the 
will  of  the  majority.  Every  true  and  loyal  heart  in  the  State  will,  there- 
fore, willinfrly  bear  whatever  portion  of  the  burden  may  fall  to  his  lot, 
in  sustaining  the  authorities  of  this  State  and  the  United  States  in 
every  constitutional  and  lawful  attempt  to  defend  the  Union  and  the 
Constitution  against  foreign  or  domestic  foes  —  no  matter  how  he  may 
differ  i'vom  the  majority  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  policy  adopted  ;  it  is 
obligatory  and  binding  upon  every  citizen  until  legitimately  changed. 
But  long  prior  to  the  late  election,  the  s/atus  of  California  was  fixed  by 
action  of  her  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  asserting  her  loyalty  to  the 
Union  and  the  Constitution,  in  joint  resolution,  which  was  a])proved  by 
me  at  the  time  of  its  submission,  and  which  was  in  the  following  terms : 

"  That  the  people  of  California  are  devoted  to  the  Constitution  and  Union  of  the  United  States, 
and  will  not  fail  in  fidelity  and  fealty  to  that  Constitution  and  Union,  now,  in  the  hour  of  trial  and 
peril.  That  California  is  ready  to  maintain  the  rights  and  honor  of  the  National  Government  at 
lioine  and  abroad,  and  at  all  times  to  respond  to  any  requisition  that  may  be  made  upon  her  to 
defend  the  Kepublic  against  foreign  or  domestic  foes." 

How  faithfully  my  official  acts  have  conformed  to  the  sentiments  here 
declared  by  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  this  State,  the  history 
of  the  times  will  determine.  Although,  with  one  single  exception,  the 
only  Executive  of  all  the  free  States,  entertaining  political  i)roclivities  at 
variance  with  the  party  administering  the  National  Government,  not 
one  of  them  can  have  displayed  a  greater  promptitude  in  obeying  every 
constitutional  requisition  of  the  President. 

The  founders  of  American  liberty  did  not  consider  their  work  con- 
cluded, nor  their  institutions  safe,  until  they  had  formed  "  a  more  PEK- 
FECT  UNION  "  than  existed  between  the  thirteen  colonies  during  the 
revolutionary  struggle,  for  the  preamble  to  the  first  compact  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "Articles  of  Confederation  and  perpetual  Union  between  tlieStatesj" 
showing  that  from  the  beginning  the  Union  was  one  of  the  principles  of 
the  revolution,  lastuuj  as  the  life  of  a  nation.  The  policy  of  the  mother 
country  had  been  to  keep  the  several  colonies,  as  so  many  separate  prov- 
inces, without  any  boncl  of  union  between  them  of  associated  counsels, 
combined  strength,  or  commercial  privileges.  Union  and  nationality, 
therefore,  early  became  one  of  the  principles  of  the  revolution,  without 
which  the  liberties  of  the  people  were  not  considered  safe  against  the 
intrigues  and  alliances  of  the  crowned  heads  and  aristocracy  of  Europe, 
who  are  as  hostile  to  Republican  institutions  now  as  they  were  in  any  past 
generation.  It  was  considered  that,  without  a  supreme  government  to 
concentrate  and  wield  the  united  strength  of  the  whole,  the  new  States 
would  be  incapable  of  maintaining  their  republican  institutions  against 
the  combinations  of  European  monarchies.  That  unless  there  was  sove- 
reign power  in  a  National  Congress,  to  guarantee  and  preserve  peace 
between  the  several  States,  that  internal  discord  and  jealousies,  promoted 
by  ambitious  men  taking  advantage  of  local  prejudices  and  interests, 
would  inevitably  lead  to  civil  war,  as  had  been  illustrated  by  the  history 
of  the  ancient  Grecian  republics.  That  the  principle  of  unity  between 
the  sepai'ate  States,  on  the  grounds  of  perfect  equality  in  rights,  in  justice 
and  in  benefits,  as  expressed  in  the  motto  adopted  for  tlieir  coins,  "  e 
PLURiBUS  UNUM,"  was  the  vital  element  of  our  free  institutions  and  per- 
Bonal  liberties ;  unity  for  defence,  for  the  protection  of  ouji'  commerce, 
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for  the  suppression  of  domestic  insurrections,  and  for  the  general  wel- 
fare. The  principle  of  uniti/  is  only  specially  valuable  for  the  security  of 
our  liberties,  for  the  protection  of  republican  institutions ;  and  for  the 
overthrow  and  destruction  of  thoee,  disintegration  is  the  surest  course  that 
can  be  adopted.  If,  then,  the  warring  sections  of  the  Union  are  sin- 
cerely devoted  to  the  principles  of  freedom  and  self-government,  and 
under  no  circumstances  would  tolerate  any  form  of  government  but 
republican,  a  Union  of  some  kind,  if  nothing  more  than  an  alliance, 
offensive  and  defensive,  will  be  established,  whatever  may  be  the  result 
of  the  struggle  of  the  Southern  States  for  a  separate  independence  and 
nationality.  For  the  protection  of  their  commerce  on  the  high  seas, 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  monarchical  ideas  and  policy  from  over- 
running the  American  Continent,  as  they  have  overrun  and  subdued 
Europe,  a  Union  of  some  kind  will  be  found  absolutely  necessary  between 
these  Eepublican  States.  The  principle  of  Union  is  life, — the  principle 
of  Disintegration  is  death,  to  American  policy,  American  greatness,  and 
American  progress  and  civilization;  These  sentiments  were  by  me  ex- 
pressed on  another  occasion,  to  the  public. 

In  the  very  beginning  of  the  process  of  severance  and  disintegration 
of  the  American  Union,  we  have  a  demonstration  of  the  fact,  that  how- 
ever hostile  to  each  other  European  monarchies  may  be,  they  will  settle 
their  own  disputes,  and  league  together  tor  the  suppression  of  republi- 
can ideas  and  the  maintenance  of  privilege,  birth,  and  official  honors 
in  hereditary  descent.  Three  of  the  great  Powers  of  Europe  liave  now 
combined  to  force  monarchial  institutions  and  aristocratic  privileges 
upon  that  living  embodiment  of  Disunion  principles,  the  Republic  of 
Mexico.  And  if  the  present  unhappy  war  continues  in  the  United  States, 
until  the  forces  of  the  Republic  are  unable  longer  from  exhaustion  to 
prolong  the  conflict,  except  in  guerrilla  warfare  between  the  sections,  the 
same  Powers  will  combine  to  enforce  aristocracy  and  royalty  upon  Amer- 
icans, partitioning  among  themselves  the  splendid  domain  of  the  present 
American  Empire.  The  Union  of  the  States  is  not  only  necessary  to 
the  existence  of  republican  institutions  on  this  continent,  but  is  the  only 
hope  of  the  oppressed  nationalities  of  Europe  in  their  aspirations  for 
liberal  laws  and  equal  rights.  The  same  combinations  of  monarchial 
power  and  wealth  have  heretofore  been  successful  in  crushing  republican 
ideas  upon  the  Eastern  continent,  wherever  they  began  to  obtain  ascen- 
dency in  any  portion  of  Europe.  The  increasing  power  and  greatness 
of  the  American  Union  had  inspired  hope  in  the  oppressed  of  Eastern 
nations  that,  in  due  time,  the  policy  asserted  by  us  on  this  continent, — 
non-interference  of  European  monarchies  in  crushing  out  republican 
institutions, — would  be  extended  there. 

But  while  I  am  thus  for  the  perpetuity  of  the  Union ;  while  every 
pulsation  of  my  heart  is  loyal  to  the  flag  of  our  country ;  and  while,  as 
the  Executive  of  this  State,  I  have  cheerfully  and  in  good  faith  obeyed 
every  legal  requisition  of  the  General  Government  made  upon  California 
through  me, —  I  cannot  but  believe  that  the  conflict  might  have 
been  avoided  by  compromise,  without  the  sacrifice  of  anything  but 
sectional  pride  and  sectional  platforms.  Nor  can  I  entertain  the  hope 
that  this  Government  can  be  preserved,  except  through  a  strict  adhe- 
rence to  the  Constitution  and  the  enlightened  compromises  made 
under  it.  In  the  commencement  of  hostilities,  the  American  people 
were  assured  by  the  Administration  that  their  war  policy  was,  to  repel 
aggression,  acting  upon  the  defensive ;  to  repossess  the  forts  and  other 
property  of  the  nation ;  to  blockade  the  harbors  in  the  seceding  States, 
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for  llie  purpose  of  collecting  the  revenue,  and  arresting  all  foreign 
commerce  with  the  revolutionists;  to  circumscribe  the  power  of  the 
malcontents,  until  the  first  phrcnsy  of  the  revolt  had  time  to  exhaust 
its  force;  and  to  show  a  willingness  and  a  readiness  to  receive  and 
entertain  at  all  times  every  proposition  on  their  part  to  accommodate 
the  difficulties.  With  this  policy  there  could  be  no  objection  on  the 
part  of  loyal  men ;  it  was  the  course  that  suggested  itself  to  my  mind 
as  eminently  proper,  as  obligatory  upon  the  Government  in  order  to 
perpetuate  itself,  and  as  becoming  a  magnanimous  nation,  still  great, 
just  and  powerful.    But  this  policy  has  not  been  strictly  pursued. 

Not  only  has  this  policy  not  been  followed,  but  even  now  in  the  halls 
of  Congress,  and  in  the  Cabinet  of  the  President,  arc  found  advocates 
for  making  the  war  a  system  of  social  change  and  political  convulsions 
so  great,  as  the  instant  cinancipation  of  four  millions  of  negro  slaves; — 
a  policy  which  must  inevitably  terminate,  if  successful,  in  the  subju- 
gation and  impovei-ishmcnt  of"  the  white  race,  and  the  political  eleva- 
tion over  them  of  the  negro  race;  the  result  of  which  would  be  an 
overthrow  of  a  refined  and  Christian  civilization  in  the  subjugated  prov- 
inces, as  signal  as  that  which  followed  emancipation  in  the  AV  est  Indies. 
In  the  execution  of  such  a  policy,  it  will  not  he  possible  to  eradicate  the 
idea  now  entertained  by  the  Southern  mind,  that  it  was  determined  upon 
by  the  people  of  the  North  in  their  giving  success  to  the  now  dominant 
party  at  the  last  Presidential  election. —  thus  confirming  in  their  OAvn 
minds  the  justice  of  their  cause,  whatever  may  be  the  success  attending 
it.  And  the  future  historian,  in  judging  of  the  motives  by  the  acts 
accomplished,  will  attribute  to  the  Administration  in  power  the  deliber- 
ate intention  from  the  beginning,  to  make  this  trouble  an  occasion  for 
the  emancipation  to  freedom  and  ])oliticaI  cqualit}-  of  the  slaves.  The 
Government  should  not,  then,  pursue  a  line  of  policy  that  must  bring  as 
its  i-csults  the  certain  and  complete  destruction  of  that  entire  section  of 
our  country,  that  its  whole  energies  in  appearance  are  now  concentrated 
to  bring  back  to  its  fealty  to  the  Union  ?  Why  should  it  take  from  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  loyal  friends  of  the  Union,  now  within  the 
Southern  borders,  their  faith  and  hope  in  the  Government,  and  force 
them  to  see  in  the  success  of  that  Government  their  own  inevitable 
destruction?  To  the  loyal  mind  of  the  South  must  the  loyal  men  of  the 
North  look  for  a  reunion  of  our  once  happj-  countrj-;  and  any  cour.se  of 
conduct  in  carrying  on  the  present  war,  that  holds  out  no  ho]ie  to  the 
Union  men  of  the  South,  is  a  war  of  desolation,  that  will  render  the 
South  when  reunited  to  us  a  section  that  Avill  have  become  a  lasting 
encumbrance  to  the  Nation,  not  worth  the  blood  and  treasure  ex])ended  • 
in  its  reunion.  Similar  views  are  entertained  by  many  distinguished 
citizens  of  our  country,  Avho  are  proving  their  loyaltj'  hy  periling  their 
lives  u]ion  the  battle  field ;  and  all  my  hopes  for  the  ftiture  of  republican 
institutions  in  both  hemis]>heres  are  centred  in  the  final  success  of  the 
Union,  and  vindication  of  the  Constitution,  as  framed  by  the  heroes  and 
sages  of  the  Eevolution. 

It  is  evident  that  it  is  not  the  mission  of  those  who  are  iinder  the  in- 
fluence of  sectional  sentiments,  and  who  are  governed  by  sectional  plat- 
forms, North  or  South,  to  restore  our  Union.  Parties  of  extreme  views 
have  often  heretofore  succeeded,  upon  their  accession  to  power,  in  spread- 
ing disorder,  distrust,  and  general  declension  in  a  nation,  by  the  intro- 
duction of  new  ideas,  by  change,  and  by  the  breaking  up  of  the  established 
order  of  things ;  they  have  often  succeeded  in  destroying  the  very  ele- 
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ments  of  national  prosperity;  but  rarely  in  preserving  and  enlarging  the 
material  interests  of  a  nation.  It  is  my  firm  conviction,  therefore,  that 
the  mission  of  restoring  the  Union,  founded  by  Washington  and  protected 
by  Jackson,  is  reserved  to  a  more  conservative  policy.  When  reason  as- 
serts her  sway  once  more  over  minds  now  fired  by  passion  and  revenge ; 
and  when  the  political  powers  of  this  magnificent  Kcpublican  Empire 
shall  be  controlled  by  National  and  not  Sectional  men,  the  country  will 
find  refuge  in  the  midst  of  her  troubles  at  home  and  abroad,  her  pecu- 
niary embarassments,  and  the  desolation  of  her  homes  caused  by  civil 
war,  in  the  conciliatory  elements  of  Constitutional  conservatism  still 
existing  in  the  patriotic  masses  of  the  Union. 

In  concluding  my  official  connection  with  you,  the  representatives  of 
the  people  of  our  State,  having  communicated  to  you  the  condition  of 
the  public  interests,  it  alfords  me  infinite  pleasure  to  attest  the  general 
prosperity  now  existing  in  all  the  branches  of  our  trade  and  industrial 
pursuits.  In  surrendering  the  trust  to  my  successor,  which  I  have  held 
for  the  past  two  j'ears,  I  have  every  confidence  that  it  passes  into  the 
bands  of  one  who  will  use  it  with  zealous  care  and  true  fealty  to  the 
cause  of  the  people,  who  have  called  him  directly  to  the  discharge  of 
the  responsible  duties  of  the  Chief  Magistracy  of  this  Commonwealth. 
And  may  we  not  indulge  the  hope  that  the  kind  Providence  that  has  so 
far  distinguished  us  with  the  choicest  of  His  blessings,  will  continue  to 
preserve  us  a  free,  just,  happy,  and  united  people  ?

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

Gcntlrmon  nf  thr  Lri/ishtiirr,  and  Fe/Ioir  Citizens : 

With  a  radical  change  in  the  political  character  of  the  new  Adminis- 
tration, from  that  of  its  predecessors,  there  seems  to  be,  in  assuming  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Chief  E.xecutive  of  the  State,  a  special  fitness  that 
I  should  observe  the  custom  which  has  heretofore  obtained,  and  give  a 
brief  exposition  of  the  general  policy  that  will  govern  my  Administra- 
tion. 

The  Constitution  enjoins  upon  the  Legislature  to  encourage,  by  all 
suitable  means,  the  promotion  of  intellectual,  scientific,  moral  and  agri- 
cultural improvement.  In  aid  of  all  these,  I  shall  regard  it  as  my  imper- 
ative duty  to  co-operate. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  General  Government,  as  it  is  of  the  State,  to 
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encourage  scttlomontw  upon  lands  Ijclonging  to  tlic  public,  and  in  further- 
ance of  Hueli  policy,  liberal  inducements  arc  offered.  Yet,  under  the 
ruling  of  our  Courts,  the  Settlor,  who  has  gone  in  good  fiiith  upon  private 
lands,  not  segregated,  sii])])osing  them  to  be  ])ublic,  and  in  fact  even  when 
upon  the  public  domain,  may  yet  be  dispossessed  by  one  whose  only  claim 
is  that  he  owns  lands  within  boundaries  that  inchnie  the  property  in  ques- 
tion. That  a  person  who  owns  or  claims  but  one  league  of  land,  sliould  be 
able  to  hold,  control,  and  dispossess  others  from  a  hundred  leagues,  is  not 
only  manifestly  unjust  to  individuals,  but  is  also  to  the  great  detriment 
of  Agriculture  and  the  settlement  and  development  of  the  resources  of 
the  State.  I  cannot  hut  think  that  some  legislation  should  be  had  where- 
by the  Settler,  who  in  good  faitli  has  gone  u])On  private  lands,  not  segre- 
gated from  the  public  domain,  under  tlic  supposition  that  he  was  loca- 
ting \\])(m  lands  belonging  to  the  Government,  should  receive  such  equi- 
table protection  as  the  State  is  able  to  give. 

Wiiilo  the  settlement  of  our  State  is  of  the  first  importance,  the 
character  of  those  who  shall  l)ecome  settlers  is  worthy  of  scarcely-  less 
consideration.  To  my  mind  it  is  cleai",  that  the  settlement 'among  us 
of  an  inferior  race  is  to  be  discouraged,  by  every  legitimate  means. 
Asia,  with  her  numberless  millions,  sends  to  our  shores  the  dregs  of  her 
population.  Lai'ge  numbers  of  this  class  are  already  hero ;  and,  unless 
we  do  something  earl}-  to  check  their  immigration,  the  question,  which 
of  the  two  tides  of  immigration,  meeting  upon  the  shores  of  the  Pacific, 
shall  be  turned  back,  will  be  forced  iqion  our  consideration,  when  far 
more  difficult  than  now  of  disjiosal.  There  can  bo  no  doubt  but  that 
the  presence  of  nunvbers  among  us  of  a  degraded  and  distinct  j)eoplc  must 
exercise  a  deleterious  influence  u])on  the  sui)eri()r  race,  and,  to  a  certain 
extent,  repel  desiral)le  immigration.  It  will  afford  me  groat  pleasure  to 
concur  with  the  Legislature  in  any  constitutional  action,  having  for  its 
object  the  repression  of  the  immigration  of  the  Asiatic  races. 

The  subject  of  overland  con^munication,  and  protection  to  immigrants 
from  the  Atlantic  States,  has  ever  engaged  the  attention  of  our  ])eople. 
The  importance  of  the  subject  has  not  been  lessened  by  time.  Upon  the 
nature  of  our  overland  communication  with  the  older  States  may  depend 
the  cortrse  of  the  groat  and  vastly  im])ortant  trade  of  the  Eastern  world. 
In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  steam 
communication  between  California  and  Eastern  Asia,  Mhoreb}'  the  whole 
course  of  our  treasure  shijiments  would  probabl}-  be  changed,  and,  in 
paying  the  debts  due  from  the  commercial  world  to  this  far-off  land,  the 
course  of  exchange,  instead  of  being  against  us,  would  probably  be  in 
our  favor.  And.  in  case  of  a  war  with  a  maritime  power,  tiie  imj^ortancc 
of  an  established  line  of  American  steamers  between  California  and  Asia 
could  not  be  over-estimated.  I  think,  therefore,  wo  are  fully  warranted, 
independently  of  considerations  connected  with  our  overland  communi- 
cations, in  calling  tiie  attention  of  the  National  Government  to  the 
necessity  of  such  a  lino  of  steamers  to  the  countrj-  at  large  as  well  as  to 
California. 

AVithin  a  short  time,  the  Tcrritorj-  of  !N'evada  has  sprung  into  great 
importance;  her  vast,  undovelo]XHl  wealth  will  attract,  and  give  employ- 
ment to,  an  immense  population  of  industrious  and  thriving  people, 
ensuring  her  a  brilliant  and  important  destiny.  From  California,  she 
will  necessarily  derive  the  most  of  her  supplies.  The  most  difficult  link 
of  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic  Eailroad,  which  must  pass  through  this  Ter- 
ritory, lies  in  our  State. 

It  is  not  necessary,  at  this  late  day,  to  go  into  a  general  argument  to 
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prove  the  importance  of  a  railroad  connectiiiff  the  Pacific  and  Atlantic 
Oceans.  f^Hpeciaily  now.  -when  its  military  necessity  is  so  much  more 
than  ever  apparent.  I  allude  to  it  chiefly,  because  I  think  the  time  has 
arrived  when,  in  consequence  of  local  business,  the  most  difficult  and 
important  ])art  of  the  work  can  be  accomplished  without  direct  pecu- 
niai-y  aid  from  the  National  Government.  May  we  not.  therefore,  with 
the  utmost  ])ro))riety,  even  at  this  time,  ask  the  National  (rovernment  to 
donate  hinds  and  loan  its  credit  in  aid  of  this  portion  of  that  communica- 
tion, which  is  of  the  very  first  importance,  nr)t  alone  to  the  States  and 
Territories  west  of  the  Kocky  Mountains,  but  to  the  whole  Nation,  and 
is  the  jrreat  work  of  the  age '! 

It  cannot  have  escaped  the  attention  of  those  who  are  familiar  with 
the  timber  rejfions  of  the  State,  that  there  is  great  and  unnecessary  waste 
of  our  stately  forests.  It  is  doubtful  whether  these  lands  or  the  timber 
upon  them,  can  ever  be  of  any  considerable  avail  to  the  General  Govern- 
ment. In  consideration  of  the  vast  importance  to  our  State  that  the 
timber  should  be  preserved  from  waste,  if  deemed  desirahle.  it  wouhl  not, 
I  believe,  be  asking  too  much  of  the  (lenei-al  (lovernment,  to  solicit  from 
her  the  cession  of  those  lands.  I  therefore  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
Legislature,  for  consideration,  the  propriety  of  jietitioning  the  National 
Government  for  the  cession  of  its  pro])rietary  right  in  those  lands,  the 
proceeds  of  which,  when  sold,  to  l>e  devoted  to  the  fostering  of  education 
and  the  support  of  eleemosynar}-  institutions  and  works  of  internal 
improvement. 

No  one,  I  think,  who  has  carefully  considered  the  subject,  would  de- 
sire any  distuT'bance  of  our  present  system  of  Mining  laws  and  regula- 
tions, save  only  as  they  may  apply  to  those  races  whose  settlement 
among  us  is  not  desirable.  It  might  therefore  be  well,  to  prevent  a  pos- 
sible agitation  of  the  subject,  for  the  General  Government,  in  case  of  a 
cession  of  these  timber  lands,  to  reserve  the  minerals  they  contain.  And 
here  I  desire  to  enter  my  protest  against  any  attempt,  on  the  part  of  the 
General  Government,  to  restrict,  or  interfere  in  any  manner  with,  the 
working  of  our  mines,  as  impolitic  and  disastrous  in  the  extreme. 

In  the  late  election,  one  of  the  prominent  ideas  before  the  people  was 
the  necessity  of  retrenchment  in  the  ])ublic  ex])enditure.  This  is  essen- 
tial to  avoid  the  burden  of  unnecessary  expense  to  the  people,  as  also  in 
the  beneficial  influence  of  example.  For  this  pui'])ose  I  shall  heartily 
co-operate  with  the  legislative  branch  of  the  (tovernrnent.  Upon  its 
action  very  much  dejjends.  and  I  feel  confident  in  this  respect,  as  in  all 
others,  the  Legislature  will  full}-  meet  the  just  expectations  of  the 
people. 

AVhilc  a  close  econo7iiy  in  the  exjjenditure  of  public  moneys  should  be 
practiced,  the  people  will  not  desire  a  mean  and  Jiarrow  s])irit,  in  with- 


holding approj)riations  that  shall  he  realh'  for  the  promotion  of  the  gen- 
eral welfare.  It  should  not  be  so  much  a  question  of  how  little  only  we 
need  approjiriate  to  keep  the  wheels  of  State  in  motion,  but  how  wisely 
our  resources  shall  be  ex))ended.  Let  us  always  ])ractice  a  rigid  econ- 
omy in  the  public  disbursements,  but  with  a  generous  embrace  of  what- 
ever will  tend  to  make  wiser,  better,  and  ha))pier,  the  people. 

It  is  a  reproach  to  any  State  that  it  fails  to  he  liberal  in  its  protection 
of  the  unfortunate,  who  are  pro))er  objects  of  public  charity,  and  dan- 
gerous to  neglect  the  education  of  the  rising  generation.  Let  our  appro- 
priations for  charitable  and  educational  ]»urposesbe  of  that  Tuunificcnt 
character  that  will  reflect  credit  upon  us  as  a  people  benevolent  and 
wise.    Ui)on  the  intelligence  and  education  of  the  masses  the  hopes  of  a 
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democratic  sentiment  can  alone  find  a  certain  and  reliable  basis.  We 
know  to-day  there  would  be  no  armed  resistance  and  unlawful  appeal 
from  the  will  of  the  majority,  convulsing  the  country,  had  the  minority 
been  possessed  of  proper  information  as  to  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  majority.  It  was  this  want  of  correct  infoi-niation  among  th(^  masses 
wliere  this  most  iniquitf)U8  rebellion  that  now  troubles  the  land  first  found 
foothold,  that  caused  the  people  in  those  sections  to  become  the  willing 
though  blind  instruments  to  serve  the  purposes  of  the  selfish  and  aristo- 
cratic sentiment  that  would  destroy  our  republican  government. 

Among  all  people  in  free  and  civilized  nations,  in  greater  or  less  activ- 
ity, are  to  be  found  two  antagonistic  ideas.  The  one  is,  that  every  citizen 
is  of  right  the  equal,  politically,  of  his  fellow  citizen,  and  should  be  per- 
mitted the  enjoyment  and  protected  in  the  exercise  of  that  i-ight;  the 
other,  that  he  does  not  possess  this  right,  and  that  he  ought  liot  to  be 
permitted  its  enjoyment,  nor  protected  in  its  exercise.  I  regard  the 
struggle  that  is  now  convulsing  our  country  as  one  for  predominance 
between  these  two  antagonistic  ideas.  To  a  greater  or  less  extent,  there 
has  been  a  steady  conflict  between  them  since  the  formation  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, but  not  always  so  active  as  to  atti-act  the  recognition  of  the 
unobservant,  and,  in  fact,  often  too  obscure  even  for  the  observance  of 
the  vigilant.  But  the  conflict  has,  none  the  less,  surely  existed,  though 
it  is  oidy  of  late  years  that  the  struggle  assumed  proportions  such  as  to 
alarm  any  considerable  number  of  those  who  believed  in  the  pcojile,  and 
that  the  majority  should  rule. 

Out  of  a  just  appreciation  of  this  struggle,  and  the  source  from  which 
it  sprung,  and  the  means  by  which  the  anti-democratic  or  aristocratic 
side  was  maintained,  arose  the  party  that  ])laced  the  prescTit  National 
Administration  in  power,  which,  representing  truly  the  cardinal  princi- 
ples of  that  party,  is  now  striving,  with  a  true  conservatism,  to  ])resei-ve 
the  guarantees  of  the  Constitution,  and  maintain  the  original  idea  upon 
"which  the  revolutionary  struggle  was  fought  by  our  fathers,  and  im- 
planted in  the  organization  of  our  Government,  "and  supported  in  all  its 
vigor  by  the  Eepublican  administrations  of  Jefferson,  Madison,  and 
Monroe. 

The  Union-loving  and  intelligent  democratic  sentiment  of  the  people, 
which  is  to-day  arrayed  against  the  gigantic  insurrection,  or  armed  re- 
fusal of  the  minority  to  abide  the  decision  of  the  majority,  finds  itself 
ably  represented  in  the  National  Administration,  to  whom,"in  this  time 
of  trial  and  peril,  the  helm  of  State  is  so  fortunately  entrusted.  Upon 
the  one  mighty  issue,  of  which  alone  the  people  care  to  take  cognizance, 
all  true  Union-loving  deinocratic  citizens  should  unite  in  one  party,  for 
the  maintenance  of  their  side  of  that  issue. 

Political  parties  will  always  exist  in  all  free  governments.  There  they 
have  ever  been  recognized  "by  the  wisest,  the  ablest  and  best ;  while  in 
despotic  governments,  they  "have  little  or  no  existence.  Recognizing 
these  facts,  while  the  partly,  to  whose  confidence  and  partialitV  I  am 
mainly  indebted  for  the  high  position,  the  duties  of  which  I  have  this 
day  solemnly  sworn  to  discharge,  remains  true  to  the  cause  of  the  peo- 
ple— I  shall  not  ignore  or  forget  its  existence,  but  rather  ask  that  all  who 
agree  with  its  cardinal  and  truly  conservative  principles,  shall  unite  to 
put  down  the  enemies  of  free  government,  and  bear  aloft  the  emblem  of 
our  nationality,  and  of  the  hopes  of  the  freedom-loving  throughout  the 
world. 

California  has  nobly  and  wisely  pronounced  in  favor  of  the  cause  of 
13SEN 
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the  people.  Let  her  prove  her  devotion  to  the  Union  and  to  civil  lib- 
erty, by  doinii;  uU  in  her  power  to  maintain  both.  Let  her  part  of  the 
National  Tax  be  cheerfully  assumed,  and  provision  be  made  for  its  pay- 
ment out  of  the  State  Treasury.  Every  one  of  us  should  feel  that  we 
are  but  guardians,  holding  our  lives  and  our  fortunes  in  trust,  for  tlie 
protection  of  tlie  Government,  around  which  cluster  the  anxious  Jiopes 
and  fears  of  millions  who  have  grown  with  its  growth  and  strengthened 
with  its  strengtii. 

Our  Government  is  emphatically  one  of  the  people;  possessing  all  the 
power  of  the  people  for  their  protection  and  defence,  but  powerless  for 
tlieir  oppression.  It  is  not  only  the  best,  but  it  is  the  strongest  form  ol' 
Government  the  world  has  ever  known.    Let  it  remain  unchanged. 

The  citizens  of  California  are  by  birth  the  representatives  of  all  i)arls 
of  the  Union,  and  are  naturally  imbued  with  more  or  less  of  local  sym- 
pathies. Let  us  be  as  tolerant  and  charitable  of  opinion  as  possible,  but 
none  should  ever  forget  that  California  is  one  ol'the  United  States — that 
she  is  loyal  to  the  Union,  that  her  citizens  have  quite  recently  unmis- 
takably declared  their  devotion  to  our  national  unity,  their  recognition 
of  the  sui)remacy  of  the  National  Government,  and  their  determination 
to  maintain  both  inviolate. 

Every  citizen  of  California  must  remember  his  duty,  and.  remember- 
ing, discharge  it  faithfully.  His  fellow  citizens  are  now  in  the  lield. 
armed  against  traitors  and  treason,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Union  and  the  National  Government.  The  whole  power  of  the  State 
should,  if  necessary,  be  wielded,  to  encourage.  su]>i)ort,  and  sustain  these 
patriotic  citizens  and  their  compatriots.  Let  treason  meet  a  just  and 
speedy  punishment ;  and  may  we  soon.  88  I  doubt  not  we  shall,  see 
peace  restored  to  our  beloved  L'nion,  our  institutions  more  firmly  im- 
planted than  ever,  and  sustained  by  a  national  sentiment  that  shall 
pervade  every  section  of  our  country. 

The  new  Administration  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties  at  a 
momentous  period  of  our  nation's  history.  I  confidently  trust  there  will 
be  concert  of  action  in  all  the  departments  of  our  State  Government,  to 
strengthen  the  arm  of  the  Federal  power,  and  also  in  whatever  will  tend 
to  advance  the  interest  of  our  State. 

For  my  part,  I  shall  at  all  times  be  guided  by  an  anxious  desire  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  State  with  a  mind  free  from  party  or  personal 
prejudice,  and  with  a  purpose  single  to  the  faithful  and  conscientious 
discharge  of  the  exalted  trust  committed  to  my  care  by  a  generous  and 
confiding  people. 

In  this,  the  hour  of  our  nation's  peril,  let  us  invoke  the  care  and  pro- 
tection of  Ilim  -  who  doeth  according  to  His  will  in  the  army  of  Heaven 
and  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth."  And  may  a  kind  Providence 
continue  to  our  State  the  bounties  and  blessings  so  richly  bestowed  in  the 

1)ast.  and  may  we  endeavor  as  a  people  to  render  ourselves  worthy  of 
)eing  their  recipient  in  the  future. 

IN  SENATE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  wait 
upon  Lieutenant-Governor  Chellis.  and  conduct  him  to  the  Chair. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  appointed  as  such  committee :  Messrs. 
Hill.  Hathaway,  and  Pacheco. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  elect  then  came  forward,  and,  on  assuming 
the  Chair,  made  the  following  remarks  : 
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ADDRESS  Oi'  LIEUTKNANT-GOVERNOR  CHELLIS. 

Sknators  : — Wc  have  hecn  selected  from  the  body  of  the  people  as  their 
re})reHei)tativcs ;  yoii  to  le>rislate  for  tliem,  and  in3-S('lf,  as  one  of  the  in- 
cidents of  111}'  ])Osition,  to  preside  ovei'  ^-our  deliberations. 

Elected  to  lioiioruhle  ])ositions,  we  have  taken  upon  ourselves  respon- 
sible duties,  the  iinpoi-tancc  of  which  you  ail  doubtless  fully  realize,  and 
to  the  fiiitliful  dischar<re  of  which  we  should  devote  our  time,  our  abili- 
ties, and  our  most  earnest  endeavors. 

With  you  rests  the  oblif^ation  of  a  careful  revision  of  laws  already  ex- 
isting, and  the  enaclmentof  othei-s,  to  meet  the  wants  and  requirements 
of  the  ])e()ple. 

You  are  to  consider  and  determine  u])on  such  matters  of  le<fislation  as 
are  calculated  to  ])romote  the  welliire,  pros)>erity,  and  lionor  of  (Califor- 
nia— beariiio-  always  in  mind,  that  we  are  a  part  of  that  Union,  which,  in 
its  sovereign  capacity,  controls  the  destiny,  jjrotects  the  interests,  and 
guards  the  liberties  of  a  great  nation. 

Whether  that  disloyal  and  lawless  s])irit,  which  now  so  unf^jrtunatel}' 
disturbs  the  iieace  of  our  beloved  country,  shall  e.xlend  its  baneful  in- 
fluence to  our  shores  ;  whether  it  shall  receive  any  degree  of  countenance 
or  su])port  from  Calitornia,  will,  in  a  great  measure,  depend  u]ion  j-our 
acts  as  a  legislative  body.  The  ])eo])le  who  have  selected  you  for  the  po- 
sition you  now  occu]\y,  expect  that,  by  your  legislation,  you  will  do  all 
in  youi-  ])()wei-  to  aid  the  P'ederal  (iovernment  in  the  suppression  of  the 
existing  rebellion,  ami  to  omit  that  duty  would  be  to  misrepresent  a  most 
loj-al  ]n'o]ile.  California  is  bound  by  every  tie  of  gratitude,  everj-  incen- 
tive of  interest  and  consideration  of  honor,  to  do  all  in  her  power  to  sus- 
tain the  Union  in  its  struggle  to  maintain  its  integrity,  and  uphold  the 
laws  and  Constitution  of  our  countiy. 

To  you,  Senators,  is  entrusted  the  considei-ation  of  such  laws  as  nia3' 
bo  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  our  State,  develo])  her  resources, 
and  contribute  to  the  dignit}'  and  ha|)piness  of  the  peoj)le. 

Our  geogra))liical  position,  our  relations  to  the  commerce  of  a  great 
ocean,  our  nearness  to  the  oriental  trade  and  millionar}-  po])ulation  of 
another  continent,  the  peculiar  character  of  our  ))eo]ile,  together  with 
their  varied  interests,  render  legislation  somewhat  diliicult.  and  always 
requii-e  the  exercise  of  the  utmost  caution  and  prudence  in  the  delibei'a- 
tion  of  means  best  ada])ted  to  the  jniblic  good. 

Let  us  hope  that  a  short  session,  characterized  by  economy,  may  en- 
able us  to  ]>ro)ierl3-  dis]iose  of  the  business  entrusted  to  our  care.  As 
your  delil)erations  will  become  a  part  of  the  history  of  California,  I  can- 
not doubt  that  you  will  unite  with  me  in  the  endeavor  that  our  actions 
may  be  harmonious,  and  governed  by  motives  of  integrity  and  patri- 
otism. 

While  some  of  you  have  had  legislative  experience  in  times  past,  here 
are  many,  I  presume,  who  have  been  called  from  the  various  vocations 
of  life  to  a  tield  of  untried  labors.  This,  perha])s,  is  more  particularly 
my  own  case,  but  guided  by  well  settled  precedents  of  legislative  action, 
aided  by  such  rules  as  you  may  deem  proper  to  adopt,  and  animated  hy 
a  sincere  desire  to  perform  the  duties  of  my  ottice  with  fitlelity  to  the 
people,  and  with  strict  impartiality  toward  each  of  you,  relyiiig  upon 
you  as  gentlemen,  to  assist  me  in  my  novel  position,  I  enter  cheerfully 
upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  your  presiding  officer. 
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RESOLUTION.

Mr.  Porter,  from  the  majority  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  remo%'al  of 
the  Legislature,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Prksidext  : — We,  a  majority  of  your  Committee,  appointed  and 
authoi-ized  to  procure  and  cause  to  be  fitted  up.  proper  apartments  for 
this  Legishxturc  and  the  attacli^s  thereof,  and  to  remove  thereto  all  tlic 
property  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  tiiis  Legislature,  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  rej^ort — that  the\-  have  visited  and  exainined  the  several 
places  in  this  city  ■where  the  Legislature  can  he  convened,  and  respect- 
fully recommend  the  second  story  of  the  building  now  occupied  by  this 
body,  to  be  the  most  safe  and  convenient  location  in  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  or  vicinity,  for  the  accommodation  of  this  Legislature.  The 
above  mentioned  apartments  can  be  had  for  one  thou.sand  dollars  per 
month,  for  the  balance  of  the  present  session  of  this  Legislature.  Said 
apartments  consist  of  Senate  and  Assemblj'  chambers,  of  ample  dimen- 
sions for  the  accommodation  of  both  branches;  also,  two  rooms,  thirteen 
and  a  half  by  twentj'-seven.  also  twenty-one  rooms,  fourteen  by  nine- 
teen, together  with  commodious  desks,  tor  Speakers  and  Clerks,  chairs, 
carpets,  and  furniture  for  committee  rooms,  stoves,  gas  fixtui'es,  water,  etc. 

The  apartments  are  situated  in  a  central  location,  directly  in  front  of 
the  post  office,  near  the  express  office,  and  city  public  and  private  libra- 
ries, and  are  in  every  respect  well  adapted  to  the  convenience  of  this 
Legislature,  as  well  as  the  dispatch  of  business. 

A  majorit}-  of  your  Joint  Committee  wonhl  further  respeetfull}-  report 
to  this  honorable  body,  that  thej"  have  been  generously  tendered,  by  Mr. 
Hayes,  the  use  of  his  building,  known  as  Hayes'  Pavilion,  and  transit 
for  Legislators  to  and  from  the  city  hy  railroaci  cars  free  of  charge. 

But  as  the  said  building  is  constructed  wholl}-  of  wood,  and  situated 
remote  from  the  central  part  of  the  city,  and  the  conveniences  neces- 
sary for  dispatch  in  legislation.  A'our  Committee  deem  it  an  improper 
place  to  locate  this  Legislature,  not  only  on  account  of  its  remoteness 
from  the  city  and  deficiency  of  facilities  foi-  the  dispatch  of  business,  but 
some  daj-s  woidd  be  required  to  pre])are  said  Pavilion  for  the  reception 
of  the  Legislature,  whereas,  the  building  now  occupied  is  in  condition 
suital)le  for  the  continuance  of  business,  without  intcrru])tion. 

A  majority  of  j-our  Committee  furthermore  inform  you  that,  in  accord- 
ance with  tlie  provisions  of  the  resolution  authorizing  them  to  remove 
the  furniture  and  appurtenances  of  this  Legislature  from  Sacramento 
to  this  place,  they  contracted  with  tlie  California  Steam  Navigation 
Compan}'  for  the  transmission  of  the  same  from  the  capitol  in  .Sacra- 
mento to  this  place  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars;  which 
contract  hsis  been  fulfilled,  and  said  furniture  and  appurtenances  are  here, 
at  your  disposal,  excepting  the  portraits  of  Generals  Washington  and 
Sutter,  which  were  left  at  the  ca])itol. 

A  majority  of  j'our  Committee  fui-ther  report  that  they  have  made  no 
permanent  arrangements  for  ajjartments,  in  consequence  of  a  division 
of  opinion  between  members  of  Committee  as  to  the  best  locality.  Your 
Committee  therefore  await  the  instructions  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly.

Mr.  J)c  Long,  from  tlic  iiiiTiorily  of  the  same  Committee,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Mr.  Presidknt  : — In  disHcnfing  from  tlie  majority  report  of  your  Com- 
mittee, we  wIhIi  briefly  to  state  our  reasoiiH. 

We  liav(!  been  ofl'e)'ed  for  our  use  Hayes'  rarl<,  free  of  charge,  for  the 
session.  'J'iiat  building  is  vasti_y  hirger  than  liiis  one,  and  is.  in  onr 
()))iiii()n.  much  better  ari'unged  for  our  use,  and  lhat  of  tlie  State  officers, 
if  they  siiouhl  remove  liei-e.  All  of  our  committees  could  also  iiave  all 
tlie  rooms  there  they  would  require.  In  addition  to  this,  the  owner 
otfers  to  run  a  train  of  cars,  each  ten  minutes,  from  dajdight  until  three 
o'clock,  i>.  M.,  each  day,  from  the  Park  to  the  city,  for  our  accommoda- 
tion, free  to  all  the  State  officers  and  their  attach<''s  ;  also,  to  remove  to 
the  Park,  on  their  cars,  all  our  furniture,  free  of  charge;  to  ])rovi(h'  safes, 
of  suttici(!ut  size  and  number,  to  safely  keep  any  and  idl  archives,  or  docu- 
ments, that  we  may  have ;  and,  further,  at  their  own  cost  and  expense, 
in  one  day,  to  have  the  Iniildiiig  tilted  up  and  arranged,  as  suggested,  for 
our  reee])tion. 

It  seems  to  us  thai  il  is  bclhM-,  and  certainly  far  more  economical,  for 
us  to  acce])t  this  olfer.  than  to  keep  this  building  at  a  cost  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ])er  month. 

It  is  urged  as  an  objection  to  Hayes'  Park,  and  as  a  reason  win*  we 
should  kee})  this  one,  that  Hayes'  Pavilion  is  a  wooden  building,  and.  there- 
fore, more  sidiject  to  be  bui-ned  tlian  tliis  one.  which  is  of  brick.  This 
we  adnn't.  But  that  building  has  arranged,  near  its  dome,  tanks  contain- 
ing four  thousand  gallons  of  water,  with  which  the  Ituilding  can.  at  any 
])art,  he  instantly  (leluged,  and  a  fire,  unless  too  far  advanced,  easily  ex- 
tinguished; whilst  this  building.  l)y  no  means  fireproof,  is.  as  we  under- 
stand, otherwise  insecure,  having  been  built  upon  ])iles  ^-ears  since,  which 
piles  are  now  in  a  decaying  condition. 

It  is  also  urged  as  an  objection  to  the  Park  building,  that  it  is  remote, 
and  at  an  inconvenient  distance  from  town.  This  inconvenience  can  be 
but  little,  with  cars  running  to  and  from  there  every  ten  minutes,  nigiit  and 
day,  and  such  inconvenience,  if  any,  we  consider  tiir  less  than  the  incon- 
venience suiM'ounding  us  in  this  house,  with  its  cramped  chambers;  and 
besides  the  inconvenience  of  distance,  we  consi<ler  far  more  than  com- 
pensated for  by  the  quietude  of  the  place,  as  compared  with  the  unceas- 
ing diit  surrounding  tliis  one,  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  it  is  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  paved  streets,  and  being  in  the  heart  of  the  city  and  the 
centre  of  business. 

For  the  following  reasons,  to  wit :  First — That  it  can  l>e  had  free  of 
chai'ge ;  Second — 'That  it  is  more  commodious  and  better  arranged; 
Third — That  it  is  situated  wluM-e  there  is  far  less  noise :  Fourth — That  it 
is  more  retired  from  lobby  influence — we,  a  minority  of  your  Committee, 
recommend  that  Hayes'  Pavilion  be  selected  to  hold  the  present  session 
of  the  Legislature.

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To  the  Voinniitter.  of  the  Senate  and  Assemblj/  on  sdectinij  proper  rooms  for  the 
Le(jis(<iture  of  the  Stole  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  propose  to  give  the  use  of  iny  building,  known  as 
"  Hayes'  Park  Pavilion,"  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature  and  State  officers 
for  the  balance  of  the  present  session,  free  of  charge.  I  will  also  make  any 
improvements  and  alterations  as  may  be  required,  and  have  the  same 
ready  for  use  in  twenty-four  hours'  notice.  So  as  to  insure  perfect  safety 
for  the  archives  of  the  State  and  Legislature,  I  will  either  furnish  fire- 
proof safes,  or  build  fire-proof  vaults,  as  3-our  lionorai)le  body  maj- 
direct.  Each  member  and  attache  of  the  Legislature  and  State  offices 
•will  be  furnished  with  a  free  j)ass  on  the  railroad.  The  cars  will  run 
every  fifteen  minutes  up  to  twelve  o'clock,  midnight. 

The  dimensions  of  the  building  are  as  follows,  viz  : 

First  floor — Main  building,  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  by  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  feet ;  main  hail,  eighty  feet  by  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet;  two  rooms,  forty  feet  bj- fifty-two  and  a  half  feet  each,  either  of 
which  will  be  suitable  for  the  Senate  Chamber ;  also,  three  rooms,  suit- 
able for  Sergeants-at-Arms,  Paper  Folders,  Po.st  Office,  etc.

So  far  as  the  books  of  this  office  show,  no  money  from  that  source  has 
over  been  received. 

It  is  presumed  the  Act  for  the  protection  of  Fisheries.  a]i]iroved  April 
twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  was  intendeil  to  furnish  a 
position  to  certain  persons,  and  was  not  expected  to  furnish  much  reve- 
nue to  the  State.  Such  Ijeing  the  intention,  the  law  has  been  eminently 
successful,  for  of  four  thousand  dollars  worth  of  licenses  issued  by  the 
Controller,  no  profit  has  come  to  the^tate,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  the  moneys  received  from  this  source  have  been  carefully  hus- 
bandeci  hy  the  collecting  officers. 

Were  this  the  only  olHce  expected  only  to  benefit  the  holder,  it  might 
attract  peculiar  attention,  but  some  more  profitable  ones  exist,  seemingly 
based  ui)on  the  same  idea,  and  surely  administered  to  the  same  result. 

Hence,  unless  sinecures,  and  places  requiring  little  capacity  to  collect 
considerable  money,  are  to  he  altogether  eschewed,  the  failure  of  the 
vState  to  receive  funds  from  this  source  may  be  borne  in  a  very  lenient 
and  charitable  spirit.

10.  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Preceding  Day. 

11.  S])ccial  Orders  of  the  Day.  • 

12.  Rc])orts  from  the  Committees  on  Enrolment  and  on  Engrossment 

shall  at  all  times  be  in  order. 

III. 

Messages  from  the  Governor,  State  Officers,  and  from  the  Assembly 
may  be  considered  at  any  time. 

IV. 

All  bills,  after  the  second  reading,  (if  the  same  be  not  committed,  but 
if  committed,  then  upon  being  reported,)  shall  be  placed  upon  a  general 
file,  and  shall  be  taken  up  for  consideration  and  passage  in  the  order  of 
their  being  placed  on  file. 


All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate.

VI. 

Wlieii  tlic  reading  of  a  ])a]K!r  is  called  for,  (except  petitions.)  and  the 
same  is  objected  to  l)y  any  iiieniljcr,  it  shall  lie  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  Senate,  without  debate. 

VII. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  hut  the 
following  jirivileged  questions,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  fol- 
lowing order :

VIII. 

The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Chair,  who  is  hei'ei)y  vested,  during  such  time,  with  all 
the  powers  of  the  Pi-esident ;  but  such  substitute  shall  not  lose  the  right 
of  voting  on  any  question  while  so  presiding. 

IX. 

Every  Senator,  when  ho  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address 
the  President ;  and  when  he  has  finished,  he  shall  sit  down.  No  memhcr 
shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate  on  the  same  day  and  at 
the  same  stage  of  the  bill,  without  leave;  and  Senators  who  have  once 
spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor,  (except  for  explanation,) 
to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has  not  spoken.

Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings,  previous  to  its  being  passed.

two-thirds  vote,  direct  otherwise ; /j/w(V/ef/,  that  upon  the  first  reading 
of  a  bill,  if  no  objection  be  made,  it  may,  without  delay,  be  read  a  second 
time  by  title,  and  be  committed,  or  ])laced  on  the  general  file.  No  bill 
shall  be  amended  or  committed  until  twice  read. 


XIV. 


When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for  b}-  three  members  present, 
every  member  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  at  the  time  the  question  was 
put,  shall  declare  openly,  and  without  debate,  his  a.ssent  or  dissent  to  the 
question.  In  taking  tlie  ayes  and  noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate, 
the  names  of  the  members''shall  be  taken  alphabetically.  When  the  aj'es 
and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon  any  question,  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no 
member  shall  be  permitted,  under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote 
after  the  decision  is  announced  from  the  Chair. 


XV. 


All  committees  of  the  Senate,  and  all  joint  committees  on  the  part 
thereof,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
President       lem.,  or,  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  the  acting  President.

The  Rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
so  for  as  may  be  applicable,  except  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speak- 
ing, and  except  that  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  not  he  taken.

When  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down  until  the 
President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not ;  and  every 
question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Senate,  by  any  member.

admurned.  The  President,  or  acting  President  of  the  Senate,  or  of  less 
than  a  quorum  thereof,  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  process,  directed  to 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person,  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
members  absent  without  leave.  Any  Senator  wlio  shall  refuse  to  obey 
such  process,  unless  sick  and  unable  to  attend,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  contempt  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  other  person,  to 
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whom  Hiicli  proccHH  may  lie  (lirceted,  liavc  power  to  use  such  force 

UH  iniiy  he  iioccssaiy  to  compel  the  attendance  of  such  ahsent  member, 
and  for  thin  pui-pose  lie  may  command  the  force  of  the  county,  or  of  any 
c<junty  in  the  State. 

XIX. 

When  a  question  has  been  once  ])ut  and  decided,  it  shall  he  in  order 
for  any  mernher  votin<;;  in  the  jnajority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof,  and  such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  ot 
any  vote  shall  bo  in  order  after  the  hill,  resolution,  message,  report, 
amendment,  or  motion,  uj)on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  fxone 
out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate;  noi'  alter  the  usual  message  shall 
have  been  S(;nt  from  the  Senate  announciui^  its  decision;  noi-  shall  any 
motion  for  a  i-eeonsideraf  ion  of  a  vote  mal<in<i;  a  final  disjiosition  of  any 
bill  or  resolution  be  made  on  the  day  on  which  the  same  was  taken  ;  nor 
shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once.  No  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  move  a  reconsideration  shall  be  given  on  the  day  next  preceding 
the  last  day  of  the  session. 

XX. 

If  a  Senator  gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration, 
the  Secretary  shall  not  report  the  bill  or  resolution  to  the  Assembly  till 
the  reconsideration  is  disposed  of,  or  the  time  for  moving  the  same  has 
expii-ed.

The  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Senate  shall  be  eleven,  a.  m.,  of  each 
day,  (Sunday  excepted ;)  and  in  case  any  other  is  named,  it  shall  be  ap- 
plicable only  to  one  day,  and  shall  not  affect  this  rule  beyond  the  day 
named  for  a  different  hour  of  meeting.

Wlien  any  member  is  absent  witlioiit  tbc  l)ar  of  the  Senate,  when  his 
name  is  called,  on  the  call  of  ayes  aiui  noes  on  any  vote  about  to  be  taken, 
his  vote  shall  not  be  received  unless  unaniniousl}-  aifreed  to  by  the  mem- 
bers present  ;  nor  shall  a  member  be  counted  on  a  division  of  a  vote,  who 
is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  without  leave. 

XXX. 

No  rnle  shall  he  suspended  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  ])i'esent,  and  no  addit ional  rule,  or  amendment  of  a  rule,  shall 
be  made  without  frivinu;  at  least  one  day's  notice,  and  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  uiemters  present.

The  final  (piestion  u]>on  the  second  reading  of  ever}-  bill  originating 
in  the  Senate,  and  requiring  three  readings  previous  to  being  passed,  shall 
be — "  Shall  it  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  ?"  and  no  amendment 
shall  be  received  for  discussion  at  the  third  reading  of  any  bill,  but  it 
shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the  final  passage  of  any  such  bill,  to 
move  its  commitment  under  special  instructions. 

XXXIII. 

The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  only,  as  shall  be  affected  by 
proposed  aniendments,  shall  he  inserted  in  the  Journal.

Messengers  arc  introduced  in  any  state  of  business,  except  while  a 
question  is  being  put,  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  calling,  or  while  the 
ballots  arc  counting.

In  every  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  House  and 
dissented  from  in  the  other,  if  either  House  shall  request  a  conference 
and  appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  the  other  House  shall  appoint  a  like 
committee ;  and  such  committees  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  hour  to  be 
agreed  u])on  by,  their  respective  Chairmen,  and  shall  confer  upon  the  dif- 
ferences between  the  two  Houses,  and  siiall  report  as  early  as  convenient 
the  result  of  their  conference  to  their  respective  Houses  for  their  action. 

II. 

When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House,  it  shall  be  announced 
at  the  door  by  the  Doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated 
to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

III. 

Messages  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary,  Clerk,  or  by  such  person  as  a 
sense  of  propriety  of  each  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

IV. 

Notice  of  the  action  of  either  House  to  the  other  shall  be  on  paper, 
and  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  the  House  from 
which  such  notice  is  to  be  conveyed. 

V. 

After  a  h\\\  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by 
the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  or  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may 
have  originated  in  the  one  or  the  other  House,  before  it  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  of  the  State. 

VI. 

When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  the  Enrolling  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  in  which  they  originate,  who  shall  carefully  compare 
the  enrolment  with  the  engrossed  bill,  as  passed  in  the  two  Houses,  and 
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correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bill,  make 
t  heir  report  forthwith  to  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated. 

VII. 

After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective 
Houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Asscml)ly,  then  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate. 

VTII. 

After  a  bill  siiall  liavc  tiius  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  the  Knr-olling  Committi!c  of  the  House  in  whicli  it  oi'iginated. 
to  tlio  Governor  of  tlio  State,  for  his  ai)])roval,  (it  being  first  indorsed  on 
the  back  of  the  roll  by  the  Secretary  or  (Jlerk,  as  tlie  case  may  be.  cei'ti- 
lyiiig  in  wliich  House  the  bill  originated.)  The  said  (lonimittee  shall  re- 
])ort  the  day  of  jn-esentation  to  the  (tovernor.  wliich  time  shall  be  care- 
fully entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated. 

IX. 

All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  tlie  State  for  his  ajiprobation,  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  be 
j)roviously  enrolled,  e.Kamined,  and  signed,  and  shall  l)e  presented  in  the 
same  manner,  and  by  the  same  committee,  as  provided  in  the  case  of  bills. 

X. 

When  the  Senate  and  Assembly  shall  judge  it  proper  to  make  a  joint 
address  to  the  Governor,  it  shall  be  ])resented  to  him  in  his  audience 
chamlier,  by  llie  I'l-esident  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  Speaker 
and  both  I  louses. 

XI. 

When  a  bill  or  I'esolutioii,  whicli  shall  have  passed  in  one  House,  is  re- 
jected by  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which 
t  he  same  shall  have  ])asscd. 

XII. 

When  a  l)ill  or  resolution,  which  lias  been  jiassed  in  one  House,  shall  be 
rejected  in  the  (*ther,  it  shall  not  be  brought  in  during  the  same  session 
without  a  notice  of  five  days,  and  leave  of  two  thirds  of  that  House  in 
which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

XIII. 

Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other,  papers  on  which  any  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded. 

XIV. 

After  each  House  shall  have  once  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill 
or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

XV. 

No  bill  or  resolution  that  shall  have  passed  the  Assembly  and  Senate 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  on  the  last  day  of 
the  session. 
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XVI. 

No  appropriations  of  money,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  shall  be  made, 
except  by  bill. 

XVII. 

Each  House  may  order  the  printing;  of  bills  introduced,  and  reports  of 
its  own  committees,  but  no  other  ])rinting  shall  be  ordered  except  by  a 
Concurrent  Eesolution  passed  by  both  Houses. 

XVIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Joint  vStanding  Committee  of  three  from  each  Honse, 
who  shall  examine  all  matter  proposed  to  be  printed  by  concurrent  order, 
and  shall  report  what  part  of  such  matter  it  is  needful  to  print. 

XIX. 

No  spiritous  liquors  shall  be  oflfcred  for  sale  or  introduced  within  any 
portion  of  the  building  which  is  used  for  State  puqjoses.  or  is  under  the 
control  of  this  Legislature. 


No  increase  of  the  pay  of  any  officci-  or  attache  of  the  Senate  or  As- 
sembly shall  be  made  by  resolution  exce])t  by  unanimous  consent. 

XXI. 

All  Concurrent  or  Joint  Eesolutions  which  relate  to  or  contain  commu- 
nications to  the  Federal  Governmejit.  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as 
Bills.

Mr.  Van  Dyke,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  AflTairs,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 
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Mr.  President  : — The  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  -whom  was 
referred  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  12,  in  regard  to  spoliations  by 
Indians  in  this  State,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration. 

Tiie  Federal  Constitution  confers  upon  Congress  the  power  to  regulate 
commerce  with  tlie  Indian  tribes.  The  General  Government  is  thereby 
made  the  guardian,  so  to  sj)eak,  of  the  Indians  througliout  the  country, 
and  it  is  clearly  its  (hity,  not  only  to  protect  the  wards  thus  entrusted 
to  its  care,  hut  also  to  see  that  they  do  not,  on  the  other  hand,  commit 
acts  of  aggression  against  our  own  people. 

In  this  State  tlie  Federal  Government  lias  acted  upon  the  theorj-  that 
the  public  lands  were  unencumbered  by  Indian  titles.  Tiic  lands  have 
been  surveyed  and  put  in  market  without  regard  to  the  fact  that  on 
much  of  such  land  the  Digger  Indian  had  his  hut,  and  hunted  game. 
They  were  deemed  so  low  and  degi'aded  in  the  scale  of  humanity  as  not 
to  i)0S8ess  notions  of  propriety  or  right  in  the  soil,  any  more  than  the 
wild  beasts  whicli  have  for  centuries  been  their  companions.  'Whether 
the  Government  has  acted  properly  or  not,  under  the  circumstances,  is, 
for  the  present  purpose,  quite  immaterial ;  but  it  is  but  fair  and  right, 
however,  that  it  should  be  held  resjionsiblo  for  the  consequences  flowing 
from  its  oAvn  voluntary  action. 

Our  people,  under  the  invitation  thus  held  out  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, have  settled  n\)on  and  purchased  these  lands,  with  the  view  of 
making  tlicmselves  a  home,  and  they  should  be  protected  hy  that  Gov- 
ernment in  the  enjoyment  of  the  same,  against  the  Indians,  who  arc,  or 
ought  to  he,  under  its  control.  This  proposition  is  so  clearly  just,  that 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  Congress  Avould  jiromjjtly  extend  relief 
to  those  who  liave  sustained  losses  by  Indian  depredations  in  this  State, 
provided  the  facts  could  be  properl}-  established.  To  aid  in  doing  this, 
the  State  has  heretofore  assumed  the  duty  of  auditing  claims  for  spolia- 
tions, and  ])roviding  for  their  payment  out  of  any  money  Congress 
might  appropriate  for  that  purpose. 

It  seems,  however,  to  be  the  practice  of  the  department  at  Washing- 
ton, to  require,  in  addition  to  this,  the  original  vouchers,  or  evidence,  on 
which  the  claim  is  founded.  There  appears  to  be  an  indisposition  to 
take  the  action  of  the  State  officers  as  conclusive  in  the  pi-emises — the 
practice  being  to  reserve  the  right  of  investigating  these  claims  through 
their  own  agent. 

The  Commission  proposed,  being  the  agent  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, and  being  constituted  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking  proof 
toucliing  these  claims,  its  rejjort  would  furnish  the  necessarj-  data  upon 
which  to  act.  This  would  prevent  much  embarrassment  and  delay,  and 
would  afford  some  hope  of  relief  to  the  unfortunate  sufferers  by  Indian 
depredations  on  our  frontier,  and  at  the  same  time  would  tend  to  pro- 
tect the  Government  against  unjust  or  fraudulent  chums. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  report  the  resolutions  back,  and  recom- 
mend their  adoption.

Mr,  Ehodes,  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  on  behalf  of  Mr,  Crane, 
made  the  following  re])ort : 
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Mr.  Prk.sident  : — The  Judiciaiy  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred,  by 
resolution,  the  message  of  Governor  Downey,  nominatinj^  B.  Nr»r(llieiiuer 
Commissioner  of  the  War  Debt,  in  ))lace  of  Samuel  B.  Smith,  with  in- 
structions to  report  whether  there  was  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Com- 
missioner at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  said  Xordheimer.  having 
had  the  same  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report — that  by  an  exam- 
ination of  the  first  section  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  War  Debt  of  this 
State,  aj)i)rovcd  May  sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  it  appears, 
among  other  things,  that  the  Commissionci-s  of  the  War  Debt  were 
thereby  authorized  and  directed,  witliin  sixtj-  days  after  the  passage  of 
the  Act.  to  j)roceed  to  the  City  of  Washington,  with  all  the  necessary 
vouchers,  etc.,  in  order  to  settle,  with  the  (rcncral  Government,  the 
claims  made  by  this  State,  growing  out  of  Indian  hostilities. 

The  Act  contains  a  detail  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Commission- 
ers, and  the  mode  of  their  performance,  and  in  the  eighth  section  occurs 
this  ])rovision,  viz. :  ■■  And  in  case  of  either  of  said  Commissioners  failing 
or  refusing  to  perforni  the  duties  herein  im])osed  on  them,  the  Governor 
shall  a]ipoint  some  co)n])etent  person  to  fill  the  vacancy." 

The  tenth  section  of  the  Act  provides  tliat  the  Act  shall  not  take  effect 
until  tlie  said  Commissioners  have  delivered  up  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  all  the  coupons  belonging  to  the  State,  and  there  is  no  other  pro- 
vision in  the  Act  itself  as  to  the  time  when  it  shall  go  into  operation. 
By  the  general  law  on  the  subject,  defining  the  time  when  Acts  of  the 
Legislatui-e  shall  taUe  effect,  in  sixty  days  after  the  passage,  and  not  be- 
fore, unless  otherwise  specially  provided  in  the  Act  itself.  We  are 
inclined,  however,  to  regard  the  ])rovision  of  the  tenth  section  as  above 
quoted,  as  equivalent  to  saj  ing  tliat  the  Act  should  take  effect  as  soon  as 
the  coupons  therein  referred  to  should  be  delivered  up,  and  until  that 
time  the  Act  had  no  validity  for  any  purpose  whatever.  lEence.  the 
time  of  deliv  ering  up  the  coupons  becomes  material,  and  this  is  ascer- 
tained to  have  been  done  on  the  ninth  of  May.  eiglitcen  hundred  and 
sixty-one.  We  think  that  upon  ail  fair  rules  of  construction  we  must 
read  tiie  words  '  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,"  in  the  fii"st  section,  to 
mean  '•  after  this  Act  takes  effect,"  because,  otherwise,  that  clause  would 
have  no  meaning.  This  construction  would  give  until  the  eighth  of  July 
(being  sixty  days  from  the  ninth  of  May,  when  said  coupons  were  deliv- 
ered up,)  as  the  time  within  which  said  Commissioners  should  proceed 
to  Washington. 

It  a])pears  that  on  the  tenth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
one  John  F.  Suydam,  clerk  of  the  St.  George  Hotel,  at  Sacramento,  made 
an  affidavit  stating  that  on  the  eighth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  Samuel  B.  Smith,  one  of  said  ConDnissioners,  was  a  guest  at 
said  hotel,  and  the  Governor,  acting  upon  this  affidavit,  on  the  same  tenth 
day  of  July,  addressed  a  letter  to  said  Samuel  B.  Smith,  setting  forth 
that  because  he  (Smith)  had  failed  to  proceed  to  the  City  of  Washington, 
pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  statute  above  alluded  to,  that  tliei-e- 
fore,  he,  the  Governor,  had  commissioned  B.  Nordhcimer  as  his  suc- 
cessor, etc.,  and  this  letter,  by  an  indorsement  thereon,  appears  to  have 
been  received  by  Smith  at  Washington  on  August  twentieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one. 

Now,  allowing  the  affidavit  of  Suydam  to  be  true,  that  Smith  was  a 
guest  at  the  St.  George  Hotel,  on  July  eighth,  and  tliat  his  not  being  on  his 
way  to  Washington  on  that  day,  created  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  it  may 
be  asked,  how  it  appears  from  this  affidavit  that  he  was  not,  in  fact,  on 
his  way  to  AVashington,  on  that  very  day,  stopping,  like  any  other  guest, 
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for  tlie  usual  hotel  accomodationH,  in  2;)assing  through  the  City  of  Sacra- 
mento. 

And  mucli  more,  iiow  d(je8  it  ap])ear  by  t]iin  affidavit,  that,  on  the 
tentii  of  July,  when  Haid  siipersedcaH  was  directed  to  Smith,  and  said 
commission  made  to  Nordiieimei-,  tiiat  Smith  was  not  on  his  way  to  Wash- 
ington. Ind(U!d,the  only  inference  left,  n])on  the  reading  of  the  affidavit, 
is,  that  Smith  was  only  a  transient  guest  at  the  liotel;  and  it  is  to  be 
jDresiuned,  as  the  affidavit  was  doubtless  ]irosenled  to  the  Governor  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  that  a  state  of  facts  existed,  on  which  the  office 
might  be  declared  vacant,  that  if  Smith  had,  for  any  time,  either  before 
or  after  the  eighth  of  July,  been  a  guest  at  the  hotel,  that  such  fact 
would  have  been  stated.  But,  although  the  affidavit  is  made  on  the 
tenth,  it  fails  to  state  that  Smith  was  there  any  day  after  the  eighth,  or 
even  that  he  was  there  during  the  eighth.  an(l  the  only  inference  that 
can  remain  is,  that  he  was  a  transient  or  ])assing  guest  on  the  day 
named — all  of  which,  as  we  have  seen,  might  liave  been  while  he  was  in 
discharge  of  his  duties,  actually  proceeding  to  Washington. 

Upon  this  view  of  the  case,  therefore,  most  clearly-,  no  vacancy  could 
be  declared,  and  of  course,  no  successor  appointed.  But  it  is  claimed 
that  the  si.xty  days,  by  the  very  Act,  commenced  to  rmi  from  its  passage, 
which  was  May  sixth,  which  would  bring  the  last  day  of  the  sixty  days 
on  July  fifth.  Should  this  construction  be  admitted,  we  cannot  see  how 
it  then  appears  by  the  affidavit  of  Suydam  that  Smith  wa.s  iiof  on  his 
way  to  Washington  on  the  eighth,  and  did  not  start  on  his  journey  by  or 
before  the  fifth.  It  might  well  be  that  Mr.  Smith  had  started  from  hia 
residence,  on  his  way  to  Washington,  on  or  before  the  fifth  of  July,  and 
still  be  in  iSacramento  on  the  eighth,  detained  a  day  or  two,  we  may 
8up])osc,in  procuring  any  documentary  evidence  from  the  State  archives, 
necessar}-  to  his  mission.  So  far.  therefore,  from  the  affidavit  of  Suy- 
dam showing  any  cause  from  which  the  office  might  be  declared  vacant, 
it,  in  our  opinion,  failing  as  it  does,  to  show  Smitli  to  have  been  anj'thing 
more  than  a  transient  guest  at  the  hotel  on  the  day  named,  or  to  have 
been  there  at  any  time,  either  before  or  after,  leails  irresistibly  to  the 
inference  that  he  was  then  strictly  in  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  on  his 
Avay  to  his  destination.  We  have  thus  examined  the  case  upon  the 
ex  parte  affidavit  of  Suydam,  and  upon  the  case  as  made  out  bj- Governor 
Downey. 

If,  however,  there  should  be  any  doubt,  either  upon  the  construction 
which  we  have  placed  upon  the  statute  or  the  facts  proved  by  the  affida- 
vit of  Suydam,  if  in  order  to  save  his  office  from  forfeiture  it  became  the 
duty  of  Smith  to  start  on  his  journey  to  Washington  strictly  within 
sixty  days  from  the  sixth  of  May,  when  the  Act  was  passed  (/."<.)  by  or 
before  July  fifth,  then  it  may  be  proper  to  recur  to  the  proof  offered  on 
the  i)art  of  Smith.  The  affidavit  of  Schell  shows  that  Smith  was  a  resi- 
dent of  San  Francisco,  and  that  he  left  this  city,  starting  on  his  journey 
to  Washington  on  the  third  of  July;  that  he.  Sehell,  at  Smith's  request, 
purchased  a  ticket  for  the  overland  stage,  with  nioney  given  to  witness 
by  Smith  for  that  purpose;  and  that  Smith  arrived  at*  Placerville  on  the 
eighth  of  July,  about  noon,  on  his  way  on  the  overland  stage;  that  he, 
Schell,  was  a  companion  as  far  as  Missouri,  in  said  stage  with  Smith; 
and  Schell's  affidavit  as  to  the  time  when  Smith  left  is  confirmed  by  the 
affidavit  of  II.  N.  Snowden.,  The  affidavit  of  Hardenbcrgh,  one  of  the 
keepers  of  the  St.  George  Hotel,  shows  that  Smith  arrived  there  on  the 
fourth  or  fifth  of  July,  on  his  way,  as  he  then  stated,  to  Washington,  as 
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such  Commissioner,  and  departed  at  six  o'clock  on  the  mornintr  of  July 
eighth,  on  his  way  to  Placervilic  lo  take  tlie  overland  stage,  and  was  not, 
after  said  eighth  of  July,  a  guest  at  said  hotel. 

The  result,  then,  of  these  four  affidavits,  viz:  of  Suydam,  Sehell. 
Snowden,  and  Hardenhergh,  is,  that  on  the  third  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one.  Smith,  the  Commissioner,  left  his  residence  in  San 
Francisco — starting  at  tiiat  time  on  Ids  journc}-  oveidand  to  Washington, 
remained  from  the  fourth  or  fifth  to  the  eighth  of  July  at  Sacramento, 
on  which  last  named  day  he  left  Sacramento,  and  then  travelled  continu- 
ously by  stage  until  he  reached  Missouri.  And  we  find  him  in  August 
in  Washington,  at  which  city  Governor  Downej-'s  letter,  supei'seding 
him,  was  delivered  to  him  bj- Xordheimer  on  the  twentieth  of  August. 
And  it  is  quite  clear,  also,  that  on  the  tenth  of  July,  when  (iovernor 
Downey  wrote  the  letter  of  that  date  to  Smith,  and  when  the  commis- 
sion was  issued  to  Nordheimer.  that  Smith  was  then  actually  in  the  over- 
land stage.  prohal)ly  at  Carson  Valley,  on  his  way  to  Washington.  In 
other  woi'ds,  he  was  then  actually  discharging  the  very  duties  for  the 
neglect  of  which  the  Governor  made  a  pretence  to  dischai-ge  him. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  on  this  state  of  facts  no  vacancy  had  occurred  in 
the  office  at  the  time  when  Nordheimer  was  commissioned. 

We  have  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  the  question  as  to  whether 
the  sixty  days  time  limited  in  ti>e  first  section  of  the  Act  is  an3-thing 
more  than  directory,  or  the  failure  to  leave  within  that  time  could,  of 
itself,  work  a  forfeitui-e  of  the  office,  or  whether,  even"  in  a  case  where 
the  officer  should  clearly  fail  to  discharge  his  duties,  the  Executive  could, 
without  a  judicial  decision,  and  upon  the  ex  parte  affidavit  of  the  bar- 
keeper in  a  hotel,  declare  a  vacancy  to  exist,  and  then  proceed  to  fill  it ; 
because,  aside  from  all  this,  and  upon  the  ground  assumed,  it  is  quite 
clear  that  no  such  state  of  facts  existed  as  were  assumed  to  exist  by 
Gover;K)r  Downc}-  as  the  foundation  of  his  action  in  the  premises.  The 
affidavit  of  Jacob  (ireenbauin.  we  consider,  can  have  no  relation  to  the 
question  under  consideration.  This  affidavit,  if  to  be  credited  at  all. 
shows  in  substance  that  Smith,  the  Commissioner,  was  desirous  of  levy- 
ing black  mail  on  the  bondholders,  and  threatened  that  uidess  they  did 
contribute  money,  he  would  so  manage  his  office  as  not  to  accomplish 
the  settlement  of  the  claims.  But  this  affidavit  could  not  have  been 
before  Governor  Downey  when  he  issued  his  notification  to  Smith,  de- 
claring his  office  vacant,  and  his  commission  to  Noi-dheiiner,  because 
these  acts  were  done  on  the  tenth  of  Jidy.  and  this  affidavit  is  not  sworn 
to  until  July  fifteenth,  or  five  days  afterwards. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  Committee  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  no  vacancy 
existed  in  the  office  of  such  Commissioner  at  the  time  when  Governor 
Downey  issued  the  new  commission  to  Nordheimer  founded  u])on  such 
assumed  vacancy  ;  that  Smith  was  then,  and  is  yet,  </e  /hcfo  and  </i-  jure, 
such  Commissioner ;  that  (iovernor  Downey's  acts,  in  declaring  the  ex- 
istence of  such  vacanc}',  and  issuing  such  commission  to  Koi-ilheimer. 
were  acts  of  usurpation,  done  entirely  without  authority  of  law.  without 
any  facts  existing  on  M-hich  to  base  or  justify  such  action,  and  neither 
destroyed  the  right  of  Smith  nor  conferred  any  right  on  Nordheimer. 
however  much  such  acts  may  have  prejudiced  the  interests  of  the  State 
and  of  its  citizens  interested  in  the  settlement  and  liquidation  of  these 
claims  against  the  Federal  Government.  ,

We  find  tliat  Samuel  B.  Smith  failed  to  ])roceed  to  Washington  within 
sixty  days,  as  required  by  the  Act,  and  that  within  the  spirit  and  express 
terms  of  the  statute,  and  its  true  intent  and  meaning,  a  vacancy  did 
exist  at  the  time  B.  Nordheimcr  was  ai)])()intcd,  and  that  said  Nord- 
heimer  is  now  the  true  and  lawful  Co7nmissioncr  acting  in  behalf  of 
California  in  adjusting  the  claims  of  the  State  of  California,  and  that  he 
is  so  recognized  by  the  Treasury  Department. 

That  we  are  further  satisfied  liuvt  those  claims  arc  now  nearly  adjusted, 
and  that  any  action  of  the  Legislature  calculated  to  eml>arrass  or  lessen 
the  influence  of  the  acting  Commissioner  would  be  doing  the  interests  of 
the  State  an  injustice,  and  be  working  great  hardship  to  the  holders  of 
the  War  Claims.

Mr.  President  : — The  Committee  on  State  Libraiy,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred Senate  bill  No.  6S,  an  Act  to  authorize  the  State  Librarian  to  have 
certain  books  in  the  State  Library  repaired,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  in 
order  to  determine  upon  the  pro])riety  of  said  bill,  they  visited  Sacra- 
mento on  the  eleventh  instant,  and  made  a  personal  examination  of  the 
Library,  and  found  that  about  one  thousand  volumes  had  been  more  or 
less  damaged  ;  the  others  being  slightly  wetted,  so  as  to  start  the  label, 
which  can  easily  be  glued  and  fastened. 

Of  the  five  hundred  v()lumes  so  badly  damaged,  about  one  half,  as  near 
as  we  can  estimate,  are  public  documents  which  have  duplicates  already 
in  the  Libi-ary.  or  which  may  be  duplicated  from  other  States,  or  from 
the  General  Government,  without  cost. 

Probably  not  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  will  have  to  be 
rebound,  and  it  ought  not  to  cost  over  three  hundred  dollars  to  do  all 
this  work.  We  would  recommend  that  all  the  balance,  not  deemed 
worth  rebinding,  be  sold  at  public  auction,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into 
the  Library  Fund. 

We  herewith,  in  accordance  with  what  has  been  stated,  present  a  sub- 
stitute for  said  bill,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  substitute. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  exonerated  the  Librarian  from  any 
blame  for  such  damage — the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  having  no 
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facts  before  him  from  which  he  has  been  able  to  form  any  opinion  on  the 
subject.

Contract  with  J).  McLennan,  entei-cd  into  on  the  nineteenth  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  foi'  the  labor  of  sixty  male  convicts 
for  the  period  of  one  year,  to  be  em])loyed  in  the  manufacture  and  pack- 
ing of  articles  of  clothing,  for  which  the  said  McLenjian  agrees  to  pa}'  the 
State  the  sum  of  thirty  cents  per  day  each ;  such  payment  to  be  made  at 
the  expiration  of  every  two  months;  and  to  furnish  each  convict  so 
workecl,  at  the  expiration  of  four  and  nine  months  from  tlie  date  of  the 
contract,  one  shirt,  one  jacket,  and  pantaloons ;  the  State  to  feed,  guard, 
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and  othcrwiwe  clotlie  tliem  ;  tbo  State  to  fiii'iiish  said  McLennan  forty 
additional  convicts  upon  tiic  like  terms  and  conditions  in  ail  respects,  wlicn- 
evcr  requireil,  ])endini^  tlic  term  of  liis  conti'act ;  if,  at  the  cxj)ii-ation  of 
the  contract,  the  State  shall  notify  McLennan  that  it  is  inexpedient  to 
ronevv  the  contract,  the  said  McLennan  shall  be  allowed  four  months 
additional  time  to  finish  up  any  woi'k  he  may  then  have  on  hand. 

(/'ontraet  with  I).  McLennan,  entered  into  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
July,  eiiflitecn  hundred  and  sixty-one,  for  the  labor  of  one  hundred  male 
convicts,  tor  the  period  of  three  years,  to  he  cmploj-cd  in  manufacturing 
work,  (sewing.)  upon  similar  terms  and  conditions  as  is  j)rovidcd  in  the 
preceding  contract.  The  said  McLennan  to  furnish  each  convict  so 
worked,  on  the  first  days  of  A])ril  and  November  of  each  year,  with  one 
shirt,  one  jacket,  and  ])aiitaloons.  The  contract  is  made  suliject  to  all 
future  legislation. 

t!ontract  witli  E.  T.  Pease,  entered  into  on  the  fii-st  day  ol"  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  diiy  of  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  for  the  labor  of  sixty  convicts,  for  the 
period  of  one  year,  to  bo  eiiiployed  at  coo|)ci-ing.  The  said  I'ease  to 
jyay  tlie  State  therefor  tlio  sum  of  fifty  cents  |)er  day  for  each  convict  so 
employed,  at  tlie  end  of  eacli  and  every  month.  The  confi-act  to  be  ex- 
tended, upon  the  mutual  consent  of  both  ])artics  ;  and  if  not  so  extended, 
the  right  is  reserved  to  the  said  I'ease  to  have  an  extension  of  four 
months,  by  giving  notice  in  writing  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  A))ril. 
eighteen  hundi-e(i  and  sixty-two,  of  his  desire  therefor;  the  contract  is 
especially  made  subject  to  all  future  legislation. 

Contract  with  Thomas  ()gg  Shaw,  entei-ed  into  on  the  eighth  day  of 
May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  for  the  labor  of  one  hundi-ed  con- 
victs, for  tlie  ))eriod  of  five  years,  fifty  of  them  to  be  mechanics,  and 
fifty  of  them  to  be  common  laboi'crs  ;  and  in  case  fifty  mechanics  cannot 
be  found,  forty  are  to  he  selected  and  paid  as  mechanics,  and  sixty  as 
common  laborers,  to  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  agricultui'al 
implements  and  cabinet  ware  ;  the  State  to  guainl,  feed,  and  clothe,  the 
convicts  so  employ  ed,  and  the  said  Shaw  to  ])ay  the  State,  at  the  end  of 
each  and  every  mouth,  for  such  labor  as  follows  :  for  mechanics,  the  sum 
of  seventy-five  cents,  and  for  laborers  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  and  one 
half  cents,  |)er  day,  each  ;  the  said  Shaw  to  have  the  privilege  of  hiring  an 
additional  number,  by  consent  of  both  parties.  The  contract  is  ex])ressly 
made  subject  to  all  future  legislation,  excojit  tliat  it  shall  not  be  annulled 
oidy  on  the  payment  of  five  thousand  dollars  by  the  State  to  the  said 
Shaw. 

There  are  no  other  contracts  which  your  Committee  are  able  to  find 
on  file  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  relative  to  Prison  labor,  but  we 
understand  there  are  two  other  contracts  which  have  not  been  filed  in 
the  Secretary  of  State's  oflice  :  one  with  A.  Englander,  for  twenty-five 
convicts,  to  be  employed  at  cigar  making,  and  one  with  I.  N.  Quinn,  for 
one  hundred  in  number  of  convicts,  to  be  employed  at  brick  making. 

Your  (Committee  were  informed,  while  visiting  the  Prison,  that  from 
twenty-five  to  forty  convicts  were  constantly  employed  in  a  general 
shop,  where  all  kinds  of  job  work  —  such  as  making  and  repairing 
wagons,  shoeing  horses,  etc. — was  done,  as  the  occasion  might  require.

Section  2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  at 
the  time  and  places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  Assembly,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  lour  years  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  January 
subsequent  to  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

Section  18.  A  Secretary  of  State,  a  Controller,  a  Treasurer,  an  At- 
torney-(ieneral,  and  a  Surveyor-(ieneral,  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  places,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  (rovernor  and  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Governor, 

Section  1!J,  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  Legislative  and  Executive  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same,  and  all  matters  relative 
thereto,  before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  law  ;  and  in  order  that  no  incon- 
venience may  result  to  the  public  service  from  the  taking  effect  of  the 
amendments  proposed  to  said  Article  five,  by  the  Legislature  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  no  officers  shall  be  superseded  or  suspended 
thereb}',  until  the  election  and  (pialitication  of  the  several  officers  pro- 
vided for  in  said  amendments.

A  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall,  at  the 
special  election  for  judicial  officers  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  at  such 
special  elections,  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State,  and  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  o)i  the  first  day  of  iJccember  next 
after  his  election.

ARTICLE  FOUR. 

Section  2.  The  sessions  of  the  Tjegislaf  ui'c  shall  be  biennial,  and  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  .lannary  next  ensuing  (he  election  of 
its  members,  uidess  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall,  in  the  interim,  con- 
vene the  Legislature  by  proclamation.  No  session  shall  continue  lon"-er 
than  ninety  days,  unless  the  time  be  extended  by  a  joint  resolution°to 
be  passed  by  a  majority  of  each  House. 

Section  ;3.  The  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  chosen  biennially  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  districts,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  Sopteml)er,  unless  otherwise  ordered  bv  the  Legislature,  and  their 
term  of  office  shall  be  two  years. 

Skction  5.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years,  at  the 
same  time  and  places  as  members  of  Assembly;  and  no  person  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly  who  has"  not  been  a  citizen  and  in- 
habitant of  the  State,  and  of  the  county  or  district  for  which  he  shall  be 
chosen,  one  year  next  before  his  election. 

Section  (i.  The  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one  third, 
nor  more  than  one  half  of  that  of  the  members  of  Assembly,  and  at  the 
first  session  of  the  Legislature  after  this  section  takes  effecf.'the  Senators 
shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally  as  niav  be.  into  two  classes.  The  seats 
of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the 
second  year,  so  that  one  half  shall  be  chosen  biennially. 
•  Section  :^0.  When  a  Congressional.  Senatorial,  or  Assembly  District, 
shall  bo  comi)osed  of  two  or  more  counties,  it  shall  not  be  separated  hy 
any  county  belonging  to  another  District.  No  county  shall  be  divided  in 
forming  a  (\)ngressional,  Senatorial,  or  Assemblv  District,  so  as  to  attach 
one  i)ortion  of  a  county  to  another  county;  but  the  Legislature  may 
divide  each  county  into  as  many  Congressional,  Senatorial,  or  Assembly 
Districts,  as  such  county  may,  by  ap])ortionment,  be  entitled  to. 

Section  8i>.  Sections  thirty-two  and  thirtv-six  of  said  Article  Four 
are  hereby  abrogated  and  annulled,  and  in  order  that  no  inconvenience 
may  result  to  the  public  service  from  the  taking  effect  of  the  amend- 
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mcntH  pvopoHcd  to  Article  Four  by  the  Lcfrislature  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  no  officer  shall  he  suspended  or  superseded 
thereliy  until  the  election  and  (pialitication  of  tiie  several  officers  pro- 
vided for  in  said  anieudmcnts.

ARTICLE  SIX.  JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  Judicial  power  of  this  State  sliall  be  vested  in  a  Su- 
preme Court,  in  District  Courts,  in  Comity  Courts,  in  Probate  Courts, 
and  in  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and  in  such  Recorders',  or  other  inferior 
Courts,  as  the  Legislature  may  establish  in  any  incorporated  city  or 
town. 

Section  '1.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and 
four  Associate  Justices.  The  ])resence  of  three  Justices  shall  bo  neces- 
saiy  for  the  tran.saction  of  business,  excepting  such  business  as  may  be 
done  at  chambers,  and  the  concurrence  of  three  Justices  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

Section  !!.  The  Justices  of  the  Suj)reme  Coui-t  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  at  sj)ecial  elections,  to  be  provided  by 
law,  at  which  elections  no  officei's.  other  than  Judicial,  shall  be  elected, 
except  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  The  first  election  for 
Justices  of  the  Su])reme  Court  shall  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundi-ed  and  sixty-three.  The  Justices  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
term  of  ten  }'ears  from  the  first  day  of  January  ne.xt  after  their  election, 
excej)t  those  elected  at  the  first  election,  who.  at  their  first  meeting,  shall 
80  classify  themselves  by  lot,  that  one  Justice  shall  go  out  of  officre  every 
two  years.  The  Justice  having  the  shortest  term  to  serve  shall  be  the 
Chief  Justice. 

Section  4.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  in  equity;  also,  in  all  cases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  po.sses- 
sion  of  real  estate,  or  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  or 
municipal  fine,  or  in  which  the  demand,  exclusive  of  interest,  or  the 
value  of  ])ropertj-  in  controversy,  amounts  to  three  hundred  dollars  ; 
also,  in  all  cases  arising  in  the  Probate  Courts;  and  also,  in  all  criminal 
cases  amounting  to  felony,  on  questions  of  law  alone.  The  Court  shall 
also  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari,  prohibition,  and- 
habeas  corpus,  and  also  all  writs  necessary  or  proper  to  the  complete 
exercise  of  its  appellate  jurisdiction.  Each  of  the  Justices  shall  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  ])art  of  the  Stale,  upon 
petition  on  behalf  of  any  ])erson  held  in  actual  custody,  and  may  make 
such  writs  returnable  before  himself,  or  the  Supreme  Court,  or  before 
any  District  Court,  or  any  County  Court  in  the  State,  or  before  any 
Judge  of  said  Courts. 

Section  5.  The  State  shall  be  divided  by  the  Legislature  of  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  into  fourteen  Judicial  Districts,  sub- 
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jcct  to  Biifli  iilteralion  from  time  to  time,  hy  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  the 
mfmbcr.s  clcetetl  to  both  JIousch,  as  tiio  public  good  may  require;  in 
each  of  which  there  hIuiII  be  a  District  Court,  and  for  each  of  which  a 
UiKtrict  Judge  shall  he  elected  hy  the  qualified  electors  of  the  District, 
at  the  special  judicial  elections  to  be  held  as  provided  for  the  elections  of 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  by  section  three  of  this  Article.  The 
District  Judges  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the 
first  day  of  January  next  after  their  election. 

SixrnoN  (i.  The  District  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  in  equity  ;  also,  in  all  cases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  pos.ses- 
sion  of  real  property,  or  the  legality  of  any  tax.  imjjost.  assessment,  toll, 
or  munici])al  fine,  and  in  all  other  cases  in' which  the  demand,  exclusive 
of  interest,  or  the  value  of  the  ])roperty  in  controversy,  amounts  to  three 
luuidred  dollars;  and  also,  in  all  criminal  cases  not  otherwise  provided 
for.  The  District  Courts  and  their  Judges  shall  have  ])Ower  to  issue  writs 
of  habeas  coi-pus,  on  ])etition  by.  or  on  behalf  of  any  pcr.son  held  in  ac- 
tual custody  in  their  respective  Districts. 

vSi  CTioN  7.  There  shall  he  in  each  of  the  organized  counties  of  this 
State  a  County  Court,  for  each  of  which  a  County  Judge  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  at  the  special  judicial  elections, 
to  be  held  as  ])rovided  for  the  election  of  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
by  section  three  of  this  Article.  The  County  Judges  shall  hold  their  ofti- 
ces for  tlie  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next  after 
their  election. 

Skction  8.  The  County  Courts  shall  have  original  juri.sdiction  of  ac- 
tions of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  of  i)roceedings  in  insolvency,  of  ac- 
tions to  prevent  or  abate  a  nuisance,  and  of  all  such  sjjecial  cases  and 
proceedings  as  are  not  otherwise  jirovided  for;  and,  also,  such  criminal 
jurisdiction  as  the  Legislature  may  jirescrihe.  They  shall  also  have  ap- 
pellate jurisiliction  in  all  eases  arising  in  Courts  held  hy  Justices  of  the 
Peace  and  Recorders,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as  ma}-  be  established 
in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  Article  in  their  respective  counties. 
The  County  Judges  shall  also  hr)ld  in  their  .several  counties  Probate 
Courts,  and  ])erform  such  duties  as  Probate  Judges  as  mav  lie  prescribed 
by  law.  The  County  Courts  and  their  J udges  shall  also'  have  power  to 
issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  on  petition  by,  (u-  on  behalf  of,  any  person  in 
actual  custody  in  their  respective  counties.  In  the  City  and"  County  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Ijcgislature  may  se])arate  the  office  of  Probate  Jn"<lge 
from  that  of  County  Judge,  and  may  provide  for  the  election  of  a  Probiite 
Judge,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Skction  !).  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the"  number  of  Justices 
of  the  Peace  to  be  elected  in  each  city  and  township  of  the  State,  and 
fix,  by  law.  their  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities;  jmn-idnl.  such  pow- 
ers shall  not  in  any  case  trench  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several 
Courts  of  Record,  the  Supreme  Court,  the  District  Courts,  the  County 
Courts,  the  Probate  Courts,  and  such  other  Courts  as  the  Legislature 
shall  prescribe  shall  be  Courts  of  Record. 

Si-.cTiON  10.  The  Legi.slature  shall  tix  by  law  the  jurisdiction  of  anj- 
Pecorder's,  or  other  inferior  municipal  Court,  whifli  may  be  established 
in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  Article,  and  shall  fix  by  law  the  pow- 
ers, duties,  and  responsibilities,  of  the  Judges  thereof 

Skction  11.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  a  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  County  Clerks.  District  Attorneys,  Sheriffs,  and 
other  necessary  officers,  and  shall  fix  by  law  their  duties  and  compensa- 
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tion.  Coiin,ty  Clerks  tsliall  be  ex  officio  Clerks  of  the  Courts  of  Record  iii 
and  for  tlieir  respective  counties.  The  Legislature  maj^also  provide  for 
the  a))poiiitiiK'iit,  by  tlie  several  District  Courts,  of  one  or  more  Com- 
missioners in  the  several  counties  of  tlieir  rcs])eetive  Districts,  with  au- 
thority to  ])erforni  chamber  business  of  the  Judges  of  tiie  District  Court 
and  County  Courts,  and  also  to  take  de])ositions,  and  to  peri'orm  such 
otlier  l)usiiicss  connected  -with  the  administration  of  justice  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Section  I'I.  The  times  and  phxces  of  holding  tiie  terms  of  the  several 
Courts  of  Record  shall  be  pi-ovided  for  by  law. 

Section  13.  Xo  judicial  officer,  except  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Record- 
ers, and  (%)mmissioners,  shall  receive,  to  his  own  use,  any  fees  or  per- 
quisites of  office. 

Section  14.  The  Legislature  shall  ])rovi(le  for  the  speedy  publication 
of  such  opinions  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and 
all  opinions  shall  be  free  for  publication  by  any  ])erson. 

Section  15.  The  Justices  of  the  Sujiremc  Coui-t.  District  Judges,  and 
County  Judges,  shall  severall)',  at  stated  times  during  their  continuance 
in  office,  receive,  for  their  services,  a  compcnsaiion  which  shall  not  be  in- 
creased or  diuiinished  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  iiave  been 
elected  ;  proinihil.  that  the  County  Judges  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  County 
Treasury  of  their  respective  counties. 

Section  10.  The  Justices  of  tlie  Supreme  Court,  and  the  District 
Judges,  and  the  County  Judges,  shall  bo  inc]igil)le  to  any  othei'  office 
than  a  judicial  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Section  17.  Judges  sliall  not  charge  juries  with  respect  to  matters  of 
fact,  but  may  state  the  testimony  and  decide  tlie  law. 

Section  18,  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be  -'The  Peoi)le  of  the 
State  of  California,"  and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  conducted  in  their 
name,  and  by  their  authority. 

Section  ID.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  result  to  the  public 
service,  from  the  taking  effect  of  the  amendments  pi-0])oscd  to  said  Arti- 
cle sixth,  by  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  no  offi- 
cer siiall  be  superseded  there!)}-,  nor  shall  the  organization  of  the  several 
Courts  be  changed  thereby,  until  the  election  and  qualifications  of  the 
several  officers  provided  for  in  said  amendments.

Mr.  President  : — Your  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  acting  jointly 
with  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  of  the  Assembly,  in  pursuance 
of  instructions  of  a  concurrent  resolution,  have  had  under  consideration 
the  military  system  of  this  State. 


REPORTS. 


PERKINS,  Chairman. 
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The  Joint  Committee  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  di- 
vision of  the  State  into  six  Divisions  and  twelve  Brigades,  as  at  present, 
creates  aitogethei'  too  many  officers  belonging  to  those  grades,  and  makes 
the  militia  system  cunnbersome  and  unwieldy. 

The  militia  should  be  organized  with  a  view  to  active  service,  and  with 
the  further  object  of  combining  economy  with  the  greatest  degree  of 
efficiency. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  present  small 
population  of  this  State,  and  our  consequent  inaiiilitj'  to  call  out  a  large 
number  of  troops,  one  Major-General  and  six  Brigadiers  would  be  abun- 
dantly sufficient,  and  that  the  system  would  ))osse8s  much  more  energy 
with  but  one  iMajor-General,  who  should  combine  good  administrative 
ability  with  a  thorough  military  education,  than  with  si.x  officers  of  the 
same  grade,  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  of  little  or  no  military  expe- 
rience. The  expense  to  the  people  of  the  State  in  case  the  militia  should 
be  called  into  service,  would  be  very  much  reduced  by  the  change  pro- 
posed. 

The  present  law  seems  to  liave  been  designed  for  the  purpose  of  cre- 
ating as  many  merely  honorary  offices  as  possible,  without  any  regard  to 
a  due  j)ro])()rtion  of  staff  with  the  whole  number  of  troops  the  State  can 
furnish,  in  which  i-espect  it  has  been  eminently  successful.  The  Com- 
mittee, u])()n  inquiry  and  investigation,  have  also  become  well  satisfied, 
that  while  some  of  the  officers  now  holding  commissions  in  our  State 
militia  are  loyal  and  efficient,  there  are  man}'  who  are  both  incompetent, 
and  disloyal  in  sentiment. 

A  number  of  such  disloyal  and  incompetent  officers  having  been  ap- 
pointed pi'ior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  last  session,  (and  whose 
appointments  were  confirmed  by  said  Act.)  cannot  be  reached  except  by 
amendment  of  the  law.  In  such  times  as  these,  your  Committee  deem 
it  hardly  necessary  to  suggest  that  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  weltare 
of  this  State,  and  of  the  whole  Pacific  slope,  that  none  whose  loyalty  is 
not  above  sns])icion,  should  be  jilaced  in  command  of  our  citizen  soldiery. 
In  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life  we  require  some  guaranty  as  to  ability  aiid 
fidelity  in  the  one  to  whom  we  are  to  intrust  our  business;  how  much 
more  important  that  the  like  qualities  should  be  exacted  from  those  who 
are  called  to  cominand  our  troops  in  times  of  danger,  and  to  whose  keep- 
ing we  intrust  not  only  the  lives  of  brave  men,  but,  it  may  be,  the  safety 
as  well  as  the  destiny  of  the  whole  people. 

For  these  reasons,  a  bill  has  been  prepared  by  the  Committee,  making 
the  changes  pointed  out,  and  reconciling  the  other  provisions  of  the 
present  law  to  the  same;  also  making  such  other  slight  amendments  as 
experience  under  the  present  law  has  suggested  to  militarv  gentlemen 
whose  opinion  is  entitled  to  consideration. 

The  Assembly  having  already  referred  to  its  Committee  on  Militarv 
Affairs  two  bills  amenciatory  of  the  Act  of  last  session,  the  bill  i)i-epared 
by  the  Joint  Committee  has  been  reported  to  that  House  as  a  substitute 
for  both,  with  a  recommendation  that  it  pass.

or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  in  every  case  of  convicticm, 
the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  shall  be  charged  as  costs,  and  be  paid  to  the 
prosecuting  Attorne}'  for  his  own  use ;  and  all  fines  collected  under  this 
Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  levee  fund  of  the  district."

In  acting  under  these  instructions,  the  Committee  have  confined  their 
inquiries  to  the  harbor  and  coast  defences  in  and  about  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  it  being  the  centre  of  trade  and  commerce  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  It  is  the  point  where  an  attack  would  first  be  made,  in  case  of  a 
war  with  any  naval  power;  and  with  none  other  have  we  anything  to 
fear.  In  fact,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  result  of  recent  wars,  in  which 
maritime  nations  have  been  engaged,  the  contest  would  he  narrowed 
down' to  a  struggle  to  gain  possession  of  this  citj';  and  we  need  not  have 
much  occasion  to  fear  that  any  attempt  would  be  made  to  invade  the 
State  from  any  other  point. 

In  the  war  between  the  Allies  and  Russia,  as  an  example,  the  whole 
force  of  the  former  was  concentrated  against  Sebastopol  and  Cronstadt, 
as  the  two  vital  ]ioints  of  the  Russian  Em])ire. 

This  contest  also  furnished  a  powerful  argument,  if  any  wei'e  needed, 
in  favor  of  harbor  defences  at  the  great  commercial  cities  of  our  coun- 
try. As  far  as  the  defence  of  this  coast  is  concerned,  it  behooves  us,  at  any 
cost,  to  prevent  an  enemy  from  entering  the  Golden  Gate,  with  his  ves- 
sels of  war. 

It  being  deemed  not  advisable  to  go  into  details,  the  Committee  will 
simply  say  that  additional  batteries  are  considered  necessary,  at  various 
points,  to  place  the  city  and  harbor  in  a  state  of  security  against  ap- 
proaches from  the  sea. 

The  General  Government  has  in  contcni])lation  a  sj-stcm  of  permanent 
fortifications,  but  as  yet  only  a  portion  of  these  works  have  been  con- 
structed. Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  it  will  require  several 
years  before  they  can  all  be  completed,  but  in  the  meantime  temporary 
batteries  could  be  placed  at  the  several  points  designed  for  these  future 
permanent  works,  at  comparatively  small  expense. 

The  Federal  Government  being  now  engaged  in  suppressing  a  formida- 
ble rebellion,  calls  upon  the  loyal  States  to  co-operate  in  placing  the 
coasts  and  harbors  in  a  state  of  defence,  and  your  Committee  deem  it  to 
be  the  duty,  as  well  as  the  interest  of  California,  to  respond  to  this  call. 
The  expenditures  the  State  may  make  in  the  premises,  will,  no  doubt,  be 
refunded  by  ('ongress. 

The  Secretary  of  War,  in  a  communication  to  the  Governor  of  Maine, 
on  this  subject,  says  : 

"  I  am  directed  by  the  President  to  assure  your  Excellency  of  his 
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readiness  to  avail  liimself  of  the  means  placed  at  bis  disposal  by  the  loyal 
States,  for  tbe  purpose  of  baviiig  the  ports  and  barbors  of  the  seas  and 
lakes  put  in  a  eontlition  of  complete  defence. 

"  Tbc  extent  and  cliaractcr  of  such  expenditures  can  only  be  determined 
by  tbe  proper  oflRcei-s  of  tbc  Government,  to  whom  tbese  matters  must 
be  confined.  Calls  will  only  be  made  for  sucb  sums  of  money  from  the 
State  Government,  as  may  be  required  to  perfect  sucb  works  as  may  be 
authorized.  Tbe  obligation  of  tbe  State  to  furnish  all  tbe  means  re- 
quired to  make  each  work  of  defence  perfect,  will  greatly  facilitate  tbe 
speedy  completion  of  the  several  defensive  works  undertaken. 

"  Tiic  improvements,  or  fortifications,  being  made  by  the  money  of  the 
State,  on  tbe  first  instance,  as  an  advance  to  the  General  Government,  in 
the  nature  of  a  loan,  for  tbe  general  defence  of  the  country  at  large, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  Congress  would  sanction  what  the 
State  shall  do  in  tbc  premises,  and  provide  evidence  of  indebtedness  on 
the  part  of  the  General  Government  and  for  the  reimbursement  of  the 
money  wit  hin  a  reasonable  period." 

The  Committee  were  informed  that  most  of  the  labor  required  in  the 
erection  of  batteries  can  be  performed  by  the  troops  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  and  that  the  General  Government  will  supply  the  ne- 
cessary arms  and  ammunition.  It  is  expected  that  arrangements  will 
be  completed  at  an  early  day  for  casting  cannon  on  this  coast,  as  it  is 
understood  there  can  be  abundant  facilities  furnished  in  this  city  for  that 
purpose. 

The  Committee  have  been  much  aided  in  the  performance  of  tbc  duty 
assigned  them,  by  Brigadier-General  (icorge  Wrijjlit,  commanding  De- 
partment of  tbe  Pacific  ;  Colonel  De  Russy,  of  tbe  Engineers ;  and  other 
olficers  connected  with  tbc  service  on  this  coast. 

To  carry  out  the  object  proposed,  the  Committee  have  prepared  the 
two  bills  herewith  submitted,  and  recommend  their  passage.

Mr.  Gaskill  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  A  large  portion  of  the  Acta  passed  by  the  Legislature  are 

[)rivatc  or  local  in  their  character,  and  whereas,  tlio  multitude  of  these 
ocal  and  private  bills  arc  expensive  to  the  State,  cumbersome  to  the 
statute  book,  and  prejudicial  to  the  general  interests  of  legislation,  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  instructed  to  investigate 
the  following  questions,  and  report  thereupon  to  this  Senate  : 

1.  Wliat  would  bo  the  best  method  of  reducing  to  the  smallest  possi- 
ble limit,  without  injury  to  public  interests,  the  number  of  local  and 
private  bills  ? 

2.  Would  it  be  advisable  to  requii-e,  the  reference  of  every  private  and 
local  bill  to  a  committee,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  consider  whether 
the  purpose  could  not  be  attained  by  a  general  law,  or  by  an  amendment 
to  a  general  law '/ 

3.  Would  it  be  advisable  to  require,  by  statute,  that  no  private  bill 
shall  be  introduced  except  in  a  printed  form,  and  until  a  ])riutcd  copy 
has  been  jilaccd  upon  the  desk  of  every  member  of  each  House  ;  and 
that  no  local  bill  shall  be  entertained  by  the  Legislature,  or  read  by  the 
Clerk,  by  title  or  otherwise,  until  the  monber  introducing  it  shall  pre- 
sent an  affidavit  that  the  bill  has  been  published  at  least  twice,  at  an  in- 
terval of  a  week,  in  a  local  newspaper? 

4.  Would  it  l)e  advisable  to  i-equire,  by  statute,  that  no  bill  to  autho- 
rize any  individual  or  corporation  to  construct  any  road,  ferr}',  bridge, 
or  wharf,  or  to  grant  any  exclusive  privileges,  until  a  printed  copj^  of  the 
bill  be  supplied  to  each  member  of  both  Houses,  and  until  proof  be  fur- 
nished that  the  bill  has  been  published  twice,  at  an  interval  of  a  week, 
in  some  local  paper  ? 

Adopted.

Mr.  Oulton  presented  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Siskiyou  County,  in  favor 
of  present  Sunday  Law,  with  amendments. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Public  Morals. 
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RKPORTS. 

Mr.  Kimbiill,  from  the  majority  of  Committee  on  Elections,  made  the 
folIovviii£^  report : 

Mr.  Presidknt  : — Tiie  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on 
Elections,  to  whom  wiih  referred  the  petition  of  JoBcpli  M.  Cavis,  contest- 
ing the  Kcat  of  tlie  Hon.  Leander  (^iiint,  a8  Senator  for  the  Counties  of 
Mono  ami  Tuolumne,  hcg  leave  to  subinit  their  report : 

In  tlur  investigation  of  this  case,  your  Committee  have  endeavored  to 
give  to  each  of  the  ])artieH  a  full,  i'air,  and  impartial  hearing,  and  though 
a  long  lime  has  elapsed  since  we  entered  upon  our  labors,  it  can  scai'cely 
be  said  that  we  could  sooner  have  brought  them  to  a  close  without  doing 
injuttice  to  the  parties. 

And  aside  from  a  desire  on  our  part  to  be  cnal)lcd  to  render  an  eipiita- 
ble  decision  as  between  the  parties,  we  have  felt  that  the  ))riiici|)le  in- 
volved in  this  contest  was  of  such  vital  consequence  and  importance,  that 
we  could  not,  without  fault  on  our  ])art,  fail  to  avail  ourselves  of  all  legal 
means  whereby  we  might  ascertain  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  so  be  cer- 
tain to  come  to  a  just  and  legal  decision  of  the  (piestion  in  dispute. 

To  that  end  we  have  directed  our  efforts,  and  we  now  submit  for  your 
approval  our  finding  of  the  facts  in  the  premises,  and  for  j-our  examina- 
tion the  documentary  evidence  which  has  been  ])roduced  in  the  case, 
together  with  the  testimony  of  witnesses  examined  and  cross-examined 
before  us,  which  has  in  full  been  cai'cfuUy  written  down  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Committee,  and  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  respective  pai'ties 
giving  it. 

On  the  part  of  contestant,  it  is  alleged  that  at  the  last  general  election 
held  in  this  State,  on  the  fourth  day  of  September.  A.  1).  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  State  Senatoi-  in  and 
for  the  (,'ounties  of  Mono  and  Tuolumne,  and  that  as  a  candidate  for  said 
office  he  received  in  the  County  of  Tuolumne  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  votes,  and  in  the  County  of  Mono  three  hundred  and  se>ienty-two 
votes,  making  in  the  aggregate  two  thousand  and  thirty-six  votes. 

To  this  averment  on  the  jiart  of  contestant,  no  denial  is  made  by  the 
respondent;  the  fact,  therefore,  as  between  the  parties,  is  admitted,  and 
from  an  examination  of  the  documentary  evidence  before  us,  we  find  it 
so  to  be.  That  the  said  Cavis  did,  at  the  election  and  for  the  office  afore- 
said, receive,  in  the  Counties  of  Tuolumne  and  Mono,  in  the  aggregate, 
two  thousand  and  thirty-six  votes,  which  were  duly  returned,  canvassed 
and  counted,  in  his  favor  in  said  counties. 

It  is  further  averred  that  as  a  candidate  for  said  office  at  the  same 
election,  the  Hon.  Leander  Quint  received,  in  the  County  of  Tuolumne, 
fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven  votes,  and  was  reported  to  have  re- 
ceived in  the  County  of  Mono  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  votes,  of 
which  number  four  hundred  and  six  votes  were  returned  as  having  been 
received  by  the  said  (^uint  at  a  voting  precinct  in  said  County  of  Mono,  de- 
signated as  the  "Rig  Sjn'ings  Precinct,  White  Mountain  District,"  all  which 
votes  so  returned  in  Mono  County  were  counted  in  favor  of  the  said  Quint, 
making  his  vote  in  the  aggregate  in  the  two  counties,  two  thousand  two 
hundi'cd  and  eight  votes,  whereas,  by  right,  said  four  hundred  and  six 
votes,  so  returned  as  received  by  the  said  Quint  at  said  Big  Springs  Pre- 
cinct, should  have  been  rejected  from  the  enumeration  of  votes  received 
by  the  said  Quint  in  Mono  County,  which  would  have  reduced  his  vote 
in  the  aggregate  to  eighteen  hundred  and  two  votes,  and  that  said  votes 
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should  have  been  excluded,  for  this  reason  :  That  no  election  whatsoever 
was  held  on  the  fourth  day  of  September,  A.  D.  ei<^l)teen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  at  any  such  precinct  in  Mono  County,  and  that  the  returns  of 
an  election  purporting  to  have  been  held  at  said  precinct,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  Mono  Countj-,  were  in  all  respects  illegal 
and  fraudulent. 

To  this  averment  the  respondent  makes  answer,  that  the  charge  that 
there  was  no  election  whatever  held  at  said  precinct,  is  unfounded,  and 
that  the  charge  that  the  returns  fi-om  said  precinct  were  in  all  respects 
illegal  and  fraudulent,  is  equall}-  unfounded  and  unwarrantable. 

This  constitutes  the  main  ])oint  in  issue  between  the  parties,  and  upon 
its  correct  determination  depends  the  legal  solution  of  the  question  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee. 

Was  there  an  election  held  at  Big  Springs  Precinct,  White  Mountain 
District,  in  Mono  County,  on  the  fourth  day  of  September,  A.  U.,  eight- 
een hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  were  the  returns  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  County  Clerk  of  Mono  County,  and  purporting  to  be  the  returns  of 
said  election,  the  true  and  genuine  returns,  as  made  by  the  officers  con- 
ducting said  election  ? 

If  an  affirmative  answer  can  be  given  to  this  question,  the  whole  mat- 
ter is  indisjnitably  determined  in  favor  of  the  respondent,  and  the  con- 
testant has  no  cause  of  com])laint  whatsoever. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  negative  answer  must  be  given,  then  is  it 
equally  certain  that  the  respondent  is  not  entitled  to  the  seat  he  now 
occu]iies,  and  that  the  contestant  has,  b}-  a  fraud,  unparalleled  in  its  con- 
ception and  execution,  even  in  the  history  of  California  elections,  been 
deprived  of  an  office  to  which  he  was  fairly  elected,  by  a  plui-ality  of  two 
hundred  and  thirty-four  votes,  in  the  Counties  of  Mono  and  Tuolumne. 

Your  Committee  would  here  remark,  that  upon  the  first  day  of  our 
session,  and  the  taking  of  evidence  in  the  case,  the  contestant  made  re- 
quest that  the  Committee  woidd  send  for  the  original  election  returns  of 
Big  Springs  Precinct,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  Mono 
County;  he  claiming  that  an  insj)ection  of  them  hj  the  Committee 
would  be  tieemcd  to  aft'ord  sufficient  evidence  whereby  they  would,  with- 
out hesitation,  determine  in  his  favor  the  whole  matter  in  dispute. 

At  his  solicitation,  the  Committee  made  application  to  the  Senate  for 
the  necessary  power  in  the  premises,  and  under  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Senate,  sent  process  of  subptena  to  Mono  County,  the  main  object 
of  which  was  to  procure  the  election  returns  from  Big  Springs  Precinct; 
and  to  this  end  the  County  Clerk  of  Mono  County,  Wilson,  was  sum- 
moned to  produce  those  returns  before  this  Committee.  One  I^oher  was 
authorized,  under  the  resolution,  to  execute  the  subp(Ena.  Four  wit- 
nesses in  all,  were  summoned  and  appeared  before  the  Committee,  but 
the  returns  sent  for  were  not  produced. 

As  an  excuse  for  not  producing  the  returns,  Wilson,  the  County  Clerk, 
gave  testimony  tending  to  show  that  the  returns  were  lost,  either  at 
Sacramento,  or  after  leaving  there  for  this  city. 

The  testimony  of  Wilson  on  this  point,  as  also  that  of  Loher,  Cavis, 
and  CofTVoth,  has  been  taken  and  is  herewith  submitted. 

Without  now  recapitulating  the  evidence  in  detail,  it  is  sufficient  io 
say  that  a  majority  of  your  Committee  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  and 
find  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  said  returns  never  were  delivered  to  Loher, 
but.  if  not  wilfully  destroyed,  must  have  been  lost  by  Wilson. 

From  the  documentary  evidence  before  us,  we  find  that  on  the  twen- 
ty-sixth day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  there  was  hand- 
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ed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Mono  (Umnty,  what  purported  to  l)e  a 
petition  executed  at  Big  Sprino-.s  Camp,  Wliite  Mountain  District,  and 
Higned  by  tive  persons,  to  wit:  William  Graves,  James  Kittrell,  John 
Campton,  L.  Thoni]tson,  and  B.  K.  Murry,  asking  that  a  voting  precinct 
might  he  estahlislied  at  that  place.  This  petition  appears  to  have  heen 
acted  upon  hy  the  Superviscn's,  a  precinct  estaMislicd,  and  ollicers  ap- 
pointed, to  wit:  th-allc  as  Inspector,  and  William  (iraves  and  James 
Kittrell,  two  of  the  petitioners,  as  Judges  of  election. 

It  does  not  appear  who  presented  this  petition  to  the  iioard  of  Super- 
visors, nor  does  it  appear  that  any  of  the  i)elilioners,  nor  an}-  person  * 
residing  in  the  vicinity  from  which  the  petition  ai)})eared  to  emanate, 
were  ever  notified  that  a  precinct  had  heen  estahlishcd  at  the  ])lace  desig- 
nated. No  notice  of  the  cstahlishment  of  this  jirecinct  ap])ears  to  have 
heen  given  by  tlie  Supervisors,  by  the  posting  of  notices,  or  otherwi.se, 
and  from  the  evidence  before  us  we  are  induced  to  believe  that  no  such 
notice  was  ever  in  fact  given. 

By  the  evidence  of  R.  M.  Wilson.  Clerk  of  Mono  County,  this  petition 
appears  to  have  remained  on  tile  in  his  otlice  until  about  the  last  week 
in  September,  a  short  time  after  the  certificate  of  election  was  issued  by 
him  to  Judge  Quint  ;  at  which  time,  T.  .M.  Macliin,  Assemhlyman  from 
Mono  County,  was  engaged  in  taking  a  cojiy  of  it,  and  since  then  he  has 
not  heen  able  to  find  it,  although  he  has  jnade  diligent  search  thereibr. 

It  further  appears,  by  the  evidence  of  said  Wilson,  that  the  ])ackage 
Avhich,  on  being  opened,  was  found  to  contain  what  purported  to  he  the 
election  returns  from  iiig  Springs  Precinct,  was  received  by  him  on 
the  evening  of  tlie  tenth  day  of  September,  from  a  party  who  was  an 
entire  stranger  to  liim,  who  gave  his  name  as  R.  C.  Jioling,  and  made 
oath  that  lie  received  the  same  from  Selhy,  Clerk  of  the  election  ;  and 
that  said  election  returns,  compi'ising  the  tally  list  an<l  ])oll  hook,  upon 
blue  colored  paper — the  poll  liook  being  comjiosed  of  sti-ii)s  of  about 
half  the  width  of  a  half  sheet  of  paper,  sjilit  lengthwise,  and  which  strips 
were  fastened  together  with  a  ])in. 

From  the  evidence  of  K.  Green  it  ajipcars  that  during  llie  n^onths  of 
August  and  September  last  he  was  a  mendier  of  the  Hoard  of  Supervi- 
sors of  Mono  County,  and,  together  with  one  ('harles  Worland,  was  act- 
ing as  such  on  the  twelfth  day  of  Septemher,  eigliteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  at  which  time  the  Board  was  in  session  for  the  purpose,  among 
other  things,  of  canvassing  the  votes  cast  in  the  county,  at  the  election 
of  Septemher  tourlh,  eighteen  hundi-ed  and  sixty-one  ;  tiiat  at  said  meet- 
ing, upon  the  opening  of  the  election  returns  purporting  to  be  from  the 
Big  Springs  Precinct,  said  Green  ohjected  to  said  Big  Springs  returns 
being  received  or  canvassed,  and  that  they  never  were,  in  fact,  to  liis 
knowledge,  canvassed  oi-  allowed  by  the  Board  ;  that  he  took  excei)tions 
to  the  ])apers  and  Ictt  the  Board,  and  that  after  that  the}-  were  counted 
or  included  by  the  ("lerk. 

It  also  ajipears  from  the  evidence  of  said  Green,  that  tlie  tally  list  was 
written  on  blue  paper,  and  that  the  names  of  the  voters  were  written 
upon  strips  of  ])aper  of  the  same  color,  which  were  fastened  together  at 
the  top  with  a  pin  ;  that  he  luul  examined  all  the  jiapei's  filed  in  the 
County  Clerk's  office  pertaining  to  this  ])reeinet.  and  liid  not  know  any 
persons  in  Mono  County  of  a  similar  name  to  those  appearing  either 
ui^on  the  petition  for  a  jirecinct,  or  signed  to  the  returns,  as  officers  of 
election,  and  that  ho  could  only  designate  from  all  the  persons  returned 
as  voters,  some  half  dozen  surnames,  and  but  one  full  name  of  parties  of 
"w-hom  he  had  ever  heard  in  Mono  County. 
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From  the  evidence  of  Jolin  Eoss,  it  appears  that  from  ahout  the  first  of 
Ma}',  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  until  tiie  first  of  Deceinher  last, 
he  was  a  resident  of  Mono  County  ;  and  that  from  about  the  sixtii  day  of 
March,  until  about  the  lii'st  day  of  Jul}-,  he  was  en<raged  in  prosjjeeting  in 
a  range  of  mountains  designated  as  the  White  Mountains,  situated  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  from  Aurora,  distance  therefrom,  by  the  usually 
travelled  trail,  about  fifty  miles.  Tiiat  during  a  portion  of  that  time  ho 
was  in  com])any  with  Colonel  Crawley,  Willianj  (iraves,  A.  Kost,  Daniel 
Wyman,  and  other  parties,  whom  he  names,  and  was  located  at  a  place 
named  by  them  Rost's  Valley,  7iear  the  summit  of  the  White  Jlountains; 
,  that  while  located  at  that  place,  they,  about  the  first  of  June,  formed  a 
mining  district,  and  named  it  the  White  Mountain  District,  and  defined 
its  boundaries;  its  southern  being  the  fording  of  Owens'  Eivei-;  and  its 
northern,  a  line  across  the  mountains,  some  twentj'-five  miles  above  the 
point  where  they  were  located  at  the  time  they  formed  said  district,  its 
eastern  and  westei-n  boundaries  being  the  desert  on  the  east,  and  the  im- 
migrant road  on  the  west.  That  they,  at  that  lime,  elected  their  district 
officers;  Colonel  Cralle,  as  liecorder;  and  William  Graves,  as  Presi- 
dent; and  D.  W.  Van  Dyke,  as  Secretary.  And  that  their  Recorder  or 
Secretarj^  was  to  have  the  jiroceedings  ])ul)lis]ied  in  the  Silver  Age,  a  news- 
paper ])ublished  at  Carson  City,  Nevada  Territory,  but  whether  they  were 
so  published  or  not,  he  did  not  know,  never  having  seen  a  number  of  the 
paper  in  which  the  same  was  published. 

A  eo])y  ol'  this  ])aper,  of  date  June  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  aiui 
sixty-one,  containing  the  notice  of  the  establishment  of  this  AVhite  Moun- 
tain District,  has  been  tiled  in  the  case,  as  confirmatory  of  the  testimony 
of  Ross. 

It  further  apjjears.  from  the  testimony  of  said  Ross,  that  when  he  left 
the  White  Mountains,  he  left  a  portion  of  his  com])any  there;  that  the 
only  places  wheiv  tliey  could  get  ju'ovisions  or  supplies,  in  the  count}', 
was  at  Aurora  or  Mono;  and  thai,  a  few  days  after  the  September  election, 
two  of  these  miners  came  up  to  Aurora  tor  provisions,  to  wit :  William 
Graves  and  David  Wyman  ;  antl  that  from  an  examination  of  the  list  of 
voters  retui'ned  from  Big  Springs  Precinct,  he  finds  the  name  of  but  one 
person  in  ]\Iono  County  of  a  similar  name  to  any  of  those  on  the  said 
list;  and  he  knows  of  no  person  of  a  name  similar  to  those  a])pearing 
upon  the  returns  as  officers  of  election. 

From  the  testimony  of  C.  O.  Richardson,  it  a])pears  that  he  and  three 
other  persons  left  Monovillc  about  the  first  of  August,  to  visit  the  White 
Mountains.  ])rospecting ;  that  during  his  visit  there,  he  passed  u|>  and 
down  the  west  side  of  tiie  mountain,  prospecting  up  the  various  ravines 
that  came  out  from  the  mountains,  for  a  distance  of  some  fifty-five  miles, 
exts'niling  northerly  along  the  west  side  of  the  mountains  towards  the 
fording  of  Owens'  River;  and  that  he  also  jjrospected  up  the  mountain 
from  Owens'  River,  for  a  considerable  distance;  also,  passed  on  the  sum- 
mit of  the  mountain,  and  jirospected  in  different  places  upon  the  eastern 
slope,  for  four  days;  that  during  all  the  time  they  were  there  they  were 
prospecting  about  in  various  ])laces,  for  quartz,  and  that  they  returned  to 
Monovilie  on  election  day,  Sc])tcmber  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  and  voted  there.  That  during  the  entire  trip  in  the  White  Moun- 
tains, he  did  not  see  more  than  a  dozen  men,  and  that  three  of  those 
were  engaged  in  tending  stock  in  Owens'  J{iver  Valley,  and  two  were 
travellers  upon  the  Visalia  wagon  road,  g-)ing  into  ,Monoville. 

From  the  testimony  of  T.  N.  Machin,  Assemblyman  from  Mono 
County,  it  appears  that,  in  company  with  two  other  persons,  he  left 
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Monovillc  al)ont  tlic!  middle  of  .Tune,  to  prospect  in  tlie  "Wliife  Jlount:  i  is, 
and  witii  the  oxcci)tion  of  ii  few  days,  remained  tliere  until  the  middle 
of  July.  That  dui'injr  tliat  time  he  travelled  and  prospected  aionu;  the 
western  side  of  the  mountains,  from  a  point  some  ten  miles  below  the 
Lone  Pine,  so  called,  near  the  fording  of  Owei.s'  Kiver.  nearly  to  the 
northern  end  of  the  mountain,  a  distance  of  some  sixty  miles.  That  he 
also,  from  the  southerly  point  of  his  prospecting,  on  the  western  side  of 
this  mountain,  proceeded  up  a  large  ravine  leading  to  the  summit  of  the 
mountain,  passed  on  to  the  summit,  and  prospected  ahout  in  varif)us 
gulches  i-unning  easterly  from  the  su?nn)it,  for  several  days.  That  in  one 
of  the  gulches  he  found  a  quartz  lead  which  had  l)een  prospected  a  little, 
and  near  by,  a  notice  |)osted.  claiming  (he  place  for  mining  purposes,  the 
notice  being  dated  White  Mountain  District.  That  at  another  time  dur- 
ing his  trip  he  travelled  nearly  to  the  northern  extremity  of  the  moun- 
tain range,  and  about  through  the  various  guhdies  and  ])laces  promising 
most  favorably  for  quartz.  That  during  all' the  time  he  was  in  the  White 
Mountain  I'ange,  he  met  less  lhan  a  dozen  different  ]iersons  besidefl 
Indians,  and  saw  but  very  little  indication  (hat  lal)or  or  i)rospecting  had 
been  done,  or  tiiat  parties  had  visited  or  travelled  through  the  mountaina 
before  him. 

From  the  testimony  of  B.  S.  Mason  and  B.  F.  MeCormack,  it  appears 
that  they,  in  company  with  five  other  ])ersons,  visited  the  White  Moun- 
tains on  a  prospecting  e.vcpedition.  That  they  left  Aurora  about  the 
twenty-second  day  of  July,  and  were  absent  from  sixteen  to  eii>hteen 
days.  That  they  ])assed  down  to  near  the  west  base  of  the  White  ^Moun- 
tains, then  travelled  northerly  to  a  pass  in  the  mountains  near  the  north- 
erly end,  and  crossed  over  to  the  east  side  of  the  mountains,  then  trav- 
elled easterly  across  the  desert  bounding  the  White  Mountain  range  on 
the  east,  prospecting  in  the  hills  upon  the  easterly  side  of  said  desert  ; 
then  returned  to  White  Mountain  range,  passing  southerly  down  the 
range  for  some  thirty  miles,  to  what  is  designated  as  Cottonwood  Creek, 
near  the  head  of  which  is  Host's  Valley,  and  the  quartz  claiin  where 
Cralle,  (Iraves,  Wyman  &  Company  are  shown  to  have  been  prospect- 
ing, both  shortly  before  and  shortly  after  the  SejUember  election.  That 
in  their  prospecting  tour  through"  the  White  Mountains,  they  met  only 
one  party  of  white  men,  Wilson  and  Company,  composed  of  some  twelve 
persons  in  all.  That  they  knew  the  persons  comprising  the  company  as 
residents  of  Aurora,  and  that  on  their  return  to  Aurora  thev  found  that 
Wilson  and  his  coini)any  had  returned  before  thcin.  That  during  (his 
trip  through  the  mountains,  they  found  but  little  sign  that  parties  had 
passed  about  the  mountains  before  them  ;  such  signs  consisting  solely  of 
here  and  there  the  track  of  a  shod  horse  or  miile,  two  or  three  places 
where  there  had  been  some  picking  done,  in  the  vicinitj-  of  quartz 
ledges,  and  places  where  there  had  previously  been  camp  tires. 

It  further  a])i)ears,  from  the  evidence  of  the  said  Mason,  and  M. 
Orr.  Assemblyman  from  Tuolumne  County,  who  visited  Mono  County  in 
company  witii  the  contestant,  that  they,' in  company  with  one  Chjirles 
W.  Shultz,  visited  the  White  Mountain  in  the  month  "of  October,  leaving 
Aurora  on  the  second  Saturday  in  the  month,  and  were  absent  for  one 
week  from  the  next  Sunday.  That  they  visited  it  lor  the  express  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  what  parties  were  in  the  mountains,  whether  any 
election  was  held  there  on  the  previous  fourth  of  September,  and  whether 
the  petition  which  had  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Mono  County,  asking  for  a  precinct,  had  been  sent  up  from  that  locality. 
That  upon  their  trip  they  approached  the  western  base  of  the  White 
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Mouiitiiins.  near  the  foot  of  tlie  Hot  Spriii<rs  Valley,  tlien  travelled  north- 
erly, along  the  west  base  of  the  mountains,  for  nearly  half  a  day,  to  the 
pass  through  w  hieh  Mason  had  ])assed  in  his  former  tri]),  then  crossed 
over  to  the  east  side  of  the  mountain,  and  passed  down  its  eastern  base 
some  thirty  miles,  to  Cottonwood  Creek,  and  up  the  same  to  near  its 
head,  where  they  found  Cralle's  camp,  so  called.  At  this  place  found 
William  (Traves,  Daniel  Wynjan.  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Morrison, 
and  another  person,  name  not  known  ;  foinid  them  building  an  arastra, 
and  prospecting  a  (juai-tz  ledge.  J''i'om  there  they  journej  ed  south,  to 
the  summit  of  the  mountains,  to  iJost's  Valley  and  W^-man's  Canon, 
and  across  ravines  making  down  the  eastern  slope  of  the  mountains, 
crossed  the  summit,  and  found  a  trail  which  led  down  to  the  west  base  of 
the  mountains,  near  some  sjiriiigs.  some  half  a  dozen  miles  northerlj^  from 
the  fording  of  Owens'  liiver.  and  south  some  ten  miles  from  the  Lone  Pine. 
At  this  place  met  Colonel  Ci-alle  and  another  man,  partner  of  Graves  and 
AVyman.  J'''r()m  there  they  journeyed  northerly,  sometimes  near  the 
base  of  the  mountain,  and  sometimes  in  the  desert  bounding  it  on  the 
■west,  till  they  reached  JFot  Springs  Valley,  thence  to  the  Adobe 
Meadows,  Colonel  (.'ralle  and  his  partner  accompanying  them  thus  far, 
going  out  to  Monoville  for  ])rovisio.ns,  and  thence  to  Aurora.  That  dur- 
ing the  entire  trip  iliey  saw  only  five  white  persons,  besides  the  mem- 
bers of  Colonel  Ci-alle's  com])any,  and  they  were  ti-avelling  with  animals 
upon  the  immigrant  road  in  the  desert,  to  the  west  of  the  White  Moun- 
tains. That  the  only  signs  they  saw  during  their  tri|)  of  persons  having 
preceded  them,  were  a  few  places  where  small  holes  had  been  sunk,  or 
some  little  ])icking  done  neai- (juartz  lodes  in  the  canon  through  which 
they  crossed  the  mountain,  near  its  northerly  end,  and  upon  (-ottonwood 
Creek,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  (,'ralle's  camp.  That  they  saw  no  indica- 
tions of  there  having  been  any  considei'able  number  of  ])arties  tbi-ougli 
any  portion  of  the  mountains  before  them,  the}'  only  finding  a  few  places 
wh(  re  tiiere  had  been  cam])  fires,  and  where  a  few  shod  animals  bad 
passed  along  in  some  of  the  Indian  trails. 

From  the  testimony  of  the  said  Machin  and  Orr,  it  further  appears 
that  the  tally  list  from  ]5ig  S])rings  J'recinct  was  made  out  upon  a 
sheet  of  blue  colored  foolscap  paper,  and  that  the  poll  book  was  made 
out  upon  the  same  kind  of  ])ai)er,  in  narrow  sli])s,  the  sheets  being  cut 
lengthwise  into  four  ])ieces,  and  the  pieces  pinned  together  at  the  top 
with  a  pin. 

It  further  appears,  froui  the  cross-examination  of  the  said  Machin  by 
the  respondent,  that  said  election  returns  aii])eared  to  be  maile  out  in 
one  hantl writing ;  that  he  formed  that  opinion  from  an  examination  of 
the  pa])ers,  and  that  he  has  seen  no  reason  to  change  his  opinion  ;  that 
there  was  two  styles  of  writing — one  was  heavy,  and  the  other  open  and 
light;  that  there  was  a  great  similarity  between  them;  that  thei-e  ap- 
peared to  be  a  design  to  disguise  the  signatures. 

It  further  ap])ears  from  the  evidence  of  the  said  Machin.  that  at  the 
time  menticjiied  in  the  testimony  of  Wilson  he  made  a  copy  of  the  original 
petition  on  tile  in  the  County  t.'lerk's  office,  asking  for  a  voting  ])recinct 
at  Big  Springs  ("am)),  White  Mountain  District ;  that  after  he  copied  it  he 
handed  it  back  to  the  said  Wilson,  and  that  he,  the  said  Wilson,  took  it 
and  ])ut  it  back  in  a  bundle  of  papers  from  where  be  took  it,  and  that  ho 
(Machin)  has  never  seen  it  since. 

It  further  appears,  from  the  evidence  of  B.  S.  Mason,  B.  F.  McCormack, 
C.  J.  Brown,  and  other  witnesses  offered  on  the  part  of  the  contestant, 
all  residents  during  the  last  summer  in  Mono  County,  that  they  never 
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know  or  hoard  spokoii  of  in  Mono  County  men  of  similar  names  to  those 
signed  to  the  returns  as  officers  of  election.  Nor  does  it  ajipoar  tliat  any 
of  them  have  ever  known  to  exceed  half  a  dozen  each  of  persons  in  Mono 
County  with  similar  names  to  those  which  appear  returned  from  the  Big 
Springs  Precinct  as  voters. 

It  further  appears,  fi-om  the  evidence  of  nearly  all  of  the  witnesses  ex- 
amined, both  on  the  jjartof  the  contestant  and  respondent,  that  the  only 
places  or  cain])8  in  Mono  County  dui-ing  the  past  summer  and  fall  where 
provisions  or  mitiers'  su])[)lies  could  he  obtained,  were  Monoville  and 
Aurora,  each  of  which  ])laccs  were  distant  from  the  White  Mountains,  bj- 
the  trails  usually  travelled,  about  two  days  journey  with  riding  animals. 

It  further  a[)]iears,  from  the  evidence  of  contestant's  witnesses,  those 
already  mentioned  and  others  whose  evidence  need  not  be  given  in  de- 
tail, that  during  the  summer,  pros])ccting  parties  wei'e  occasionally  leav- 
ing both  7\urora  and  Monoville  to  visit  different  Icx'alities  in  the  county, 
the  White  Mountains  and  other  places.    That  some  time  in  July  a  very 

freat  excitement  broke  out,  relative  to  gold  anil  silver  discoveries  having 
een  made  in  the  county,  that  induced  several  hundred  persons  to  leave 
Monoville  and  Aui-ora  to  go  out  ])rospecting.  The  place  where  those 
discoveries  wore  made  seems  not  to  have  boon  very  well  defined,  but  by 
most  of  the  witnesses  it  is  stated  that  Walker's  Lake  or  the  Sink  of 
Walker  was  the  ))laco  generally  designated  as  where  the  discoveries  had 
been  made.  The  witnesses,  however,  admit  that  the  White  Mountains 
were  spoken  of  That  about  this  time  some  few  parties  went  to  the 
White  Mountains,  prospecting;  that  the  excitement  continued  from  two 
to  three  weeks,  and  that  jiarties  who  had  left  began  to  return  in  from 
six  to  eight  days,  and  continued  daily  so  to  do  ;  that  several  parties  who 
left  at  the  time  of  the  excitement  were  not  known  hy  the  witnesses  to 
have  ever  returned,  nor  was  it  known  by  them  where  they  went,  or  what 
afterwards  became  of  them. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  February  there  was  examined  before  the  Commit- 
tee one  .).  A.  Bostwick,  who  testified  that  last  summer  he  resided  in 
Monoville,  Mono  C'ounty  ;  that  ho  was  at  work  for  Mitchell  &  Poor ;  that 
four  or  five  days  after  tlie  election  he  was  present  at  a  building  one  half 
or  throe  fourths  of  a  mile  from  Mono  Lake  ;  that  no  one  was  living  at 
the  building  ;  that  there  were  but  two  persons  present;  that  the  other 
person  besides  himself  was  nametl  J.  Wortliington  ;  that  at  that  time 
and  place  ho  saw  election  returns,  purporting  to  be  of  the  White  Moun- 
tains ;  that  be  saw  them  made  out ;  that  the  election  returns  were  made 
on  blue  foolscap  pa]>er.  the  sheet  laid  open ;  that  there  were  names 
signed  to  those  returns  as  the  otTicers  of  election;  that  he  saw  them 
signed  at  that  ])laco  ;  that  ho  remembered  some  of  the  candidates  for 
office  who  received  votes,  naming  them,  viz  :  MeConnell  for  Governor, 
George  Kvans  for  Clerk  of  the  Su])remo  Court,  Quint  for  the  Senate, 
Davis  and  Mitchell  for  the  Assembly,  and  others,  but  that  he  did  not 
recollect  the  names  of  all  of  them  positively  ;  that  a  list  of  voters  was 
made  out  on  the  same  kind  of  paper;  that  the  paper  was  folded  up  and 
cut  along  the  sictes,  and  pinned  at  the  top  ;  that  each  whole  sheet  made 
four  pieces,  and  that  the  ]iapor  was  cut  lengthwise  ;  that  he  afterwards 
saw  these  returns  at  Mitchell  &  Poor's  store,  in  Monoville;  that  they 
were  afterwai-ds  given  to  Pete  Able  to  take  to  Aurora ;  that  he  has  never 
seen  tliom  since ;  that  he  would  be  able  to  toll  them  if  he  were  to  see 
them  again  ;  and  that  being  asked  M-hether  those  returns  were  ever  car- 
ried to  Aurora,  that  ho  has  not  seen  them  since. 

Upon  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  this  witness  was  again  before 
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the  C'ommittee — called  to  examine  the  envelope  sworn  to  by  Wilson,  as 
beini^  the  one  which  enclosed  the  Big  Spring  Precinct  election  returns 
at  the  time  the\'  were  filed  in  his  oftiec. 

It  iip])oared.  from  the  examination  of  tiiis  witness,  that  he  had  never 
known  tlie  contestant  until  he  came  before  the  Committee  ;  that  the  said 
envelope  had  not  been  shown  him  since  it  was  brought  to  this  city.  On 
examining  the  envelope,  the  witness  stated  that  he  had  seen  the  paper 
before  ;  that  he  recognized  the  handwriting;  that  it  was  the  same  paper 
in  which  was  enclosed  the  election  returns  which  he  saw  made  out  at 
the  house  near  Mono  Lake  ;  that  it  was  at  that  time  jiut  around  the  re- 
turns and  sealed  up  ;  and  that  the  address,  "  R.  M.  Wilson.  County  Clerk, 
Aurora.  Cal., — Election  Ileturns,"  was  then  written  upon  it;  and  that  lie 
recognized  the  same  as  the  handwriting  of  S.  Worthington.  This  wit- 
ness also  stated  that  said  envelope,  (which  ap])ears  to  be  a  sheet  of  wri- 
ting paper,)  was  stuck  together  witli  paste  made  of  flour  and  water. 

On  the  ])art  of  the  respondent  there  were  sworn  and  examined  a  num- 
ber of  witnesses,  and  we  submit  the  following  as  an  abstract  of  their  tes- 
timony : 

R.  M.  AYilson,  recalled. — Stated  that  he  was  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  time  the  returns  of  the  election  of  Sep- 
tember fourth,  eighteen  hundi-ed  and  sixty-one.  from  the  several  pre- 
cincts of  .Mono  County,  were  o])ened  and  examined  ;  that  Mr.  Green  and 
Mr.  Worland  were  the  otily  members  present;  that  tiie  returns  were 
openeil  and  examined  ;  that  the  Su])ervisors  directed  him  to  make  out 
a  tabtdar  statement;  that  they  then  adjourned  until  the  next  day  ;  that 
in  the  meantime  he  made  out  the  statement,  and  at  their  meeting  the 
next  day,  pi'esented  the  same  to  the  Board,  and  they  declared  the  officers 
elected,  and  directed  him  to  issue  certificates;  that  the  ])roceedings  of 
the  Board  were  generally  approved  in  the  morning  of  tiie  succeeding 
day  ;  that  in  this  instance  the  proceedings  wei'e  all  written  up  and  ap- 
proved the  day  they  adjourned. 

This  witness  further  stated  that  he  had  examined  the  list  of  voters  at 
Monoville,  filed  in  his  office,  of  the  last  election,  and  that  he  found  the 
name  of  no  such  person  as  Bichardson  upon  said  list ;  nor  did  he  find 
the  name  of  Dan.  Johnson  ;  neither  could  he  tell  whether  there  was  a 
Thomas  Kennedy  on  said  list  or  not;  that  the  returns  from  the  Big 
Spring  Precinct  were  called  and  canvassed  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
Other  returns  from  the  different  precincts  of  the  county,  and  were  made 
a  matter  of  record  in  the  same  manner.  Thinks  the  tally  list  was  made 
on  a  sheet  of  blue  letlei"  paper. 

Upon  the  cross  examination  of  this  witness,  he  stated  that  when  the 
returns  from  JJig  Spring  Precinct  were  opened,  Mr.  (Jreen  at  first  made 
objection  to  them,  oi-  tlieir  being  counted  in ;  that  he  at  first  raised  some 
objection  to  their  being  counted,  but  afterwards,  as  the  witness  under- 
fltootl,  he  agreed  to  it ;  that  he  did  not  know  that  (ireen.  at  anytime 
after  be  bati  raised  objection  to  their  being  counted,  directly  gave  his 
consent  to  their  being  counted  ;  that  he  understood  the  Board  to  consent 
to  their  being  counted,  or  he  would  not  have  made  out  the  statement  in 
the  manner  he  did. 

This  witness  examined  the  Monoville  poll  list  of  September  fourth, 
eighteen  bundi-ed  and  sixty-one,  and  it  appeared  tiiereby  that  the  name 
placed  opposite  Number  one  hundred  and  eleven,  was  CO.  Uichards ; 
that  op))osite  one  hundred  and  twelve,  T.  V.  Johnson  ;  that  opposite  one 
hundred  and  thirteen,  J.  M.  Stith.  and  that  opposite  two  hundred  and 
fifty,  J.  Bostwick.    We  find,  from  a  further  examination  of  this  poll  list, 
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that  oppoHifcc  fo  Number  one  luuidrcd  iiiid  nineteen  is  written  tlie  name 
of  T.  M.  Kciuudy,  and  opposite  to  Niimijcr  one  liundrcd  and  twenty- 
eiglit,  tiie  name  of  S.  C.  Franklin. 

Wilson  further  testified,  that  the  eertified  copy  of  the  election  returns 
are  in  the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Cavis;  that  u])on  certityin>f  to  it,  he  com- 
pared it  with  the  oi-i/^-inal  on  file;  and  tiuit  they  counted  the  number  of 
tallies,  of  five  each,  upon  each  lino,  set  op])osite  to  each  name,  and  they 
80  cotn))ared  all  the  lines  of  tally  marks  upon  the  pa])er. 

From  the  testimony  of  Willai-d  Whip|)le,  it  a])pcared  that  he  had  been 
a  resident  of  Mono  CJounty  since  Kc])tcinl)er,  eiii;htcen  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine,  the  winter  seasons  excepted;  that  he  had  i-esided  the  most  ])art  of 
the  time  a  short  distance  from  Monoville;  that  durin;'  the  mont  li  of  Jidy 
last,  there  was  quite  an  excitement  about  discoveries  made  at  Walker's 
liiver;  that  he  went  out,  in  that  excitement;  that  he  left  about  the  com- 
mencement of  it;  went  to  Walker's  Lake,  (.'arson  Lake,  and  Walker's 
River;  returned  to  Monoville  on  the  last  day  of  July,  haviuij;  been  absent 
from  home  between  two  and  three  weeks;  that  near  Walker's  Ivake,  he 
found  a  Iarij;e  numl)erof  7uen  prospectini^  about  ;  estimated  their  number 
at  seven  or  eight  huntlred;  that  none  of  them  had  made  any  discoveries; 
that  he  did  not  know  where  these  men  were  on  election  (la\' ;  that  Walk- 
er's Ijakc  was  some  fifty  miles  from  Aurora;  that  there  was  also  an 
excitement  about  the  White  Mountains  ;  had  been  a  string  of  excitements 
existing;  some  when  he  left  the  county;  did  not  know  of  many  going 
there;  that  the  i)0])ulation  of  .Monoville  was  lai-ger  in  June  than  it  was 
in  September;  that  from  an  examination  of  the  poll  list  of  l^ig  Springs 
Precinct,  he  could  only  discover  the  names  of  some  half  a  dozen  persons 
whom  he  had  heaivl  of  in  ^lono  County.  • 

From  the  testimony  of  Solomon  Carter,  it  apjieared  that  he  had  resided 
in  (,'alilbrnia  since  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  had  resided 
most  of  the  time  in  Monoville  since  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  fift_y- 
nine;  that  he  had  been  engaged  in  packing  ancl  trading;  that  some  time 
last  summer  (could  not  tell  the  month)  there  was  a  great  excitement 
about  Walkers  iJiver  and  in  White  Mountains;  should  thiid<  nearly  one 
half  the  ])opulation  of  Monoville  lett  at  that  time;  sold  goods  to  go  to 
the  While  Mountains,  as  he  was  told  by  the  parties  purchasing;  saw 
parties  at  Monoville  soon  after  the  election,  who  represented  that  they 
were  from  the  White  ]\rountains;  understood  that  it  was  Colonel  Cralle's 
party;  sold  them  some  acid,  and  sold  them  some  goods;  knew  a  man 
at  Monoville  by  the  name  of  Charles  E.  Preltle ;  he  was  never  em|)loyed 
on  wages  in  witness'  store;  was  about  the  store  a  great  deal,  most 
every  day  ;  sometimes  assisted. 

The  excitement  at  the  White  Mountains  was  mostly  after  the  Walker's 
River  excitement,  and  before  the  September  election  ;  never  knew  but 
very  few  persons,  wi'h  whom  he  was  acquainted  at  Monoville,  who  left 
at  the  time  of  the  Walker's  River  or  White  Mountain  excitement,  to 
return  to  Monoville  again  ;  don't  know  what  became  of  them. 

From  the  testimony  of  L.  O.  Stearns,  it  appears  that  he  is  an  Attor- 
ney at  law,  residing  in  Aurora,  Mono  County;  went  there  about  the 
middle  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one;  knows  of  a  great  ex- 
citement about  gold  discoveries,  rejiorted  as  having  been  made  at  Walk- 
er's Lake  ;  first  heard  of  it  about  the  middle  of  July;  there  was  also  an 
excitement  about  the  White  Mountains  ;  had  been  existing  for  a  long 
time;  commenced  before  the  first  of  Juno;  was  in  existence  when  I  left 
to  come  over  here;  saw  specimens  from  Mr.  Graves,  said  to  have  come 
from  the  White  Mountains,  and  thought  them  very  good;  estimates  the 
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difFercnce  in  population  of  Aurora  and  vicinit}-.  as  being  two  hundred 
less  in  .September,  than  in  June;  and  tliat  the  ])opulation  of  Monoville 
was  one  iumdred  and  fifty  less  in  Se])tenibei',  llian  in  June;  was  in  Visa- 
lia  in  June;  parties  were  talking  about  leaving  that  place  for  Mono 
County;  don't  know  when  tiiey  went,  those  tiiat  did  leave;  saw  the  Big 
Spring  election  returns  in  the  County  (Merk's  ofSce  at  Aurora,  one,  two, 
three,  oi"  four  days  after  tiie  notice  of  contest  was  tiled,  between  Cavis 
and  Quint:  his  attention  was  not  drawn  ])articidarly  to  the  kind  of  paper 
they  were  written  upon,  i)ut  thinks  it  was  the  commonest  kind  of  blue 
letter  ])a])er ;  never  was  enij)loyed  by  Judge  Quint  as  Attorney,  to  a])pear 
for  him  in  the  taking  of  testimony  in  tliis  case  before  the  (Commissioners 
at  Aurora;  did  a])])ear  as  an  Elector,  and  filed  his  affidavit  against  the 
taking  of  an}-  testimony;  argued  the  case  against  Mr.  (Cavis;  know  11.  E. 
Phelps;  he  is  District  Attorney  of  Mono  County;  think  he  did  not 
appear  with  me  before  the  Commissioners  in  the  case  against  Judge 
Quint. 

It  also  appears,  from  the  testimonj'  of  L.  A.  Brown,  Byrne  E.  Cox,  S. 
C.  Franklin,  Albert  Magar}-,  Henry  Beckett,  and  B.  K.  Davis,  witnesses 
examined  on  the  part  of  resjjondent.  that  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August  thei'e  was  a  great  excitement  relative  to  gold  discoveries  having 
been  made  in  the  vicinity  of  Walker's  Lake;  that  some  supposed  it  to 
be  at  the  White  Mountains  ;  that  man_v  parties  lelt  at  that  time,  estimated 
to  be  three  or  four  hundred  men  from  Aurora,  and  two  hundred  men  from 
Monoville,  and  other  ]iarties  from  other  localities;  that  shortly  after  the 
excitement  commenced,  some  of  the  i)arties  that  left  began  to  return,  but 
that  many  were  not  known  by  the  witnesses  to  have  returned;  some  sup- 
posed to  have  gone  tO  the  White  Mountains;  did  not  know  where  the 
most  of  them  were  on  election  day.  Each  of  these  witnesses  recognized 
upon  the  ])oll  list  some  names  of  j)arties  tbej'had  known  in  Mono  County. 

It  further  ap))eai's.  from  the  testimony  of  L.  A.  Brown,  that  he  went  to 
Walker's  Lake  at  the  time  of  the  excitement;  saw  a  great  man)'  parties 
as  he  was  travelling ;  thinks  that  one  time  and  one  jilace  while  he  was 
there,  there  might  have  been  jiolled,  had  there  been  an  election,  from  two 
hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  votes;  saw  at  one  time  a  dozen  dif- 
ferent ])ai'ties  of  men  travelling  on  a  plain  some  twenty  miles  southerly 
from  Walker's  Lake — some  going  to  one  locality,  some  to  another;  did 
not  a])|)ear  to  know  where  to  go. 

This  witness  further  stated  that  he  did  not  succeed  in  finding  any  mines, 
nor  did  he  know  of  any  being  found  by  other  parties;  heard  that  some 
were  found  at  White  Mountains  about  that  time;  parties  prospecting  in 
the  way  they  did,  do  not  make  any  ])ermanent  improvement;  merely  left 
behind  them  indications  of  having  been  tiiere;  that  he  was  gone  from 
Aurora  on  this  trip  from  eight  to  fifteen  days;  that  it  is  not  an  unusual 
occurrence  in  mining  communities  for  an  excitement  to  spring  up,  like 
that  in  Mono  County;  that  some  time  from  the  first  to  the  twentieth  of 
October,  he  saw  the  election  returns  of  Big  .Sj)i-ings  Precinct  in  the  Coun- 
ty Clerk's  office  at  Aurora;  thinks,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  they 
were  written  on  letter  paper,  short  letter  ])aper;  thinks  the  vote  of  Au- 
rora, from  June  to  September,  fell  off  two  hundred  votes. 

From  the  testimony  of  S.  ('.  Franklin,  it  ajipeared  that  he  assisted  in 
fitting  out  a  i)arty  of  nine  ])ersons  to  |)ros])e(  t  in  the  White  Mountains. 
This  party  went  both  to  the  White  Mountains  and  Walker's  River.  Has 
known  two  excitements  about  White  Mountains,  one  in  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixt}' ;  had  a  claim  that  be  paid  assessments  on  in  December,  eighteen 
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hundred  and  sixty  ;  has  paid  none  siiiee.  Was  in  Aurora  on  election  day. 
States  that  lie  never  introduced  Bostwick  to  Quint. 

From  the  testimony  of  B.  K.  J)avis,  it  a])])ears  tliat  ho  had  a  conversa- 
tion witli  Bostwick,  in  tliis  city,  (hiriiii;-  tiie  adjournment  of  tiie  Legisla- 
ture in  Januai-y  ;  slates  that  Jiostwick,  at  that  time,  told  liim  tiuit  he 
knew  nothing  about  the  case  ;  it  was  in  answer  to  his  asking  iiim  what 
he  knew  about  it.  Knew  S.  C.  Franklin,  who  lived  in  Monoviile  ;  saw 
him  tliero  on  election  day;  does  not  know  where  parties  went  to,  except 
from  hearsay,  who  left  on  that  cxcitc^mcnt ;  the  people  of  the  county 
were  cliai'ging  about,  going  and  coming  nearly  all  of  the  time  ;  the  greater 
part  of  the  ])eo))le  who  left  Mono  left  at  the  time  the  excitement  first 
broke  out;  at  that  time  sold  goods  to  a  l)arty  of  about  forty;  this  was 
about  the  twentieth  of  July  last. 

It  also  appears,  from  the  evidencte  of  Henry  liequett.  that  he  had  a 
conversation  with  J.  Bostwick,  in  this  city,  about  the  time  the  Jjcgisla- 
ture  adjoiiriu'd  ;  says  that  Bostwick  lold  him  he  knew  nothing  about  the 
matter  at  all,  referring  to  the  White  Mcuuitain  election  ;  also,  had  a  con- 
versation with  him  the  day  after  he  testified  before  the  As.sendily  Com- 
mittee;  he  ap]ieared  very  angi-y  at  Quint  and  Davis;  used  abusive  lan- 
guage about  them;  wanted  to  Avhip  them;  said  he  couhl  not  get  any 
money  from  them  ;  said  he  would  knock  Davis's  arrangements  in  the 
head;  that  he  was  going  before  the  ('ommittee  the  next  day.  Witness 
also  gives  other  convei-sations  of  a  like  ciiaracter.  This  witness  assisted 
to  fit  out  a  i)arty  at  the  time  Walker's  Lake  excitement  broke  out;  all 
parties  went  within  two  or  three  days;  White  Mountain  excitement  at 
the  same  time;  was  present  at  the  time  votes  of  Moiu)  County  were 
counted  by  Supervisors;  the  votes  of  Big  S]UMngs  Precinct  were  counted 
the  same  as  the  others;  the  j)a))er  on  which  the  returns  were  made  out, 
he  thiidfs,  was  blue  letter  paper;  saw  nothing  about  the  I'eturns  to  excite 
a  8U8j)icion  tluit  they  were  not  Iwna  fide  returns;  when  the  returns  were 
opened,  (rreen  made  some  objection  to  them,  but  he  afterwards  gave  \\&y ; 
Green  and  Worland  were  ])resent  all  tlie  time;  I  was  there  when  Green 
objected  to  votes;  remember  Worland  told  him  that  they,  the  Board, 
had  no  alternative  under  the  circumstances  but  to  count  the  votes;  that 
thej'  were  obliged  to  do  so.  Witness  also  gives  other  conversation  of 
like  import,  occurring  at  the  time. 

A.  Magary,  a  witness  of  respondent,  is  introduced,  to  show  that  Bost- 
wick 8tate(l  to  bini  on  vSunday,  February  twenty-third,  that  he  was  to 
liave  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  tiie  testimony  which  be  had  given 
in  this  case.  Stated  that  he  and  Jiostwick  passed  the  afternoon  at  a 
saloon,  drank  five  or  six  glasses  each  of  lager  beer,  and  that  he  told 
Bostwick  he  knew  it  was  so.  that  he  was  to  have  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  testifying  ;  that  Bostwick  laughed  and  replied.  Yes,  that  was 
the  understaiuling." 

The  testimony  of  all  of  respondent's  witnesses  relative  to  the  excite- 
ment at  Walker's  Ijake  and  White  Mountains,  is  similar  to  that  already 
referred  to.  and  need  not  be  given  in  detail.  The  fiict  that  such  an 
excitement  did  exist,  that  large  numbers  left  the  dilferent  camps  ot 
Mono  County,  and  ranged  about  in  all  directions,  is  not  denied  ;  nor  is  it 
denied  that  Monoviile  and  Aurora  are  the  ow\y  camps  in  the  county 
where  provisions  and  miners'  supplies  can  be  obtained. 

The  foregoing  your  Committee  believe  to  be  a  fair  synopsis  of  the 
essential  portions  of  the  testimony  given  by  the  several  witnes.ses  exam- 
ined before  them,  and  which  have  a  bearing  upon  the  main  question  iu 
issue. 
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From  an  examination  of  tlie  certificfl  copies  of  the  petition  and  elec- 
tion returns,  there  arise,  in  tlie  opinion  of  your  Committee,  many  very 
strong  if  not  conclusive  presumptions  against  their  being  genuine  returns 
of  any  election  whatever. 

Taking  the  statement  of  the  total  amount  of  the  returns  of  Mono 
County,  made  out  by  the  Clerk  and  now  on  file  with  the  Committee,  if 
we  should  exclude  the  vote  of  Big  Springs  I'recinct,  it  will  appear  that 
from  all  the  other  precincts  in  said  county,  all  the  candidates  for  State 
officers  received  votes,  and  indeed,  taking  the  whole  county  together, 
running  nearly  etpial. 

But,  if  these  Big  Springs  returns  are  to  be  believed,  out  of  five  hundred 
and  twenty-one  votes,  this  very  remarkable  and  entirely  incredible  state 
of  the  canvass  appears,  viz  : 

Firat. — There  are  only  five  hundred  and  ten  votes  canvassed  as  having 
any  name  whatever  on  them,  from  xv  hich  it  follows  that  eleven  })crsoiis 
actually  must  have  voted  blanks. 

SidJiiiI. — That  out  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-one  votes,  Stanford  did 
not  receive  a  single  vote — being  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  cast  for 
McConnell,  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  for  Conness,  and"  one  hundred 
and  forty  blanks,  or  not  voting. 

Third. — That  for  three  persons  who  were  candidates  for  (Herk  of  the 
Su])rcnie  Court,  only  one,  Evans,  received  any  votes  wliatevcr — the 
number  cast  for  him  being  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight — showing 
that  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  voted  blanks,  or  persons  not  voting 
for  this  office. 

Fourth. — That  foi-  Attorney-General,  out  of  the  three  candidates,  only 
one,  Bowie,  received  any  votes,  and  he  only  one  hundred  and  si.\ty-five, 
showing  that  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  must  have  voted  blanks,  or  not 
at  all,  for  this  office. 

Fif.h. — That  no  vote  whatever  is  sliowti  to  have  been  cast  for  any  per- 
son for  an}'  other  office  except  those  named,  (i.  e..  (lOvernor,  Clerli  of 
Supreme  Court,  and  Attorney-treneral,)  on  the  State  tic  ket,  and  it  tiiere- 
fore  follows  that  at  tlie  exciting  election  of  last  September,  five  hundred 
and  twenty -one  ])ersons,  at  one  precinct,  abstained  altogether  from 
voting  for  Lieutenant-Governor,  ilenibers  of  Congress,  Controller, 
Treasurer,  or  Surveyor-General,  Judge  of  Supreme  Court,  or  State 
Printer, 

Sij:tli. — If  we  come  to  the  county  or  Senatorial  candidates,  we  shall 
find  the  same  absurdities  ever^-where  staring  us  in  the  face;  for  in- 
stance, while  Mr,  Conness  has  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  votes.  Quint, 
who  runs  on  the  same  ticket  with  Conness,  has  four  hundred  and  six 
votes,  or  considerable  more  than  two  to  one ;  and  Amyx,  who  runs  on 
the  McConnell  ticket,  runs  almost  as  much  behind  his  as  (^uint  does 
ahead. 

S<:v'')ith. — That  at  a  poll,  where  five  hnn<iro<l  and  twenty-one  votes 
were  cast,  not  a  single  person  on  the  Eepublican  ticket,  either  for  a 
State  or  county  office,  received  a  solitary  vote, 

Elf/hth. — The  whole  tally  list  is  made  out  on  a  single  sheet  of  paper, 
(either  foolscap  or  letter,)  and  it  shows  upon  its  face  tliat  no  other  names, 
with  a  tally,  could  have  been  entered.  Tlie  usual  and  legal  way  of  count- 
ing votes  is  to  take  them  from  tlie  ballot  box,  one  at  a  time,  and  read 
the  names  and  oHicer  voted  lor,  from  which  the  Tally  Clerk.-*  make  up 
their  list.  The  (ylerk  at  this  poll  ra.ist  have  known,  in  advance,  that  no 
others  than  tiiose  whose  names  appear,  would  have  received  any  votes, 
because  no  spaces  are  left  for  any  others. 


Ninth. — This  return  is  signed  by  two  persons,  as  Inspectors,  wlien.  by 
law,  there  can  be  but  one.  This,  pcrlia))s,  would  not  invalidate  genuine 
returns,  but  is  mentioned  as  showing  tiiat  wlioevei-  made  the  returns  did 
not  know  wliat  the  law  was  on  this  subject. 

The  foregoing  absurdities  appear  from  the  face  of  the  returns,  and  in- 
dcj)endont  of  any  extrinsic  evidence,  are,  in  our  opinion,  sufficient  to 
brand  them  as  false. 

It  cannot  be  that  a  large  precinct,  polling  five  hundred  and  twenty-one 
votes,  and  where  a  considerable  number  must  have  been  well  informed, 
that  among  the  whole  number  there  was  not  even  one  i?ei)ul)lican.  or, 
what  was  very  common,  one  Democrat  voting  the  Republican  ticket; 
that  all  of  this  lai'ge  number  of  persons  abstained,  simultaneously,  from 
voting  for  eight  out  of  the  eleven  officers  on  the  State  ticket,  and'that  of 
three  officers,  vvhicli  appear  to  have  been  voted  for,  ail  of  tiiem  run  far 
behind  the  county  ticket. 

These  are  absurdities  so  glaring  that  they  cannot  he  overcome  by  any 
amount  of  credulity ;  and  no  one  can  honestly  believe  that  any*  such 
election  ever  did  take  jilace. 

If  we  turn  to  the  mass  of  the  testimony  taken,  we  tind,  on  this  ques- 
tion of  the  returns,  that  these  absurdities  were  so  ai)i)arent  that  one  of 
the  Supervisors  of  Mono  County  testifies  tliat  he  objected  to  receiving  or 
counting  them  in,  and  never  did  consent  to  it.  ^ 

The  mysterious  manner  in  which  they  disappeared,  after  3-our  Com- 
mittee had  taken  so  much  pains  to  have  »hem  produced,  is  still  further 
evidence  to  our  minds  that,  if  produced,  the  very  mechanism,  or  jjen- 
manshi]),  would  condemn  them. 

Independent  of  anything,  however,  u])on  the  face  of  the  returns,  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that,  in  point  of  fact,  no  such  election'was 
ever  held  at  Hig  Springs. 

All  the  evidence  given  by  the  respondent,  lending  to  show  that  there 
was  a  great  mining  excitement,  in  July,  and  that  nuinhers  of  people  went 
from  Aurora  and  iMonoville,  towards' Walker's  IJiver,  and  some  others 
towards  the  White  ^Mountains,  actually  ])roves  nothing;  because  all  that 
might  have  been,  and  ^still  no  such  election  have  been  held. 

It  is  sought  to  i)rove,  by  circumstantial  evidence  alone,  that  an  election 
was  held  at  the  Big  Springs.  But  the  ride  of  law  is  well  settled,  that 
where  circumstances  alone  are  relied  upon  to  prove  a  given  fact,  that  such 
circumstances  must  be  consistent  only  with  the  theory  assumed,  or  the 
fact  sought  to  be  proved. 

Now,  all  these  jiersons  miglit  have  journej-ed.  in  July  or  August,  to 
Walker's  Hiver,  Mono  I^ake,  or  the  White  ]\lountains,  and  still  not  one  of 
them  have  been  present  at  any  such  election. 

But,  aside  from  all  this,  if  any  such  election  was  held,  if  five  hundred 
and  tM-enty-one  persons  did  actually  vote  at  Big  Springs  in  September  last, 
whj-  cannot  some  one  out  of  that  large  number  of  persons  be  found  now, 
who  will  come  forward  and  testify  to  that  fact'? 

If  these  returns  bo  true,  there  were  almost  as  many  votes  polled  at  the 
Big  Springs  as  at  both  the  polls  in  the  City  of  Sonora ;  and  your  Com- 
miltee  cannot  conceive,  that  at  such  an  election,  declared  and"denoiinced 
as  a  fraud  through  the  public  prints  ever  since  September,  known  to  be 
the  turning  point  in  this  contest,  not  one  single  person  can  now  be 
found  who  was  there  and  voted. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  have  to  say,  that  they  arc  decidedly  of 
opinion  that  no  such  election  was  ever  held;  that  it  is  a  monstrous,  bold, 
and  palpable  fi-aud,  having  no  ])arallel  in  the  history  of  our  State,  throw- 
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ing  entirely  in  the  shade  the  most  distinguished  achievements  of  Ned 
McGowan  in  bis  palmiest  daj-s,  and  only  equalled  by  the  Kansas  border 
ruffian  outrages,  and  that  these  returns  should  have  been  rejected. 

The  evidence  shows,  that,  rejecting  these  i-eturns,  Leander  Quint,  the 
sitting  member,  received  in  all,  in  Tuolumne  and  Mono  Counties,  eight- 
een hundred  and  two  votes,  whilst  J.  M.  Cavis  received  two  thousand  and 
thirtj'-six  votes;  thus  showing  a  majority  over  Quint  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty-four  votes;  and  your  (,'onimittee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  said 
J.  jM.  Cavis  is  cleai'ly  and  justly  entitled  to  the  seat  in  this  Senate  now 
occupied  by  Leander  Quint.  Your  Committee  therefoi-e  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolution: 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  this  Senate,  that  at  the  annual  election,  held 
on  the  fourth  day  of  September  last,  Leander  Quint  and  Joseph  M.  Cavis 
were  candidates  for  the  office  of  State  Senator  in  the  Twelfth  Senatorial 
District,  embracing  the  Counties  of  Mono  and  Tuolumne  ;  and  that  at 
such  election,  according  to  the  returns  received  at  the  Clerks'  offices  of 
said  counties,  said  Leander  Quint  received  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  eight  votes,  and  said  Joseph  M.  Cavis  received  two  thousand  and 
thirty-six  votes,  and  thereupon  said  Quint  received  the  certificate  of  elec- 
tion, and  is,  in  pursuance  thereof  now  sitting  as  a  member  of  this 
Senate ;  and 

WiiKREAs,  Said  Joseph  M.  (^avis  has  appeared  and  contested  the 
election  of  said  Quint,  and  from  the  evidence  taken  before  a  committee 
of  tliis  Senate,  it  appears  that  four  hundred  and  six  votes,  returned  as 
having  been  cast  for  said  Quint  at  a  place  called  Big  Springs,  in  the 
White  Mountains,  in  Mono  County,  Avere  fraudulently  returned,  no  such 
election  having  ever  been  held,  and  said  returns  being  false  and  forged  j 
be  it  therefore 

Resolrrd,  That  the  said  Leander  Quint,  the  present  incumbent,  is  not 
entitled  to  the  seat  now  occupied  by  him  in  this  Senate,  and  that  the  said 
Joseph  M.  Cavis  is  entitled  to  said  seat,  as  the  legally  elected  Senator 
from  said  Twelfth  Senatorial  District.

Senate  bill  No.  ISO,  an  act  to  repeal  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  for  the  pro- 
tection of  actual  settlers,  approved  March  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six — was  read  third  time,  and  passed. 

Senate  bill  No.  20U,  an  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment 
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of  the  claims  of  James  Whitney  and  others,  for  tlio  transportation  of  the 
properly  and  appurtenances  of  tlie  Le<;fislature  to  San  Francisco,  and  fit- 
tin<^  up  a])artinciits  foi-  the  same — was  read  third  time,  and  passed.

Mr.  President  : — The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  your  Committee 
upon  Elections,  would  respectfully  dissent  from  the  majority  report,  and 
submit  the  following  as  the  conclusions  to  which  they  have  arrived  : 

We  find  that  the  contestant,  Mr.  Cavis,  and  Mr.  Quint,  were  both  can- 
didates for  a  seat  in  this  honorable  bod}' at  tlie  last  general  election; 
that  Mr.  Quint,  the  sitting  member,  received  at  said  election  two  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  eight  votes,  and  Mi-.  Cavis,  the  contestant,  two 
thousand  and  thirty-one  votes,  giving  Mr,  Quint  a  majority  of  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four  votes,  upon  which,  a  certificate  of  election  was 
duly  issued  to  him  (the  said  Quint)  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  Se])tera- 
bcr,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  si.\ty-one.  It  further  appears,  that  on 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  Sem])tember,  the  day  after  the  issuance  of  said 
certificate',  one  B.  S.  Mason,  in  conjunction  M'ith  T.  N.  Machin,  made  out 
and  caused  to  be  filed  a  notice  of  contest  of  said  election,  upon  which, 
the  ("lerk  of  Mono  County,  upon  the  same  day,  issued  a  conunission  to 
two  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  county,  to  take  testimony,  etc,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  October,  A.  D,  eighteen  bun- 
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dref]  and  Hixty-one.  It  fiirllicf  ii|)])t^urs,  that,  tlie  said  Macliiii  knew  tliat 
Mr.  (^uint  was  intcndiM<i;  to  visit  Mono  County  upon  jjrofessionai  l)usi- 
ness  about  the  first  of  (Jctobcr;  that  tiie  usual  time  oceui)ie(l  in  crossing 
from  Aurora,  tiio  county  seat  of  Mono  County,  to  Sonora,  the  residence 
of  Mr.  Quint,  is  from  two  and  a  iialf  to  four  days;  that  the  said  (^uint 
did  not  leave  the  City  of  Sonora,  Tuolumne  County,  until  the  seventh  or 
oif^iitii  of  October,  and  that  notice  of  a  (contest,  or  intention  to  contest 
his  election,  did  not  reach  said  city,  tlic  ])lace  of  his  residence,  until  sev- 
eral days  after  his  departure  for  Mono  (bounty;  that  no  attempt  and  no 
endeavor  was  ever  made  by  contestant,  or  by  those  who  acted  for  him, 
to  servo  the  notice,  or  give  the  said  (^uint  any  intimation  that  ids  elec- 
tion was  to  be  contested,  but  rather  a  studied  endeavor  to  avoid  the 
giving  of  such  notice,  and  the  time  and  j>lace  of  taking  testimony; 
that  at  the  time  set  for  taking  of  testimony,  the  said  Cavis  ai)i)earcil,  on 
behalf  of  himself,  in  conjunction  with  Mason,  who  had  filed  notice  of 
contest,  while  L.  O.  Stearns,  as  an  Elector  of  the  County  of  Mono,  ap- 
pearcfl  and  o])posed  the  taking  of  testimony,  alleging  that  no  service  had 
ever  been  made  upon  the  said  (^uint,  and  the  contestant  failing  to  sliow 
any  such  service,  the  (commissioners  refused  to  take  testimony.  an<l  dis- 
missed, or  refused  to  take,  further  proceedings  in  the  premises.  Wliere- 
U])on,  the  said  Cavis  went  before  one  of  said  .Justices,  who  sat  as  one  of 
said  (Jommissioners,  and  took  the  testimony  of  some  six  or  eight  wit- 
nesses, which,  together  with  certified  cojiies  of  pa])ers  in  the  County 
Clerk's  office  of  Mono  ('ounty,  and  the  ])rocee<lings  before  the  Commis- 
sioners, were,  by  said  (^avis,  or  through  his  direction,  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  and  filed  in  bis  office,  and  afterwards  these  same  ))apers. 
together  with  a  j)etition  of  the  said  Cavis,  were  all  i-efcrred  to  the 
Committee  on  Elections.  The  Committee  on  Elections  met  u])on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  January,  for  the  ]mrpose  of  examining  intc^the 
facts  upon  which  said  contest  was  based,  and  then  the  said  Cavis  only 
chose  to  use  a  portion  of  the  jiapers  filed  by  him  with  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  referred  to  your  Committee,  as  before  shown. 

An  examination  of  the  merits  of  the  case  before  your  Committee, 
establishes  the  fact,  that  the  whole  case,  as  between  the  sitting  member, 
Mr.  Quint,  and  the  contestant.  Mr.  Cavis.  is  narrowed  down  to  the  sim- 
ple fact  of  an  election  in  Septendier  last,  at  a  voting  precinct  in  Mono' 
County,  designated  ■  Big  Springs  Precinct,"  in  White  Mountain  District, 
and  the  correct  and  faithful  return  of  such  election  ;  and  upon  this  sim- 
ple issue  the  whole  case  is  to  detei-mine.  Mono  County,  heretofore 
only  known  as  an  unexplored  region,  northeast  of  the  County  of  Tu(d- 
umne,  was  first  brought  jn-ominently  to  public  notice  through  the  report 
of  extensive  mineral  deposits  tliscovered  near  the  White  Mountains,  in 
that  region,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  through  such 
reports,  large  numbers  of  citizens  of  Tuolumne,  and  adjacent  counties, 
proceeded  to  the  new  section.  So  extensive  were  the  numbers  who  went 
thither,  that  the  Legislature,  at  its  sitting  in  the  following  year,  was  in- 
duced to  form  this  jiortion  of  our  territory  into  the  County  of  Mono,  and 
througliout  the  entire  period  embraced,  from  the  first  announcement  of 
rich  deposits  of  precious  metals  up  to  the  close  of  the  late  mining  season, 
very  large  bodies  of  citizens  have  passed  into  the  new  county,  and  moved 
from  ])oint  to  point,  as  each  new  report  of  discoveries  has  claimed  pub- 
lic attention.  From  these  circumstances,  and  through  such  a  state  of 
facts,  the  White  Mountain  locality  had  its  origin,  and,  at  the  time  of  the 
late  election,  was  occupied  by  numerous  persons  thus  attracted  thither, 
an  occurrence  hy  no  means  unfrequent  in  our  State,  but,  on  the  cou- 
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trarv,  constantly  transpirin<r  in  almost  every  ininiii<^  county,  and  fbrm- 
ini;-  a  marked  and  leadin<;  tvature  in  the  peculiar  iialiits  of  our  pe()])le. 
The  evidence  establishes  that  the  Supervisors  of  Mono  County  were 
regulai-ly  petitioned  to  establisli  an  election  precinct  at  Hi<^  Sprintcs.  in 
the  White  ^^lountain  J)istrict,  and  (hat,  findini;  that  the  wants  of  the 
people  required  such  ])recinct.  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  was  duly 
complied  with,  and  all  le>;al  authority  to  ()})en  the  polls  at  that  ])lace, 
fully  authorized.  This  was  a  period  prior  to  the  present  contest,  and  it 
is  now  seen  that  neither  of  the  parties  to  the  present  issue,  or  any  of 
the  citizens  connected  M  ith  tlic  county,  have  ever  made  it  a  matter  of 
com])laint  or  of  remonstrance  that  the  ])eoj)le  at  that  place  were  suffi- 
ciently numerous  to  re(piii-e,  or  be  entitled  to,  a  votin<r  poll.  This  we 
consider  the  clear  startiim- point ;  from  this  ))oint,  the  further  examinar 
tion  of  the  case  must  proceed,  and  be  kept  to  the  limits  of  the  election 
there.  ' 

The  returns  were  made,  as  the  evidence  shows,  in  due  form  ;  were  ex- 
amined by  the  Supervisors  of  the  county,  sittinir  as  a  Board  of  Can- 
vassers;  were  by  them  passed  as  correct ;  and  ujxjn  those  returns,  cer- 
titicates  of  election  were  directed  to  issue,  and  did,  in  fact,  issue;  and 
under  this  title  the  sittin<>;  member,  (^uint.  is  now  recognized  in  this 
honorable  bod}'. 

Contestant  claims,  in  the  face  of  these  facts,  that  there  was  no  election 
held  at  Big  Springs,  and  that  the  returns,  canvassed.  j)assed  upon,  and 
accepted,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Mono  County,  in  their  capacity 
as  a  Hoard  of  Canvassers,  were  in  fact  a  fraud.  In  sii]>poi-t  of  ti)esej)0- 
sitions.  contestant  examines  many  witnesses,  who  testify  that  tliey  nad 
been  at  the  White  Mountains,  but  none  of  them  for  some  time  preceding 
the  election,  and  only  two  of  them  afterwards,  to  wit  :  Mason  and  On-, 
whi^-h  was  more  than  a  month  after  the  election  was  held.  They  admit 
that  there  were  men  there,  but  that  they  saw  only  a  limited  number. 
It  is  also  shown  by  them,  as  well  as  all  the  other  witnesses,  that  the 
White  Mountains  end)race  a  large  extent  of  country,  in  length  from  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  and  some  twenty  or  thirty 
miles  in  width. 

These  men  do  not  pretend  to  have  ever  seen  all,  or  even  any  consniera- 
blc  portion,  of  the  territory  ])ro])erl3'  embraced  within  what  jnight  be 
called  the  White  ^fountain  l)isti-ict.  Noneof  them  pi-etend  to  have  trav- 
elled up  and  down  said  Wiiite  Mountains  more  than  about  thirty  miles; 
they  were  invariably  otl"  upon  one  side  or  the  other.  All  of  these  wit- 
nesses, together  witii  C'.  E.  Preble  and  W.  K.  Johnston,  testify  that  in 
the  month  of  July  and  the  fii-st  of  August  last,  there  was  an  intense  ex- 
citement in  Mono  County  relative  to  gold  and  silver  discoveries,  by  some 
8u])])osed  to  be  at  Walker's  Hiver  or  Walker's  Lake,  and  by  some  at  White 
Mountains. 

Mr.  Johnston,  a  witness,  called  and  sworn  on  behalf  of  contestant,  tes- 
tifies that  there  was  an  excitement  of  gold  and  silver  discoveries  during 
the  months  of  July  and  August  last,  between  Walker's  IJiver  and  the 
White  Mountains,  averring  that  '-some  saiil  White  Mountains,  and  some 
said  Walker's  JJiver."  lie  fui-fhei-  testified  that  two  or  three  hundred  ]jer- 
sons  left  Aurora  during  the  excitement,  and  were  going  and  coming  lill 
the  time. 

Mr.  Pi'cble  also  establishes  the  fact  that  there  was  an  excitement,  in 
which  a  great  many  persons  W(Mit  off,  saying  in  his  testimony  :  ■•  That  he 
knew  of  a  great  many  going  off  at  the  time  of  the  Walker's  Hiver  excite- 
ment ;  he  was  then  working  at  the  foot  of  Mono  gulch,' by  which  locality 
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the  road  ran  to  the  scone  of  the  excitement,  and  tluit  lie  saw  on  some 
days  as  liigli  as  one  hundred  persons  pass  .by  on  the  road,  and  on  other 
days  not  more  than  ten — in  fact,  tluvt  there  were  few  left  in  Mono ;  that 
he  knew  notliing  more  of  tliem  until  some  of  them  got  back;  they  com- 
menced to  return  in  six  or  seven  days,  and  that  the  most  of  tiie  parties 
known  to  him  came  back  in  that  time;  on  some  days  six  or  seven  would 
return,  an<l  on  other  days  a  dozen."  This  witness  also  stated  that  the 
voting  pojiMlation  of  Monoville,  in  the  month  of  June,  was  some  five  or 
six  Inindred.  and  tliat  at  the  September  election  there  was  not  near  eo 
many,  estimating  the  ditterence  at  from  a  third  to  a  half  less.  This  fact 
is  also  established  by  all  the  witnesses  on  both  sides,  which  bears  upon 
this  ])oint.  The  testimony  also  shows  that  the  immigration  was  con- 
stantly coming  into  Mono  County  during  the  summer  months,  and  up  to 
the  montli  of  September.  No  one  person  is  siiown  to  have  left  the  coun- 
ty, permanently,  from  June  till  September. 

The  entire  testimony  of  contestant,  taken  in  its  strongest  sen.ne  for  the 
8U])i)ort  of  iiis  position,  amounts  simply  to  the  establishment  of  t  lie  .single 
fact,  that  a  part  of  the  witnesses  called  by  him,  at  dirterent  ])eriods  pre- 
vious to  the  September  election,  were  in  the  general  section  of  country 
known  as  the  White  Mountain  District;  that  they  went  over  a  limited 
portion  of  that  District  in  their  travels,  and  did  not  see  the  locality  known 
as  Big  S))rings;  fui-ther,  that  another  ]K)rtion  of  these  witnesses  were  in 
the  same  general  direction  after  the  election,  and  did  not  see  where  the 
populatioii  had  been  who  were  carried  to  the  White  Mountain  District 
hythe  excitement  upon  new  gold  and  silver  discoveries,  which  is  admitted 
to  have  prevailed  previous  to  the  election. 

TIk'so  facts  nniy  very  reasonaiily  he  received  and  helieved,  for  the  ex- 
tent of  the  White  Mountain  District  would  readily  admit  of  the  presence 
of  a  far  greater  number  of  persons  than  those  called  by  contestant,  and 
that  they  should  have  embraced  a  much  larger  jiortion  of  the  teri-itory  in 
their  travels,  and  yet  not  pass  to  the  precise  s])ot  in  question,  and  thus 
can  testity  very  clearly  to  their  not  finding  the  ))lace,  es])ecially  when  it 
is  considered  that  none  of  these  individuals  were  in  actual  search  of  the 
]ilace  itself,  but  were  occupied  with  tiic  object  of  prospecting  for  their 
own  ])ersonal  benefit. 

One  of  these  witnesses  testifies  that  he  saw  Big  S])rings.  (h'  springs  of 
water  called  by  that  name,  but  does  not  declare  that  it  was  the  locality 
whei-e  the  Supervisors  of  Mono  County  had  established  an  election  pre- 
cinct. This  is  the  only  testimony  furnished  by  contestant  hearing  upon 
the  fact  of  seeing  Big  S))rings,  and  it  is  a  singular  and  somewhat  unac- 
countable circumstance,  that  the  close  companion  of  this  witness,  who 
remained  with  him  during  all  his  journeying  in  the  White  Mountain  Dis- 
trict, testifies  that  he  did  not  see  Big  Springs. 

There  is  no  testimony  whatever  ])roduced  by  contestant  tending  to  es- 
tablish the  assertion  that  the  election  returns  were  a  fraud,  and  in  the 
face  of  the  a]iproval  of  these  returns  by  the  Supervisors  of  Mono  County, 
the  bare  assertion  of  fraud  can  have  no  weight,  and  is  entitled  to  no 
consideration. 

On  the  other  hand,  should  the  testimony  taken  before  your  Committee, 
and  otiier  testimony  oftered  by  the  respondent,  be  duly  considered  by 
this  honorable  body,  it  must,  in  our  o])inion,  appear  atfirmatively  that 
there  was  an  election  held  at  Big  Springs  Precinct,  in  ]iursuance  of  the 
petition  granted  by  the  Boai'd  of  Sujiervisors  of  Mono  County,  and  that 
the  returns  of  said  election  were  genuine. 

In  proof  of  these  two  propositions,  which  comprise  the  whole  sum  and 
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substance  of  this  case,  we  beg  leave  to  present  an  abridged  statement  of 
the  evidence  of  witnesses  whose  testimony  is  not  of  a  mere  negative  na- 
ture, but  direct  and  positive  upon  these  two  branches  of  the  question 
submitted  for  investigation. 

Willard  Wliipple,  wlio  was  before  your  Committee,  says  that  he  has 
been  a  resident  of  Mono  County  since  September,  eigliteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine;  that  there  was  quite  an  excitement  in  July,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  about  the  mines  at  the  Sink  of  AValker's  Kiver ;  that  he 
himself  went  out  during  the  excitement,  and  prospected  in  the  vicinity 
between  two  and  three  weeks  ;  he  found  seven  or  eight  hundred  men  at 
Walker's  Lake;  this  excitement  proved  to  be  a  "  steamboat,"  a '•  hum- 
bug;" there  were  no  houses  or  tenements  erected  there  when  he  left; 
some  went  one  way  and  some  another;  and  after  this  there  was  an 
excitement  at  White  Mountains. 

L.  O.  Stearns  testifies  that  there  was  an  excitement  in  July  and  Au- 
gust, about  certain  mines  believed  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  Walker's  Jjake, 
and  that  some  four  hundred  went  off'  from  Aurora  during  that  time; 
that  some  time  after  this  there  was  a  continuous  excitement  about  mines 
at  the  White  Mountains;  and  that  the  vote  of  Aurora  in  June  was  much 
greater  than  in  September. 

S.  C.  Franklin  testifies  that  there  were  from  five  to  seven  hundred 
who  left  Mono  and  Aurora,  the  la.st  of  Juh-  and  the  first  of  August  last; 
and  that  they  were  attracted  to  the  Sink  ofAValker's  IJiver  and  the 
White  Mountains. 

H.  I).  Bequette  testifies  that  during  the  months  of  July  and  August 
there  were  several  excitements  in  the  county;  that  a  portion  of  the 
population  went  to  Walker's  Lake,  and  a  portion  to  the  range  of  moun- 
tains lying  east  of  Mono  Lake,  called  White  Mountains. 

L.  A.  Brown  also  testifies  that  the  excitement  was  supposed  by  some 
to  be  in  the  White  Mountains,  and  that  a  great  many  weut  there.  Some 
supposed  the  excitement  was  at  AValker's  Hiver. 

The  same  facts  are  proved  also  by  other  witnesses,  who  testify  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  is  set  forth  above. 

Byron  E.  Cox  testifies  that  he  recognizes  the  names  of  not  less  than 
twelve  or  fourteen  persons,  residents  of  Mono  County,  who  appear  from 
the  poll  list  to  have  voted  at  the  Big  Springs  Precinct,  to  wit:  Miles, 
Hunter,  Hughes.  C.  Iligley,  Walters,  Green,  Alexander,  Bowen,  Black- 
burn, Manson,  Whitney,  Peck,  Sam.  Smith  ;  these,  M'ith  others,  were  olf 
during  the  excitement,  and  at  the  time  of  the  election,  lie  also  testifies 
that  ho  knew  a  man  at  Mono,  named  Boiing,  who  was  then  on  his  way 
to  the  Sink  of  Walker's  River,  with  other  parties,  in  search  of  the  new 
diggings. 

These  facts,  which  are  testified  to  by  this  witness,  are  corroborated  by 
the  tcstimonj-  of  other  persons,  who  appear  both  for  the  contestant  and 
respondent  in  this  case,  all  of  which  tend  to  establish  the  fact  that  an 
election  was  held  at  the  said  Big  Springs  Precinct,  and  that  the  alleged 
number  of  votes  were  legally  cast. 

We  have  thus,  in  our  oj^inion,  given  a  fair  and  impartial  abridged 
statement  of  the  evidence.  It  is  too  plain  to  be  misunderstood,  and  too 
positive  to  be  gainsayed.  We  have  not  thought  it  our  duty  to  comment 
upon  the  testimony  of  the  only  witness  who  can  have  a  direct  effect  upon 
the  case  ;  we  refer  to  J.  A.  Bostwick.  It  is  not  our  province  to  comment 
with  severity  upon  the  crime  of  perjury,  more  direful  in  its  results,  and 
more  fatal  in  its  consequences,  than  homicide  itself  Akin  to  it,  in  enor- 
mity, and  equally  infamous  in  character,  is  the  second  charge  of  suborna- 
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tion  of  for.swearitifi;.  That  these  two  hi^h  ci-imcs  liavc  been  more  than 
perpetrated,  the  evidence  moat  conchisively  proves.  Nor  do  we  tliink  it 
our  province  to  coitiineiit  upon  the  startling'  I'act,  tliat  liuinaii  nature  has 
reached  tiiat  climacteric  point  of  ha(hiesH,  to  ])eriiiit  a  man  to  aclcnowh'dge 
that  he  attempted  an  outrage  upon  tlic  ballot  box,  and  then  unbliishingly 
come  bef'oi'o  the  T;egislative  power  and  brand  himself  with  the  heinous 
crime,  and  that  too  without  any  attempt  to  bring  the  self-convicted  felon 
to  condign  ])unishment. 

But  W(!  cannot  omit  the  fact,  that  by  a  close  scruliTiy  of  the  evidence, 
this  man,  Jiostwick,  has  singularly  ste))])cd  aside  from  the  truth.  He 
states,  emphatically,  that  the  illegal  i-eturns,  inferentially  acknowledged 
to  be  gotten  u])  in  ])art  by  himself,  were  written  upon  foui/.  or  foolscap 
paper.  This  fact  he  ])ositively  asserts,  and  that  they  M-ere  given  to  one 
Abel  to  deliver  to  the  (Jounty  Clerk  of  Mono  County.  Jle  further  states 
that  these  returns  were  envelojx'd,  and  scaled  with  ]iaste  made  by  a  mix- 
ture of  Jioiir  and  water.  An  examination  of  the  envelo|)c  shows  that  this 
cannot  be  true,  or  that  the  returns  he  assisted  in  fabricating  at  Mono 
Lake  were  never  filed  or  received  b}'  the  County  Clerk  of  ^lono  County. 
In  the  first  jilace,  by  a  number  of  unimpcached  and  unimjicachable  wit- 
nesses, it  is  shown  that  the  returns  on  file  were  not  written  on  long  or 
foohcap,  but  on  letter  or  short  paper.  The  returns  given  to  Abel  were  not 
filed,  for  one  15oling,  as  the  envelope  will  show,  with  the  affidavit 
attached,  that  the  genuine  papers  were  ])resented  by  him,  and  properly 
became  a  portion  of  the  archives  of  the  county.  Again,  upon  examina- 
tion, we  find  that  the  envelope  is  not,  as  sworn  to,  sealed  U])  with  floxvr 
paste,  but  is  really  fastened  ^K\t\\miieil<i<je.  These  ]ilain  and  pal|)ablc  con- 
tradictions will  not  fail  to  arrest  the  attention  of  the  candid  olisei-ver, 
and  lead  the  inquiring  mind  to  the  forcible  conclusion  thai  his  entire 
evidence  is  worthless,  and  that,  with  a  desire  for  gain  and  a  vicious  feel- 
ing tor  self-aggrandizement,  he  has  violated  all  rules  of  truth,  and 
trampled  u])<)n  ever,y  principle  of  honesty.  Nor  can  wc,  in  tracing  this 
man's  testimony  further,  assume  a  difierent  conclusion.  AVe  find  him  at 
a  certain  pcrioil,  in  Stockton,  poor  and  friendless,  with  no  means  in  his 
possession.  There  he  inquires  for  the  sitting  member,  but  without  avail, 
and  thinks  that  he  may  l)e  enabled  to  procure  money  from  him.  lie  de- 
clares here,  for  the  first  time,  what  he  knows  about  the  Big  Springs  elec- 
tion, while  at  Ran  Francisco  he  denies  knowing  anything  about  it.  His 
self-abnegation  at  this  point  is  truly  remarkable.  We  next  hear  of  him 
hunting  out  a  lawyer  in  Sacramento,  who  M'as  Counsel  in  a  similarly 
contested  election  case  in  the  Assembly.  Here,  too,  his  eft'orts  Avere  abor- 
tive, and  cannot  we,  by  a  parity  of  reasoning,  say.  from  all  these  facts, 
that  failing  in  his  efforts,  he  threw  himself  into  the  breach  of  the  con- 
testant, became  a  willing  and  fitting  instrument,  aiid  thus  disclosed  a 
seeming  outrage,  existing  alone  in  his  own  disturbed  and  excited  imagina- 
tion. These  contradictions  will  not  bear  genteel  examijiation.  Through- 
out his  devious  wanderings,  we  fiwd  him  a  panderer  to  infani}".  and  a 
fitting  instrument  to  fraud,  willing  to  barter  his  conscience  for  gold  and 
sacrifice  his  feelings  upon  the  altar  of  gain.  The  sitting  member  de- 
clined his  mercenary  overtures,  and  can  we  think  that  the  contestant 
lent  a  listening  ear,  and  made  him  his  tool,  and  a  paid  servant  ?  We  can- 
not believe  it.  The  solution  of  the  problem  is,  that,  inspired  by  a  spirit 
of  revenge,  deadly  and  subtle  as  it  is,  and  failing  to  get  money  from  the 
sitting  member,  he  concocted  his  untruthful  story,  without  the  contest- 
ant's agency f  cons  it  over,  and  by  a  sei'ies  of  frequent  repetitions,  even 
believes  it  to  be  true  himself. 
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The  Senate,  at  an  early  day,  appointed  a  Commissioner,  at  the  request 
of  tiie  contestant,  and  with  the  uri^ent  concurrence  of  the  sittin<r  mem- 
ber, to  proceed  to  Mono  County  to  subpoena  witnesses,  and  bring  with 
him  the  original  returns  of  Big  Springs  Precinct.  In  pursuance  of  this 
a])])ointnient,  T.  II.  Loiier  ])roccc(led  to  Aurora,  and  brought  l>ack  H.  M. 
Wilson,  S.  Carter,  L.  O.  Stearns,  and  E.  Green,  as  well  as  all  the  papers 
in  the  case.  We  find  that  these  witnesses  left  there  and  arrived  at  Sac- 
ramento on  Monday,  the  eighteenth  day  of  February.  Tiie  ])roof  is  evi- 
dent and  ])ositive  that  the  Count}'  Clerk  of  Mono  Count}'  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Jjoher,  after  the  steamer  left  Sacramento,  the  tally  list  of  the 
disputed  jirecinct.  Upon  Loher's  ari-ival  in  San  Francisco,  he  exhibited 
those  pa])ers  to  tiie  contestant  (Mr.  Cavis.)  After  this  period  no  trace 
uor  track  can  be  found  of  those  documents;  and  although  we  would  feel 
great  reluctance  in  charging  the  contestant  with  having  an  agency  in 
destroying  these  ])apers,  yet  wo  cannot  but  feel  that  the  messenger, 
Loher,  is  criminally  cul])able  in  violating  his  trust,  and  in  failing  to 
bring  them  before  the  (^immittee.  Was  this  caused  by  the  failure  of  the 
tally  papers  to  corresjjond  with  the  testimony  of  Bostwick  ?  or  may  we 
say  that  it  was  negligence?  Either  dilemma  will  ])resent  the  Senate 
messenger  in  a  most  unenviable  light.  A  wish  to  distort  facts,  or  an  over 
desire  to  substantiate  the  evidence  of  one  who  stands  self-accused  of 
committing  an  alleged  crime. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  have  seen  fit  to  denounce  the  election 
held  at  this  ])recinct,  in  terms  which  we  do  not  deem  neeessar}' to  repeat, 
and  which  we  think  are  entirely  uncalled  for.  and  unwarranted  by  the 
facts  of  the  case.  They  boldly  declare,  in  the  face  of  direct  testimoily, 
that  no  election  was  ever  held  there ! 

To  dispute  this  assum))tion,  and  to  vindicate  the  voters  of  Mono 
County  from  the  obhxpiy  thus  attempted  to  be  cast  upon  them,  Ave 
introduce  the  following  extracts  from  attidavits  of  citizens  of  this  county : 

George  McQuade,  a  merchant  at  Monoville,  tcstitifd  that  he  was  and  is 
well  acquainted  with  the  ditferent  localities  and  precincts  in  said  county; 
that  he  traded  aiul  sold  goo<ls  to  ])ersons  in  ditl'erent  localities  throughout 
the  county,  and  among  the  Jiig  S])i-ings  or  A\'hite  Mountain  i)recinct ;  that 
he  knew  of  other  companies  of  miners  at  that  place  being  supplied  by 
other  merchants  at  -Monoville;  that  from  his  knowledge  of  the  people 
there,  he  should  say  there  were  five  hinidred  legal  voters  at  that  point. 

Thomas  Leonore  testifies  that  during  the  summer  of  eighteen  hun- 
dretl  and  si.xty-one  he  was  Clerk  for  George  Mct^uade.  at  Monoville; 
that  while  so  engaged,  he  visitc<l  the  Big  Springs  Precinct.  That  during 
the  summer  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  there  was  considerable 
excitement  about  gold  and  silver  discoveries  ;  that  there  was  a  large 
population  gathered  about  that  precinct  and  vicinit}-,  and  that  he 
knows  of  his  own  knowledge  that  there  was  a  large  population  at  that 
point  on  or  about  the  first  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  at  least  from  five  to  seven  hundred,  who  were  citizens  of  said 
county,  and  legal  voters  at  said  precinct.  That  he  delivered  goods  to 
different  companies  who  were  at  work  at  said  precinct,  numbering  from 
five  to  twenty  men,  and  some  ten  or  fifteen  companies.  That  the  pre- 
cinct embraces  a  large  extent  of  territory,  being  some  eighty  miles  from 
any  other  precinct.  That  if  all  the  legal  voters  had  voted  at  the  last  gen- 
eral election,  it  would  have  exceeded  the  number  voted  and  canvassed. 

C.  E.  H.  Wheaton  testifies  that  be  is  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
City  of  Sonora ;  that  he  resided  in  Mono  County  from  aboirt  the  fifteenth 
of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  remained  there  till  just 
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previous  to  the  election,  and  returned  to  Mono  County  soon  after  the 
September  election  ;  that  lie  is  well  acquainted  with  the  people  of  the 
county;  that  while  in  Monoville  sold  goods  to  a  lai'ire  amount  for  that 
precinct,  and  that  ho  is  himself  interested  in  claims  there,  and  from  his 
knowledge  has  no  hesitancy  in  saying  tiiat  there  were  from  six  hundred 
to  one  thousand  voters  residing  witiiin  said  voting  ]irocinct. 

D.  T.  Donnelle  testiiies  tliat  he  resided  at  Monoville  during  the  sum- 
mers of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  and  eighteen  hundred  an(l  sixty-one. 
Tnat  he  was  ac([uaintcd  with  the  locality  of  the  Big  Springs,  and  knows 
that  there  was  a  givat  excitement  there  ahout  the  time  of  the  election 
in  8e])tember,  in  consequence  of  new  mineral  discoveries  in  that  locality; 
that  a  great  many  left  Monoville  for  that  placC;  that  from  his  informar 
tion  there  must  have  been  seven  hundred  or  eight  hundred  men  and 
legal  voters  of  that  ])recinct. 

John  McGenty  testifies  that  he  has  resided  in  Mono  County  since 
eighteen  hundred  aiul  sixty;  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  the  greater 
portion  of  said  county,  and  ])articularly  the  Big  Springs  Precinct  and 
locality;  that  it  is  a  (juartz  and  jilacer  mining  locality,  and  during  last 
summer,  and  np  to  al)out  election  time,  there  was  considerable  of  an 
excitement  in  that  vicinity;  that  there  were  a  lai'ge  number  went  from 
the  vicinity  where  he  resided,  ami  that,  from  his  own  knowledge,  about 
the  time  of  said  general  election,  there  were  a  large  number  of  j)eople  in 
that  pi'ecinct,  not  less,  as  affiant  believes,  than  tivi'  hundred,  wlio  were 
citizens  of  said  county,  and  legal  voters  at  said  jirecinct. 

Kobert  French  testifies  that  in  the  fore  part  of  tlie  summer  he  passed 
tlfi'ough  what  is  called  the  Big  Springs  Precinct,  in  Mono  County;  that 
he  knows  of  parties  who  went  there  before  election,  from  .Monoville,  and 
were  there  on  election  day;  that  there  were  from  four  hundred  to  five 
hundred  pco])lo  there  wlien  he  passed  through  ;  that  t  he  pi-ecinct  is  large, 
and  not  within  eighty  or  one  hundred  miles  of  any  other  precinct  in  the 
county. 

John  \.  Fry  testifies  that  he  is  acquainted  with  the  different  precincts 
in  Mono  County;  that  there  was  considerable  excitemejit  at  that  place 
about  the  time  of  the  general  election  ;  generally  believed  that  there 
were  some  four  hundred  or  five  liundred  voters  at  that  precinct. 

J.  T.  Campbell  testifies  that  he  has  been  a  merchant  in  Mono  County 
for  two  yeai-s ;  that  he  furnished  miners  in  that  region  of  country, 
known  as  White  Mountaiiis,  with  a  large  quantity  of  goods;  that  he  had 
intercourse  with  the  iidiabitants  of  that  portion  of  said  county,  and 
that  to  the  best  of  his  belief  there  must  have  been  over  seven  hundred 
electors  in  said  district,  and,  within  one  hundred  miles,  over  eight  hun- 
dred voters,  and  that  during  this  time  he  was  only  one  out  of  nine  or 
ten  merchants  residents  of  Monoville. 

A.  A.  Brown  testifies  that  he  was  a  resident  of  the  White  Mountain 
district,  and  was  present  at  the  general  election  in  September  last,  at 
said  precinct ;  that  frojii  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief  there 
were  over  seven  hundred  persons  who  went,  and  who  participated  in 
said  election  at  what  is  known  as  the  Big  Springs  Election  Precinct ; 
that  he  did  not  vote  for  either  Jj.  Quint  or  J.  "Al.  Cavis,  or  any  other 
candidates,  because  he  knew  none  of  them ;  that  at  least  the  number  of 
five  hundred  actually  jiarticipated  in  said  election. 

Larkin  Pobinson  testifies  that  ho  has  been  a  resident  of  Mono  County 
some  time  past ;  that  he  was  frequently  at  what  is  known  and  called  the 
Big  Springs  Precinct;  that  ho  was  there  at  the  general  election  on  the 
fourth  da}-  of  September,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  ;  that  he 
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knows  of  the  polls  liaving  been  opened  at  that  precinct;  that  there  were 
a  hirgc  number  of  voters  polled,  should  »&y  from  four  hundred  to  six 
hundred,  who  were  residents  of  said  county  and  legal  voters  at  said  pre- 
cinct;  that  he  is  interested  in  mining  claims  there,  and  was  frequently 
there  during  the  summer  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  that  he 
knows,  of  his  own  knowledge,  that  there  were  from  five  hundred  to  one 
thousand  voters  in  and  about  that  voting  precinct,  and  who  were  legal 
voters;  that  there  is  no  other  voting  ])recinct  within  from  eighty  to 
one  hundred  miles,  and  that  had  all  voted  who  were  entitled  to  vote,  there 
would  have  been  from  six  hundred  to  one  thousand  votes  polled  ;  that 
there  were  no  printed  tickets  that  he  saw  at  said  precinct ;  that  they 
were  written  out  upon  paper  mostly  taken  from  blank  books. 

W.  B.  iiiggs  testifies  that  he  resided  in  Mono  (,'oiinty,  and  was  well 
acquainted  with  the  ditferent  ])recincts;  that  he  is  acquainted  with  the 
Big  Sj)rings  Precinct;  that  he  knows  there  was  great  excitement  in  said 
Big  Springs  in  consequence  of  mineral  discoveries  there,  and  thinks  there 
were  in  that  vicinity  four  hundred  or  five  hundred  inhabitanls  at  the 
time  of  said  election,  and  that  he  ])elievcs  said  returns  to  be  correct. 

The  above  and  foregoing  affidavits  were  introduced  in  connection  with 
an  affidavit  of  J.  D.  Patterson,  Sheriff  of  Tuolumne  County,  relative  to 
the  receipt  of  certain  papers  for  service  upon  Mr.  Quint,  in  connection 
with  certain  corres])ondence  between  Mr.  (^uint  and  Mr.  Cavis.  in  which 
Mr.  Quint  offered  to  resign,  etc.  The  two  latter  papers,  to  wit:  the  affi- 
davit of  J.  J).  Patterson  and  the  correspondence,  was  aclniitted  by  Mr. 
Cavis,  before  all  the  members  of  the  (.'ommittee  then  present,  without 
objection.  But  to  the  introduction  of  the  affidavits  or  testimony,  tihe 
substance  of  which  is  contained  in  this  report,  he  objected,  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  taken  ex  parte  and  without  notice.  There  were  three 
members  of  the  Committee  then  present,  and  in  view  of  the  ])eculiar  cir- 
cumstances in  which  the  case  presented  itself,  no  notice  having  been 
served  upon  Mr.  Quint,  as  provided  by  law.  that  Mr.  Cavis  intended  to 
contest  the  right  to  his  seat  in  this  body,  and  he,  himself,  having  taken 
ex  j)artc  testimony,  which,  with  other  papers,  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee, and  he,  the  said  Cavis,  having  actually  read  one  of  said  affidavits 
in  evidence,  to  wit:  the  affidavit  of  li.  M.  Wilson,  concluded  that  it  was 
but  just  to  Mr.  Quint  that  the  testimony  should  be  i-eceived  and  submit- 
ted to  the  Senate  for  its  consideration.  We  also  considered  that  gross 
injustice  which  would  be  done  to  Mr.  Quint  by  excluding  this  testimony. 
The  weather  has  been  such  that  it  would  have  been  a  matter  of  utter 
impossibility  to  have  reached  the  White  Mountains  at  this  season  of  the 
year. 

From  all  these  facts,  and  from  the  accumulated  weight  of  testimony, 
we  arrive  at  the  conclusion,  that  the  sitting  member,  Leander  Quint,  is 
entitled  to  his  seat;  we  believe  this,  fr(;in  the  evidence,  and  not  from  po- 
litical considerations.  The  people,  in  their  sovereign  capacity,  have 
elected  a  Senator,  and  that  man  is  the  sitting  member.  All  intendments, 
says  an  eminent  jurist,  (Barbour.)  are  to  be  taken  in  fiivor  of  the  people  j 
and  a  distinguished  philosopher  and  statesman  (Lord  Bacon)  says,  we 
should  not  alone  listen  to  their  voice,  but  we  should  bow  to  their  will. 
The  people  acted — their  voice  has  been  heard — and  shall  we  not  bow  to 
their  will!'  The  genius  of  our  free  institutions  demands  it,  and  our  pre- 
tensions of  loyalty  to  Government  would  require  such  action. 

A  singular  fact  connected  with  this  contest,  is  not  unworthy  of  notice. 
The  sitting  member,  with  more  than  ordinary  magnanimity,  offered  free- 
ly to  withdraw  from  the  Senate  and  once  more  go  before  the  people,  and 
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again  chiiin  their  suffrages.  This  offer  was  distinctly  refused,  we  are 
sorry  to  say,  by  the  contestant.  Was  this  not  fair?  It  woukl,  in  fact, 
have  removed  the  8ul)ject  from  the  Senate,  and  permitted  the  people  to 
decide  the  claims  of  the  respective  parties ;  and  last,  would  have  saved 
the  State  many  thousand  dollars.  The  otter  was  honorable  in  the  ex- 
treme, and  its  non-acceptance  is  only  proof  to  us  that  the  contestant  was 
fearful  of  the  result. 

With  all  these  facts  before  them,  relying  upon  justice  and  right,  upon 
those  higher  principles  of  honor  that  untlerlie  the  corner  stone  of  free- 
dom and  repulilican  government,  we  arrive  .at  the  conclusion  that  Le- 
ander  Quint  is  the  Seiuitor  i'rom  the  Counties  of  Mono  and  Tuolumne. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  resolution  : 

Rcfiohed,  That  Leander  Quint  is  the  legally  elected  Senator  from  the 
Twelfth  Senatorial  District,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Tuolumne  and 
Mono.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gaskill,  the  niajoritj'  and  minority  reports  of  the 
Committee  on  Elections  were  made  special  order  lor  to-morrow,  March 
twelfth,  at  half  past  eleven  o'clock,  a.  m. 

Mr.  Nixon  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Prksident  : — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  Assembly 
bill  No.  48,  an  Act  for  the  ])urchase  and  preservation  of  ])nblic  news^ia- 
pers,  printed  and  published  in  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  have  had 
the  same  uiuler  consideration,  and  i-eport  it  back  without  recommend- 
ation. 

NIXON,  Chairman. 

Mr.  Denver  made  a  verbal  report,  recommending  passage  of  Assembly 
bill  No.  165,  an  Act  for  the  relief  of  William  D.  Shirly,  and  others; 

Also,  verbal  rejiort,  recommending,  the  passage  of  Assembly  bill 
No.  170. 

Assembly  bill  No.  165,  above  reported,  was,  the  rules  being  suspended, 
read  third  time,  and  passed. 

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  messages  were  received  from  the  Governor: 

State  of  California,  Executive  Department. 
To  the  Honorahle  the  Senate  of  Cu/i/ornia  : 

I  herewith  return  to  the  Senate,  without  my  approval,  Senate  bill  No 
15'i,  entitled  an  Act  to  transfer  certain  funds. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  ]irovides  that  every  bill  which  may  have 
passed  the  Legislature,  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the 
Governor.  If  he  approve  it,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not.  he  shall  return 
it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated."  Under  this 
clause  of  the  Constitution,  the  Governor  becomes,  to  a  veiy  qualified  ex- 
tent, a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  law-making  power. 

The  Constitution  submits  to  the  judgment  of  the  Governor,  as  to  the 
judgment  of  every  Senator  and  Eepresentative  in  the  Legislature,  the 
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constitutionality,  propriety,  expediency  and  justice  of  every  act  of  legisla- 
tion, and  demands  of  him,  by  his  act  of  aj)])roval  or  by  the  denial  of  his 
signature  thereto,  to  declare  his  own  convictions  upon  each  and  all  of 
these  points. 

Should  he  deem  the  Act  to  be  either  unconstitutional,  improper,  inex- 
pedient, or  unjust,  it  is  as  much  his  duty,  as  that  of  either  branch  of  the 
law-making  power,  to  make  that  conviction  known.  The  lact  that  the 
legislative  representatives  of  the  people  have  given  to  any  measure  the 
high  sanction  of  their  approval,  is  evidence,  of  the  highest  character,  of 
its  constitutionality  and  e.N^)ediency.  and  should  cause  any  one  to  keenly 
criticise  iiis  own  judgment  when  found  to  Ije  in  conflict  with  theirs;  but 
if,  after  patient  and  impartial  consideration,  the  Executive  cannot  bring 
his  judgment  to  approve  what  the  Legislature  have  enacted,  it  becomes 
as  much  his  duty  to  withhold  his  approval,  as  to  pei'form  any  other  duty 
devolving  upon  liim  by  the  Constitution  and  the  laws. 

Under  a  high  sense  of  this  responsibility,  1  find  myself  compelled  to 
withhold  my  a])proval  from  the  Act  herewith  returned. 

From  a  report  made  to  me  by  the  present  able  State  Controller,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  General  Fund,  without  iur.  ing  anything  on  hand  to  meet 
them,  has  now  outstanding  against  it  audited  claims  to  the  amount  of 
(§455,436  UO,)  four  hundred  and  fifly-five  thousand  four  hundred  and 
thirty-six  dollars,  as  will  be  seen  by  his  report  submitted  to  both  Houses 
of  the  Legislature,  The  Controller  estimates  the  whole  amount  to  be 
received  into  the  (fencral  Fund,  to  June  thirtieth,  the  end  of  the  present 
fiscal  year,  at  (870,000  00,)  seventy  thousand  dollars,  which  will  fall  far 
short  of  paying  the  current  expenses  of  the  (Tovernment  to  that  time ; 
it  is  therefore  safe  to  estimate  the  General  Fund  will  be,  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  more  than  half  a  million  dollars  in  debt. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State  was  imperfectly  understood  by  me, 
when,  on  the  second  day  after  the  accession  of  the  present  Executive,  a 
bill  of  the  same  general  character  was  presented  lor  iny  approval.  That 
the  General  Fund — the  fund  out  of  which  the  current  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  State  are  i)aid — was  so  deeply  involved,  w'as  certainly  not  gener- 
ally known;  nor  am  I  aware  that  there  was  at  that  time  any  source 
from  which  such  information  coi^dd  be  readily  derived. 

The  utter  imjjossibilit}-  of  rei)lacing  the  money  ])roposed  to  be  trans- 
ferred by  this  bill  within  the  time  specified,  or,  indeed,  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  must  be  evident  to  the 
most  casual  observer.  It  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  claims  specified  in  the 
bill  at  the  expense  of  every  other  claim,  and  at  the  risk  of  rendering  it 
difficult,  I'f  not  impossible,  to  provide  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  State  Prison,  Asylum  for  the  Lisane,  and  other  pressing  and 
indispensable  requirements  upon  the  Treasury. 

I  cannot  but  be  satisfied  that  had  the  Legislature  fully  understood  the 
condition  of  the  General  Fund,  as  it  is  now  ascertained  to  be  from  the 
report  of  the  present  Controller,  they  would  have  refrained  from  an  act 
which,  while  it  prefers  their  own  very  just  claims,  places  the  officers  of 
the  State  Government  under  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  either  discon- 
tinuing the  Prison  and  Insane  Asylum,  or  of  going  into  the  market  afld 
making  purchases  upon  an  indefinite  credit. 

The  responsibility  of  this  state  of  attairs  cannot  in  any  degree  be 
justly  charged  upon  the  present  Legislature,  althougli,  the  individual 
members  may  in  some  degree  sufter  from  its  consequences.  From  our 
predecessors  in  office  we  received  the  Government  in  its  present  embar- 
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raseed  condition,  and  it  will  require  the  utmost  economy  and  self-denial 
to  rescue  it  from  those  embarrassments,  whicli  sacrifice,  I  am  sure,  will 
cheerfully  be  made  on  the  ))art  of  the  Legislature  ami  State  officers. 

A  little  more  than  four  years  since,  after  the  funding  of  all  the  then 
indebtedness  of  the  State,  an  attempt  was  made  to  reduce  the  financial 
transactions  of  the  Government  to  a  cash  basis,  which  attempt  was  foi-  a 
short  time  successfully  and  hajipily  realized.  This  was  a  most  desiral  le 
reform.  Within  the  short  period  of  two  yeai's  we  have  again  relapsed 
into  the  credit  system,  having  expended  the  fine  balance  then  in  the 
General  Fund,  and  leaving  it  in  debt  nearly  half  a  million  of  dollars ; 
thus  showing  an  annual  expenditure  of  more  than  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  in  addition  to  the  immense  annual  revenues  derived  from 
taxation  upon  the  property  and  business  of  the  State. 

No  one  can  doubt  but  that  a  rigid  economy,  and  strict  adlierence  to 
sound  financial  rules,  would  have  enabled  us  to  follow  out  a  cash  system, 
so  wise  in  itself,  and  so  well  calculated  to  enhance  the  general  prosperity 
and  lighten  the  burthen  of  taxation.  Let  the  responsiliility  of  the  de- 
plorable relapse  into  a  miserable  credit  system  rest  where  it  projierly 
belongs  ;  upon  us  devolves  the  duty  at  the  earliest  possible  period  to 
return  once  more  to  a  ]iracticc  wise  and  economical. 

The  foregoing  exposition  of  the  present  state  of  our  finances,  as  appli- 
cable to  the  subject  now  under  consideration,  might  be  in  ilself  alone 
sufficient  to  justify  the  course  I  have  deemed  it  ni}-  duty  to  pursue,  but 
other  considerations  ]iress  themselves  upon  my  mind  in  this  connection, 
as  conclusive  to  justify  me  in  the  resolution  to  which  I  have  been  im- 
pelled by  the  foregoing  considerations. 

The  Act  of  Congress  granting  land,  from  the  sale  of  which  the  Swamp 
Land  Fund  was  derived,  was  not  an  Act  to  donate  those  lands  to  this 
State,  but  is  expressly  declared  in  the  title  thereto  to  be  -'An  Act  to  ena- 
ble the  State  to  reclaim  them  ;  "  and  the  State,  when  she  accepted  and 
sold  them,  was  bound  in  honor  and  good  faith,  both  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment and  to  the  purchasers  of  the  lands,  to  devote  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale,  or  as  much  thereof  as  might  be  necessary,  to  the  jiurpose  for 
which  they  were  granted,  and  that  too  in  such  a  manner  as  would  most 
elfectuall^'  secure  the  end  desired. 

The  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  devised  and  set  in 
operation  a  system  of  reclamation,  upon  which  more  than  fortv  thousand 
dollars  has  been  already  expended,  and  for  the  construction  of  which, 
according  to  the  plan  proposed,  the  whole  amount  now  in  that  fund  may 
be  required  j)rior  to  November  of  the  present  year.  The  amount  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  alreatly  appropriated  and  set  apart, 
for  the  purpose  of  reclamation,  and  upon  the  faith  of  that  appropriation 
surveys  have  been  made,  and  contracts,  at  the  discretion  of  the  ]5oard  of 
Sw  amp  Land  Commissioners,  may  be  entered  into,  which  will  absorb,  in 
the  course  of  t  heir  execution,  the  whole  amount  appropriated. 

U])on  the  wisdom  and  fitness  of  the  pro})Osed  plan  I  am  in  no  manner 
called  to  pass.  Devised  bj-  one  Legislature,  and  acquiesced  in  by  an- 
other, in  the  very  terms  of  the  Act  now  under  consideration,  it  may  be 
deemed  to  have  become  the  settled  policy  of  the  State.  To  divert  the 
funds  so  appropriated,  and  thereby  render  in  a  degree  useless  what  has 
already  been  done  at  so  great  an  outlay,  would  he  alike  unjust  to  the 
inhabitants  of  large  districts  of  our  State,  who  have  purchased  those 
lands  under  the  belief  that  the  fund  so  created  would  be  wisely  expended, 
and  prejudicial  to  the  State  at  large,  so  deeply  interested  in  their  recla- 
mation and  settlement. 

45SEN 
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In  tlio  Act  of  Conffress  of  .Scj)tembcr  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty,  it  is  provided,  that  "  the  proceeds  of  said  hxnds,  whether  from 
sale  or  by  direct  appropria'tion  in  kind,  shall  be  applied  exclusively,  so 
far  as  necessary,  to  the  purjiose  of  reclaiming  said  lands."  The  Legis- 
lature, hy  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  that 
purpose,  have  ])assed  upon  the  necessity-  of  that  expenditure,  and  thereby 
sacredh'  pledged  that  amount  exclusively  to  that  purpose. 

The  amount  now  in  that  fund  is  as  mucli,  probal)ly.  as  will  be  required 
the  present  season  in  execution  of  the  law  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixt3--one,  providing  for  the  reclamation  of  those  lands.  The  faith  of  the 
State  is  pledged  to  its  being  thus  used,  and  every  consideration  of  public 
honor  requires  that  it  should  be  used  exclusively  for  that  purpose. 

There  are  other  considerations  \vhich  miglit  be  urged  as  touching  the 
eonstitutioiKility  of  the  ])ro])oscd  transfer,  but  as  the  foregoing  are  to  my 
mind  sufficiently  conclusive,  1  deem  it  unnecessarj-  to  urge  them  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature.

Mr.  Chamberlain,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 
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Mr.  President  : — The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  wliom  was  re- 
ferred Senate  bill  No.  230,  an  Act  to  create  the  office  of  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  report  the  same 
back,  and  recommend  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  for  the  reasons 
that  the  finances  of  the  State  are  not  in  a  condition  to  authorize  the  crea- 
tion of  more  salaried  offices,  unless  the  same  are  absolutely  necessary, 
and  that  under  present  circumstances,  the  interests  of  agriculture  can  be 
better  promoted  by  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  of  the  salary  con- 
templated in  tliis  hill  to  the  several  agricultural  societies  in  this  State,  to 
be  distributed  in  the  form  of  prizes  for  pre-emifience  in  agricultural  pur- 
suits ; 

The  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  Senate  bill  No.  26, 
an  Act  to  j-epeal  sections  four  and  five  of  an  Act  approved  May  four- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  entitled  an  Act  amendatory  of 
and  sujiplenientary  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  concerning  marks  and 
brands,  passed  May  first,  eighteen  huudreffand  fifty-one,  and  report  the 
same  back,  with  an  amendment  to  the  title,  in  order  that  the  title  may 
correctly  state  the  object  of  the  bill,  and  recommend  its  passage,  as 
amended ; 

The  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  Senate  bill  No.  71, 
to  amend  an  Act  to  prevent  the  trespast-ing  of  animals  on  private  pro- 
perty, approved  March  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five  ;  and, 
also.  Senate  bill  No.  85,  an  Act  concerning  domestic  animals  i-unning  at 
large  in  certain  ])laces  ;  and  while  your  Committee  do  not  undertake  to 
decide  as  to  the  abstract  right  involved  in  the  question,  as  to  whether 
the  stock  owner  shall  fence  or  herd  his  stock,  or  the  farmer  fence  his 
fields,  and  without  pretending  to  saj'  that  the  time  may  not  come  when 
the  policy  of  fencing  in  our  stock  and  turning  our  fields  loose  may  be 
the  correct  one  to  pursue,  the  Committee  are  nevertheless  of  the  opinion 
that  the  sudden  change  in  our  policy,  as  regards  fences,  contemplated  in 
both  of  these  bills,  from  the  best  infoi-mation  we  can  obtain,  will  neither 
advance  the  interests  nor  meet  with  the  apj)roval  of  the  great  body  of 
those  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  There  are  some  portions  of  the 
agricultural  districts  of  this  State  that  would  undoubtedl}-  be  benefited 
by  the  passage  of  a  bill  of  similar  import  to  those  under  consideration, 
but  your  t'ommittec  deem  it  impossible  to  frame  any  bill  of  this  character, 
that  shall  be  local  in  its  application,  and  not  be  open  to  the  charge  of  injus- 
tice towards  those  counties  and  portions  of  counties  that  might  be  adjacent 
to  the  localities  exempted  from  the  operations  of  the  present  fence  laws  of 
the  State.  The  inhabitants  of  such  counties  and  localities  contend  that 
such  huvs  would  be  unequal  and  op]iressive  on  them,  requiring  them,  as  it 
would,  to  herd  their  own  stock,  or  enclose  their  grazing  lands,  while  they 
themselves  would  still  be  obliged  to  fence  against  the  cattle  of  the  very 
men  whose  lands  would  be  exempted  from  the  operations  of  the  general 
law  in  regard  to  fences.  Whether  there  is  force  or  not  in  this  objection 
to  the  passage  of  any  local  bill  of  the  kind,  we  leave  others  to  determine, 
but  satisfied  that,  right  or  wrong,  no  such  law,  either  local  or  general, 
can  be  passed  at  the  present  session,  and  that  if  any  such  law  could  be 
passed  it  would  not  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the  large  jjortion  of 
those  interested,  your  Committee  have  endeavored  to  draft  a  bill,  that 
if  it  does  not  do  all  that  is  desired  to  remove  from  the  shoulders  of  our 
farmers  the  great  burden  imposed  on  them  by  the  necessity  of  fencing, 
to  protect  their  crops,  will  at  least  do  something  to  lighten  that  burden, 
by  enabling  them  to  fence  large  districts  in  one  enclosure,  and  force  all 
parties  interested  to  bear  their  just  proportions  of  the  expenses  incurred. 
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Many  such  enclosures  now  exist,  and  doubtless  many  more  will  be  made 
the  present  season,  as  the  cheapest  method  of  protecting  crops  against 
damage  from  stock. 

The  Committee  therefore  report  the  accompanying  bill,  and  recom- 
mend its  passage,  and  that  the  Senate  bills,  Xos.  71  and  85,  the  titles  of 
which  have  been  stated  above,  be  indefinitelj'  postponeil.

REPORTS. 

Mr.  Burnell,  from  the  Committee  on  Engrossment,  made  the  following 

report  : 

*Mr.  President  : — The  Committee  on  Engrossment  have  examined  Sen- 
ate bill  No.  340,  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  wagon  road, 
commencing  at  Antelope  Springs,  in  the  County  of  Amador,  and  running 
thence,  by  the  Satford  Survey,  to  Hope  Valley,  on  the  eastern  slope  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  and  report  the  same  correctly  engrossed. 

BUBNELL,  Chairman. 
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Mr.  Van  Dyke,  from  the  Committee  on  Militarj-  Aflfairs,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Mr.  Prksidknt: — The  Committee  on  MiHtary  Affairs,  of  the  Senate, 
and  Indian  Affairs,  of  the  As.senilfly,  acting  jointly,  in  pursuance  of  in- 
structions from  their  respective  Houses,  have  had  under  consideration 
the  policy  of  the  General  (Government  in  regard  to  Indian  matters  in 
this  State,  and  have  directed  me  to  report  the  accompanying  resolutions, 
and  rcconunend  their  adoption. 

Tlie  concurrent  resolutions  asking  C/ongress  to  extend  certain  lawa 
relative  to  the  protection  of  Indians,  to  California,  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee, and  also  the  petition  of  citizons  of  Hound  Valley,  in  the  County 
of  Mendocino,  have  been  considered  in  connection  with  the  matters  be- 
fore us.  The  substance  of  the  former  is  embraced  in  the  resolutions 
herewith  re])orted,  and  the  Committee  are  unable  to  make  any  recom- 
mendation in  i-egard  to  Hound  Valley  Reservation,  further  than  the 
general  one,  that  all  undoniesticated  Indians  should  be  removed  to  dis- 
tant reservations,  and  kcj)t  pernianontly  separated  from  the  white 
settlements.

Mr.  Harvey,  from  the  Committee  on  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands, 
made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Prksidknt: — The  Committee  on  Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands, 
to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  lUS,  an  Act  to  authorize  the  Ilegis- 
tcr  of  the  State  Jjand  Oflice  to  issue  duplicate  certificates  of  purcliasers  to 
School  or  Swamp  T^ands  where  the  originals  have  been  lost  or  destroyed, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  the  same,  with  a  sub- 
stitute, and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  substitute. 

HARVEY,  of  Committee. 

Mr.  Hathaway  made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  President  : — A  minority  of  the  San  Francisco  delegation,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  125,  entitled  an  Act  to  provide  for 
the  execution  of  deeds  for  Pueblo  lands  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  report  the  same  back,  and  recommend  its  passage,  and  for 
these  reasons  : 

The  theory  of  the  bill  is  based  upon  the  idea  that,  prior  to  the  passage 
of  Ordinance  No.  822,  commonly  known  as  the  "  Van  Ness  Ordinance," 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  was  the  owner  of  all  the  land  embraced  within 
its  corporate  limits,  as  defined  by  the  charter  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-one,  l^'ing  west  of  Larkin  street,  and  southwest  of  Johnson  street. 

The  Van  Ness  Ordinance  was  passed  on  the  twentieth  day  of  June, 
A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  granted  and  relinquished  to 
the  parties  in  the  actual  possession  thereof,  by  themselves  or  tenants,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five, 
all  the  right  and  claim  of  the  city  to  the  lands  embraced  within  the 
charter  line  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  which  lie  west  and  south- 
west of  those  streets. 

The  City  of  San  Francisco,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance, 
was  bounded  on  the  south  by  a  line  parallel  with  Clay  street,  and  two 
and  one  half  miles  distant  from  the  centre  of  Portsmouth  Square,  and 
on  the  west  by  a  line  parallel  with  Kearny  street,  and  distant  two  miles 
from  the  centre  of  Portsmouth  Square. 
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The  number  of  blocks  covered  by  the  ordinance,  lying  north  of  the 
line  of  Market  street,  is  about  three  hundred  and  tilty-cight,  and  the 
number  lying  south  of  that  line  is  about  lour  hundred  and  sixty-one. 

The  parties  in  possession  of  these  lands,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance,  were  required  to  surrAider  to  the  city,  for  public  uses, 
such  portions  of  the  same  as  should  be  required  under  the  fourth  and 
fifth  sections  of  said  ordinance.  They  should  also,  in  consideration  of 
the  grant,  surrender  such  lands  as  the  city  should  require  for  streets, 
school  houses,  hospitals,  fire  engine  houses,  public  squares,  and  other 
public  establishments,  for  the  use  of  the  city ;  provided,  that  not  more 
than  one  twentieth  part  of  the  land  in  the  possession  of  any  one  person 
should  be  taken  without  compensation. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  September  of  the  same  year,  the  city 
passed  another  ordinance,  providing  for  the  selection  of  these  reserved 
lands,  and  for  the  plans  of  the  streets  in  the  western  and  southwestern 
portion  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  the  ])rovisions  of  Ordinance  No. 
822,  which  last  ordinance  it  also  confirmed.  Commissioners  were  also 
appointed  to  lay  oft'  that  portion  of  the  city  lying  west  of  Ijarkin  and 
southwest  of  Johnson  streets,  and  their  report  and  map  were  adopted 
and  confirmed  by  Justices  of  the  Peace,  exercising  the  powers  of  Super- 
visors, on  the  sixth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six. 

These  ordinances  were  subsequently  confirmed  by  an  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, passed  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-eight. 

Some  of  the  parties  in  possession  under  the  Van  Ness  Ordinance  have 
complied  with  the  conditions  of  the  grant;  others  stand  readj'  to  do  so, 
and  these  conditions  were  the  consideration  for  the  grant.  By  this  ordi- 
nance and  the  subsequent  proceedings,  the  city  has  virtually  sold  to  the 
parties  in  possession  on  the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
five,  all  her  interest  in  the  land  ;  and  they  may  he  said  to  hold,  by  virtue 
of  a  contract  of  sale,  \\\ior\  which  the  party  in  possession  could  file  his 
bill  against  the  city,  and  comjiel  a  specific  performance  of  the  contract. 
But  in  most  of  the  cases  where  parties  desire  to  claim  and  hold  under 
this  ordinance,  the  whole  value  of  the  land  would  hardly  defra}'  the  ex- 
penses of  a  suit  in  equity  to  quiet  the  title  as  against  the  city.  It  will 
readilj'  be  seen,  that  in  no  country  in  the  world  is  valuable  property  holden 
by  so  uncertain  tenure  as  in  this  case.  Millions  of  dollars  worth  of  prop- 
erty is  hohlcn  at  the  mercy  of  a  disputed  fact,  or  a  disputed  date,  and 
every  month  this  disputed  fact  or  date  is  becoming  more  uncertain  and 
difficult  to  establish.  Witnesses  who  could  establish  the  fact  of  a  com- 
pliance with  the  conditions  of  the  ordinance,  are  every  day  dying,  or 
becoming  scattei'cd,  and  the  evidences  of  title  to  thousands  of  homesteads 
are  fast  disappearing  from  our  midst. 

By  the  legislation  proposed  by  the  bill,  parties  will  be  enabled  to  estab- 
lish these  facts  before  they  shall  have  become  more  difficult,  or,  perhaps, 
impossible  of  proof;  and  hy  securing  a  pa])er  title  from  the  city,  will, 
at  all  times,  as  against  her  or  those  claiming  under  her  by  title  subse- 
quent to  the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  possess  the 
absolute  proof  of  title. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  power  to  execute  deeds  of  the  city's 
interest  to  lands  where  the  conditions  of  the  grant  were  satisfied,  had 
not  been  delegated  to  competent  parties  at  the  time  of  the  j)assage  of  the 
ordinance.  Had  this  been  done,  the  whole  question  of  the  Van  Ness 
Ordinance  would  have  been  settled  long  since. 

The  bill  provides  that  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  land, 
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exclusive  of  improvements,  accordincj  to  tlie  assessment  roll  of  eighteen 
liundred  and  sixty-one  and  eighteen  luindred  and  sixty-two,  shall  he  paid 
to  the  city,  upon  f  ho  execution  of  a  paper  title.  This  is  not  considered 
too  high,  as  it  will  Init  little  more  than  ]>ay  the  expenses  to  which  the 
city  will  he  subjected,  and  the  taxes  whicli  are  in  arrear  since  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance. 

A  minority  of  the  delegation  believe  the  passage  of  this  bill  will  be  an 
act  of  justice,  generosity,  and  sound  ])olicy.  a  benefit  to  the  city,  and  a 
blessing  to  the  citizen  ;  tiiat  it  will  do  more  to  quiet  our  land  titles  than 
years  of  litigation,  and  have  the  effect,  at  once,  to  insjiirc  that  contidence 
in  our  landed  tenures  so  essentially  necessary  to  our  prosperit}-. 

The  1)111  docs  not  affect  any  ])roporty  outside  of  the  charter  lino  of 
eighteen  hundreil  and  fifty-one.  When  the  city  shall  have  done  some 
act  exjjrcssive  of  her  will  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  these  lands,  the 
legislation  necessary  to  carry  her  will  into  effect  can  be  had,  and  any 
action  on  the  part  of  the  J^egislature  before  that  time,  would,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  minority,  be  premature.

AVc  tind.  also,  by  examination  of  Exhibits  '•  C  "  and  •  D,"  furni.slied  by 
the  ('a])itol  Commissioners  in  compliance  with  a  concurrent  resolution  of 
both  Houses  of  the  Les^islature.  that  when  the  contract  with  .Michael 
Fonnell  was  annulled.  Eeuben  Clark  (Architect  and  Superintendent  of 
the  work.)  was  appointed  A])praiser  on  the  part  of  the  State,  and  AV.  B. 
Carr  on  the  part  of  Michael  Fennell.  which  two  Appraisers  api)oiiited  a 
third  one,  named  AVilliam  Turton,  the  three  to  constitute  a  Board  of 
Appraisers  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  work  done  by  said  Fennell,  and 
the  value  of  the  matei-ial  which  he  had  on  hand  at  the  time  his  contract 
was  annulled.  "We  find  further,  that  W.  B.  Carr,  Appraiser,  appointed  by 
Fennell.  and  "William  Turton.  api)ointed  by  Carr  and  Clark,  constituting 
a  majority  of  the  Board,  estimated  the  value  of  the  work  done,  and  ma- 
terial on  liand.  at  thirty-four  thou.sand  six  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars 
and  tifty-tive  cents  ;  and  Eeuhen  Clark.  ai)])ointed  on  the  part  of  the 
State,  estimated  the  same  at  twent3--seven  thousand  four  hundred  and 
forty-three  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents;  making  a  difference  in  the  esti- 
mates, of  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  seventy- 
three  cents. 

Without  impugning  the  honesty,  or  reflecting  upon  the  judgment  or 
disinterestedness  of  the  majority  of  the  Boani  of  Ap])raisers.  it  is  but 
fair  to  presume  that  Mr.  Clark,  wj^th  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  having  had  constant  supervision  of  the  work,  estimated  the 
work  and  material  at  their  correct  value.

Turton  and  Carr  is  too  high,  yet,  as  it  seems  to  be  supported  by  the  doc- 
umentary proof  before  the  Board,  and  as  we  can  see  no  jiroispect  of  a 
settlement  in  case  we  reject  the  estimate,  and  as  a  settlement  will  pre- 
vent litigation  and  an  application  to  the  Legislature  for  relief  we  think, 
that  looking  to  the  interests  of  the  State,  we  had  better  adopt  the  esti- 
mate of  Messrs.  Carr  and  Turton,  and  thus  end  the  controversy;  and  the 
said  estimate  is  hereby  adojited." 

Now  if  wc  add  this  sum  of  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy 
dollars  and  seventy-three  cents  to  the  amount  paid  for  officers'  salaries, 
we  find  that  only  about  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  money  expended 
has  been  a])plied  to  the  constructi<jn  of  the  Capitol  building.

One  of  the  District  Courts  of  said  city  has 
decided  adversely  to  such  power  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  rail- 
road, and  it  is  not  believed  that  the  purpose  would  make  any  difference 
as  to  the  power. 

After  a  long  struggle  against  an  unparalleled  corruption,  the  people  of 
this  city  settled  upon  their  Consolidation  Act,  by  which  the  power  of  the 
local  authorities  was  greatly  eircum.-^cribed.  and  the  undersigned  are  not 
aware  ()f  the  existence  of  any  general  well  detined  public  wish  for  any 
material  change  or  enlargement  of  that  power. 

Two  of  the  undersigned,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  made 
repeated  but  entirely  unavailing  efforts  to  j)rocurc  a  specific  enlargement 
of  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city,  and  it  is  not  j-et 
clear  to  us  that  another  similar  effort  would  have  any  other  result. 

While  we  entertain  this  opinion  as  to  the  feasibilitv  of  the  plan  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  powers  of  the  Board,  m'c  are  not  inclined  to  jeopardize, 
by  our  recommendation  to  make  the  attempt,  the  success  of  a  plan  de- 
signed to  relieve  this  city  of  a  great  monopoly  which  at  present  exists  in 
the  present  gas  companj'  of  this  city. 

We  have  tliei-efore  complied  with'the  order  of  the  Senate,  by  reporting 
a  bni  in  accordance  with  its  direction,  but  we  recommend  that  the  bill  be 
indefinitely  postponed,  and  that  the  bill  referred  to  us,  pass.

Mr.  President  : — The  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
visit  the  "plantation"  of  Col.  Ilaraszthy,  and  to  ins])ect  and  report  on 
the  vines  imported  hy  him,  have  had  tlie  same  under  consideration;  and 
being  instructed  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise,  beg  leave  to  report  other- 
wise. 

Your  Committee  do  not  doubt  that  these  vines  are  a  valuable  acquisi- 
tion to  the  vine-growing  interests  of  our  State;  that  the  cuttings  are 
planted  in  rich  soil,  just  four  inches  apart,  and  in  rows  two  feet  apart, 
(and  here  your  Committee  beg  leav^e  to  suggest  that  four  inches  and  a 
quarter  would  not  have  been  too  much  in  the  one  case,  and  that  twenty- 
two  and  one  iialf  inches  would  have  been  amply  sufficient  in  the  other;) 
that  the  rooted  vines  are  planted  three  feet  apart ;  tiiat  their  Iiuds  arc 
bursting  and  preparing  to  Irave — in  fact,  that  some  of  them  have  already 
put  ovt ;  nor  do  we  doul)t,  if  the  State  should  go  into  the  wliolesale  or 
retail  vine  business,  as  proposed,  future  Californians.  sitting  bcneatli  their 
own  vine,  "  with  none  to  molest  or  make  them  afraid."  in  the  rich 
native  wines  of  our  own  State  would  drink  to  the  memory  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  Sixty-Two;  that  tlie  names  of  its  members  would  be  pre- 
served in  California  champagne,  and  float  down  tlie  tide  of  time  like 
letters  from  a  foundered  ship  on  a  literal  ocean,  in  a  bottle,  or  "in  a 
horn;"  nevertheless,  considering  that  the  State  has  done  nothing  that, 
even  by  im|)lication,  could  make  her  responsible  for  these  vines;  consid- 
ering that  there  arc  ali'cudy,  exclusive  of  tliese,  about  one  million  foreign 
grape  vines  in  the  State,  of  (he  choicest  varieties;  considering  the  com- 
plicated machiner}'  that  would  be  necessary  for  their  distribution  in  case 
the  State  should  purchase  and  assume  the  control  over  these  vines,  and 
the  danger  in  that  case  that  favoritism  would  a])]iortion  to  the  few  what 
was  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  many ;  considering,  that  if  we  should 
thus  show  our  willingness  to  worshi])  Bacchus,  our  consituents  might 
not  bar/,-  un.  but  accuse  us  of  playing  roots  on  them  ;  considering,  that 
these  vines  are  already  sufficiently  advertised  b}'  the  action  of  the  Leg- 
islature in  regard  to  them,  so  that  private  enterprise — if  there  is  really 
an}-  scarcity  of  or  demand  for  choice  vines — ^will  secure  their  distribu- 
tion ;  considering  the  state  of  the  State  Treasury,  your  Committee  de- 
cline reporting  by  bill,  and  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  in  the 
matter.

Providing  for  selecting,  sununoning,  or  einpaiielling,  grand  or  trial 
jurors; 

Hegulating  county  business  ; 

For  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes  for  State  or  County  pur- 
poses ; 

For  su])porting  Conunon  Schools; 

Providing  for  opening  or  ccniducting  elections  of  State  or  County 
officers,  or  designating  the  jjlaces  of  voting; 
Granting  tlie  right  to  maintain  a  ferry; 

Granting  the  right  to  construct  or  maintain  a  bridge,  excej)t  across 
waters  that  have  been  declared  to  be  navigable; 

Granting  the  right  to  construct  or  maintain  a  Avharf; 

Granting  the  right  to  use  or  occupy,  for  a  railroad,  or  other  purposes, 
a  street  oi-  alley  in  any  city  or  town  ; 

Providing  for  the  sale  of  the  real  or  ])ers()nal  ])roperty  belonging  to 
any  minor,  oi-  other  person  laboring  under  a  legal  disability,  or  to  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  person,  by  an  Pl.xecutor.  Administrator,  Guardian, 
Trustee,  or  other  person.

The  Assistant  Enrolling  Clerks  of  the  Senate  were  appointed  on  the 
eighth  of  March,  in  cousecpience  of  a  large  amount  of  business  in  the 
enrolling  department,  necessarily  required  to  be  done;  since  that  time 
they  have  been  very  busily  engaged,  sometimes  working  at  night 
as  well  as  during  the  daj-,  and  it  will  so  continue  until  the  end  of  the 
session.  But  since  their  appointment  they  have  received  pay  for  eight 
daj-s  only,  at  five  dollars  per  da.y,  and  there  is  no  probability  of  their 
receiving  another  dollar  in  cash  tor  their  services.  Therefore,  as  their 
allowance  at  present  is  not  more  than  three  dollars  per  day  in  cash,  and 
not  commensurate  with  their  services,  they  respectfully  request  that 
their  per  diem  may  be  so  increased  as  to  allow  them  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation, and  ask  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Rf'so/rr,/,  That  the  Assistant  Enrolling  Clerks,  Assistant  Engrossing 
Clerks,  the  Assistant  Journal  Clerk,  and  Clerk  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
are  hereby  allowed  the  same  pay  as  the  Copying  Clerks  of  the  Senate, 
from  the  date  of  their  appointment.

A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one.  the  undersigned,  President  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Institution  named  in  the  said  Act,  would  respectfully 
present  the  following  statement  : 

The  amount  approjiaiated  by  the  said  Act,  and  ])aid  by  the  Treasurer 

of  State  on  the  day  of  December  last,  was  two  thousand  dollars. 

($2,000.) 

When  the  undersigned  came  into  office,  in  July  last,  the  said  "  Home" 
was  in  debt  in  a  sum  considei-ably  exceeding  the  amount  of  said  a])pro- 
priation,  and  it  was  very  necessary  that  the  indi-btedness  should  be  dis- 
charged. The  undersigned,  consequently,  by  authority  of  the  Mana- 
gers, on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  last,  borrowed  from  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  the  Funded  Debt  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  tlie 
sum  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  2)ledgcd  the  said  appro- 
priation as  collateral  security  therefor. 

When  the  aj^iiropriation  was  paid,  a  large  part  of  it  went  to  ])ay  said 
loan  and  interest  ;  but  considering  the  loan  as  a  ]iart  of  the  appi'opria- 
tion,  the  whole  of  the  latter  has  been  expended,  as  folio w.s :

AMENDMENTS  TO  TIIE  CONSTITUTION. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rhodes,  Assembl}'  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  20. 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  was  taken 
up,  and  adopted,  by  articles,  as  follows: 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  thirteenth  session, 
commencing  on  the  sixth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1862,  adopt  and  agree 
to  the  following  amendments  to  sections  two,  three,  five,  si.x,  and  thirty, 
of  Article  four  of  the  Constitution:  (which  said  amendments  were 
heretofore  proposed  and  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  said  State  at  its 
twelfth  session.) 

ARTICLE  FOUR.  LEGISL.\TIVE  DEPART.MENT. 

Section  2.  The  sessions  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  biennial,  and  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  I)eceraber  next  ensuing  the  electi.on 
of  its  members-,  unless  tfhe  Governor  of  the  State  shall  in  the  interim 
convene  the  Legislature  by  ])roclamation.  No  session  shall  continue 
longer  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  days. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  chosen  biennially 
by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  re.spective  districts  on  the  first  Wednes- 
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day  in  September,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Legislature,  and 
their  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years. 

Section  5.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years  at  the 
same  time  and  places  as  members  of  the  Assembly;  and  no  person  siiail 
be  a  meml)er  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly  wlio  has  not  been  a  citizen  and 
inhabitant  of  the  State,  and  of  tiie  county  or  district  for  which  lie  shall 
be  chosen,  one  year  next  before  his  election. 

Section  G.  The  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one  third, 
nor  more  than  one  half,  of  that  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly;  and 
at  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature  after  this  section  takes  cti'ect.  the 
Senators  sliall  ho  divided  by  lot,  as  e([ually  as  may  be,  into  two  classes. 
The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  second  year,  so  that  one  half  shall  be  chosen  biennially. 

Section  .'50.  When  a  Congressional,  Senatorial,  or  As.sendjly  district 
shall  be  composed  of  two  or  more  counties,  it  shall  not  be  sepai-ated 
by  any  county  belonging  to  another  district.  No  county  shall  bo  divided 
in  forming  a  Congressional,  Senatorial,  or  Assembly  district,  so  as  to 
attach  ()ne  portion  of  a  county  to  another  county;  but  the  Le<nslaturc 
may  divide  each  county  into  as  many  Congressional,  Senatorial,  or  Assem- 
bly districts,  as  such  county  may  by  apportionment  be  entitled  to. 

Section  39.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  result  to  the  public 
service  from  the  taking  effect  of  the  amendments"  proposed  to  Article 
four  by  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtv-one,  no  oflicer 
shall  be  suspended  or  superseded  thereby  until  the  election  and  qualifica- 
tion of  the  several  officers  provided  for  "in  said  amendments. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  thirteenth  session, 
conimencing  on  the  sixth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  18G2,  adopt  and  agree  to 
the  following  amendments  to  sections  two,  eighteen  and  nineteen,  of 
Article  five  of  the  Constitution :  (which  said  amendments  were  hereto- 
fore proposed  and  adopJ;ed  by  the  Legislature  of  said  State  at  its  twelfth 
session.) 

ARTICLE  FIVE  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  af 
the  time  and  places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  Assembly,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  four  years  from  and  after  the  first  Mondav  in  December 
subsequent  to  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  18.  A  Secretary  of  State,  a  Controller,  a  Treasurer,  an  Attor- 
ney-General, and  a  Surveyor-General,  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time 
and  places  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Governor. 

Section  19.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  Legislative  and  Executive  Departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same  and  all  matters  relative 
thereto  before  either  brand*  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  law;  and  in  order  that  no  incon- 
venience may  result  to  the  public  service  from  the  taking  eflect  of  the 
amendments  proposed  to  said  Article  five  bv  the  Legislature  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  no  ofiieer  shall  be  superseded  or  suspended^there- 
by  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  several  officers  provided 
for  in  said  amendments. 


The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  thirteenth  session, 
commencing  on  the  sixth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1862,  adopt  and  agree  to 


the  following  amendments  to  Article  six  of  the  Constitution:  (which 
said  aine7idmcnts  were  heretofore  proposed  and  acjppted  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  said  State  at  its  twelfth  sest-ion.) 

ARTICLE  SIX.  JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  Judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court,  in  District  Courts,  in  County  Courts,  in  Probate  Courts, 
and  in  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  in  such  Recorders'  and  other  inferior 
Courts  as  the  Legislature  may  establish  in  any  incorporated  city  or 
town. 

Section  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and 
four  Associate  Justices.  The  presence  of  three  Justices  shall  be  neces- 
sarj-  for  the  transaction  of  business,  excepting  such  business  as  may  be 
done  at  chambers,  and  the  concurrence  of  three  Justices  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

Section  3.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  special  elections  to  be  provided  by 
law,  at  which  elections  no  officer  other  than  judicial  shall  be  elected,  ex- 
cept a  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  The  first  election  for 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  held  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three.  The  Justices  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
ten  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  their  election,  except 
those  elected  at  the  first  election,  who  at  their  first  meeting  shall  so 
classify  themselves  by  lot,  that  one  Justice  shall  go  out  of  office  every 
two  years.  The  Justice  having  the  shortest  term  to  serve  shall  be  the 
Chief  Justice. 

Section  4.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  in  equity ;  also  in  all  cases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  jjosses- 
sion  of  real  estate,  or  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  or 
municipal  fine,  or  in  which  the  demand,  exclusive  of  interest,  or  the  value 
of  the  property  in  controversy,  amounts  to  three  hundred  dollars  ;  also 
in  all  cases  ai-ising  in  the  Probate  Courts;  and  also  in  all  criminal  cases 
amounting  to  lelony,  on  questions  of  law  alone.  The  Court  shall  also 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari,  prohibition  and 
habeas  corpus,  and  also  all  writs  necessarj-  or  proper  to  the  complete 
exercise  of  its  appellate  jurisdiction.  Each  of  the  Justices  shall  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  part  of  the  State,  upon 
petition  on  behalf  of  an}-  person  held  in  actual  custody',  and  may  make 
such  writs  returnable  befoi-e  himself,  or  the  Supreme  Court,  or  before 
any  District  Court,  or  any  County  Court,  in  the  State,  or  before  any 
Judge  of  said  Courts. 

Section  5.  The  State  shall  be  divided  by  the  Legislature  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three,  into  I'ourteen  Judicial  Districts,  subject  to  such 
alteration  from  time  to  lime,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  both  Houses,  as  the  public  g0(jd  may  require  ;  in  each  of 
which  there  shall  be  a  District  Court,  and  for  each  of  which  a  District 
Judge  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  district,  at  the 
special  judicial  elections  to  be  held  as  provided  for  the  election  of  Jus- 
tices of  the  Supreme  Court  by  section  three  of  this  Article.  The  District 
Judges  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  day 
of  January  next  after  their  election.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no 
power  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  a  judicial  officer,  and  any  such  officer 
who  shall  absent  himself  from  the  State  for  upwards  of  thirty  conseca- 
tive  days,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  his  office. 
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Section  6.  The  DiMtricl  C'oiirtH  sliiill  have  original  jurisdictio7i  in  all 
cases  in  equity;  also  in  all  cases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  posses- 
sion of  real  jjroperty,  or  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll, 
or  municipal  fine,  and  in  all  other  cases  in  which  the  demand,  exclusive 
of  interest,  or  the  value  of  the  jiropcrty  in  controversy,  amounts  to  three 
hundrctl  dollars;  and  also  in  all  criminal  cases  not  otherwise  provided 
for.  The  J)istrict  (-'ourts  and  their  .hulges  .shall  have  power  to  issue 
writs  of  habeas  corpus  on  petition  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  person  iield  in 
actual  custody  in  tiieir  res|)ective  districts. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  in  each  of  the  organized  counties  of  the 
State  a  County  Court,  for  each  of  which  a  County  Judge  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualitied  electors  of  the  county,  at  the  special  Judicial  elections 
to  be  held  as  providetl  i'or  the  election  of  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
by  section  three  ol' this  Article.  The  County  Judges  shall  hold  their 
olfices  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  tirst  day  of  January  next  after 
their  election.  Said  Courts  shall  also  have  power  to  issue  naturalization 
papers.  In  the  ('ity  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  Ivcgislature  may 
separate  the  office  of  i'l-obate  Judge  ti-om  that  of  County  Jmlge,  and 
may  i)rovide  for  the  election  of  a  Probate  Judge,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Section  8.  The  County  Coui-ts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  of  ac- 
tions of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  of  proceedings  in  insolvency,  of 
actions  to  prevent  or  abate  a  nuisiuiee.  anil  of  all  such  special  cases  and 
proceedings  as  are  not  otherwise  provided  for;  and  also  such  criminal 
jurisdiction  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe;  they  shall  also  have 
appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  in  Courts  held  by  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  and  Jlecorders,  and  in  such  interior  Courts  as  may  be  estab- 
lished in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  Article,  in  their  respective 
counties.  The  County  Judges  shall  also  hold  in  their  several  counties 
Probate  Courts,  and  })erforni  such  duties  as  Probate  Judges  as  may  be 
pi-escribed  by  law.  The  County  Courts  and  their  Judges  shall  also 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  on  petition  by  or  on  behalf 
of  any  person  in  actual  custody  in  their  resjiective  counties. 

Section  9.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  number  of  Justices 
of  the  Peace  to  bo  elected  in  each  city  and  township  of  the  State,  and- 
fix  by  law  their  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  ;  proi  idcil.  such  powers 
shall  not  in  an}-  case  trench  upon  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  several  Courts 
of  record.  The  Su])reme  Court,  the  District  Courts,  County  Courts,  the 
Probate  Coui-ts,  and  such  other  Courts  as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe, 
shall  be  Courts  of  record. 

Section  lU.  The  Legislature  shall  fix  by  law  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
Recorder's  or  other  inferior  municipal  Court  which  may  he  established 
in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  Article,  and  shall  fix  by  law  the 
powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Judges  thereof.  ' 

Section  11.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  a  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  County  Clerks,  District  Attornej-s,  Sherift's,  and 
other  necessarj'  officers,  and  shall  fix  hy  law  their  duties  and  compensa- 
tion. County  t'lerks  shall  be  ex  officio  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  record  in 
and  for  their  resjiective  counties.  The  Legislature  mny  also  provide  for 
the  appointment  hy  the  several  District  Courts  of  one  or  more  Commis- 
sioners in  the  several  counties  of  their  respective  districts,  with  author- 
ity to  perform  chamber  business  of  the  Judges  of  the  District  Courts 
and  County  Courts,  and  also  to  take  depositions  and  to  perform  such 
other  business  connected  with  the  administration  of  justice  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 
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Section  12.  The  times  and  places  of  holding  the  terms  of  the  several 
Courts  of  record  shal]  be  jjrovided  for  by  law. 

Section  IS.  No  judicial  officer,  except  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Record- 
ers, and  Commis.sioners,  shall  receive  to  his  own  use  an}'  fees  or  per 
quisites  of  office. 

Section  14.  The  Legislature  shall  jirovidc  for  the  speedy  publication 
of  such  02)inions  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  it  may  deem  expedient;  and 
all  opinions  shall  be  free  for  jiublication  by  anj^  ])ersoJi. 

Section  lo.  The  Justices  of  the  Sujjreme  Court.  District  Judges,  and 
County  Judges,  shall  severally,  at  stated  times  during  their  continuance 
in  otfiee,  i-eccivc  for  their  services  a  compensation  which  shall  not  be  in- 
creased or  diminished  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected ;  jimciilcil,  that  County  Judges  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  of  their  res|)ective  counties. 

Section  16.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  District 
Judges,  and  the  County  Ju(lg(>s,  shall  he  ineligible  to  any  other  office 
than  a  judicial  office,  during  the  term  for  which  the}-  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Section  17.  Judges  shall  not  charge  juries  with  respect  to  matters  of 
fact,  but  may  state  the  testimony  and  declai'c  the  law. 

Section  18.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  bo  -'The  People  of  the  State 
of  California,"  and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  conducted  in  their  name  and 
by  their  authority. 

Section  1',).  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  result  to  the  public 
service  from  the  taking  effect  of  the  amendments  ])roposed  to  said 
Article  six  by  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  one,  no 
officer  shall  l)c  superseded  thereby,  nor  shall  the  organization  of  the 
several  Coui'ts  Ijc  changed  thereby,  until  the  election  and  qualification 
of  the  several  officers  provided  for  in  said  amendments.

Mr.  Lewis  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  bill. 
Upon  which,  the  ayes  and  noes  were  demandetl,  hy  Messrs.  Lewis, 
Gallagher,  and  Gaskill,  and  taken,  with  the  following  result :

The  rules  were  suspended,  bill  considered  engrossed,  read  third  time, 
passed,  and  Forty-Fifth  Rule  suspended. 

Hon.  Messrs.  Campbell.  McCullough,  Machin,  Shannon,  and  'Worthing- 
ton,  a  Con\mittee  from  the  Assend)ly  of  the  State  of  California.  apj)eared 
at  the  bar  of  the  Senate  and  presented  the  following  Articles  of  Im- 
peachment, and  resolution  under  which  they  were  appointed  such  Com- 
mittee : 
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ARTICLES  OF  I MPKACIIMENT, 

Plxbibitod  by  llie  AsscTiibly  of  the  State  of  California,  against  .fames  H. 
Hardy,  Judge  of  tbc  Sixteciitli  Jiulieial  Distriet  of  said  State. 

The  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California,  in  tbc  name  of  tbemseives 
and  of  all  the  People  of  said  State,  do  hereby  impeacli  .James  II.  Hard}', 
District  . I iidffe  ol' the  Sixteenth  Jiulieial  District,  of  IIii;b  JlisdemeaiiorH, 
and  Wilfid  and  Corni])t  Misconduct  in  Ids  sairl  office,  and  wilful  nef^lect 
of  the  duties  thereof,  and  exhibit  a.i^ainst  the  said  James  JI.  JIardy,  Dis- 
trict Judge,  as  aforesaid,  the  following  Articles  of  Impeachment  : 

ARTICI,!';  I. 

At  the  May  term,  A.  I),  eighteen  luimlred  and  filty-nine.  of  the  Dis- 
trict Court  ol'  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the  Coiintj^  of 
Calaveras,  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  being  then  and  there  the  District 
Judge  of  said  District  (^ourt,  a  certain  suit  was  pending  and  at  issue 
therein  before  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  District  .liidge.  as  aforesaid, 
wherein  one  Gerrish  Foster  was  plaintitf,  and  one  Fritz  and  others  were 
defendants — that  said  cause  came  on  lor  trial  before  said  IIar<ly,  District 
Judge,  as  aforesaid,  at  Mokelumne  Hill,  the  county  seat  of  said  county, 
at  said  May  term,  viz  :  on  or  about  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  A.  I), 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine;  that  at  (he  trial  of  said  cause  the  said 
James  II.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  uidawfully,  cori'uptly,  wil- 
fully, fraudulently,  and  with  intent  to  ])er])etuate  and  lengthen  litigation 
between  the  ])arties  aforesaid,  did  deny  a  certain  motion  for  a  nonsuit 
then  and  thei-e  made  by  the  Counsel  for  the  defendants  in  said  action. 

ARTICLE  II. 

At  the  November  term,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  tifty-nine,  of  the 
Court  in  the  last  Article  mentioned,  viz :  on  or  about  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  November,  A.  I),  eighteen  hundred  and  flfty-idnc,  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial  in  said  case  in  the  first  Article  mentioned  came  on  for  hearing 
before  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  Court 
House  in  said  County  of  Calaveras,  and  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  being 
and  acting  as  such  District  Judge,  did  then  and  there,  unlawfully,  corruptlj-, 
wilfully,  fraudulently,  and  with  intent  to  perpetuate  and  lengthen  litiga- 
tion between  the  parties  to  said  suit,  grant  to  the  defendants  therein  a 
new  trial  of  said  cause, 

ARTICLE  III, 

On  or  about  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  a 
certain  case,  wherein  The  People  of  the  State  of  Calilbrnia,  on  the  rela- 
tion of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  were  plaintiffs,  and  one  Hill 
Squires  was  ilefendant,  was  pending  in  the  District  Court  of  said  Six- 
teenth Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the  Count}-  of  Calaveras  aforesaid, 
before  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge — at  which  time,  in  the 
Court  House,  in  the  Count}'  of  Calaveras,  said  cause  came  up  for  hear- 
ing and  trial  before  said  Hardy,  as  such  Judge,  and  in  which  cause,  after 
the  hearing  and  trial  thereof,  the  said  James"  H.  Hardy,  as  such  Judge, 
at  the  county  aforesaid,  on  or  about  the  first  <lay  of  June,  A,D.  eighteen 
hundred  ami  fifty-nine,  did,  unlawfully.  wilfull\",  corruptlj-,  and  fraudu- 
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lently,  render  judgment  in  favor  of  said  Ilill  Squires,  the  defendant  in 
said  cause. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

That,  at  the  February  term,  A.  D.  eigliteen  luindred  and  sixty-two,  of 
the  District  Court  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the 
County  of  Calaveras,  a  certain  suit  was  ])endiii<^  and  at  issue  in  said 
Court,  before  the  said  James  II.  JIai-dy,  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid, 
wherein  one  E.  Mercicr  and  anotlier.  Avere  plaintiffs,  and  W.  C.  Denny 
and  others,  were  defendants;  that  it  was  im|)ortant  for  the  interests  of 
the  plaintiffs  therein  that  said  cause  should  not  be  tried  at  said  Feb- 
ruai'v  term,  but  should  be  continued  to  the  ne.xt  term  of  said  Court,  and 
tlie  said  James  II.  Ilardj-,  being  then  and  there  such  District  Juiige,  and 
well  knowing  the  pi-emises,  on  the  twent3--fifth  day  of  February,  eight- 
een hundred  and  si.xty-two,  as  yet  of  said  February  term,  wilfully,  un- 
lawfully, corruptly,  and  in  violation  of  his  official  duty,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  effecting  such  contifiuance,  and  favoring,  and  benefiting  the 
plaintiffs  in  said  action,  at  Mokelnmne  Hill,  in  said  County  of  Calaveras, 
solicited  and  urged  one  William  L,  Dudley,  who  was  then  engaged  as 
Counsel  in  anotber  case  on  trial  before  saici  IFardy,  to  consume  as  much 
time  as  possible  in  such  trial,  and  in  the  trial  of  otlier  cases  in  which 
said  Dudley  was  engaged  in  said  Court,  so  as  to  prevent  the  trial  of  said 
suit  of  E.  Mercier  and  another,  against  W.  C.  Denny  and  others,  at  said 
last  mentioned  term. 

ARTICLE  V. 

At  the  February  term.  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  of  the 
District  Court  of  the  said  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the 
County  of  Calaveras,  a  certain  case  was  ])ending  and  at  issue  in  said 
Court,  the  said  James  11.  llardy  being  then  and  there  Judge  thereof, 
as  aforesaid,  between  J.  li.  l^obinson  and  others,  ))laintiff's.  and  one  (ieorge 
Leger  and  another,  defendants,  and  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  acting  as 
such  Judge,  then  and  there  did,  unlawfully,  wilfully,  and  corru]jtly,  con- 
tinue and  cause  to  be  continued,  the  said  case  to  the  next  term  of  said 
Court,  with  intent  to  hinder,  delay,  and  defraud,  the  plaintiff's  in  said 
suit. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

That  at  the  August  term,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  of  the 
District  Court  of  the  said  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the 
County  of  Calaveras,  a  certain  cause  was  pending  and  at  issue  in  said 
Court,  the  said  James  II.  Hardy  being  then  and  thei-e  Judge,  as  aforesaid, 
between  one  E.  Mercier  and  another,  plaintiffs,  and  W.  C.  Dennj-  and 
Others,  defendants,  and  that  on  the  fifteenth  da}' of  said  August,  a  motion 
was  there  made  by  the  jtlaintiffs  in  said  case  to  change  the  place  of  trial 
of  said  case  to  some  other  county  in  said  State  of  California,  which  said 
motion  was  made  at  the  (Jourt  House  in  said  County  of  Calavcrds.  where 
the  term  of  said  Court  was  being  held  by  the  said  James  H.  Hardj',  Dis- 
trict Judge,  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  and 
there,  wilfully,  unlawfully,  and  corruptly,  refused  to  decide,  and  abstained 
from  deciding,  the  said  motion. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

The  said  Jiimcs  II.  Hardy,  District  Judge  of  said  Sixteentli  Judicial 
District,  at  the  February  term,  A.  D.  eigliteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
of  his  said  Court,  held  in  and  for  the  said  County  of  Calaveras,  while 
presiding  as  such  Judge  in  a  certain  action  then  and  there  tried  before 
him  as  such  .Judge,  wherein  one  W.  F.  McDermott  was  ])lainliff,  and 
one  William  Higby  was  defendant,  did,  falsely,  wilfully,  iinla\\ fully,  and 
corruptly,  find  for  the  plaintiff,  and  against  the  defendant,  and  render 
judgment  for  the  ])laintitf  uj)on  the  issues  raised  by  a  certain  answer  in 
abatement  filed  by  tlu;  defendant  in  said  suit,  to  which  tlic  plaintiff  in 
said  stnt  had  replied,  the  said  Hardy  then  and  tliere  well  knowing  said 
decision  and  finding  to  be  unjust  and  unlawfuh 

ARTICLK  VIII. 

On  or  al)Out  the  fii'st  day  of  July,  A.  D.  eighteen  luindred  and  sixty, 
a  certain  ease,  wherein  W.  F.  McDermott  was  plaintiff,  and  S.  W.  Hurko, 
et  al.,  were  defendants,  was  pending  in  the  District  Coui't  of  said  Six- 
teenth Judicial  District,  in  and  for  said  County  of  Calaveras,  l)efore  tiio 
said  James  II.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  in  which  case.  .)ose])h  P.  Vaughn 
had  been  appointed  Receiver,  previous  thereto,  by  said  Hardy,  to  take 
charge  of,  and  have  the  care  and  custody  of.  certain  pro])erty  in  litiga- 
tion, in  said  case,  and  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid, 
did,  at  the  Court  House  in  said  county,  on  or  about  tiie  day  last  aforesaid, 
wilfully,  unlawfully,  and  corruptly,  refuse  to  hear,  and  abstain  from  hear- 
ing, a  motion,  on  the  part  of  the  defendants  in  said  case,  to  remove  said 
Joseph  P.  Vaughn,  Receiver,  as  aforesaid,  and  did.  then  and  there,  wil- 
fully, unlawfully,  and  corruptly,  continue  said  Joseph  P.  Vaughn,  such 
Eeceiver,  in  said  action,  to  the  great  prejudice  and  injury  of  the  rights 
of  the  defendants  in  said  action. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

At  the  May  term,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  viz :  on  the 
thirtj'-first  of  Ma}*,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  of  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the  County 
of  Calaveras,  held  at  Mokelumne  Hill,  in  said  county,  a  certain  suit, 
wherein  J.  R.  Pobinson  et  al.  were  ])laintilfs,  and  George  Leger  et  al.  were 
defendants,  came  on  before  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as 
aforesaid,  foi-  trial,  and  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as  afore- 
said, then  and  there,  wilfully,  corruptly,  and  with  intent  to  oi)press  the 
plaintiffs  in  said  cause,  of  his  own  motion  and  without  anj'  objection  to 
such  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  defendants,  refused  to  admit,  "and  ruled 
out,  certain  evidence  then  and  there  upon  said  trial  offered  by  the  plain- 
tiffs in  said  suit,  for  the  purpose  of  proving  that,  in  consequence  of  a  cer- 
tain injunction  theretofore  granted  hj  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  as  Dis- 
trict Judge,  said  plaintiffs  were  prevented  from  running  water  through 
a  certain  ditch  for  mining  purposes;  and  the  said  James  H.  Hardy  after- 
wards, viz  :  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  upon  the  settlement  of  a  statement  presented  before  him, 
the  said  Hardy,  as  such  District  Judge,  by  the  defendants,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  a  new  trial  in  said  cause,  did,  at  the  County  of  Cala- 
veras, aforesaid,  falsely,  fraudulently,  corruptly,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
benefiting  the  defendants  in  said  suit,  insert,  in  said  statement,  language 
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to  the  effect  tliat  such  evidence  had  been  offered  at  the  trial  by  the 
plaintiffs,  etc.;  that  the  admission  thereof  was  objected  to  by  the  defend- 
ants; tliat  the  Court  admitted  the  evidence;  and  tl)at  the  defendants 
then  and  there  excepted  to  such  last  mentioned  ruling  of  the  Court. 

ARTICLE  X. 

That,  at  the  Februarj'  term,  A.  D.  citrhteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  of 
the  District  Coiirt  ol'  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the 
County  of  Calaveras,  and  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  said  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, eighteen  hundred  and  8ixt\--t\vo,  at  Mokelunine  Hill,  in  said 
county,  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  then  and  there  being  Disti'ict  Judge,  as 
aforesaid,  and  acting  and  iiolding  said  term  in  such  capacity,  did,  unlaw- 
fully, wilfully,  corruptly,  and  for  the  purpose  of  injuring  the  defendants 
in  a  certain  cause,  then  and  there  ])ending  and  at  issue  i)cfore  him  in  said 
Court,  wherein  E.  ^lercier  et  al.  were  plaintiffs,  and  W.  C.  Denny  et  al. 
were  defendants,  and,  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  said  Court,  continue 
said  cause  from  the  said  seventeenth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  to  the  twentj'-seventh  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

ARTICI-K  XI. 

The  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  at  divers  times, 
within  two  years  now  last  past,  to  the  great  scandal  and  detriment  of  the 
administration  of  justice,  has  frequeiitl}'  apjjeared  upon  the  bench  and 
presided  in  Court,  in  his  said  District,  and  in  the  County  of  Calaveras, 
when  in  a  state  of  gross  intoxication  ;  and  especially  did  preside  at  said 
County  of  Calaveras,  at  the  trial  of  said  case  of  McDermott  vs.  Higby,  at 
the  Februar}-  term,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  of  said  Dis- 
trict Court  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  in  and  for  the  County  of 
Calaveras,  as  Judge  thereof,  when  so  drunk  as  to  be  scarcely  able  to  ar- 
ticulate. 

AHTICLK  XII. 

The  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  Fel)ruary 
term.  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixt3'-two,  of  saiil  District  Court,  in  and 
for  the  County  of  Calaveras,  held  by  him  at  Mokelumne  Hill,  aforesaid, 
did,  wilfully,  unlawfull}',  and  corruptly,  delay  the  business  of  said  Court, 
to  the  great  prejudice  and  injury  of  parties  litigant  in  said  Court  at  the 
term  aforesaid. 

AUTICLK  Xlll. 

The  said  James  H.  Hardy,  for  two  j^ears  now  last  past,  he  being  during 
the  whole  of  said  period  District  Judge  of  the  said  Sixteenth  Judicial 
District,  has  wilfully  neglected  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office  with 
reasonable  diligence,  thereby  causing  great  delays  in  the  transaction  of 
the  judicial  business  of  said  District,  and  causing  great  loss,  damage,  and 
inconvenience  to  suitors  before  the  District  Court  of  said  District, 
especially  at  the  August  term,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  held  in 
and  for  said  Count}-  of  Calaveras. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

At  the  July  term  of  the  District  Court  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Die- 
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trict,  in  and  for  the  County  of  Marin,  tlie  said  James  II.  Hardy  did  pre- 
side over  and  liold  said  CouH,  as  Judge.  Among  other  cases  then  pend- 
ing before  said  Court,  was  a  certain  prosecution  against  one  David  8. 
Terry,  for  having  feloniously  Icilled  one  David  C.  Brodoi'ick,  in  a  duel 
between  tlieni ;  that  in  said  case  the  said  David  S.  Terry  liad  theretofore 
])loaded  Not  Guilty  to  the  indictment  found  against  him  for  such  offence  ; 
that  said  case  was  duly  set  for  trial  on  the  sixth  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  that  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  commence- 
ment of  the  trial  of  said  cause,  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  were  on 
their  way  from  Han  Francisco,  where  they  all  resided,  to  the  count}- 
seat  of  Marin  County,  where  said  Court  was  held,  (the  distance  between 
thp  two  places  being  about  fifteen  miles,)  and  the  said  James  II.  Hard}-, 
acting  as  such  District  Judge,  then  and  there,  viz:  at  San  IJafuel,  in  said 
County  of  Marin,  well  knowing  the  ])remises,  and  desiring  and  fraudu- 
lently intending  and  contriving  to  prevent  a  fair  trial  of  said  cause,  and 
the  due  and  proper  achninistrat i(;n  of  justice  therein,  unlawfully,  cor- 
ruptly, and  wickedly,  before  said  witnesses  were  able  to  arrive  at  said 
Court,  (they  having  been  detained  by  a  calm  while  attem])ling  to  reach 
Marin  County  by  water,  as  the  saici  James  JI.  Hardy  then  and  J^here 
well  knew,)  did,  on  the  said  sixth  day  of  July,  A.  D.  eigiiteen  hundred 
and  sixty,  aforesaid,  at  the  said  County  of  Marin,  cau.sc  a  jury  to  be 
empanelled  with  indecent  haste  in  said  cause,  before  the  hour  often  a.  m. 
of  that  day,  and  then  and  there  forced  on  the  trial  of  said  cause,  and 
caused  the  same  to  be  submitted  to  the  jury  without  any  testimony  on 
the  part  of  the  prosecution,  and  in  the  absence  of  said  witnesses,  or 
any  of  them,  to  the  great  scandal  and  disgrace  of  the  administration  of 
the  law  in  the  State  of  California. 

AUTICJJ',  XV. 

The  said  James  II.  Hardy,  at  various  times  within  one  year  last  past, 
and  especially  at  the  times  and  places  hereinafter  mentioned,  w'hile 
holding  the  office  of  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  and  bound  by  his 
official  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  has,  in 
violation  of  his  oath  of  office,  and  his  duty  and  obligations  as  a  Judge, 
publicly  used  seditions  and  treasonable  language  of  and  concerning  the 
Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  aided'^  and 
abetted,  and  given  comfort  to.  the  enemies  of  .said  Constitution  and 
(lovernment,  as  follows,  viz  : 

First.  On  or  about  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  at  the  Town  of  Jackson,  County  of  Amador, 
in  the  State  aforesaid,  he,  the  said  James  II.  Hard}',  then  being  Judge  of 
the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  as  aforesaid,  and  divers  States  of'^the 
United  States  of  America,  and  divei's  of  the  people  thereof  being  then 
in  open  rebellion  against  the  Govei-nment,  Constitution,  and  laws,  there- 
of, and  then  seeking  to  subvei-t  the  same  by  force  of  arms,  and  then 
actually  in  arms  for  that  purpose,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  well  know- 
ing the  ])remises,  did,  then  and  there,  viz  :  at  the  said  Town  of  Jackson, 
County  of  Amador,  in  violation  of  his  official  oath  and  duty  as  such  Dis- 
trict Judge,  openly  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy,"  and  wilfully, 
treasonably,  and  corruptly,  aid  and  abet  their  treasonaljle  purposes  and 
practices,  by  openly  and  publicly  declaring,  in  the  jn-esence  and  hearing 
of  divers  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  and  giving  a  toast  in  sub- 
stance as  follows  :  "  Here  is  to  Jeff.  Davis,  (meaning  one  Jefferson  Davis, 
then  a  leader  of  said  rebels,  and  engaged  in  said  rebellion,)  and  the 
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Southern  Confederacy,"  (meaning  a  certain  pretended  Government 
which  said  rebels  had  set  up  in  opposition  to  and  defiance  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States.) 

Second.  On  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  town  and  county,  at  a 
late  hour  of  ihe  night,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Jutlge,  as 
aforesaid,  disturbed  the  public  peace  hy  shouting  huzzas  for  said  Davis. 

Third.  On  the  twenty-sixth  tlay  of  June,  A.  1).  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one.  at  or  near  the  Town  of  Angel,  in  the  County  of  Calaveras,  the 
said  James  II.  Hardy,  then  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  in  violation  of  his  official 
oath  and  duty  aforesaid,  seeing  the  American  flag  waving  from  a  flag- 
staff, declared,  in  the  jjresence  and  hearing  of  divers  good  citizens  of  the 
State  of  California,  referring  to  said  flag,  substantially  as  follows:  -  That 
is  an  old  woman's  rag,  and  ought  to  be  torn  down." 

Fourth.  That  on  or  about  the  twentieth  day  ol' August,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one.  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  then  District  Judge,  as 
aforesaid,  at  said  Mokelumne  Hill,  in  a  public  bar  room,  offered  substan- 
tially the  following  toast:  "Here  is  to  the  stars  and  stripes;  as  to  the 
Constitution,  there  is  none — the  ("onstittition  is  gone  to  hell." 

Fifth.  On  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  at  said  Mokelumne  Hill,  and  immediafel\-  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Februar}-  term  of  the  District  Court  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, in  and  for  said  County  of  Calaveras,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy, 
then  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  used  substantially  the  following  lan- 
guage, in  presence  of  divers  citizens  of  said  county:  -  lly  Coui-t  has  ad- 
journed, and  I  am  now  off  the  bench;  my  mother  was  born  in  the  South, 
and  I  am  a  rebel,  and  I  don't  care  a  damn  who  knows  it," 

Sixth.  Tiuit  at  the  City  and  in  the  Countv  of  Sacramento,  on  or  about 
the  second  day  of  April.  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtj'-one,  the  said 
James  H.  Hardy,  being  then  such  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  in  violation 
of  his  said  official  oatli  and  duty,  offered,  in  a  public  bar  room.  sul)stan- 
tially  the  following  toast  :  (Tcntlemen,  I  will  give  you  the  perpetuation 
of  a  Southern  Confederacy  and  the  sovereignty  of  Jeff.  Davis  ;  and  may 
his  name  be  perpetuated  in  the  same  light  they  hold  the  immortal  Wash- 
ington." 

Seventh.  That  on  or  about  the  twenty-sixth  of  June,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixtj'-one,  the  said  James  II,  Hardy,  then  being  District  Judge, 
as  aforesaid,  at  Chile  Gulch,  in  Calaveras  County,  in  further  violation  of 
his  official  oath  and  duty,  drank  to  the  health  of  said  Jeff.  Davis  and  said 
S  0  u  t  h  e  r  n  C  o  n  f e  d  e  r acy . 

Eighth.  That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  at  Mokelumne  Hill, 
in  said  County  of  Calaveras,  being  then  and  there  District  Judge  of  said 
Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  as  aforesaid,  did,  in  violation  of  his  said  oath 
of  office  and  duty  as  aforesaid,  publicl}'  declare,  in  the  presence  and 
hearing  of  divers  good  citizens  of  this  State,  and  say,  in  substance,  as 
follows:  That  he  was  a  Secessionist,  and  that  if  a  foreigner  should  come 
before  him,  holding  the  same  sentiments  that  he,  the  said  Hardv,  enter- 
tained, as  a  man.  towards  the  Constitution  and  (iovcrnment  of  the  United 
States,  and  ajiplied  for  citizenship,  he,  the  said  Hardy,  as  a  Judge,  would 
not  admit  him  to  citizenship. 

And  the  Assembly,  by  protestation,  saving  to  themselves  the  liberty 
of  exhibiting  at  any  time  hereafter,  any  further  Articles,  or  other  accusa- 
tion, or  impeachment,  against  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  and  of  re])lyiug 
to  his  answers  which  he  shall  make  unto  the  Articles  herein  i)reterred 
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against  him,  and  of  ofTering  proof  to  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof, 
and  to  all  and  every  other  Article,  accusation,  or  impeachment,  which  shall 
be  exhibited  by  them,  as  the  case  shall  require,  demand  the  said  James 
II.  Hardy  may  be  put  to  answer  the  misdemeanors  in  office  herein 
charged  against  him,  and  that  such  proceedings,  examinations,  trials, 
and  judgments,  may  be  thereupon  had  as  may  be  according  to  law  and 
justice. 

The  foregoing  Articles  of  Impeachment  were  adopted  by  the  Assembly 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two.

rules  of  the  senate. 

For  the  trial  of  James  II.  Ilai-dy,  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, Impeached  for  Misdemeanors  in  office,  by  the  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  California,  at  its  thirteenth  session,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixt\'-two : 


Subpoenas  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  upon  appli- 
cation of  the  Managers  of  the  Impeachment,  or  party  impeached,  or  of 
his  Counsel,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  that  the 
same  are  necessary  and  proper  witnesses  upon  the  trial  of  said  Imj)eact- 
ment,  and  no  other  witnesses  than  those  thus  authorized,  shall  be  sub- 
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pcenacd  to  attend  such  trial.  Such  iiiutoriality  shall  be  proved  to  such 
President  by  affidavit,  showing  in  substance  the  testimony  expected  to 
be  given  by  such  witness,  or  by  other  competent  evidence.  Service  of  such 
subp(i.'nas  shall  be  made  in  sucli  manner  as  tlie  President  of  the  Senate 
shall  direct. 

II. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  direct  all  necessary  preparations  in 
the  Senate  Chamber,  and  all  forms  of  pi-ocecdings  wliilc  the  Senate  is 
sitting,  for  the  ]nirpose  of  trying  said  Imjieaciiment,  and  ail  forms  during 
the  trial  not  otherwise  sijccially  provided  for  by  the  Senate. 

III. 

At  eleven  o'clock  of  the  day  appointed  for  the  retura  of  the  summons 
against  tlie  j)orson  impeaclied,  the  Legislative  and  Executive  business  of 
the  Senate  shall  be  suspended. 

IV. 

The  person  impeached  shall  then  be  called  to  appear  and  answer  the 
Articles  of  Impeachment  against  him.  If  he  apjiears,  or  any  person  for 
him,  the  appearance  shall  be  recorded,  stating  particularly  if  by  himself, 
or  by  Agent  or  Attornc}',  naming  the  person  a])pearing,  and  the  capacity 
in  whicli  lie  appears.  If  he  does  not  apjiear.  either  personally  or  by 
Agent  or  Attorney,  the  same  shall  be  recorded. 

V. 

At  eleven  o'clock  of  the  day  a]>])ointed  for  the  trial  of  said  Impeach- 
ment, the  Legislative  and  Exoculive  business  of  the  Senate  shall  be  post- 
poned. Tiie  Secretary  shall  then  administer  the  following  oath  or  affii'- 
mation  to  the  President : 

"  You  do  solemnly  swear,  that  you  will  truly  and  impartially  hear, 
try,  and  determine,  the  Impeachment  presented  b}'  the  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  California,  against  James  II.  Ilardy,  .ludge  of  the  Sixteenth 
Judicial  District  of  said  State,  and  that  you  will  true  judgment  render 
therein,  according  to  the  evidence  given  upon  such  trial,  and  according 
to  law.    So  help  you  God." 

And  the  President  shall  administer  said  oath  to  each  and  every  Sena- 
tor present. 

VL 

The  Secretary  shall  then  give  notice  to  the  Assembly,  that  the  Senate 
is  organized  as  a  Court  of  Impeachment,  and  is  ready  to  proceed  upon 
the  Impeachment  of  James  H.  Hardy,  in  the  Senate  Chamber. 

VII. 

Counsel  for  the  parties  shall  be  admitted  to  appear  and  be  heard  upon 
the  Impeachment. 

VIII. 

All  motions  made  by  the  parties,  or  their  Counsel,  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and,  if  he  shall  require  it,  shall  be  com- 
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mitted  to  writing,  and  read  at  the  Secretary's  table,  and  shall  be  decided 
by  the  President.  If  any  Senator,  or  either  part}-,  demand  the  decision 
of  tlie  Senate  upon  any  question  of  evidence,  or  proceeding,  which  shall 
arise,  such  decision  sliall  be  taken  without  debate. 

IX. 

All  witnesses  shall  be  examined  by  the  partj-  producing  them,  and  then 
cross  examined  in  the  usual  form. 

X. 

If  a  Senator  is  called  as  a  witness,  he  shall  be  sworn,  and  give  his  tes- 
timony standing  in  his  place. 

XI. 

At  all  times  while  the  Senate  is  sitting  upon  the  trial  of  the  Impeach- 
ment, tlie  doors  of  the  Senate  chamber  shall  be  kept  open  until  the  final 
argument  by  the  (Jounsel  of  the  parties  is  closed.  All  persons  uncon- 
nected with  said  trial  shall  be  excluded  from  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
during  said  trial,  except  ladies  and  Keporters. 

XII. 

Any  Senator  shall  have  the  right  to  ask  questions  of  a  witness  under 
examination. 

XIII. 

No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  during  said 
trial.

MEMORIAL  FROM  JAMES  II.  HARDY. 

_  The  following  memorial  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee : 

To  the  IToiiDmhlr  Si'nate.  of  the  State  of  California: 

The  undersigned  most  respectfully  represents  to  your  honorable  body, 
that  he  has  just  seen  the  First  Eule  adopted  by  your  Committee,  and  ap- 
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proved  hy  the  Senate,  wherein  it  is  i-equired  that  the  undersigned,  who 
has  hecn  summoned  to  appear  before  your  body  to  answer  charges  pre- 
ferred against  him,  shall  show,  by  affidavit,  the  evidence  he  expects  to 
procure,  before  he  can  obtain  tlie  ])ropor  subpoenas  foi-  his  witnesses.  He 
most  respectfully  would  ask  that  tiie  rule  referred  to  bo  changed. 

The  Sixth  Article  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  secures  to  the  accused  the  right  to  compulsor}-  process  for  his 
witnesses.  If  the  Senate  can  say  who  shall  be  the  witnesses  of  the  ac- 
cused, ma}'  they  not  say  by  resolution  who  shall  not  ?  If  the  Senate  can 
say  to  the  accused  what  number  of  his  witnesses  shall  be  summoned,  may 
they  not  say  whether  he  shall  have  any  at  all  ? 

The  Constitution  of  this  State  substantiall}-  secures  the  same  right. 
In  the  trial  of  an  impeachment,  the  Senate  is  organized  as  a  Court,  and 
is  to  be  governed  hy  the  established  law.  That  law  requires  the  Clerk 
to  issue  blank  subpoenas  to  the  accused,  as  many  as  he  likes. — (Sec.  551, 
Criminal  Practice  Act.) 

A  reference  to  the  Act  will  show  tliat  this  section  is  in  the  same  Act 
that  provides  for  impeachment. 

Ho  does  not  desire  any  advantage ;  will  not  ask  for  any  delay.  Is 
anxious  for  a  speedy,  open.  full,  and  fair  trial.  But,  to  obtain  that,  he 
must  liave  the  jirocess  of  the  Court  betbre  which  he  is  to  be  tried.  He 
asks  only  the  same  rights  that  every  citizen  who  ever  was  tried,  or  ever 
will  be,  has  had  and  will  have. 

This  petition  is  respectfully  presented,  believing  that  a  mere  statement

The  above  estimate  for  fitting  U|i  and  rcpaii-ing  the  building  at  Marys- 
ville,  is  the  lowest  estimate  we  liave  beard  named  by  any  member  of  the 
Hospital  Committee. 

The  expenses  of  tiie  second  and  subsequent  years  will  bo  decreased  by 
the  sum  of  six  thousand  dolhirs,  allowed  above  for  transporting  ])atient8 
and  fitting  up  building  to  receive  them,  leaving  as  a  permanent  addition 
to  our  Hospital  expenses,  at  tlic  lowest  estimate  that  can  safely  be  made, 
the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  and  eighty  dollars  yter  annum. 

This  amount,  of  itself,  granting  that  there  will  be  no  extra  expense 
or  extravagance,  would,  in  a  few  years,  make  all  the  iiujjrovements  at 
Stockton,  that  the  necessities  of  the  Asylum  can  require. 

In  addition  to  this  extra  expenditure,  Ibc  establishment  of  a  State  In- 
firmary will  have  a  tendency  to  attract  to  that  Institution  a  large  num- 
ber of  patients  pi-operly  chargeable  to  the  various  counties,  who  should 
be  maintained  as  ]iaupers  rather  than  as  insane  patients. 

i3y  ex]>cnding  at  Stockton  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  in  placing 
a  substantial  lioard  lence  around  the  entire  nosj)ital  grounds,  you  would 
i-elievc  the  Asylum,  dui-ing  a  large  portion  of  the  time,  of  nearly  all  the 
patients  proposed  to  be  removed  to  the  Infirmary,  and  at  the  same  time 
conduce  to  their  health  and  comfort,  and  eventually  to  their  permanent 
cure. 

An  additional  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in 
the  erection  of  a  gymnasium,  and  other  such  accommodations,  required 
in  ever}'  institution,  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  will  furnish,  for  the 
present,  eveiy  requisite  for  the  purposes  of  the  Institution  and  for  the 
future  so  add  to  the  curative  facilities  of  the  A.sylum  that  the  number 
of  ]iatients  will,  year  by  year,  be  decreased. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  Asscmhh-  bill  No.  424,  and 
the  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  221,  as  amended.

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REPORTS. 

Mr.  Ehodes,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  made  the  following 
report : 

Mr.  President  : — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  menioriiil  of  Hon.  James  II.  Hardy,  rcsj)coting  one  of  tlie  Rules  of 
the  Senate,  in  cases  of  Imj)eaehment,  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  the  sanae  under  consideration,  and  that  they  arc  of  the  opinion 
that  Eule  Number  One,  referred  to  in  the  memorial,  ought  not  to  be  ma- 
terially clianged. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  tliat  the  defendant  in  any  criminal  prosecution 
is  entitled  to  have  the  process  of  the  proper  Court  to  procure  the  attend- 
ance bf  such  witnesses  as  may  be  necessary  for  his  defence,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  require  blank  subpoenas  to  be  issued,  and  may  have  com- 
pulsory process,  when  tlie  same  is  necessary,  to  enforce  the  attendance 
of  witnesses.  Tlie  exercise,  however,  of  tliis  right  of  the  defendant,  does 
not  require  tliat  the  Court  sliail  undertalce  to  secure  the  attendance  of 
persons  as  witnesses  whoso  testimony  is  neither  material  nor  necessary 
to  the  defence  in  such  pi-osecution  ;  nor  would  it  be  proper,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee,  for  the  Senate,  sitt  ing  as  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  Im- 
peachments, to  directly  or  indirectly  cluirgc  the  State  with  the  expense 
of  procuring  the  attendance  of  persons  as  witnesses,  or  of  their  fees  and 
mileage,  M'hen  their  testimony  would  not  l)c  material  or  necessary  for 
the  defendant  on  the  trial. 

The  Senate,  by  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  in  procuring  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses,  can  do  justice  to  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  i)er- 
sons  wlio  may  be  named  as  witnesses,  for  eitlier  party. 

The  defcn(hint  may  have  as  many  blank  suhpa^nas  issued  as  he  may 
require,  and  may  insert  tlierein  the  names  of  such  jiersons  as  he  chooses 
he  using  the  ordinary  means  I'urnished  by  the  hiw  to  procure  their  at- 
tendance as  witnesses,  and  he  being  responsible  for  the  expense  attending 
the  same,  but  the  Senate  ought  not  to  undertake  to  furnish  means  to 
procure  the  attendance  of  persons  who  may  not  be  necessary  as  wit- 
nesses, or  to  be  responsible  for  their  voluntary  or  compulsory  attend- 
ance. 

Tliere  can  be  no  doubt  that  when  the  compulsory  process  of  any  Court 
is  demanded  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  tiie  attendance  of  a  witness 
the  Court  may  properly  require  that  the  materiality  and  necessity  of  the 
testimony  of  the  proposed  witness  be  shown  before  the  issuance  of  the 
process. 

The  Senate  cannot  riglitfully  say  which  one  of  a  number  of  persons 
shall  be  summoned  as  a  witness  to  prove  a  particular  fact,  but  they  prop- 
erly could  and  should  say  that  they  would  not  procure  or  enforce  the 
attendance  of  the  whole  number  of  such  jiersons,  when  one  of  them  Avas 
sufficient  to  prove  the  proposed  fact,  and  tliat  they  would  not  procure  or 
enforce  the  attendance  of  any  person  as  a  witness  whose  testimony 
would  not  be  material  to  any  issue  in  the  matter  of  this  Impeachment

Mr.  President  : — The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco 
delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  bills  providing  for  the  con- 
struction of  wharves  in  tiie  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  having 
had  the  same  under  consideration,  ask  leave  to  present  the  following 
report : 

I  believe  that  when  it  is  clearly  requisite  that  such  franchises  should 
be  conferred  to  individuals,  or  incorporated  companies,  the  right  to  enjoy 
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them  should  bo  opened  to  free  public  competition,  and  under  suitable 
restrictions  awarded  to  those  who  will  accept  their  use  for  tiie  shortest 
period,  or  pay  into  the  Treasury  the  largest  annual  or  other  compensa- 
tion. 

Believing  these  positions  to  be  correct,  I  am  opposed  to  the  making  of 
special  wharf  grants,  and  hence  I  iiropose  an  amcTidment  to  Senate  bill 
No.  425,  and  recommend  its  passage  as  amended. 

The  amendment,  which  is  a  substitute  for  all  after  the  enacting  clause, 
provides  for  a  well  guai-ded  system  of  water  front  improvement,  based 
on  a  survey,  and  phms  and  specifications,  and  for  thorough  competition 
in  letting  out  the  wharf  privileges ;  and  it  also  secures  competition  be- 
tween the  lessees  of  the  different  wharves,  after  said  wharves  shall  have 
been  leased.

The  Committee  on  Finance  made  the  following  report: 

Mr.  Presidknt  :—Tlie  (Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred 
Assembly  bill  No.  2t)!J,  an  Act  to  provide  for  paying  certain  demands 
issued  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State,  which  become  due  and  pay- 
able on  the  second  day  of  May,  A.  I),  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two. 
and  to  contj-act  a  funded  debt  for  that  purpose,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  make  the  following  rc])ort : 

Owing  to  tlie  late  period  in  the  session  at  which  the  subject  came  be- 
fore us,  we  have  not  been  able  to  give  it  as  much  attention  as  we  woidd 
desire,  but  from  our  researches  we  find  the  history  of  this  outstanding 
indebtedness  to  be  about  as  follows  : 

In  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine,  eighteen  hundi-ed  and 
fiftj',  and  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  several  expeditions  were  oriran- 
ized  in  various  parts  of  the  State  to  sujipress  Indian  hostilities.  The 
State  authorities  at  that  time  thought  proper  to  send  out  these  expe- 
ditions, because  there  was  an  inadequate  force  of  Federal  troo])s  on  this 
coast  to  ]irotect  the  citizens.  To  make  provision  for  the  settlement  of 
the  claims  arising  from  these  exj)etlitions,  the  Legislature  of  this  State, 
by  an  Act  passed  February'  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
(see  Statutes  185L  page  52LI,)  assumed  the  payment  thereof.  The  first 
section  of  said  Act  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Section  One.  By  virtue  of  the  powei-  given  to  the  Legislature  by 
the  Constitution  of  this  State,  Article  Eighth,  'in  case  of  war,  to  repel 
invasion,  or  supjiress  insurrection,'  a  loan,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  negotiated  upon  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  State,  payable  in  ten  years,  and  at  any  period  after  five 
years,  at  the  pleasure  of  tiie  State ;  said  loan  to  bear  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semi- 
annually, at  such  place  as  the  contracting  parties  may  agree;  provided, 
however,  that  the  interest  of  the  first  year  may  be  paid  in  advance  out 
of  the  loan  thus  made." 

The  other  provisions  of  the  Act  merely  give  the  mode  antl  manner  in 
which  the  bonds  shall  be  issued. 

Under  this  Act,  no  money  could  be  loaned,  but  those  holding  claims 
took  bonds  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

By  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  of  May  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-tM'o,  a  further  appropriation  was  made,  the  first  section  of  which 
reads  as  follows  : 

"Section  One.  A  sum,  not  exceeding  six  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
is  hereby  appropriated  and  set  aside  as  an  additional  war  fund,  payable 
in  ten  years,  out  of  any  moneys  which  may  be  appropriated  by  Congress 
to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  State  of  California,  and  interest 
thereon  at  the  i-ate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  in  suppression  of  Indian 
hostilities,  or  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  public  lands  which 
may  be  donated  or  set  aside  by  Congress  for  that  purpose.  And  should 
no  such  appropriation  or  donation  be  made,  or  if  an  amount  sufficient 
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should  not  be  appropriated  or  doniited  witliiii  the  said  ten  years,  then 
the  bonds  autliorizod  to  be  issued  by  this  Act  shall  be  good  and  valid 
claims  airainst  the  State,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  iiot  otherwise  appropriated,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  expe- 
ditions mentioned  in  this  Act." 

Tiiis  Act  also  repeals  the  Act  of  February  fifteenth,  eicrhteen  hundred 
and  fifty-one,  but  provides  that  the  repea"l  shall  not  affect  the  bonds 
issued  under  said  Act.

These  matters  having  been  brought  before  Congress  by  our  Senators 
and  Representatives.  Congress,  by  an  Act  passed  August  fifth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  made  an  appropriation  of  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-lbur  thousand  two  hundred  and  fitt^  -nine  dollars  and  sixty-five 
cents.'in  the  general  appropriation  bill  of  thai  year  for  the.support  of  the 
Army,  to  settle  with  the  State  for  the.se  liabilities.  The  Act  making  such 
appr()priation  reads  as  follows  : 

"J//,/  hr  H  further  rn„ct'<!.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  lie  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  the  amount 
of  expenses  incurred  and  now  actually  paid  by  the  State  of  California  in 
the  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities  within  the  said  State  prior  to  the 
first  of  .January.  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  fitty-four.  and  that  the 
amount  of  such" expenses,  when  so  ascertained,  be  pai<l  into  the  Treas- 
ury of  said  State  ;  provlfh'K  that  the  sum  so  paid  shall  not  exceed  in 
amount  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  which  amount  is  hereby  ap- 
proi)riated  out  of  any  moneys^in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  ai)propri- 

The  Legislature  of  this  State,  by  an  Act  passed  in  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five,  (page  61.)  authorized  the  Governor  to  transmit  to  the 
Sccretarv  of  AVar  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  indebtedness  incurred 
and  actiiallv  paid  by  the  State  i)rior  to  the  first  cf  .Tanuary,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-four;  and  also,  a  certified  copy  from  the  Secretary  of 
State,  of  all  laws  authorizing  military  expeditions  against  the  Indians, 
and  making  appropriations  to  pay  the  same,  etc. 

Governor  Bigler  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act.  and  sent 
on  such  statements.  ,  •  r.

"'LMie  Act  directs  the  Secretary  of  War  -  to  e.vanune  into  and  ascertain 
the  amount  of  expenses  incurred,  and  now  actually  paid  \>y  the  State  of 
Califoi-nia.'  This  requirement  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  fulfilled,  upon 
evidcmcc  showing  nothing  more  than  that  the  State  has  made  certain 
bonds  and  warrants,  for  the  jnirpose  of  satisfying  claims  of  the  descrip- 
tion s])eeified  in  the  Act,  and  tluvt  these  bonds  have  been  issued  to  certain 
persons.  Under  Similar  circumstances,  othei-  States  have  produced  the 
original  hills  paid  by  them,  and  the  Department  has  tiius  l)een  enal)led  at 
once  to  s(>e  that  the  charge  was  one  which  Congress  intended  to  assume, 
and  that  it  had  been  paicl.  I  cannot  so  far  de])art  from  a  practice  which 
I  believe  has  been  invariably'  observed,  as  to  autiiorize  payment  to  be 
made  to  the  State  of  California  upon  the  evidence  now  tendered.

Statutes,  eighteen  hundred  anti  fifty-six,  chapter  l.S,'),  ]>age  2t)0.) 

Governor  liigler,  in  his  Annual  Message  in  eigiiteen  hundred  and  tifty- 
six,  called  the  attention  of  the  Jjegislature  to  this  matter ;  and  the  Legis- 
lature of  t  hat  year,  upon  the  recommendation  of  (iovernor  Johnson,  (see 
Journals  of  the  Senate,  i)age  220.)  on  the  nineteentli  of  April  jmssed  an 
Act  ap])ointini^  Samuel  ii.  Sniith,  and  J.  W.  Denver,  a  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners on  theytart  of  the  State, '■  to  prosecute  before  the  Secretary  of 
AVar"  the  claims  of  the  State.  Said  Act  also  requii-ed  that  the  Commis- 
sioners should  set  asidc'a-sufficiont  sum,  out  of  tlie  ajijjropriation  niadtf 
by  Congress,  to  first  j)ay  tlie  twelve  per  cent,  bonds  and  interest,  and 
then  provides  that  the  Commissioners  shall  advertise  for  bids  for 
redemption  of  the  seven  ])er  cent,  bonds.  Said  Commissioners  were 
also  directed  to  receive  and  take  with  them  to  Washington  all  the 
origimil  vouchers. 

iTpon  presenting  these  vouchers  to  the  Secretaiy  of  AVar,  it  was  found 
that  a  great  portion  of  them  were  so  imperfect  that  they  would  not  be 
allowed.  The  report  of  the  Commissioners,  which  more  clearly  explains 
tlie  matter,  we  herewith  co])y,  together  with  tlie  Act  of  Congress,  re- 
quiring the  Secretar}-  of  AVar  to  take  the  bonds  of  the  State  as  evi- 
dence :

CtiAP,  CXXIX,  Sec,  8,  And  le  if  further  emictcd,  That  the  Secretary 
of  AA'ar  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  holders  of  the 
AA'^ar  Bonds  of  the  State  of  California,  the  amount  of  money  appropri- 
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ated  by  Act  of  Congress,  approved  May  (August)  fifth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  tit'ty-l'our,  in  payment  of  expenses  incurred  and  now  actually  paid 
by  tlife  State  of  Calilbrnia.  i'or  the  su])pression  of  Indian  liostilities  with- 
in tiie  said  State,  prior  to  tlie  tirst  day  of  January.  Anno  Domini  eight- 
een hundred  and  fifty-four,  under  the  following  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions :  Before  any  bonds  shall  be  redeemed  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
they  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  a])pointed  by  the 
Legislature  of  said  State,  by  an  Act  ap])roved  April  nineteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-six.  and  the  amount  due  and  ])ayable  upon  each  bond 
be  indorsed  thereon  bj-  said  Commissioners.  Upon  jjrcsentation  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  of  any  bond  or  bonds  thus  indorsed,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  for 
the  amount  certified  to  be  due  upon  the  same  by  the  said  Commissioners, 
upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
same ;  provided,  that  said  amount  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  of  money  ajipropriated  by  Act  of  Congress.  ap])roved  August 
fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fift^'-four;  said  bonds,  after  redemption,  and 
after  taking  off  the  coupons  that  may  remain  unpaid,  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary  of  War.  to  be  cancelled. 

KEI'ORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OK  CALIFORNIA  WAR  DEBT. 

To  His  Excellency,  J.  Xeely  Johnson.  Governor  of  the  Stale  of  Cnli/omin  : 

Sir  : — The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Act  of  April  nineteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six.  to  liquidate  the  War  Debt  of  the  State, 
beg  leave  to  report : 

That  in  accordance  with  the  ])rovisions  of  said  Act,  so  soon  after  the 
same  as  practicable,  they  opened  an  ottice  in  the  City  of  Washington, 
and  made  application  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  by  .said  Act  directed, 
for  payment  of  the  sum  of  monc}-  appropriated  by  ("ongress  in  payment 
of  expenses  incurred  "  by  the  State  in  suppression  of  Indian  hostilities." 
As  evidence  of  said  indebtedness,  the  Commissioners  submitted  a  certi- 
fied copv  of  the  war  bond  register  of  said  State,  the  various  Acts  of  the 
Legislature  authorizing  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  and  the  journals  of 
the  Legislature  exhibiting  the  action  of  that  body  in  relation  to  the  same  ; 
proposing,  further,  to  deiiver  him  the  bonds  issued  by  the  State  before 
making  requisition  for  said  money.  In'  reply,  the  Secretary  of  War 
stated!  in  substance,  that  the  proofs  submitted  were  insutticieiit.  that  he 
could  not  recognize  tlie  bonds  as  evidence  of  the  indebtedness,  but  that 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
under  which  Act  the  appropriation  was  made,  would  require  him  to  go 
into  an  examination  of  the  original  vouchers.  As  this  course  of  proce- 
dure would  have  involved  great  delay  and  difficulty,  and  being  satisfied 
from  the  condition  of  the  original  vouchers,  which  were  in  very  many 
instances  informal,  that  a  large  portion  of  them  would  be  disallowed,  we 
ai)plied  to  Congress  for  relief,  and  a  bill  was  introduced,  at  our  in.stance, 
directing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  pay  over  the  full  amount  of  the  apj)ro- 
priation  as  directed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California.  The 
bill  meeting  with  violent  opposition,  influenced  to  a  great  extent  by  the 
liolders  of  the  seven  per  cent,  bonds,  who  felt  aggrieved  at  the  manner 
of  distributing  the  appropriation  directed  by  said  Act.  and  being  uuwil- 
lin<;  to  give  oiir  sanction  to  any  Congressional  action  which  might  clash 
wiTh  the  Act  of  the  State  of  Calitbrnia,  we  finally  submitted  to  the  Se«- 
retarv  of  War  all  the  books  and  original  papers  in  our  possession,  offer- 
ing to  make  all  necessary  explanation,  etc.    As  we  had  anticipated,  the

examination  was  delayed,  and,  after  several  interviews  with  the  aceount- 
ing  officers  to  whom  the  vouehers  had  been  referred  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  being  convinced  that  the  interest  of  the  State  would  greatly 
suffer  should  a  settlement  be  made  upon  such  a  basis,  we  finally  agreed 
with  the  bondliolders  to  a  bill  providing  a  pro  rata  distribution  of  the 
ap])ropriation,  viz.:  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  all  tlie  bonds  issued 
prior  to  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty -foui'.  and  interest  on 
the  same  up  to  that  date.  This  bill  passed.  Immediately  upon  its  pas- 
sage, the  Commissioners  advertised  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds,  in 
vai-ious  daily  pa])ers,  a  list  of  winch  will  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Colnniissioncrs,  accompanying  this  report,  which  advertisement  directed 
that  all  bonds  should  be  prcsenbt'd  to  the  Commissioners  before  the  first 
day  of  September,  after  which  date  they  would  cease  to  bear  interest. 
Upon  an  cxaminatifm  of  the  Act.  we  found  a  mistake  had  occurred, 
which,  a))pai'ently,  left.to  the  (Jommissioners  the  ])ower  of  carrying  out 
the  direction  of  the  State  in  the  disbursement  of  tiie  a])pro])riation.  We 
immediately  apjilied  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  asking  his  construction  of 
the  Act.  It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  eorres|iondence  which  ac- 
companies this  report,  that  the  Secretary  of  War  would  not  permit  any 
jiortion  of  the  a])])ropriation  to  be  a])])lied  to  tlie  re(U'm]ition  of  bonds 
issued  since  the  first  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  nor  for 
the  payment  of  interest  accumulating  since  that  date  on  bonds  previously 
issued.  This  construction  rendered  it  unnecessaiy  to  make  any  distinc- 
tion between  the  seven  and  twelve  per  cent,  bonds,  and  superseded  the 
necessity  of  advertising  for  bids,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  California. 

Under  the  instruction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Commissioners, 
as  bonds  were  presented,  certified  to  the  genuineness  of  each  bond,  and 
the  amount,  princijial  and  interest,  due  thereon  uj)  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  eightceti  hundred  and  fifty-four.  The  full  amount  certified  to 
by  the  Commissioners  is  as  follows  : 

Of  twelve  ])er  cent,  bonds,  ])rincipal.  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
thousand  dollars ;  interest  on  the  same,  fiftj'-five  thousand  six  hundred 
and  eighty-three  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents.  Of  seven  per  cent, 
bonds,  principal,  five  hundred  and  fifty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ;  interest  on  the  same,  forty-eight  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents — amounting,  in  all.  to  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  sixty- 
five  cents — a  full  statement  of  which  acconijtanies  this. 

The  full  amount  jiaid  by  the  United  States  (tovernnient  up  to  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  is  eight  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  and  eighty- 
four  cents,  as  appears  per  statement  of  the  Third  Auditor,  which  accom- 
panies this,  leaving  unpaid  of  the  bonds  at  that  time  certified,  twenty-six 
thousand  one  huntlred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents  ;  of 
which,  fifteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  twenty 
cents  had  been  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  the  balance,  ten 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents,  still 
being  in  the  hands  of  the  holders.  This  amount  has,  no  doubt,  been 
])aid  in  full.  The  interest  coupons  belonging  to  all  the  bonds  presented 
to  the  Commissioners  were  detached  from  the  bonds  and  distributed  as 
follows  : 

Of  seven  per  cent,  bonds,  coupons  one  and  two,  up  to  January  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  were  attached  to  the  bonds  and  have 
been  paid  ;  coupons  three  and  four,  up  to  January  first,  eighteen  bun - 
dred  and  fifty-six.  have  been  returned  to  the  holders,  stamped  as  follows: 

78SEN 
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"  California  Wai'  Bond  Coupon."  Coupon  number  live,  from  January 
first,  eis^htcen  hundred  and  tilly-.-iix,  to  January  first,  ei^liteen  luindred 
and  fifij'-scven,  similarly  stamjjcd,  with  the  amount  of  interest  due  on 
the  same  up  to  September  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fift3-Rix,  also 
stamped  upon  it,  has  also  heen  returned  to  the  holders.  Coupons  six, 
seven,  eight,  nine,  and  ten,  representing  the  interest  from  January  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  to  the  maturing  of  the  bonds,  are  re- 
turned to  the  State.  Of  twelve  per  cent,  bonds,  coupons  one.  two,  three, 
four,  and  five,  representing  the  interest  up  to  Mareii  fir.st,  eigiiteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four,  were  attached  to  the  bpnd.s.  but  were  paid  only  up  to 
January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  leaving  on  every  bond 
a  balance  of  twenty  dollars,  interest  froi^i  January  first  to  March  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fiftj^-four.  due  to  the  bondholder — for  which  amount 
the  Commissioners  gave  their  certificate,  a  copy  of  which  accompanies 
this.  Co\ii)ons  six.  seven,  eight,  nine,  and  ten,  representing  tlic  interest 
due  up  to  September  fii-st.  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six.  have  been  re- 
turned to  the  owners;  and  the  remaining  coupons,  numbers  eleven, 
twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen,  sixteen,  seventeen,  eighteen,  and  nine- 
teen, are  returned  to  the  State. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  remaining  unpaid  of  bond'*  issued  prior 
to  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  filty-four,  of  ])rincipal,  fifty-nine 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars;  of  interest  to  that  date,  about  fourteen 
thousand  dollars;  total,  seventy-three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars. 
There  is  remaining  of  the  appropriation,  eighty-three  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  eleven  dollars;  leaving  a  balance  on  hand,  over  and  above  the 
bonds  and  interest,  up  to  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  entire  amount  of  coupons  and  certificates  returned  to  holders  of 
redeemed  bonds,  and  now  outstanding,  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-one 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  nineiy-one  cents.  The 
entire  amount  of  couj)ons  returned  to  the  State  is  three  hundred  and 
seventeen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  ten 
cents.  The  bonds  redeemed  have  been  cancelled,  and  are  now  on  file  in 
the  Treasury  Depai-tntent.  The  General  Government,  by  recognizing 
the  bonds,  and  l)y  the  payment  of  interest  up  to  January  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  have  virtually  assumed  the  entire  debt,  and  there 
is  but  little  doubt  of  the  spee<ly  passage  of  an  Act  making  an  additional 
appropi-iation  to  cover  the  unpaid  coupons  now  outstanding,  as  well  as 
the  amount  of  bonds  i.ssued  subsequent  to  January  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty -four,  a  statement  of  which  will  be  foun<l  accompanying 
this. 

Wc  cannot  conclude  our  report  without  expressing  our  high  apprecia- 
tion of  the  services  of  Mr.  A.  J.  F.  Phelan.  the  Clerk  of  the  Commission. 
His  thorough  knowledge  of  all  the  details  connected  with  the  origin  of 
the  War  Debt,  and  hi.s  faithfulness  and  ability  in  discharging  the  oner- 
ous duties  imjiosed  upon  him  by  the  State,  has  ver>-  materially  aided  UB 
in  accomplishing  all  that  has  been  effected  toward  the  extinguishment  of 
the  debt.

Sacramento  City,  January  5th,  1857. 
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It  will  be  Boon  that  the  first  Act  of  ( 'oiigress  requivod  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  pay  the  ainotiiit  he  found  due,  according  to  the  vouchors,  to  be 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury.  The  Act  of  the  Lei^islature  required  tlie 
ConunissionerH  to  pay  it  to  the  bondliolderB,  at  Washington.  The  second 
Act  of  CongrcsH  required  the  Secretary  of  War  to  ]iay  the  bondholders 
the  amount  certitiod  to  be  due  tiioni,  of  principal  and  interest,  up  to  the 
tirst  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four.  The  Act  also  re- 
(piired  the  ('oniniissionors  to  take  off  the  eoujMiiiH  wiiich  remained  unpaid. 
Those  cou])ons,  running  from  J anuary  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  tifty- 
four,  to  September  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  were  detached 
from  the  bonds,  as  the  law  required,  and  returned  to  the  I)ondliolders. 
Hy  reference  to  the  report  of  the  (Commissioners,  made  to  the  Governor 
at  tlie  session  of  eighteen  hundred  and  si.xty,  it  will  be  seen  that  they 
had  redeemed,  of  bonds  and  coupons,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents, 
leaving  a  balance  outstanding  of  ten  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  in  bonds  and  interest  due  thei-eon  up  to  January  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-four.  After  those  outstanding  bonds,  with  interest, 
are  paid,  there  would  still  be  about  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  ap])ro])ri- 
ation  remain  nnexpended.  and  which  could  not  be  made  available  to  the 
State,  for  the  reason  that  such  excess  was  caused  hy  taking  into  the 
estitnate  on  which  the  appropriation  was  made  warrants  or  certificates 
issued  before  the  fii-st  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and 
not  funded  prior  to  that  date. 

The  coupons  which  would  have  become  due  subsequent  to  September 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  wore  detached  from  the  bonds,  and 
retained  by  the  (!ommissioners.  and  have  since  thou  been  de])ositod  with 
the  State  Treasurer  by  said  Commissioners.  The  bonds  issued  under  the 
several  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  passed  ))rior  to  January  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  imt  not  issued  until  after  that  ])cri<)d,  wore  not 
taken  into  the  estimate  by  Congress. 

By  reference  to  the  last  annual  report  of  (iovornor  Downey,  it  will  be 
seen"  that  there  is  still  outstanding,  of  interest,  or  coui)ons,  on  bonds  paid, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventj--two  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents.  Bonds  remaining  un])aid.  thirty- 
eigl'it  thousand  one  hundred  dollars.  Interest  due  on  the  latter,  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  Total,  two  hundred  and  eighteen  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  fiftj'-tour  cents.  This  sura 
is  all  due  and  payable  by  the  State  on  the  second  day  of  May,  eighteen 
hui\dred  and  sixty-two.  By  the  terms  of  the  Acts  under  which  they 
were  issued,  the  State  is  bound  to  ])ay  these  bonds  and  interest,  and 
slioidd  provide  some  means  for  so  doing  at  the  present  session.  The 
State  is  not  in  a  financial  condition  to  meet  them  at  this  time,  and  the 
bondliolders  and  holders  of  coupons,  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  are  willing 
to  take  now  bonds  of  the  State,  payable  in  twenty  years,  at  seven  per 
cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually. 

The  Assembly  bill  ])rovides  for  issuing  bonds  for  the  bonds  and  interest 
due  thereon,  issued  subsfqiunt  to  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four,  and  would  leave  the  bonds  and  interest  due  on  those 
issued  prior  to  that  date,  unprovided  for.  This  would  be  manifest  injus- 
tice to  the  holders  of  the  coupons  on  the  old  bonds.  The  State  has 
pledged  her  faith  and  credit  to  pay  them  if  the  General  Government  did 
not  "provide  for  their  pa3'ment  before  they  fell  due.  This  the  General 
Government  has  failed  to  do,  and  the  holders  of  the  coupons  look  to  the 
State  to  comply  with  her  obligations.    Your  Committee  think  the  State 
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should  not,  in  the  first  place,  have  taken  tlie  course  she  did  in  making 
herself  liable  for  these  debts,  hut  having  done  so,  her  honor  and  credit 
require  that  she  should  immediately  provide  for  meeting  her  obligations. 

Some  fault  has  been  found  with  the  Commissioners,  by  some  parties, 
for  returning  the  unpaid  coupons  to  the  bondholders.  Tiiese  coupons 
could  not  be  i)aid  by  the  terms  oi'  the  Act  of  (Congress,  and  the  amount 
thereof  being  due  to  the  holders,  and  no  provision  having  been  made  to 
pay  them,  they  certainly  were  entitled  to  have  what  belonged  to  them. 
And  had  it  not  been  for  the  second  Act  of  Congress  providing  for  the 
manner  of  settlement,  a  very  large  ])ortion  of  these  bonds,  and  interest 
thereon,  would  not  have  been  paid  by  the  Congressional  appropriation, 
but  the  holders  would  have  had  a  just  and  legal  claim  for  them  against 
the  State,  which  she  could  not  have  avoided  ]ia}-ing.  Therefore,  instead 
of  any  injury  arising  from  such  action  to  the  State,  she  was  saved  several 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  These  cou))ons  were  long  since  due.  They, 
of  course.  di"aw  no  interest,  but  the  bonds  to  which  they  were  attached 
falling  due  on  the  second  day  of  May  next,  they  should  be  settled.  Con- 
gress may,  at  some  future  day,  provide  for  their  payment,  but  tiie  hold- 
ers look  first  to  the  State.  AVe  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
Assembly  bill,  with  several  amendments  herewith  presented. 

The  short  time  which  we  could  give  our  attention  to  this  matter,  pre- 
vents us  from  entering  more  fully  into  detail. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Merritt.  at  half  past  two  o'clock,  p.  Ji.  the  Senate 
adjourned.

Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjoui-nmcnt. 
President  in  the  Chair. 
Eoll  called. 
Quorum  present. 

Journal  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Pacheco  reported  back  Assembly  bill  No.  iri><,  an  Act  supplemen- 
tal to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  legalize  certain  grants  and  sales  made 
by  the  Ayuntamiento  of  the  Pueblo,  and  by  tlie  Mayor  and  (^ommon 
Council  of  the  City  of  Santa  Bai'bara,  of  lands  belonging  to  said  pueblo 
and  city,  approvecl  fourteenth  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
and  recommended  its  passage. 

Bill,  above  repoi-ted,  read  third  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  (Jhambcrlain  offered  a  concurrent  resolution,  relative  to  printing 
three  thousand  copies  of  the  report  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society. 
Adopted. 

The  resolution,  heretofore  adopted,  on  the  same  subject,  was  rescind- 
ed. 
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Mr.  Rhodes  reported  back  Assembly  bill  No.  4-30,  an  Act  to  give  the 
Supervisors  of  Santa  Clara  County  control  over  certain  rivers  therein 
named,  and  recommended  its  pas.sago. 

Bill, above  re])ortcfi.  amended,  read  third  time, passed,  and  title  amended. 

Mr.  Denver  made  tlio  following  report : 

Mr.  Presidkn'I' : — The  Committee  on  Enrolment  have  examined,  and 
found  correctly  enrolled.  Senate  bill  No.  2G(i,  an  Act  authcn-izing  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  (Jounty  of  San  Francisco  to  ex- 
amine certain  claims;

County  of  Calaveras,  and  in  and  for  the  County  of  Amador,  of  becoming 
grosslv  intoxicated,  and  exhibiting  himself  to  "the  public,  as  well  by  day 
as  by  night,  in  a  state  of  gross  drunkenness. 
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The  foregoing  additional  and  supplemental  Articles  of  Impeachment 
were  adopted  by  the  Asscmlily  on  tiie  twenty -fourth  day  of  April,  A.  J). 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two.

I  herewith  return  to  your  honorable  body,  without  my  approval,  Sen- 
ate bill  No.  372,  an  Act  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  consigned  goods. 

This  bill  may  be  objectionable  upon  Conatitulional  grounds,  Vhich 
readily  suggest  themselves,  but  as  its  unconstitutionality  is  not  suffi- 
ciently clear  to  jiie  to  cause  the  withholding  of  my  approval,  1  will  state 
at  once,  as  briefly  as  possible,  the  real  and  conclusive  objection  in  my 
mind  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

The  bill  creates  a  Board  of  three  Commissioners,  with  most  extra- 
ordinary and  inquisitorial  powers,  and  some  of  its  stipulations  arc, 
1  believe,  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  modern  legislation,  and 
in  contravention  entirely  with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions  and  of  the 
age. 

The  bill  authorizes  the  inspection,  by  the  Commissioners  appointed 
under  it,  of  all  the  most  private  pajiers  and  books  of  accounts  belonging 
to  the  person  or  ])ersons  whom  the  Commission  may  believe  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  gives  to  them  the  right  to  issue  at- 
tachments for  all  the  books  and  papers  of  such  ])ersons,  however  valuable 
they  may  Ite,  without  providing  adequate  security  for  their  safe  kee])ing 
or  return,  and  without  specifying  how  long  they  may  be  retained,  nor  in 
what  kind  of  a  depository  they  are  to  be  kept  while  in  possession  of  the 
said  Commissioners.  In  this  way,  the  most  private  and  im])ortant  trans- 
actions of  the  merchant  may  be  divulged,  to  his  prejudice  and  possible 
ruin.  Books  and  i)a]iers,  and  interests  involving  a  vast  amount  of  capi- 
tal, may  be  jeopardized  and  lost,  and  yet  the  Commissioners  give  no 
bonds  for  the  security  of  all  these,  nor  for  the  projier  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

The  impolic3\  injustice,  and  danger,  to  be  apjirehended  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  bill,  and  its  approval  by  the  Executive,  are  so  manifest,  that 
I  have  no  hesitation  in  returning  it,  without  my  signature,  to  the  House 
whence  it  originated.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  thirteenth  session, 
commencing  on  the  sixth  day  of  January.  A.  I),  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two.  propose  the  following  amendments  to  section  twenty-six  of 
Article  tour  of  the  Constitution  : 

ARTICLE  FOUR. 

Section  20.    The  Legislature  shall  not  pass  special  or  local  laws  in  any 
of  the  following  enumerated  cases — that  is  to  say  : 
For  the  punishment  of  crimes  or  misdemeanors. 
Regulating  the  practice  in  Courts  of  Justice.

Granting  divorces. 

Changing  the  names  of  persons,  companies,  or  corporations. 
For  laying  out,  establishing,  or  opening,  roads,  streets,  or  alleys. 
For  vacating  roads,  streets,  alleys,  or  public  squares. 
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Providing  for  selecting,  summoning,  or  empanelling  grand  or  trial 
juries. 

liegulating  county  Iju.siness. 

For  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes  for  State  or  county  pur- 
poses. 

For  supporting  common  schools. 

Providing  foi-  o])ening  or  coiulucting  elections  of  State  or  county  offi- 
cers, or  designating  the  ])laccs  of  voting. 
Granting  the  I'ight  to  maintain  a  ferry. 

Grrantiiig  the  right  to  construct  or  maintain  a  bridge,  except  across 
waters  that  have  been  declared  to  be  navigaiih:. 

Granting  the  right  to  use  or  occupy,  for  a  railroad  or  other  purposes, 
a  street  or  alley  in  any  city  or  town. 

Providing  for  the  sale  of  the  I'cal  or  personal  ])ro|H'rty  belonging  to 
any  minor  or  other  person,  laboring  under  a  legal  disability,  or  to  the  es- 
tate of  a  deceased  person,  by  an  Executor,  Administrator,  Guardian. 
Trustee,  or  other  person. 

In  all  the  cases  enumei-ated  in  this  section,  and  in  all  other  cases  where 
general  laws  can  be  applicaiile,  all  huvs  shall  be  general,  and  have  a  uni- 
form ojjeration  throughout  the  State.

witness,  at  the  time  the  water  was  diverted  from  plaintiff's  ditch,  as  to 
the  right  to  divert  the  same.  To  this  evidence  the  Plaintiff'  objected, 
and  tlie  Court  sustained  the  objection.  An  exception  was  then  drawn 
out  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  Judge.  And  when  Mr.  Higby  read  the 
affidavit,  which  has  been  given  in  evidence,  he  stated  as  one  of  the  rea- 
sons for  believing  the  prejudice  to  exist,  the  ruling  of  the  Court  on  this 
point. 

The  Counsel  for  Prosecution  objected.

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James  H.  Hardy  be  and  he  is  hereby  declared  suspended  and  removed 
from  the  office  of  District  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District  of  this 
State. 

Mr.  Merritt  ojBfered  the  following  substitute  for  the  above  : 

Resolved,  That  James  H.  Hardy,  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, having  been  convicted  by  the  Senate,  sitting  as  a  High  Court  of 
Impeachment,  of  uttering  treasonahle  and  seditious  language  of  and  con- 
cerning the  Government  of  tlie  United  States,  said  James  H.  Hardy  is 
hereby  suspended  from  his  said  office  of  District  Judge  of  tlie  Sixteenth 
Judicial  District,  and  from  exercising  the  duties  thereof,  and  from  receiv- 
ing its  emoluments,  for  the  space  of  six  months.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  messages  were  received  from  the  Governor : 

State  of  California.  Executive  Department,  ) 
Sacramento,  May  13th,  1862.  j 
To  th"  Honomhle  the  Senate  of  California  : 
I  hei-ewith  return  to  your  honorable  body,  without  my  approval,  Sen- 
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ate  bill  No.  428,  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  defining  the 
time  for  commencing  civil  actions,  passed  April  twenty-second,  eighteen 
hiindi-cd  and  fifty. 

Unless  I  entirely  misai)prchciid  the  scope  and  effect  of  the  bill  under 
consideration,  the  result,  should  it  become  a  law,  would  be  to  deprive  a 
large  number  of  persons  who  have  a  legal  and  equitable  claim  lo  lands, 
and  a  right  to  sue  for  and  recover  ])OSsesKion  of  the  same,  at  the  time  when 
this  bill  would  take  efi'ect,  if  apjjroved,  of  all  remedy  thereafter.  Such 
an  Act  would  be  clearly  in  violation  of  Article  one,  section  ten,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  prohibits  the  passage,  by  a 
State,  of  any  law  iinpairing  the  obligation  of  contracts. 

It  is  quite  clear  to  my  mind  that  the  Legislature  cannot,  under  the 
form  of  limiting  the  time  for  the  commencement  of  civil  actions,  deny  to 
a  party  any  time  whatever  in  which  to  proceed  to  enforce  his  rights  by 
a  suit  at  law.  The  SuprcMne  (Jourt  of  this  State,  in  the  case  of  Scarbor- 
ough c.s.  JJugan,  (10  California  Koports,  page  808,)  uses  the  following  lan- 
guage, which  seems  to  be  conclusive  upon  the  point  under  discussion: 

'•  The  question  comes,  then,  to  this  :  Can  the  Legislature,  under  the 
pretence  or  with  the  object  of  regidating  the  remedy,  deny  all  remedy, 
and  thus  destroy  the  contract for  it  is  well  settled  that  a  judgment,  in 
this  sense  of  the  Constitution,  is  a  contract.  It  is  not  disputed  that  the 
law  of  the  forum  can  regulate  the  I'cmedy,  which,  generally  speaking, 
forms  no  part  of  the  contract,  and  thus  is  not  within  the  constitutional 
interdict.  But  it  is  just  as  well  settled  that  the  Legislature  has  no  right 
so  to  regulate  the  remedy,  as  that  it  shall  dcsti'oy  the  contract  liy  deny- 
ing all  means  of  enforcement.  A  right  without  a  remedy,  is.  practically, 
no  obligation  at  all.  A  contract  is  just  as  much  impaired  by  a  ])rohibi- 
tion  to  sue  upon  it,  as  it  is  hy  direct  legislative  action  declaring  it  void. 
It  is  the  same  thing  for  the  Legislature  to  say  that  a  promissorj-  note, 
now  due  and  collectable,  shall  not  be  sued  on  if  it  has  been  due  for  a 
year,  as  to  say  that  all  promissory  notes,  overdue  that  length  of  time, 
shall  be  void.  The  rule  is  thus  expressed  in  Bronsoii  vs.  Kinsie,  (1  How. 
U.  S.,  311,)  Chief  Justice  Taney  delivering  the  opinion  : 

"  '  Whatever  belongs  merely  to  the  remedy,  maj*  be  altered  according 
to  the  will  of  the  State,  provided  the  alteration  does  not  impair  the 
obligation  of  the  contract ;  but  if  that  ett'ect  is  produced,  it  is  immate- 
rial whether  it  is  done  by  actiirg  on  the  remedy,  or  directU'  on  the  con- 
tract itself  In  either  case,  it  is  ])rohibited  by  the  Constitution.'  (See, 
also,  McCrackin  vs.  Haywood,  2  How.  U.  S.  E..  608.) 

"  The  Statute  of  Limitations,  therefore,  can  only  be  construed  to 
appl}'  to  judgments  not  in  esse  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  or  as  giving  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  tiie  Act  within  which  to  sue  upon  such  as  were  not  already  barred  bj" 
the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty." 

Entertaining  these  views,  I  am  comjjelled  to  withhold  my  signature, 
upon  the  ground  that  the  provisions  of  the  bill  are  clearly  unconstitu- 
tional. But  should  I  be  mistaken  in  this,  there  are  still  cogent  reasons, 
of  another  character,  wh}-  this  bill  should  not  become  a  law. 

Under  the  decisions  of  our  Courts,  it  has  been  determined,  in  relation 
to  Mexican  grants,  that  the  party  claiming  under  such  a  grant,  if  held 
good,  has  the  right  to  recover  possession  of  the  entire  tract  within  the 
boundaries  designated,  viz  :  a  party  entitled  to  one  league  of  laud  within 
boundaries  embracing  a  hundred  leagues,  has  the  right,  and  may,  until 
segregation  has  been  had,  recover  possession  of  the  entii'c  hundred 
leagues.    The  eft'ect  of  this  bill  would  be,  Avere  it  to  become  a  law,  to 
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compel  parties  claiming  lands  under  Mexican  grants,  in  order  to  save 
their  interests  in  that  to  which  they  might  be  justly  entitled,  to  com- 
mence suits,  within  sixty  days  alter  its  passage,  tor  the  recovery  of  the 
entire  lands  embraced  within  the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  grant. 

This  would  result  in  incalculable  damage  to  vast  numbers  of  our  cit- 
izens who  have  settled  in  good  faith  upon  what  they  supposed  to  be 
public  lands,  and  wiio,  but  for  the  passage  of  an  Act  like  this,  would  re- 
main in  undisturbed  possession  of  their  iiomes.  I  cannot,  tiien,  but 
think,  that  the  passage  of  this  bill  would  be  injurious  to  those  claiming 
under  Mexican  grants,  and  one  of  the  most  disastrous  blows  possible  to 
those  claiming  adversely  to  such  grants.  As  I  view  the  bill,  its  becom- 
ing a  law  would  result  in  a  flood  of  needless  litigation,  and  would  be 
overwhelmingly  destructive  to  the  best  interests  of  a  great  portion  of 
the  agricultural  population  of  the  State. 

I  believe,  therefore,  that  public  ])olicy  imperatively  requires  that  I 
should  withhold  my  approval  of  the  bill  herewith  returned.

Senators  : — I  thank  you  for  the  flattering  expressions  with  which  you 
have  pleased  to  compliment  my  endeavors  to  preside  over  your  delibera- 
tions. 

I  cannot  permit  this  session  to  close,  or  bring  myself  to  pronounce  its 
final  adjournment,  until  I  shall  have  expressed  to  each  and  all  of  you  my 
obligations  for  the  courtesy  and  indulgence  which  you  have  extended  to 
me  at  all  times. 

I  assumed  the  duties  of  President  of  your  honorable  body  with  great 
distrust  and  doubts  of  meeting  your  just  expectations ;  and  if  I  have, 
in  any  manner,  succeeded  in  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  I  feel 
that  it  is  owing  to  your  kind  indulgence  upon  all  occasions. 

The  many  laws  that  have  received  your  sanction  during  the  session, 
have  all  been  of  a  character  highly  essential  to  the  general  welfare  of  the 
State  at  largo. 

Though  demagogues,  aided  by  a  press  ever  too  ready  to  criticise  and 
condemn,  have  sought  to  hamper  and  throw  discredit  upon  your  actions 
by  the  hackneyed  cry  of  "  special  legislation,"  it  is  gratifying  to  reflect 
that  you  have  fully  sustained  your  own  dignity,  and  vindicated  the  cor- 
rect judgment  of  your  constituents  in  placing  you  in  the  honorable  posi- 
tion which  you  occupy,  by  acting  as  you  deemed  the  varied  interests  of 
the  people  required,  regardless  of  your  own  convenience,  and  at  the  sac- 
rifice of  your  earnest  desire  to  be  relieved  from  the  irksome  duties  of  a 
protracted  session. 

The  special  laws  you  have  passed  were  evidently  demanded  by  the 
exigences  of  the  times,  and  the  varied  wants  of  the  people  you  respec- 
tively represent ;  though  local  in  their  character,  they  tend  to  the  more 
rapid  development  and  improvement  of  the  resources  of  our  youthful  but 
giant  State. 

The  general  tone  of  your  deliberations  has  been  dignified,  earnest, 
and  patriotic.    If,  in  the  warmth  of  animated  debate,  some  scenes  have 
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occurred,  unwise,  I  can  only  hope  they  have  left  no  trace  of  unkind  feel- 
ing, but  have  been  forgotten,  or  buried  in  the  memories  of  the  past. 

I  trust  you  have  omitted  nothing  in  the  way  of  resolutions,  laws,  or 
expressions,  which  could,  in  any  degree,  strengthen  and  sustain  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  in  this  her  earnest  endeavor  to  put  down 
the  existing  conspiracy  against  the  integrity  of  the  Union,  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  our  most  beneficent  Government. 

Your  record  pledges  the  State  of  California,  and  stamps  upon  the  his- 
tory of  the  age  her  determination  to  stand  by  the  American  Union  to 
the  last,  though  traitors  turn  their  fratricidal  hands  against  her,  and  the 
world  should  be  combined  for  her  destruction. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  State,  the  Senate  has  been  called 
upon  to  sit  in  judgment  in  a  case  where  a  person  in  high  judicial  posi- 
tion has  been  impeached  before  it.  You  have  carefully  examined,  and 
duly  weighed,  the  testimony  adduced,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  be 
proud  that  the  honor  of  the  State  and  the  patriotism  of  the  peo])le  have 
been  fully  vindicated  in  the  just  judgment  which  you  have  rendered. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  before  the  time  comes  for  us  to  assemble  again, 
peace  and  prosperity  will  bless  the  Nation.  Those  Senators  whom  I  ex- 
pect to  meet  at  our  next  annual  session,  have  my  best  wishes  for  their 
return  in  health,  after  a  pleasant  and  profitable  interval;  and  those  with 
whom  this  may  prove  a  final  parting,  my  kindest  wishes  for  their  future 
success,  prosperity,  and  happiness. 

I  now  declare  this  Senate  adjourned  sine  die.
